Str, — The Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital respect- 
fully submit herewith their report for the year ended January 
31, 1905. 

The Trustees now have under their charge in the buildings 
of the Boston Insane Hospital 671 patients. On January 31, 
1904, the number of patients under the charge of the Board 
was 1,868, of whom 598 were in the Boston Insane Hospital, 
while 1,270 were cared for by the city in State institutions. 
By the provisions of chapter 451, Acts of 1900, amended by 

chapter 321, Acts of 1903, the State assumed the care of 
those insane from the City of Boston who were in State 
institutions, leaving the city to provide only for those in the 
Boston Insane Hospital by direct appropriation, although 
contributing, through the State tax, about 36 per cent. of 
the cost of all the State’s insane. The recommendation of 
last year is renewed, that there should be some legislation 
which will enable the city to be relieved of a part of the 
unequal burden which it now bears, due to the fact that the 
State gives no consideration to the city’s investment of 
$1,500,000 in its plant.

The appropriation for the support of the Boston Insane 
Hospital last year was $150,000, and for support of insane 
in State institutions, $55,000. The income of the hospital 
for the year was as follows:

Mr. Frederick E. Atteaux, who served efficiently for one 
year as member of the Board of Trustees, resigned on 
November 22, 1904, and his place was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Walter J. Donovan. Some changes have taken 
place in the hospital staff. Dr. Augustus T. Marshall, 
who resigned to go into private practice, was succeeded by 
Dr. George E. Emerson, who left for the same reason this 
year. Dr. Frederick B. Colby, after eight years of service, 
has also resigned for private practice, and Dr. Mary E. Gill 
has been appointed an assistant physician. Dr. Elmer E. 
Southard has been appointed pathologist on the consulting 
staff. The trustees have visited the institution frequently, 
and the patients have been found well cared for and the 
institution well managed. 

The new buildings at the women’s department of the 
hospital were opened on September 22, 1904, and have been 
found well planned and admirably designed for the better 
classification of the patients. Eleven hospital cases have 
been brought back to these buildings from State institutions. 
Owing to the lack of a nurses’ home building, the third 
floor of the new Stedman building has been fitted up as a 
nurses’ home, and for the present serves its purpose well. 
The capacity of the new buildings, as at present used, is 
estimated at 140 patients. Their construction has relieved 
the overcrowded wards of the old buildings and made better 
care of the patients possible. The trustees have not attempted 
to fill these new buildings at once, believing that the original 
design of their use for hospital rather than chronic cases 
should be carried out. The whole number of cases cared for 
during the year in all the wards was 978, and there has been 
a gratifying percentage of recoveries and improved cases. 
Of the appropriation of $350,000 made by the City Council 
in 1901 for land and buildings, there remains a balance of 
$353.25, but owing to the failure of the contractors and

unforeseen delays during the prosecution of the work under 
the receivership there remains unpaid bills to the amount of 
about $2,000. Of the appropriation of $25,000 for furnish- 
ing, made by the City Council last year, there remains a 
balance of $8,215.61. 

The city has under lease a tract of land, with farm build- 
ings, of some thirty acres, and the trustees have found this a 
valuable adjunct to the city’s plant, enabling them to pro- 
duce farm products for the hospital at a considerable profit, 
and to care for an average of 17% patients, who would other- 
wise have had to be sent away to State institutions. It 
would be greatly to the advantage of the city, in the opinion 
of your Board, if it owned all the land lying within the area 
bounded by Harvard, Walk Hill, Austin, and Canterbury 
streets, and, if such land can be purchased on reasonable 
terms, we would recommend that the city secure it, as it lies 
within the natural boundaries of the Boston Insane Hospital 
property. The city now has an option on the property under 
lease for one year. 

Considerable improvements have been made on the grounds 
of the hospital within the year, and the Board acknowledges 
the services of one of its members, Mr. C. James Connelly, 
who devoted the summer months to a personal supervision of 
the prosecution of this work. The Board also wishes to record 
its appreciation of the services of Dr. John H. McCollom, 
resident physician of the South Department of the Boston 
City Hospital, for valuable services in preventing a threatened 
outbreak of diphtheria in the wards. 

Detailed statements of the work of the hospital appear in 
the report of the Superintendent, to whom, as well as to the 
associate Superintendent and the members of the hospital 
staff, acknowledgement is made for faithful services rendered.

There were a few less admissions than last year, but there 
were more patients (52) received on emergency papers than 
ever. This form of admission is gaining favor with physicians 
who are anxious the patient sto have immediate hospital 
care. 

Of those discharged, tats were fifty recovered, sixteen 
much improved, and forty-two improved, a total of 108 (or 
over 85 per cent.) restored to the community better for their 
care here. ‘There were 108 deaths, which is 11 per cent. of 
the whole number treated and 17.8 per cent. of the daily 
average population. The average age at death for the men 
was 56.5 years, for the women 57 years, or a total average 
of 56.7 years. 

In December, one case of diphtheria was discovered in 
one of the men’s wards, and bacteriological examination 
revealed five other cases. All these were cared for in the 


- 
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contagious wards of the Boston City Hospital. No new 
cases developed and there were no deaths. 

The last of September the new wards for women were 
opened. ‘They have proved very acceptable and excellently 
adapted for the purposes intended. ‘The infirmary wards are 
at present larger than the immediate needs of the hospital, 
but in time, as the hospital grows, will be none too large. 
Previous to opening these wards, the old wards had become 
greatly crowded, and the work of caring for patients was 
much embarrassed. The men’s wards have become gradually 
overcrowded, but steps have been taken to correct this. The 
capacity of the men’s wards has been increased by occupying 
the farm-house on the Fottler estate, leased this year. This 
farm-house serves as a dormitory for seventeen men. 

An effort has been made to improve the efficiency of the 
training school. It has been found that in grafting the general 
hospital training school upon the hospital for the insane some 
adaptations had to be made to suit the special requirements. 
It cannot be denied that it is an advantage to systematically 
instruct all our nurses in the insane hospital. But there has 
been a tendency not to instruct them first in the care of the 
insane, and here we have endeavored the past year to 
increase the practical nature of the training and to give more 
credit to successful work among the insane patients and less 
to the purely scholastic training. There are many advan- 
tages in learning the first care of the human body in an 
insane hospital, where many of the patients will not take 
food properly, or bathe or dress without supervision. A 
woman who can do the necessary work of caring for an 
insane patient properly has mastered the first principles of 
nursing work. 

Elsewhere, I mentioned the increase of cases received on 
emergency papers. With even this modification, physicians 
find many obstacles to getting a patient into the hospital 
readily and without considerable expense, which the county 
will not meet as in regularly committed cases. We are 
hearing much now of the need of a psychopathic hospital, 
which is a hospital where cases with mental symptoms may 
be received without legal commitment. Until such hospitals 
are established, it seems to me, much could be done for the 
public by allowing a more ready admission to our insane 
hospitals for these mental cases. I would urge the granting 
of admission to an emergency case on the certificate of one 
physician without the requiring of a bond. 

Beginning with January 1, 1904, under the terms of the 
“State Care Act” the State reimburses the City of Boston

the sum of $3.25 per week for each patient not supported by 
their friends. So far, payment has been received for the 
first three quarters of the year, amounting to $64,522.25. 
Next year, with the increase in population, the receipts from 
the State for a full year may be expected to be over $90,000. 
The gross per capita weekly cost was $4.83. An unusual 
sum was expended for extraordinary repairs —in grading 
about the buildings, connecting the new with the old build- 
ings, granolithic walks, and ice-house. Deducting this 
amount, the actual expenditure for maintenance was $4.10 
per week. 

Many extensive improvements have been made about the 
grounds during the year. At the men’s department many 
drains have been laid and a high fence put around the yard 
of the piggery. An area in front of the boiler-house was 
paved. At the women’s department a new ice-house was 
erected of 600 tons capacity. ‘The stone wall for several 
thousand feet was either rebuilt or newly pointed. Several 
acres of ground about the new buildings were graded and 
several hundred feet of road built, involving the handling of 
many thousand cubic yards of earth. A new road was built 
from Harvard street to near the administration building. 
This will give additional protection in case of fire. A base- 
ment was put under the corridor from the kitchen to the B 
building, 900 square yards of granolithic walks were laid, an 
ice-cream freezer and motor were installed in the kitchen, 
and several loads of gravel were put in the ice pond to re- 
duce its depth. 

In August, lightning struck the small barn on the Grove 
lot, setting it afire. It was well filled with hay at the time 
and was about two-thirds consumed. 

In June, Miss M. E. P. Davis resigned her position as 
superintendent of nurses to go into private work. Miss 
Jane Robertson, formerly assistant superintendent of nurses, 
has been promoted to fill the vacancy, and Miss Ada M. 
Stewart has been appointed to fill Miss Robertson’s position. 

In October, Dr. Marshall resigned to yo into private prac- 
tice, and he took with him the best wishes of his very many 
friends in the hospital. 

I desire to acknowledge here my appreciation of the faith- 
ful service rendered by the officers and employees. And I 
thank the Board for the support they have given me ies 
a very busy year.

INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1904-1905. 


Boston, February 15, 1905. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The report of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1905, is herewith 
respectfully submitted : 

The past year, the seventh in the life of this department, 
has brought some slight changes in its personnel. Because 
of special aptitude for the work of investigating settlements, 
one clerk has been transferred, under civil service rules, to 
the Overseeing of the Poor Department. Meanwhile, a new 
clerk has been temporarily employed on settlement records. 
The department, therefore, continues to employ in the office 
and for the maintenance of its ambulance and transportation 
service a force of the same numerical strength as a year ago, 
_ namely, thirteen persons, in addition to the Registrar and the 
two examining physicians. Beyond a special effort to put 
the large accumulations of exceedingly valuable settlement 
history material into more available shape for reference and 
preservation, no specitically new functions have been under- 
taken. How the work of the department expands, year by 
year, is told in detail below. An increase in the number of 
persons who become wards of the city or state appears to be 
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an inevitable concomitant of the growth and congestion of 
the population, and is, year by year, reflected in the returns 
of this department. Nothing has occurred affecting the gen- 
eral statistics of the department, or calling for a restatement 
of its duties and the place it occupies in the municipal 
household. 


INVESTIGATION OF SETTLEMENTS. 


As the constituted admitting agency to city and state 
institutions for adult dependents, who are residents of Bos- 
ton, it is the chief duty of the Institutions Registration 
Department to receive applications for the admission of 
paupers, the commitment of the insane, dipsomaniaes and 
other classes, and to dispose of them after careful inquiry 
into the liability of the city for their support. 

During the year ending January 31, 1905, the department 
was called upon to investigate 6,011 settlements, or 551 
more than in the previous year. In other words, measured 
by cases, the increase in settlement work during the year was 
more than twice as large as in the preceding two years taken 
together. The figures thus indicate a growing pressure for 
public support, which is further reflected in the number of 
actual admissions to institutions. As in former years, the 
department has continued to investigate and report upon 
settlements on behalf of the Children’s Institutions Trustees. 
This group of settlement cases shows a total of 393, or 30 
less than in 1908, in which a similar reduction was visible. 
In 1,365 instances settlement investigations were conducted 
outside the office, an increase for the year of about 300; that 
is, it was necessary to visit the homes of the applicants, or 
interview their relatives and friends, in order to secure infor- 
mation and the evidence upon which settlements could 
eventually be determined. Again, attention is directed to 
the fact that the number of settlements inquired into, aside 
from those relating exclusively to children, will always 
remain somewhat larger than the actual number of applica- 
tions made to the department, for the reason that many 
dependent persons, for whose support the City of Boston may 
be liable, are sent to institutions from other cities and towns. 


ADMISSIONS OF PAUPERS. 


The total number of direct applications to the department 
for some form of public care was 5,005. ‘This conforms to 
the larger number of settlements investigated, and shows an 
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increase of 510 applications. In 48 cases the applications 
were refused, and in 556 withdrawn for a variety of reasons. 
In all, 4,401 were actually admitted, or committed, to city or 
state institutions, which is an increase over the preceding 
year of 576. ‘The paupers sent to state and city institutions 
as usual outnumbered all the other classes of dependents 
combined. They were distributed among institutions as 
follows:

The increase of 200 in the admissions to the State Hospi- 
tal, to which are sent exclusively persons without a legal 
settlement in Boston, represents about the normal growth in 
this class of cases during recent years. A very large part of 
it is due to efforts to secure adequate hospital treatment for 
persons afflicted with some form of tuberculosis. The Board 
of Health as well as practising physicians are becoming more 
and more insistent upon the institutional treatment of persons 
suffering from this disease who cannot be properly cared for 
in their own homes. Unhappily the cases admitted as 
paupers to the State Hospital through this department are 
generally in the more advanced stages of consumption; for 
it is only dire necessity that compels persons to resort to a 
pauper institution when stricken by disease. On the whole, 
the increasing number of admissions under consideration 
points to disease rather than to economic distress. 

This is likewise true to some extent of the local alms- 
houses. While the number of admissions always fluctuates 
in response to the policy pursued in granting or denying 
applications, it is particularly observable how the pressure 
grows for hospital care of consumption at Long Island. It 
is the only institution in the city which relieves patients of 
this class, and it has reached the limit of its capacity. At no 
time has the need of the establishment of a separate hospital 
for their care been so evident. A thoroughly hopeful 
crusade for the prevention of tuberculosis cannot be under- 
taken until facilities are at hand for the cure of incipient 
cases. At present there is hardly room for all the sick poor 
whose ultimate recovery at best seems very doubtful. 

As an indication of the extent to which the department 
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cares for very sick persons, it may be mentioned that it was 
necessary to move no less than 151 inthe ambulance. _In fact, 
it not infrequently happens that patients reported are so near 
death that their removal cannot safely be undertaken. As 
usual, the ambulance has been at the service of private 
institutions for emergency cases. The department took 
charge of 42 persons at the request of the Board of Health. 


COMMITMENT OF THE INSANE, DIPSOMANIACS AND 
EPILEPTICS. 


The legislation governing state care of insane paupers, 
which has now been in operation for a year, does not affect 
the work of this department in receiving applications for the 
commitment of alleged insane persons, providing for medical 
examinations, etc., nor does it materially lessen the work of 
investigating settlements. The duties of the city in regard 
to epileptics, feeble-minded persons and dipsomaniacs, for 
whose commitment to state institutions application is made, 
remain unchanged by the act relative to the care of the 
insane. 

The work of making the necessary medical examinations 
of persons about to be committed as insane, dipsomaniacs, 
etc., 1s, as heretofore, in charge of two regularly employed 
physicians, with occasional outside assistance. <A total of 
960 cases were medically examined during the year. In all, 
953 persons were committed through the medium of the 
department to public institutions. Of these, 248 were sent 
to the Boston Insane Hospital, 143 to the Westborough Hos- 
pital, 81 to the Worcester Hospital, 29 to the Taunton 
Hospital, and 51 to the Danvers Hospital —a total of 552 
insane. ‘This is a slight reduction over last year. 

The commitments to the Massachusetts Hospital for Epilep- 
tics numbered 25, as against 28 a year ago; and the commit- 
ments to the Massachusetts Hospital for Dipsomaniacs 61, 
or 88 less than in the preceding year. 

During the last two or three years there has been a 
constant falling off in the number of commitments of resi-: 
dents of Boston to the hospital for dipsomaniacs at Foxboro. 
That a diminution should follow the adoption by the hospital 
authorities of a stricter policy in sifting unpromising or 
unworthy cases, supplemented by a closer scrutiny of applica- 
tions before they are acted upon by this department, was 
quite inevitable. ‘The department consistently refuses to ask 
the commitment as curable cases of persons who are known 
to have a record of several imprisonments for drunkenness, 
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or who for other reasons seem unlikely to benefit by systematic 
hospital treatment. At present, however, the decrease in 
Boston cases of this kind appears to be buta part of a general 
decrease in the commitments to the Massachusetts Hospital 
for Dipsomaniacs throughout the Commonwealth. And the 
explanation of it would seem to lie elsewhere than in a nicer 
discrimination regarding commitments through the courts. 

On the other hand, the group of cases now being sent to 
the Observation Hospital at Deer Island increased from 280 
at last report to 314. Of the whole number thus dealt with, 
176 men and 38 women had delirium tremens, while 67 men 
and 85 women were merely placed under observation with 
regard to their sanity. Later on 388 were committed to 
institutions as insane. 

It cannot be too strongly urged that it is an anomalous 
condition which makes it necessary, for lack of suitable 
provision, to send alcoholics, or persons who must be placed 
under observation until their mental condition can be deter- 
mined, to a hospital which is a part of a penal institution ; 
not to mention that there is no legal warrant for such pro- 
cedure. It is not too ideal to hope for the eventual establish- 
ment of a properly equipped detention hospital for this class 
of miserable men and women. In other cities this step has 
already been taken or the matter is being agitated. At any 
rate it is becoming recognized as the humane plan in the 
care of this particular group of public wards. It is now 
sufficiently large to demand separate treatment, and appears 
to be increasing. Even a person who has been brought to 
the verge of insanity through his own fault or has lapsed 
wholly into the class of the demented is entitled to some- 
thing better than being temporarily locked up in a cell and 
subsequently sent to a hospital which is an integral part of a 
prison until a final disposition can be made. Instances of 
hardship, resulting from the absence of a proper place of 
detention, for persons who suddenly become deranged or are 
in the throes of delirium tremens could easily be given. 


THe MontHyuy BULLETIN. 


The department has continued the publication of a 
bulletin which exhibits by months and in detail the number 
of Boston cases supported in city and state institutions, as 
well as the number of persons who receive outside aid froim 
the municipality. The following figures, taken from the 
issue of January 31, 1905, show by classes how many per- 
sons were maintained wholly or in part at the expense of the 
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city on that date. The insane in state institutions are no 
longer included, as they are directly maintained by the 
State : 

In state institutions there were supported by the city 26 
dipsomaniacs, 165 feeble-minded, 38 epileptics, and 12 
paupers —a total of 241, or 1 less than on the correspond- 
ing date of last year. In city institutions there were 1,683 
prisoners, of whom 1,467 were at the House of Correction in 
Deer Island, and 216 in the Suffolk jail, 21 observation cases, 
8 children of imprisoned mothers, 1,181 paupers, of whom 
1,015 were at Long Island Almshouse, and 116 at the 
Charlestown Almshouse, 125 persons in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor at the Wayfarers’ Lodge and Temporary 
Home, 651 insane, 669 patients at the City Hospital, 368 
children, of whom 148 were at the House of Reformation, 
and 220 at the Parental School — a total of 4,651. 

The prison group shows a decrease over last year of 40. 
The pauper institutions, on the other hand, show an excess 
of 102 inmates. In the other institutions there appears to 
be only slight variations in the numbers. A decrease in the 
City Hospital patients of 82 may, however, be noted, and an 
increase of 72 in the number of insane, which latter merely 
indicates the extension of the facilities of the local insane 
hospital. 

Outside of institutions, 1,077 children were in charge of 
the Board of Trustees for Children. Of these, 172 were on 
probation, 429 indentured, and 476 boarded in families. 
Under the care of the Overseers of the Poor there were 3,766 
persons, and 2,763 were carried on the rolls of the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department. This gives a total of 12,498 persons who 
are wholly or in part supported by the City of Boston, 
or an increase of 3,663 as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1903-04. During the entire month of January, 
1905, the whole number of dependents, defectives, and 
delinquents supported wholly or in part by the City of 
Boston was 20,466. As before remarked, these figures 
do not include residents of Boston who have become in- 
sane and are now being cared for at public expense in state 
institutions. 

On the whole, there has not been a very notable addition 
to the city’s burden in caring for its many wards. If uncom- 
monly large when compared with that of some other cities, it 
rather expresses humane efforts to help the needy than a 
proportionately greater number of them in the community. 
Large as the outlay is for the maintenance and supervision 
of so many dependents, it cannot be maintained that Boston 
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is unreasonably lavish in expenditures for this purpose, or 
does more than her just share. 


REGISTRATION. 


The collection and preservation of data relating to all 
persons who are public charges upon the municipality has 
long since become a necessary part of the routine work of 
the department. The immediate practical utility of sys- 
tematic registration work lies in having information for con- 
venient reference in regard to all persons who come into 
relations with the city as public wards, whether through this 
department or some other. An intelligent disposition of 
applieations requires a knowledge of the previous public 
history, if any, of the applicant. Besides, the department 
must always be ready to impart information, both to officials 
and private individuals, who are entitled to it concerning all 
persons supported in some way by the municipality. Beyond 
the natural increase of the files from new and old cases taken 
in hand during the year, there has been no special expansion 
of the registration work. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


While the activities of the department, as the centre of 
applications and distributing point for the thousands who 
pass into public care, continue to grow and involve a mass of 
routine work of which no specific mention need be made, the 
office facilities remain as they always have been — wholly 
inadequate. ‘This is particularly true of the receiving room, 
in which it may be necessary to keep very sick persons for 
several hours at a time. In extremely cold weather the 
rooms are hardly habitable ; at all times they are unsanitary, 
exposing both the applicants and those attending them to 
risks which ought not to exist. Much of the sickness which 
has prevailed among the office force is doubtless traceable to 
this source. Among the applicants are many consumptives 
in advanced stages, and not a few suffering from other easily 
transmitted diseases. It is on the whole to be wondered at 
that the staff of the department has escaped so easily. 

The sporadic efforts at patching up the receiving rooms 
have not resulted in any permanent improvement; and it is 
doubtful whether the present menace to health can be 
removed except by providing different quarters. ‘The gen- 
eral office arrangements of the department are also inadequate 
and ill-suited to the work. As has been said before, *‘ the 
department is located on a public thoroughfare, constantly in 
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use as a short cut between Tremont street and Court square 
by persons who have no business to transact with the depart- 
ment. ‘This naturally tends not only to disturb work, but 
destroys that sense of privacy which should be accorded 
those who are sick and distressed.” 


FINANCIAL. 


The total appropriation for the year was $23,500, and the 
total expenditure $23,479.65, The department thus had an 
unexpended balance of $20.35, and has again shown its abil- 
ity to live within a reasonable allowance. Although antici- 
pating an increase in work during the present year, it is 
expected that all demands can be met without exceeding the 
amount of the usual appropriation.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
present the following report of its history and condition 
during the year ending January 31, 1905, being the 
Trustees’ fifty-third annual report. 

Mr. Josiah H. Benton, jr., whose term as Trustee expired 
May 1, 1904, was re-appointed for a term of five years 
beginning May 1, 1904. The corporation was organized in 
May, 1904, by the re-election of Mr. Solomon Lincoln as 
President and Rev. Dr. James De Normandie as Vice Presi- 
dent. Miss Della Jean Deery was re-elected Clerk. -

This Committee made a thorough examination of the 
Library and offered many useful suggestions looking to its

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improvement. The Examining Committees render a valu- 
able service, and the Trustees always give careful considera- 
tion to their recommendations. 

The agencies of the Library have as usual increased this 
year, the additions numbering sixteen, all being of the lesser 
sort known as deposit stations, to which books are sent on 
deposit. The number of all the agencies of the Library, at 
which books were accessible, on January 31, 1905, was two 
hundred and one. ‘The increase of these deposit stations 
promotes the use of the Library and is favored by the Trus- 
tees within reasonable limits. It is impossible, however, to 
satisfy all requests for expansion of the Library system of 
stations. Even unavoidable changes and redistributions of 
these stations inevitably produce some discontent on the part 
of those who suffer inconvenience caused thereby. ‘The 
Librarian’s report describes the important changes in the 
Library buildings. The most important was the adaptation 
of the Every-Day Church edifice on Shawmut avenue to the 
purposes of a branch library, and the establishment of the 
South End Branch therein. This transfer from the rooms 
formerly occupied in the basement of the English High 
School was rendered necessary because the latter rooms were 
needed by the School Committee. 

The number of volumes added to the Library during the 
year was 42,891, of which 1,890 were bound periodicals ; and 
the number of volumes in the Library at the end of the year 
was 871,050. Of the accessions of the year, exclusive of 
periodicals, 25,579 were acquired by purchase and 15,422 by 
gift or exchange. 

In addition to the increase of stations and of volumes 
added to the Library, the Trustees have endeavored to ex- 
tend its use by increasing the number of hours during which 
some stations are kept open, and by allowing freer access to 
the book shelves. This freedom of access is attended with 
some loss of books — chiefly of children’s books and those 
of small value. The Trustees are of opinion that the loss 
thus sustained has its compensations in closer acquaintance 
with the contents of the Library which @pen shelves permit 
and stimulate. 

The Trustees continue to limit their purchases of fiction 
to books by authors of established reputation or books of 
especial interest. The Library already possesses and fur- 
nishes in its Central building and branches full collections of 
standard fiction, and purchases such from time to time, but 
they believe that much of current fiction is largely of 
ephemeral value, and that the money of the city should be 
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spent for books of more permanent worth. ‘hey, therefore, 
make but little effort to meet a demand for light fiction 
which, if gratified, would readily absorb a large portion of so 
much of the Library appropriation as is available for the 
purchase of books. 

The Trustees endeavor to maintain the high rank which 
the Library holds by reasonable purchases of valuable books 
usually paid for from the income of trust funds, and they 
also attempt to secure such historical matter, either in 
manuscript or print, as especially relates to Boston. 

The publication of the monthly bulletin has been continued 
during the year. These bulletins supply lists of the import- 
ant accessions to the Library and other special information 
intended to bring closely to its patrons important and timely 
knowledge of the contents of the shelves. 

The Library has received numerous gifts of books during 
the past year—-some of them rare and valuable, together 
with others of less importance, to some extent duplicates of 
volumes already in its possession. The Trustees, however, 
encourage all gifts not too insignificant. Even duplicates 
are valuable for purposes of exchange with other libraries, 
and many books apparently unimportant prove curious and 
desirable. . 

The number of lectures delivered in the Lecture Hall 
during the past year was greater than usual. ‘The services 
of the speakers were generously furnished without expense 
to the Library, and those which related to architecture and 
kindred subjects were provided chiefly by the co-operation of 
the Boston Architectural Club. These lectures were well 
attended and entailed merely incidental expense upon the 
Library. The Library provides from time to time, both in 
the Central Library and in the branches, exhibitions of en- 
gravings and photographs, often appropriately illustrative of 
the courses of lectures in progress at the time. 

The Trustees regret that they are unable to report any 
important bequests or gifts of money during the year covered 
by this report. It is from such sources that the Library must 
provide the rare volumes and larger publications which it 
must possess in order to retain its high rank among the large 
libraries of the world. 

The Trustees believe, however, that it is both a Library for 
scholars and useful to readers of every class. They know 
of none where greater pains are taken by those in charge to 
bring its stores into the closest acquaintance of its patrons. 
This is in.a great degree due to the thoughtful interest of its 
staff. This staff is maintained and reénforced as usual 
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through a system of competitive examination, and applicants 
for positions always greatly exceed the vacancies, in number. 
The provision made by the City Government for the 
Library is honorable and generous, but the mere growth of 
the city entails a proportionate increase of expenditure in 
order to maintain the degree of sucvess already established.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


~The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31, 1905, is hereby submitted. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system includes: 

The Central Library on Copley Square. 

Ten branch libraries with permanent collections of books. 

Twenty-two delivery, stations (of which fourteen are read- 
ing rooms), and, also, as places of deposit or delivery, forty 
engine houses, twenty-six city institutions, one hundred and 
three public and parochial schools, making a total of two 
hundred and one agencies as against one hundred and eighty- 
five in the previous year. ‘The increase is entirely in the 
number of places to which collections of books are sent on 
deposit — engine houses, institutions and schools —no new 
branches or reading rooms having been established. 


FINANCE. 


A record of the receipts and payments for the year is to be 
found in the statement of the Library Auditor (Appendix I.). 


BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT AND GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


Minor repairs only have been required on the engines at 
the Central Library. The dynamos have been operated with- 
out accident or stoppage, and they are in excellent condition. 
One of the boilers has been re-tubed. ‘The inside of the shell 
of the feed-water heater connected with the boilers is badly 
corroded, and this will probably require replacement of the 
apparatus. Repairs on some of the drip-pipes connected with 
the pumps and the blow-off pipes connected with the boilers 
and elevator tanks have been made, and a new four-inch re- 
ducing valve placed in the four-inch heating main. A new 
perforated brass pipe has been placed in the outside roof gut- 
ter for thawing ice and snow, and has been found satisfactory 
during the winter. ‘The motors have been operated without 
stoppage or repairs, and they are in good condition. Various 
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are low and accessible, and the light, both in the daytime and 
evening, is good. In location the branch is farther away 
than formerly from the Central Library, and this was consid- 
ered an advantage in the selection of the site, since it is now 
possible to serve more conveniently the district to which the 
branch properly belongs. ‘The circulation already shows an 
increase, and while the greater part of the old constituency 
seems to have-been held, new patrons have been attracted. 

The mechanical work of remodelling the church building 
to fit it for library purposes was in the main performed by 
the regular Library carpenter and painter, with such addi- 
tional temporary assistance as was found necessary, outside 
contractors being engaged only upon such parts of the work 
as were not within the province of our own employees. The 
work was efficiently and economically done, the entire ex- 
pense ageregating $3,094, including the cost of the labor 
performed by our regular employees, and the necessary reén- 
forcing of the main floor with steel beams, as required by the 
Building Department of the city. 

The completion and occupation of the new municipal build- 
ing on Columbia road has given the Library a new reading 
room at Upham’s Corner, properly equipped and adapted to 
the convenience of an increasing patronage in that vicinity. 
This was opened with a small but carefully selected collection 
of books on September 1, 1904. The number of volumes 
has been increased from time to time, and will be hereafter 
increased as the financial resources of the Library permit. 

The floor space of the East Boston Branch has been radi- 
cally re-arranged and much improved, separate quarters for 
children and adults being secured, more guarded access to the 
shelves, and generally greater economy of space. Every- 
thing possible has been done to promote the public conve- 
nience within the limited area available. The floor space is 
entirely inadequate, since there are seats for only 43 children 
and 35 adults. There is no possibility of extension in this 
building, although this is one of our important branches, with 
an increasing circulation. 


THE OPEN-SHELF SYSTEM. 


Nearly 200,000 volumes out of the entire collection con- 
tained in the Central Library and branches are now perma- 
nently on open shelves, available for use by any visitor without 
formality." The advantages to the public of this direct access 
to the books are undoubtedly very great. Through direct 
contact the knowledge of books is promoted, and their use 
extended as can be done in no other way. Selections from 
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the weekly accessions are placed temporarily on the open 
screen in the Bates Hall Catalogue Room, and collections of 
fiction from the closed stacks are displayed on the open table 
in the Delivery Room, and renewed each day. 

There is, however, one serious objection to the open-shelf 
system, namely, the loss of books. While not so great with 
us as in some other large public libraries, it is nevertheless 
far too great. The number of volumes reported for the year 
as missing at the Central Library, including the number 
missing from the collection sent out for deposit through the 
Branch Department, was 1,051; of which 539 were losses 
through open shelves, principally from the juvenile and de- 
posit collections. Only 81 volumes have been lost from the 
open Bates Hall screen, 36 from Fine Arts, and 81 from the 
Bates Hall reference shelves. Of the volumes issued from 
the stacks for use in Bates Hall only 26 have been lost. 

Practically the entire number of volumes in the branch 
libraries are now on open shelves, and the freedom of access 
is more absolute at the branches than at the Central. The 
number of books reported as missing from the few closed 
shelves which remain is but 29, but from the open shelves 
613 have been lost. This number has been increased by an 
unusual loss of 212 volumes from one branch alone. Four 
years ago the same branch suffered from periodic pilfering, 
which was finally checked. A policeman in plain clothes is 
now constantly on duty, and other precautions have been 
taken. At two branches, thieves have been arrested, and in 
each case convicted and punished. 

As will be seen, the aggregate number of books reported 
for the year as missing at the Central Library and branches, 
taken together, both from open and closed shelves, is 1,698. 
Deducting from this aggregate the number which experience 
has shown will be eventually recovered, there remain about 
1,200 volumes which are probably permanently lost. A 
large proportion of these are works of fiction or books for 
children, of minor pecuniary value. 

In recent years the trend of library administration has 
been entirely in the direction of the open-shelf system. 
Although losses were expected and were deplored, it has 
been held that the advantages of open access more than com- 
pensated for them. Possibly it is too soon to determine 
results definitely, and it is obvious that a system may be excel- 
lent in a small library serving a homogeneous population, 
‘ where nearly every borrower is personally known to the 
attendants, but not so well adapted to one supplying a 
city population composed of diverse elements. 
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It is a good thing to extend the knowledge of books, as 
may be done by means of open shelves, but perhaps we are 
incidentally promoting evils which cannot be offset by this 
desirable result. The pecuniary loss involved is far less im- 
portant than the possible demoralization, especially of children, 
due to the ease with which books may be purloined without 
detection. They are not always taken with deliberate attempt 
to steal, however. Sometimes they are carried away thought- 
lessly without compliance with the rules as to charging, the 
borrower possibly intending to return them eventually. Some- 
times they are returned as surreptitiously as they were taken. 
But this failure to conform to the reasonable requirements 
of the Library, whether it be done thoughtlessly or wilfully, 
is in itself demoralizing, although not quite so culpable as 
theft. 

All theories must be tested by experience. I am not 
ready to condemn the open shelf, but it is unwise to fail to 
recognize its evils. It is our business, of course, to overcome 
them as far as possible. ‘The majority of the patrons of the 
Library are trustworthy, and evidently appreciate the privi- 
leges which have been so generously extended. It would be 
unfortunate if the abuse of these privileges by the irrespon- 
sible or careless should make it necessary to withdraw or 
curtail them. 


RAPIDITY OF DELIVERY TO READERS. 


The average time required to deliver a book on call to a 
reader in Bates Hall, based upon a full year’s experience, is 
ten minutes. ‘This means of course that many volumes are 
delivered in less time, since the average is raised materially 
by the comparatively few cases in which, for various reasons, 
an unusually long time elapses before the readers’ wants are 
supplied. 

Owing to the location of Bates Hall, with reference to the 
stacks, it is probably impossible to shorten the average time 
very much. Nevertheless, we have neither regarded the 
problem as hopeless nor abandoned attempts to solve it. 
During the year experiments involving no expense to us 
have been made with an ingenious telegraphic appliance by 
means of which shelf numbers written at the Bates Hall centre 
desk were reproduced instantaneously in the distant stacks. 
The apparatus was found too delicate to withstand the con-. 
stant strain upon it, under the conditions obtaining here, and 
with the electric current that it was possible for us to supply 
from our own dynamos. This is no reflection upon the 
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merits of the instrument, which, although adapted to a wide 
variety of uses, was not exactly fitted to our needs. 


SPECIAL SUMMER PRIVILEGES. 


The privilege of retaining books, other than fiction, for an 
extended time during the summer vacation period (July 10 
to September 12), initiated in 1903, was continued in 1904 and 
extended to the branches. In all, 867 volumes were issued, 
as against 364 in the previous year. Probably most of these 
would not have been issued at all under the ordinary rules, 
since many of them were taken by patrons who were going into 
the country for a vacation or who wished to use the books for 
a longer period than would have been possible under the usual 
conditions. ‘The circulation under the privilege is likely to 
increase as its advantages become more widely known. 


Books RECEIVED. 


In the selection of books for purchase the chiefs of depart- 
ments have rendered efficient aid. Mr. Thomas S. Perry has 
devoted his attention especially to the regular examination of 
current European Continental lists, and Mr. James L. Whitney 
to the American and English publishers’ announcements and 
catalogues. Every important auction or other sales catalogue, 
whether issued in this country or abroad, has been systemati- 
cally searched, and, as usual, the more desirable books received 
by the book trade in this country or issued by American pub- 
lishers have been sent here on approval for examination.

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By way of comparison it may be stated that the number 
of volumes added by purchase (25,579) exceeds by 1,213 
the number purchased in 1903-04. The number purchased 
for the Central Library is but 83 in excess of the number 
purchased in 1903-04, the larger part of the increase in aggre- 
gate accessions being due to purchases for the branches, includ- 
ing the reading room stations outside the Central. During 
the last few years the increase in relative purchases for the 
branches and reading room stations as compared with the 
Central is marked. This is partly due to the opening of new 
reading rooms requiring permanent collections of books. It 
means, of course, that the collections outside the Central 
Library are for the time being growing faster than the Cen- 
tral collection itself. There is no reason for regarding this 
as fundamentally wrong. The branches are parts of the 
general system, and not independent. They, no less than 
the Central, are integral parts of the Library. Since so 
large a portion of our circulation is through the branches, 
and since this constantly tends to increase as new agencies 
are from time to time added, or existing ones made more 
efficient, it is inevitable that the relative demand for books 
from them, as compared with the Central, will increase. 


ENGLISH PROSE FICTION. 


During the year 597 volumes of English prose fiction have 
been received for examination as issued from the press, and 
have been carefully considered. ‘The output in this kind 
has not been so great as in other recent years. The books 
have all been read by the volunteer fiction committee, not 
connected with the official staff, whose reports upon them 
have been taken into account in deciding upon the advisa- 
bility of purchase. ‘These reports, since they generally 
include a brief synopsis of plot, are of great assistance in deter- 
mining the character of the large number of books received. 
But the verdict of this committee, which aims to reflect no 
more than such an opinion as readers of intelligence would 
form from a careful reading, is never conclusive in deter- 
mining whether or not a book is desirable for our purposes. 
Other factors are always influential; and, apart from all 
question of merit or popularity, the limited amount of money 
available for purchases in this department without encroach- 
ing upon others which, to say the least, are equally necessary 
and important, restricts our accessions of fiction within com- 
paratively rigid limits. Out of the whole, 129 titles were 
finally accepted. 
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FOREIGN BOOKS. 


The Library this year, as in the past, has purchased a con- 
siderable nnmber of books in other languages than English. 
It is obvious that every library which has a scholarly as well 
as a popular side must do so. During the year the pro- 
posed purchases of such books have been carefully scanned. 
When, as with us, the amount that can be devoted to acces- 
sions is limited; when, indeed, we always need more books 
than we can possiblv buy, it is always a serious question as to 
how many we are warranted in buying from foreign sources. 

As indicated, our present financial limitations force us to 
discriminate, whether we desire to do so or not. Every. 
week we are for this reason obliged to pass over foreign 
books which would be valuable accessions to our collection ; 
which are, no doubt, as valuable in many respects as some of 
those selected. Apart from all theories as to what ought 
or ought not to be purchased, or what proportion pur- 
chases of foreign books ought to bear to those printed in 
English, there is one source of information which may guide 
us, namely, the demand. In order to measure it, partially, 
at least, a record has been kept for fifteen months, through 
the Shelf Department, showing the number of books printed 
in languages other than English, issued daily from the 
Central Library, on home use slips. 

The total for the year ending January 31, 1905, was 
23,847, or 13.6 per cent. of the total home circulaticn. 
These books were classified as follows: In French, 10,007 ; 
Italian, 2,228; German, 7,419; Scandinavian, 972; Greek, 
883; Latin, 629; Spanish, 958; Russian, 741; Polish, 216; 
Hebrew, 76; Arabic, 26; Yiddish, 36; Burmese, 4; Anglo- 
Saxon, 28; Dutch, 3; Armenian, 64; Roumanian, 11; 
Japanese, 9; Chinese, 10; Irish, 18; other foreign lan- 
guages, 14. 

It is not possible to give minute details as to the depart- 
ments of literature to which these books belong, but the fol- 
lowing general statement is indicative: fiction, 50 per cent. ; 
general literature, study of language, etc., 25 per cent.; 
travel, 12 per cent.; history, science, art, etc.,13 per cent. 
The percentages of circulation for home use of books in 
foreign languages are as follows: French, 5.7; German, 4.2; 
Italian, 1.3; Scandinavian, 0.6; Spanish, 0.5; Russian, 0.4; 
Latin, 0.4; Greek, 0.2; all others, 0.3 — total, 13.6. 

It will be noted that only the circulation for home use is 
considered. If it were possible to include the number of 
books in foreign languages issued for hall use, especially in 
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connection with the Special Libraries, the aggregate would 
not only be considerably larger, but the percentage of books 
other than fiction would be increased in still greater propor- 
tion, since many of the authoritative works upon art, archi- 
tecture, music, etc., are from foreign sources. The same 
statement applies to books in general literature, criticism, 
etc., issued for use in Bates Hall. 

It should be understood that the particular language in 
which a book is printed is not to be taken as a conclusive 
index to the reason for drawing it from the Library. For 
example, a book may be printed in German, and nevertheless 
have no particular relation to Germany other than that it 
is printed in Germany and may be the work of a German 
author. Under such conditions it may be called for here for 
reasons quite irrespective of the language in which it appears. 
Such, for example, are many books in the Fine Arts class, 
and many others in general literature and criticism. Another 
instance that may be cited from the experience of the year is 
that of books relating to Japan, the subject being of peculiar 
interest at present. As may be seen from the foregoing 
figures, only nine works printed in the Japanese language 
were called for, but many books relating to Japan, but printed 
in other foreign languages, were issued; and almost daily 
works covering the study of the Japanese language and 
customs, or upon the history of Japan, or upon experiences 
of travel in that country, printed in languages other than 
Japanese or English, were circulated. 

Students of a foreign language often request books in that 
language in order to acquire facility in reading. <A few 
simple books adapted to this need have from time to time 
been added to the branches as well as to the Central Library. 

Therefore the demand for books in foreign languages, as 
reflected in circulation, bears no direct relation to the number 
of persons in our population who are of the nationalities 
represented by such languages. But while this is true, 
there is, as we have said, a considerable demand from the 
adults of these different nationalities for books in their 
mother tongue. 

This demand is especially noted at stations within dis- 
tricts that in recent years have had large accessions of for- 
eign-born adults. It is comparatively easy to attract the 
children of foreign-born parents, and to lead them by pro- 
eressive stages into the world of English literature, particu- 
larly since the elementary schools are also opening the way; 
but many of the adults never master the new language so as to 
read it easily. Ifthe Public Library is to serve all classes, 
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these must not be overlooked. Another phase of this 
demand is reflected in the remark of a young Bulgarian to 
the custodian of one of our reading rooms: “I read French 
and German, and am learning English; but unless I can 
read a Bulgarian book once in a while, I forget my native 
tongue.” 

A public brary in an English-speaking community should 
not permit its foreign accessions to over-balance those in 
English, but the legitimate wants of scholars for representa- 
tive works of the higher class in the different departments 
of foreign literature must be met so far as possible within 
limits that are inexorable, and there is a duty resting upon 
us of extending the influence of the library, as a civic 
institution, toward enlarging the life and broadening the 
intellectual outlook of those who have recently entered the 
ranks of American citizenship without preliminary training 
in the English tongue. 

A report prepared by Miss Theodosia E. Macurdy, Chief 
of the Ordering Department, contains the following as to 
the accessions for the year:

REVIEW OF PURCHASES, 1904-05. 


The purchases for 1904—05 have not been in new or unusual 
directions, but have followed mainly those of the preceding 
year, varied somewhat by especial opportunity. The acces- 
sions along certain lines are, however, fairly constant, and 
some of the collections which have received substantial addi- 
tions during the year are the writings of the New England 
divines (notably the Mathers); almanacs; New England 
Psalters; books printed by Benjamin Franklin; the files of 
Boston and Massachusetts newspapers and the Pennsylvania 
Gazette ; books in the native languages of America; British 
history, topography, and genealogy; rare editions of Shake- 
speare ; the fine arts ; the literature of the Civil War — chiefly 
regimental histories — and material relating to the St. Louis. 
Exposition.

NEWSPAPERS. 


The files of the Boston Gazette, the Boston Evening Post, 
the Massachusetts Centinel, the Massachusetts Gazette and 
the Pennsylvania Gazette have all received accessions dating 
from 1736-1782. ‘The earliest newspaper secured was arare 
number of the Boston News-Letter, “from Monday, May 18 
to Monday, May 25,1713.” The earliest number heretofore 
possessed by the Library was issued in 1710.

BRITISH HISTORY AND TOPOGRAPHY. 


Nearly three hundred volumes, consisting of Parish Reg- 
isters, city and county histories, publications of county his- 
torical societies and illustrated topographical works, were 
obtained at the sale of the Robinson collection of British 
history, topography and genealogy last winter. An examina- 
tion of the catalogue of this collection revealed the strength 
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of this Library in these subjects. Out of a total of 2,140 
titles nearly one half (1,031) were already here.

AUCTIONS.

CARDS FINISHED AND FILED. 


The number of cards added to the Central Library cata- 
logue during the year is 264,708. Besides these 26,051 
catalogue cards were sent to the branches and 4,668 filed in the ~ 
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Co-operative Index to scientific periodicals kept in Bates 
Hall. The foregoing figures show a very large increase in 
the yearly number of cards placed in the Central Library, the 
total for the year 1903-04 being only 238,946. The increase 
is mainly due to the reprinting of numerous cards which had 
become defaced or torn through excessive use. The proof- 
reading and editing upon this reprinting were done by the 
Chief of the Catalogue Department outside the regular work- 
ing hours. In connection with the card replacement indi- 
cated, it was possible to eliminate dead cards and those 
carrying imperfect titles, and thus, at comparatively slight 
expense, materially improve the condition of the catalogue 
as a whole. 

Substitution of a method of printing the subject and title 
headings on the cards for the written entries, formerly put 
upon them in the Catalogue Department, has made it possi- 
ble to utilize in other important directions the assistants 
whose time was devoted to this work. Preparations are 
making for recopying the shelf lists, and preliminary work 
has begun upon the catalogue of the Allen A. Brown musical 
collection, which it is intended to issue in print, but which 
has long been deferred. 


SHELF DIVISION. 


Mr. William G. T. Roffe, officer in charge, has prepared 
the usual statistics of the Shelf Department, which will be 
found in Appendix IV. 

The net increase of the Central Library for the year was 
9,322 volumes, the total number of volumes, January 31, 
1905, being 678,949. The total number in the Central 
Library and branches was 871,050.

THE BINDERY. 


The work in the Bindery Department for the year covers. 
36,936 volumes bound, 8,032 volumes repaired, 735 volumes 
guarded, 1,110 maps mounted on cloth, 5,070 photographs 
mounted, and the usual miscellaneous work, such as the 
making of blocks, boxes, temporary covers, pamphlet cases, 
pouches, pads, and portfolios; the mounting of cards, the 
covering of desks, etc. The number of Library publications 
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folded, stitched, and trimmed only is 63,204, and 9,489 have 
been folded, stitched, trimmed, and furnished with covers.

REGISTRATION. 


On January 31, 1904, there were 70,138 borrowers’ cards 
outstanding and available for use. This number had in- 
creased to 73,211 on January 31, 1905, a gain of 3,078. 
The needs of 86,856 persons were supplied during the 
year as against 81,881 during the previous year. It was 
found necessary to send for the cards of 1,340 borrowers (as

against only 626 in the year 1903-04) on account of the 
prevalence of contagious diseases in their houses, and to 
retain the cards until the premises were disinfected by the 
Board of Health. The replaced cards on account of those 
lost, soiled, or filled during the year numbered 38,149, an 
increase of 8,811:as compared with the year 1903-04; and 
11,398 mail notice addresses were supplied by the Registra- 
tion Department as against 10,797 during the previous year. 
These figures graphically indicate the expansion of the work 
of the department. 

The usual tables prepared by Mr. John J. Keenan, Chief, 
showing in detail the statistics of registration, may be found 
in Appendix VI. 


THE IssuE DEPARTMENT OF THE CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


Miss Margaret D. McGuffey, Chief of the Issue Depart- 
ment of the Central Library since April 17, 1895, resigned 
December 31, 1904. Miss McGuffey was thoroughly de- 
voted to the interests of the Library and faithful in the per- 
formance of duty. She rendered efficient and painstaking 
service in the administration of this important department. 
The vacancy caused by her resignation was filled by the pro- 
motion of Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, who has been connected 
with the Library in various departments of usefulness since 
1876. . 

The statistics of circulation, and other items summarizing 
the work of the Department for the year, are derived from 
the report submitted by him.

THE CHILDREN’S Rooms, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The operations of the Children’s Department at the Cen- 
tral Library are shown in the report submitted by Miss 
Alice M. Jordan, Custodian, from which the following 
extracts are selected : 


ISSUE. 


The number of books issued to appheants in the room 
during the past year has been 54,398 as against 57,727 for 
the preceding year. The number of books issued through 
the branches from the Children’s Department was 14,615. 
The causes which have operated for the last few years tend- 
ing to decrease direct circulation from the central room have 
been equally active in producing the same results in 1904. 
Lhese causes may be assumed to be the increase of school 
deposits and the improved facilities for the accommodation 
of children at the branches. In spite of certain advantages 
accruing to the users of a large, specially planned library for 
children, proximity to home or school remains the determin- 
ing factor in a child’s use of the library privileges. The 
decrease so noticeable in figures does not mean a lack of 
readers or a failure to accomplish its purpose on the part 
of the Children’s Department. It is only in direct issue to 
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borrowers that any falling off is apparent. Issue through 
the Branch Department steadily increases. 


CO-OPERATION WITH SCHOOLS. 


For the fourth year instruction on the use of the Library 
was given classes from the public schools. ‘The substance 
of this instruction did not materially differ from that given 
in previous years. Growth in this direction is unquestion- 
able, though slow, and not easily reducible to figures. 
Twenty-one classes from eleven schools was the record of 
1904 as against a larger number of classes from fewer 
schools the year before. A visit from a new school involves 
first a visit to it and often afterward a reminder in letter 
form of the Library’s offer to give instruction. More 
schools were visited than in any year hitherto. While the 
appreciation of children and teachers thus coming to the 
Library has been cordial, it is to be regretted that some of 
the schools nearest at hand are least ready to accept this 
service. On the other hand, one school has come from South 
Boston and two from Roxbury for the lesson. ‘The Normal 
School has also been addressed as in the past, and some work 
was done with high schools as well as the grammar grades. 


REFERENCE WORK. 


The repeated visits in successive years of certain teachers. 
with their classes create a pleasant relation with these 
schools, and has led to a development of the reference work 
done for them. Asan aid to such work an index is kept of 
the reference questions most difficult to answer and most 
likely of repetition. For this purpose books containing 
these subjects are analyzed, and thus made available without 
loss of time. An index of this kind can never be com- 
pleted, but becomes more helpful as references accumulate. 
Continued use of the reference room by teachers and those 
studying to become teachers is noted. The text-book collec- 
tion is also valuable to college students as well as those in 
elementary schools. 


FINDING LIST. 


Chief among the year’s accomplishments was the publica- 
tion of the List of Books for Boys and Girls. Its preparation 
had extended over several years. The satisfactory conclusion 
was welcomed by those who use the Library through its. 
various agencies as well as in the Children’s Department. 
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While this comprehensive finding list fills the place for which 
it was intended, it is still too large to be as helpful to those 
unfamiliar with children’s books as a selected list might be. 
Many personal requests are made for aid in choosing books 
for Sunday-school libraries and small collections, as well as 
advice for individuals. So far as possible this aid is given. 
It is mentioned here as being one of the regular functions 
of this department, presupposing a special knowledge of 
children’s books and their relative value. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


Immediately after the publication of the finding list the 
subject of a definite classification of books received attention. 
It has been found difficult to keep books bearing stack 
numbers from returning to the stack. Consequently all non- 
fiction belonging in the Children’s Room is now given a 
distinctive label and a definite location number, differing in 
important respects from any other scheme used in this 
Library. ‘This new notation is destined to give juvenile 
books the characteristics of a special collection, but owing 
to the recently published list it is manifestly impossible at 
present to apply it to books appearing therein, but only to 
new books and to replacements. <A gradual change will, 
however, be accompanied by fewer complications than a 
sweeping one would be. 


ROUTINE DETAILS. 


With the expansion of the activities of the Children’s 
Department the routine work increases. ‘The care of a collec- 
tion of books approaching the size of a small branch library 
is in itself considerable. In repairing alone no small amount 
of time is employed, 7,000 books having been mended in the 
room during the year. Details heretofore performed in other 
parts of the Library are now accomplished by the attendants 
here. While new books are prepared for circulation else- 
where those returned from the Bindery are plated and labelled 
in the Children’s Room. ‘The care of its catalogue, filing of 
cards, corrections, etc., also belong to the department, and 
with the adoption of the new notation previously referred to 
the assigning of numbers was assumed. During the past 
year a new shelf list has been completed. 


BULLETINS. 


Preparation of picture bulletins has received but sparing 
consideration in the past year, though the bulletin board was 
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kept supplied with exhibits of various kinds. To a partial 
extent the pictures for it are loaned by the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment, and the mounts prepared in the room are borrowed by 
branches or reading rooms. During the spring and summer 
a large map showing the movements of the Russian and 
Japanese armies was displayed, and was observed with great 
attention by adults and children. 


BatEs HALL. 


In order to concentrate the immediate administration of 
Bates Hall, Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt was given entire charge 
upon the transfer of Mr. Blaisdell from the Centre Desk to 
the Issue Department, Mr. Pierce E. Buckley passing from 
the desk in the Catalogue Room, Bates Hall, to the Centre 
Desk, and Mr. Walter G. Forsyth moving from the Fine 
Arts Department to the place formerly occupied by Mr. 
Buckley. 

From Mr. Bierstadt’s report the following details are 
extracted : 

The attendance in Bates Hall reached the maximum of 
386 readers at 5 P.M. on January 8, 1905. During the year 
10,825 monthly bulletins were gratuitously distributed at 
the desks. | 

No books owned by the Library are in such incessant 
use as the Bates Hall reference collection. During the year 
635 volumes have become so worn as to require rebinding. 
In effect, every visitor to this reading room has under his 
hands a large library, sufficient in itself to answer the queries 
of most seekers after.information. Many readers find here 
all that they want without going to the catalogue or calling 
for books from the stacks. New books of reference are ~ 
needed immediately upon their publication. 

Figures are not attainable to show the work done in Bates 
Hall. It lives in the satisfaction of the readers with the 
courteous reception given them and in the increase of their 
store of knowledge. A great circulating library must have 
many duplicates of popular books, but a plea may be allowed 
for a larger supply of scholarly works. The most abstruse 
treatises, books in obscure languages and dialects, works of 
only local importance, and everything printed, will, sooner or 
later, find interested readers. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The departments grouped under the head of Special Libra- 
ries, located on the floor above Bates Hall, are among the 
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most important in the Central Library. Mr. Otto Fleischner, 
Assistant Librarian, continues as Chief of Special Libraries, 
and to strengthen the staff Mr. Frank De W. Washburn, 
formerly of the library of the Architectural Department of 
Harvard College, received an appointment here on August 1, 
1904, and is in immediate custodianship of Fine Arts, suc- 
ceeding Mr. Walter Rowlands, who had filled a temporary 
engagement since October, 1903. In order to promote the 
highest usefulness of this collection, and to render it attrac- 
tive to a constantly increasing number of scholarly patrons, 
particularly architects and students of design, personal atten- 
tion is given here, as in Bates Hall, to all readers needing 
assistance, especially to those who are uncertain as to the 
best source of information. | 

The following statements are taken from the departmental 
report: 


CATALOGUE. 


The combined shelf and accession list card catalogue 
of both photographs and process pictures has now been 
completed. 

The catalogue of photographs and book illustration by 
artists has been kept up to date. The catalogue by subjects 
has been made as far as the letter M. 

The entering in the general Fine Arts catalogue of the 
printed catalogue of architecture has not yet been completed, 
though the work of transferring it has progressed and is at 
present going on. We shall probably be able to complete 
the work in about three months. 

The plan of co-operation with the Periodical Room for 
recording articles of value in the magazines has proved 
successful. ‘The magazines on this floor are first examined 
here and articles of interest selected. The cards are made 
out by the custodian of the Periodical Room, who also records 
articles from other magazines for the Fine Arts catalogue. 
The music magazines are cared for by the attendant in the 
Allen A. Brown Music Room. 


USE OF COLLECTIONS. 


During the year, 16,186 books were issued for home use 
by the Fine Arts Department. No record has been kept of 
the number of hall use slips for the year, which would neces- 
sarily be an imperfect record of the use of books in this 
department. During the year books have been reserved for 
classes and for persons doing special work, and special tables 
have been assigned to the Massachusetts Normal Art School, 
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Museum of Fine Arts, and Simmons College. No record 
has been kept of the use of photographs.

CIRCULATION OF PICTURES. 


There have been 256 portfolios of half-tone reproductions 
of photographs circulated during the year, of which 173 
were loaned to the public schools, 30 to private schvols, 26 
to clubs, 15 to private classes, and the remaining 12 to 
various borrowers, principally newspapers -and publishers. 


THE BARTON—TICKNOR Room. 


The number of books issued for hall use from the Barton- 
Ticknor collection was 11,499; the number of maps, 966; 
and the number of books from the stacks drawn for use in 
the Barton-Ticknor reading room, 7,307. Tables with books 
are constantly reserved in this reading room for patrons who are 
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making more extended research than is usual in Bates Hall, and 
the enlarged use of stack books here, pointed out in the report 
for 1903-04, continues. A semi-weekly record of reserves 
shows the following: Smallest number reserved (January 28, 
1905), 7; largest number (March 16, 1904), 247; average 
number reserved, 105. Iam convinced that the opportunity 
offered here for quiet and continued work on the part of those 
who are engaged in serious literary research needs only to be 
more generally known to be still more widely used. 


ALLEN A. BRown LIBRARY. 


Of the volumes added to this collection, 446 in number, 
199 were received from Mr. Brown and 147 from other 
sources. Other statistics are as follows:

The printing of the accumulated catalogue cards has been 
completed, and cards for new additions are added as fast as 
the books are catalogued. The cards of the index to the 
periodicals have been thrown in with the larger catalogue in 
order that all references to material on a given subject may 
be found in one place. In order to make the catalogue in 
the Music Room a complete list of works on music in the 
Library, a minute examination of the Fine Arts catalogue 
has been begun. 

The additions for the year have been chiefly works of 
modern composers; among them may be named Debussy’s 
Pelléas et Mélisande, the second symphony of Vincent 
d Indy, the sixth and ninth symphonies of Bruckner and his 
Te Deum, and Elgar’s “In the South” overture. Of the 
older works, some of the eighteenth century English com- 
posers have been added — Arne’s *“ Lyric harmony” and 
“Thomas and Sally ” — and some interesting collections of 
national songs — “ Cambrian harmony, a collection of Welch 
airs,’ and “A select collection of original Scottish airs ” in 
five volumes, printed in London. 


DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


The report of Mr. James L. Whitney, the chief, indicates 
a decided increase in the use of the special facilities afforded 
by this department since the room occupied by it was 
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enlarged and the collection put in order. He summarizes cer- 
tain features of his work and refers to the present condition 
of the collection as follows: 

Two measures have been adopted to place the publications 
of the governments of the United States and Great Britain 
with more promptness before the readers at this library: 1. 
Material of especial interest in the documents of the United 
States Congress, and national and state departments, is in- 
dexed on its receipt, and cards are placed in the catalogue. 
The indexes published by the government are thus antici- 
pated, to a certain extent, by some months. 2. Copies of 
many of the British Parliamentary documents are sent to 
this Library, in advance of their appearance in bound vol- 
umes. By these two measures much current legislation is 
placed within reach before it has lost its interest. 

During the year, 855 volumes have been added as new 
accessions or by transfer from other departments of the 
Library. The gifts through the American Statistical Asso- 
ciation (whose library, placed in our custody, formed a part 
of the original collection) numbered 669 volumes and about 
2,000 parts. The entire collection, exclusive of the regular 
series of the Congressional documents of the United States 
and the Parhamentary documents of Great Britain, now 
numbers 11,605 volumes. 


MANUSCRIPTS. 


In his capacity as Custodian of manuscripts, Mr. Whitney 
has presented the following statement : 
From the estate of Charles W. Folsom, through Mrs. 
Norton Folsom, the Library has received the manuscripts of 

the late Charles W. Folsom. 

As a scholar of eminence, the Librarian of Harvard Col- 
lege and the Boston Atheneum, Mr. Folsom’s advice was 
widely sought by students, while, as the literary director of 
the University Press, he was in correspondence with many 
distinguished writers, the issue of whose publications was 
under his charge. Letters and papers from the following 
persons are included in this collection: Charles Francis 
Adams (10 letters) ; William Cullen Bryant (26); William 
Ellery Channing (11); Richard H. Dana, jr.

There are also communications, fewer in number, from John

and others. ‘These papers give some idea of the literary 
activity of New England at the time. * 

The Library’s collection of the manuscripts of Margaret 
Fuller has been increased by a large number of letters and 
papers, originals or copies, written by Margaret Fuller or by 
friends concerning her. These papers were the gift of the 
Rey. William H. Channing, one of her biographers, to Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson and Margaret Fuller Loring, by whom 
they were given to this Library. 

The original draft of the farewell Letter of Theodore Par- 
ker to the Twenty-Eighth Congregational Society of Boston 
has been received by gift from Mr. F. B. Sanborn. 

The following earlier documents have an historical interest : 
The resignation by Thomas Oliver, Lieutenant-Governor of 
Massachusetts, of his seat at the Council Board. This is 
dated Cambridge, Sept. 2, 1774, and ends: “My House at 
Cambridge being surrounded by about Four Thousand Peo- 
ple, in Compliance with their Commands I sign my name 
Thomas Oliver.” Also, eleven business documents relating 
to the Boston Pier, or Long Wharf Corporation of Boston, 
from 1713 to 1739. These were the gift of Mr. Charles P. 
Greenough. To these may be added a Letter from John 
Adams, Philadelphia, May 28th, 1798, To the Inhabitants 
of the Town of Wells in the state of Massachusetts, in reply 
to an address of the town to the President and Congress, also 
Fifty-three manuscripts, originals or copies, of official docu- 
ments of the government of the Confederate States. 

The work of mounting, cataloguing and binding the manu- 
script collection of the Library has made considerable prog- 
ress during the year.

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THE BRANCH SYSTEM. 


The report of Mr. Langdon L. Ward, the Supervisor of 
Branches and Stations, gives a comprehensive summary of 
the operation of the Branch system for the year, and from 
this report are taken the following extracts, which cover the 
principal points of interest: 


CIRCULATION. 


The total circulation of the branches, 768,329 volumes, 
shows a gain of three and four-tenths per cent. over the year 
before. All the branches except Jamaica Plain and South 
Boston have gained, and the loss at the former is insignificant. 
Last year all the branches but three showed a loss. The 
classified circulation of the branches (except Charlestown) 
for two years is as follows:

The average percentage of fiction is 68,5, as against 67,4 
in 1908. The gain has been chiefly in juvenile fiction, 
though the substantial gain in adult fiction is noticeable. 
The supply of juvenile fiction has been good, and the fact 
that the books sent to the schools are largely non-fiction may 
explain a smaller demand for juvenile non-fiction at the 
branches. It is again to be noted that while we gain in juve- 
nile reading at the branches we lose in the same class in the 
daily issue from the Central Library, as the figures given 
later show. 


DEPOSIT WORK. 


The places which have been supplied with deposits by the 
branches are ninety-seven in number, as against eighty-one 
last year. Sixty-two schools are regularly supplied, as against 
fifty-seven in 1903, and to these schools 14,713 volumes were 
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sent, as against 11,509 volumes in 1903. Two hundred and 
sixty-six teachers were supplied. The total number of 
deposits sent from the branches is 18,790 volumes, an 
increase of 3,603 volumes over last year. To enable the 
branches to do this work additional copies of many books 
have been necessary. Yet the total of new books is less than 
that of the year before. 


PICTURES. 


The branches have lent directly to the reading rooms, 
schools, and clubs 1,250 pictures this year. They are for 
the most part to be classed under natural history, geography, 
and history, and they help to teach these things as well as to 
attract children to the Library. The lending between the 
branches and the reading rooms has been systematic for a 
year past. In most of the branches this picture work is of 
recent development, but all now have collections, all are 
enlarging them, all have displays of their own, even when 
they do not lend extensively. | 

The work is different in kind from that of the Fine Arts 
Department of the Central Library, and intended to be sup- 
plementary to it. The complete set of birds and nature 
pictures, containing over 600 plates, has been recently pur- 
chased for each branch and will prove of the greatest use. 

Several picture bulletins from the Children’s Rooms of the 
Central Library have been loaned to the reading rooms. 


BOOKS. 


The branches have had only 5,799 volumes of new books, 
as against 6,007 in 1903. The replacements are 3,775 vol- 
umes, as against 3,513 in 1903. Many of the new books are 
additional copies. The purchase, last April, of a large quan- 
tity of the Lang fairy books has put us in a position to supply 
more satisfactorily a legitimate and steady demand. A few 
simple French books have been placed in the branches. 
These are chiefly to meet the wants of Americans who are 
learning French or studying French literature. 

A considerable number of books on applied science has 
been added this year. The new International Encyclopedia 
has been bought for all the branches. In connection with 
the preparation of the list for boys and girls, many desira- 
ble books by Catholic authors were added. 
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EXPENDITURES. 


The expense of the branches this year has been $60,649.37 
as against $59,745.30 in 1903. Books have cost nearly 
$1,300 less, fuel about $1,400 less and repairs about 
$900 less. .On the other hand, the amount spent for rent 
has been about $1,300 greater, for furniture $1,100 
greater, for salaries about $400, and for lght about 
$400 greater. The establishment of the South End Branch 
in its new quarters accounts for most of these increases. 
Had it not been for the necessary expense of that enlarge- 
ment, the branches would have cost much less than in 1908. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES. 


The figures of the Sunday opening for the three months, 
February to April, show more losses than gains. In those 
for the past three months, the attendance and circulation are 
less in most cases, but the percentage of adults higher. This 
would naturally follow from the exclusion of all children 
under twelve years of age, on Sunday, a measure which went 
into force last winter. At the same time these children were 
excluded after 7 P.M. on week-days. The custodians all 
agree that the results of these restrictions have been good. 
The South End Branch was opened on Sunday this winter 
for the first time. It has had a large attendance and a satis- 
factory issue of books. 

The branches were closed last summer at 6 P.M.; on Sat- 
urdays at 9 P.M., during July and August. This period 
was short and clearly defined, and the hours proved satisfac- 
tory. Yet it might be better to extend the early closing to 
June for some of the branches, and to keep others, in city 
districts, open during a part of the evening through July and 
August. 

The matter of order at the branches and stations has 
received special attention this year, and a comprehensive 
circular of instructions on discipline sent to the custodians. 

In addition to the usual lectures and talks to children at 
the Brighton Branch, there has been a story hour, conducted 
by pupils of the Normal School, in which the children have 
been greatly interested. 


SCHOOLS. 


The work with schools was never more satisfactory. 
Nothing essentially new has been attempted, but more has 
been done. ‘The total number of volumes sent from the 
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Central Library and the branches is 21,899, as against 18,082 
volumes in 1903, and 12,261 volumes in 1902. The increase 
represents a much greater interest and demand on the part of 
the teachers. 

The new List of Books for Boys and Girls is particularly 
valuable at the schools. It has been distributed widely 
among them, and teachers come constantly to ask for it. 
They one and all commend it. It exactly meets the needs 
of the grades below the high school, and to some extent of 
the higher grades. 

Several new schools have been opened, and these have 
been assigned to the neighboring branches and reading rooms 
for the usual care. 


STATIONS. 


The total circulation of the stations, schools, and institu- 
tions is 444,410 volumes, as against 419,800 volumes in 
1903. ‘Ten of the stations, however, have lost in circulation. 
In most cases this is due to the lack of books. 

The cost of the stations, exclusive of schools and engine 
houses, has been $23,305.33, as against $21,567.11 in 1903. 
There has been an increase of about $700 in salaries and an 
increase of nearly $1,500 for books, due chiefly to the estab- 
lishment of the Upham’s Corner Reading Room. Furniture 
has cost much less than last year. 


OTHER AGENCIES. 


The circulation of the Franklin Park reading room, which 
has a deposit of books from the Library and to which there 
is a delivery three times a week, has increased nearly one- 
third, and the number of readers at the tables has also 
increased. The nature books in the collection are well used.. 
As a new feature this year, special inducements were offered 
to teachers who might wish to bring their pupils to the park 
for nature study, and a few responded. Lists of the birds 
and trees of the park were made by direction of the Superin- 
tendent. 

Deposits have been sent to several new institutions, among 
them the following: Boston Educational Union, Bunker 
Hill Boys’ Club, Franklin Square House, Louisa M. Alcott 
Club, Young Ladies’ Catholic Union. 

The deposits at the Plant Shoe Factory and at Filene’s 
have been continued. At the former place, especially, the 
books get a very thorough use. 
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Two additional engine houses have been made deposit 
stations this year. 

A weekly delivery to the army post at Fort Revere, Hull, 
has recently been established. 


DEposit WORK. 


From the Central Library 35,090 volumes have been sent 
on deposit, as against 35,727 volumes in 1903, a loss of one 
and eight-tenths per cent. No effort was made this year to in- 
crease the deposits, since our resources were already severely 
taxed. Only forty-two per cent. of the books sent were 
fiction, as against forty-five per cent. last year. The 
deposit collection now consists of 26,625 volumes, as 
against 24,421 on January 31, 1904, the net gain being 
2,204 volumes, as against 8,200 last year. In the classi- 
fication of the collection, until a year ago, juvenile books 
were not distinguished as fiction and non-fiction, but 
from February 1 last each class has had a separate class. 
number, and this will enable us to keep more useful, statis- 
tics. The requests from many of the schools and institu- 
tions continue to be general in character so that the books 
are selected by this department. Though it involves much 
labor, this is a very satisfactory arrangement. ‘There are 
some special demands from schools which we are not yet 
equipped to supply, such as requests from the Educational 
Centres and the Mechanic Arts High School for books on 
applied science. ‘The deposit collection may properly grow 
in this direction. A recent overwhelming demand from. the 
schools for books suited to the primary grades was neces- 
sarily met by refusals. 


THE DAILY ISSUE. 


This issue amounts to 102,336 volumes, as against 100,538 
volumes in 1903. The percentage of unsuccessful cards is 
44 9-10, nearly two per cent. less than last year. ‘The clas- 
sified issue for two years is as follows:

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It is the adult circulation that increases, though the loss in 
juvenile books this year is less than in 1903, when, of the 8,016 
yolumes of loss, 5,689 were juvenile. As has been said 
before, the better supply of children’s books at the branches 
and stations and the schools, and the limited number of copies: 
at the Central Library are the undoubted causes of this. 
Nevertheless we may hope that the new Boys’ and Girls’ List 
will occasion a larger and more intelligent use of the Central 
Library by the children who send through the stations.

The hall use of books on Sundays is not now recorded. 
It is very large, and the general use of the Library on Sun- 
days is not diminishing, although, as will be seen, the number 
of books issued for home use shows a decline as compared 
with the preceding year. Various factors affect this figure, 
the chief one being the state of the weather on Sundays. If, 
for example, there were a larger number of stormy Sundays 
in one year than in another the circulation would show a 
corresponding decline.

THE FirrretTH ANNIVERSARY. 


On the second day of May, 1854, the Boston Public 
Library was first regularly opened for public use. The 
Fiftieth Anniversary of this opening was observed on May 4, 
1904, by an informal reception given by the Trustees at the 
Central Library buildmg, His Honor Mayor Collins joining 
the Board in welcoming on that occasion a large number of 
guests. The contrast between the splendid equipment of 
the institution as its stands to-day and the humble collection 
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of books which formed the Library at the beginning is very 
great, and attests the public spirit and generosity of the 
citizens of Boston, and of those benefactors who, from time 
to time, have established trust funds for the enlargement of 
our resources. A monograph giving a complete account of 
the origin of the Library and of its development during the 
subsequent fifty years is in preparation, and will be issued 
from the Library press.

Meetings of the general committee were held at stated in- 
tervals during the year to hear reports from the various sub- 
committees, and to consider and discuss measures calculated 
to increase the efficiency of the Library. 

The sub-committees held frequent meetings, attended to the 
duties assigned to them, and made reports to the full com- 
mittee, which are herewith submitted. : 

ADMINISTRATION. — The Sub-committee on Administra- 
tion inspected the Central Library on December 8, 1904, and 
found all parts of it in such admirable order and so efficiently 
managed and carried on that there seemed to be no room for 
criticism, and no call for recommendations or suggestions 
other than those contained in the report of the sub-commit- 
tee on heating, ventilation, lighting, etc., which is as follows: 

Heating. — The heat is fairly well regulated throughout 
the building. The halls, corridors, etc., are kept at very 
even temperature, but some of the rooms which are often- 
times overcrowded, such as the Newspaper Room and the. 
Children’s Room, are overheated at times during the winter. 
We think this is more due to the very poor ventilation of 
the building, however, than possibly to the regulation of the 
heat. 

Ventilation. — This particular point, we have understood, 
has been very carefully considered by the Trustees for many 
years. The ventilation of the building was never properly 
accomplished, and in such parts of the building as Bates 
Hall, the Children’s Room and the Newspaper Room, and 
other frequented places, it seems almost impossible to get 
good ventilation. 

Lighting. — The lighting of the building is very well accom- 
plished, though sometimes it has seemed to us that economy 
might be practised in lighting the tables in Bates Hall in the 
evening, and similar places where evening reading is carried on. 
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The Committee visited the boiler-room, etc., in the base- 
ment of the building, and must compliment the engineer and 
his assistants on the cleanly condition of their apartment. 

Books. — The Sub-committee on Books met four times, 
and individual members interested themselves in different 
departments connected with the general subject with the 
following result: 

1. Courtesy and Helpfulness. — We desire to say a word 
in praise of the courtesy aud cheerful helpfulness which, in 
general, characterizes the staff and the employees of the 
Library. 

2. Children’s Department.— The management of the 
Children’s Department seems to us at the present time 
especially deserving of commendation. |More copies of 
standard children’s books are desirable. 

3. Fiction. —— The question of the amount of fiction to be 
provided for this or any public library we realize is a 
debatable one, one in regard to which there is some differ- 
ence of opinion. We venture to hope that the sum spent in 
this way — $7,000 out of a total of $32,000 — on an average 
will not be diminished. 

4. Lost Books. — The number of lost books i is at times con- 
siderable. ‘The committee desires to express the hope that it 
may be found advisable to replace the more used of such 
books — especially books of reference — with less delay than 
now seems to obtain. 

). Foreign Languages. — Both for the use of students 
and on account of our large and increasing foreign popula- 
tion, a large number of books in foreign languages seems 
indicated. ‘This might entail more consideration for the 
character of the population in different sections in selecting 
books for the branches. 

6. Paternalism.— A little less paternalism in regard to 
the purchase of books would, in our opinion, not be injurious. 

7. are Books. — It is to be regretted that the Trustees 
have insufficient funds at their disposal to profit more by 
opportunities which present themselves, from time to time, 
for the purchase of rare books. 

8. Rebinding of Books. — The Committee suggests a still 
more general rebinding of books, when necessary, in gray, 
with title and author’s name in gilt on dark enamel cloth. 
On the open shelves the gilt lettering on the backs of books 
bound in plain red or green cloth becomes quickly blurred, 
and such books must then be taken down to find the title 
and author’s name. 

9. We recognize that a coat must be cut according to the 
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cloth, and we realize that our citizens have much legitimate 
cause for pride in our Public Library. 

Branches. —'The Sub-committee on Branches presents the 
following suggestions : 

1. That the deposit of books of each reading room, espe- 
cially in congested districts, be augmented so that the deposit 
shall embrace those books recommended by one of the super- 
visors of public schools as supplementary reading for the 
nine grades of the primary and grammar schools. 

The list of these books forms a course in literature, and 
if they are on the open shelves of the reading rooms where 
the young people use the open shelves, just as much as the 
catalogues, in obtaining books, they will be more widely read’ 
and there will be a better co-operation with the schools. 

2. That books, when rebound at the Library’s bindery, 
have the title and author’s name on enamelled paper applied 
in label fashion. 

At present there are many books which have been rebound 
with title, etc., stamped in gilt on cover, which soon becomes 
blurred, and books look all alike on shelves, and each must 
be taken down and opened to discover title, etc. 

8. That portfolio covers be furnished in all reading rooms 
for magazines and such like periodicals. It is a matter of 
preservation of magazines as well as of neatness. 

4. That in quarters where there is a foreign language 
speaking population, the reading rooms receive an increased 
number of books in the language of the people, that the 
adults may partake of the advantage of the Library. 

5. That there be an increased appropriation for salaries 
at the branches. 

We find that all branches are showing a wholesome 
development, and,as a consequence, more room must soon 
be provided. 

In Charlestown the branch should be moved from the 
present location; it is too noisy for profitable study, it is not 
central, and more room is required. 

Catalogues. —'The Sub-committee on Catalogues respect- 
fully submit their report as follows: 

At the first meeting in May, the Committee was sub- 
divided, each member being assigned to branches, or the 
main Library, so that there should be at least two members 
of the Committee on each branch. The subject of the clean- 
liness of both the card and book catalogues having been a 
matter of criticism, the Committee have paid special atten- 
tion to this point. The miscellaneous class of people who 
frequent the Library to use or take out books give a great 
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deal of chance for distribution of various bacilli, and particu- 
larly the spreading of various skin diseases and such accessory 
troubles. With this end in view, the Committee have mada 
a careful examination of all the catalogues in the main 
Library, and in the branches from time to time. 

Card catalogues at the branches were generally clean and 
in good condition, showing evidence of care being taken to 
replace soiled and torn cards. In some branches it would 
appear that the card catalogues are more used than the book 
catalogues. 

In the main Library, the case at the southerly end of 
Bates Hall can only be said to be in fair condition, and needs 
more frequent replacement of soiled and torn cards, particu- 
larly as to authors of books to which frequent reference is 
made, such as those of Dickens, Thackeray, Clemens, and of 
such subjects as Hebrew, Magic, Napoleon, etc. Similar 
criticism can be made as to the card catalogues in the delivery 
room, while the card catalogues in the children’s room have 
been in excellent condition. 

Book catalogues in all branches are in good condition, but 
the table catalogues in Bates Hall can only be said to be in 
fair condition in a general way. 

Fine Arts. — The Sub-committee appointed for the Fine 
Arts reports as follows : 

That the department is in an admirable condition, and well 
appointed in every way to serve those interested in the study 
of the Fine Arts. ‘Teachers, schools and artistic organiza- 
tions are given all privileges desired by them to use the 
books, photographs, etc., in preparing lectures, and to give 
lectures, or hold meetings in the public hall. The “ Ruskin 
Club” has given a regular course of lectures there which 
have been largely attended during the winter. The Com- 
mittee finds that all new art books and periodicals are bought 
for the Library as they appear, if considered desirable. 

There is always an exhibition in the outer room of the 
department of a large number of photographs, selected from 
the collections and changed from time to time, which are of 
great interest to the public, to the students, and to casual 
visitors. 

At the suggestion of this Committee the Librarian ‘sent 
out a circular to American artists asking them to send to the 
Library a collection of photographs taken from their works. 
The artists have generously responded to this request. There 
have been received up to date about two hundred and ninety 
photographs. Of these, two hundred were contributed, and 
ninety were purchased, at the suggestion of some of the

artists. An exhibition of this collection was held at the 
Library the first week in November, and by permission of 
the Trustees afterwards exhibited in Providence under the 
auspices of the Rhode Island School of Design. 

These exhibitions, as now arranged, in no way conflict with 
the administration of the department or distract the attention 
of students. Various suggestions have been offered tending 
to attract the general public to the Library, as to a museum 
of art. It is a serious question whether such a policy in the 
conduct of a Library would be a wise one. Repose and quiet, 
it would seem, are far more desirable to those whom a Library 
is intended to serve than the bustle incident to a museum. 
If Bates Hall had been decorated by the late Mr. Whistler 
it would have been untenable for its present purpose, as 1s 
now generally conceded by all interested in the work of the 
Library.

After the receipt of said sum, the City is required to spend not less than 
one thousand dollars in every five years during the twenty-five years 
next succeeding (i.e., the income of four thousand dollars, at the rate 
of five per cent. per annum) in the purchase of books in the Spanish 
and Portuguese languages and literature, five years old in some one edi- 
tion. At the end of twenty-five years the income of said sum is to be 
expended annually in the purchase of books of permanent value, either 
in the Spanish or Portuguese language, or in such other languages as 
may be deemed expedient by those having charge of the Library. 
These books bequeathed or purchased are always to be freely accessible 
for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use outside of the 
Library building. If these bequests are not accepted by the City, and 
the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts 
oe money are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard 

ollege. 

In order that the City might receive the immediate benefit of this 
contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of Mr. Ticknor, relinquished her 
right to retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed 
them under the control of the City, the City Council having previously 
accepted the bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of 
said will, and the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests 
on behalf of the City, and made suitable arrangements for the care and 
custody of the books and manuscripts.

TRUSTEES FOR FIFTY-THREE YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board of 
Trustees from 1852 to 1864; George Ticknor in 1865; William 
W. Greenough, from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. 
Abbott, May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. Prince, 
October 8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. Solomon Lincoln has 
Served since May 12, 1899. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and _ five 
citizens at large until 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen, and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless re-elected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman, and five citizens at large, as before 1867: 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the City Government upon the Board by an 
alderman and a councilman was abolished, leaving the Board 
as at present, consisting of five citizens at large, appointed by the 
Mayor.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1r,—In conformity to chapter 8, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the report of the 
Department of Markets for the year ending January 31, 
1905. 

The work of the department has been of a routine nature. 
The rentals have been promptly paid and the Ordinances and 
Regulations of the Market cheerfully complied with. Such 
parts of the buildings as are used for market purposes are 
in good repair, with the exception of the floors in the pas- 
sageways of the Faneuil Hall Market, which in several places 
are badly worn and should be renewed. 

The convenience station in the basement, which was con- 
structed in 1903, has proven to be all that was hoped for, 
and is heartily commended by the hundreds of people who find 
it a public convenience which was needed in this busy locality. 
Several times during the past year we have been obliged te 
close the premises to the public for three or four hours during 
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the busy part of the day on account of the sewers being 
unable to care for the water at the time of a heavy fall of rain. 
On such occasions the basement, where the convenience station 
is located, being below tide water, the floor has been covered 
with water to a depth of twelve or fifteen inches, and is lable 
at some time to cause considerable damage to merchandise in 
the adjoining cellars. Formerly a catch-basin was established 
between the closets and the sewer, which cared for the refuse 
at such times, but in the changes made this was removed. 
There should be something of this kind provided, and the 
arrangements would then be all that could be needed. 

The agitation of the pure food law has met the approval 
and hearty codperation of the lessees, and in the public 
interest they have notified all parties from whom they obtain 
their supplies that they will not receive or handle any goods 
in which acids or preservatives of any kind are used for the 
purpose of improving the condition or the appearance of the 
goods. 

The produce brought to the markets has been of good 
quality, and has been received in such good condition that 
_ we have not been obliged to condemn a large quantity as 
being unfit to be used for food. 

During the year I have condemned and destroyed five 
hundred and ninety-three (593) pounds of poultry and game ; 
three hundred and eighty-three (883) pounds of beef; one 
hundred ninety-eight (198) pounds of mutton and veal; one 
hundred and ninety (190) pounds of fish; four (4) barrels 
of cranberries ; eighteen (18) crates of tomatoes; twenty-four 
(24) barrels of spinach; besides large quantities of fruit and 
vegetables which have been sent to the scow. 

The police connected with the Market Department have 
made sixty-nine arrests for the following offences, viz. :

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The appropriation for the department this year was 
$15,000. The expenditures were $15,099.25, the sum of 
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$99.25 having been provided by a transfer. Office expenses 
consumed $2,159.63 of this amount, and the remainder was 
devoted to concerts. The number of concerts actually paid 
for was seventy-one, as against sixty paid for last year, with 
an appropriation of $15,015.56. An itemized table of the 
expenditures follows:

Music LIBRARY. 


The policy of replacing a rented library of military band 
music by a purchased one was initiated in April, when some 
two hundred musical numbers, chiefly standard works of 
permanent value, were selected and installed. ‘The total 
cost of this collection, with the accessories, was a trifle over 
$400, or very little more than the sum which was paid out 
in rentals the previous summer. Additions to this library 
can be made each year ata small annual expense, with an 
ultimate saving to the city of several thousand dollars.

The expense of the concerts of June 17 and July 4, and 
of those given at Savin Hill and the Quincy School, was 
defrayed from the fund for Public Celebrations. 

The band, which consisted of thirty-nine players, was 
placed in charge of Mr. Gustav Strube, whose eminent 
abilities as a composer and practical musician found in this 
work a congenial field for their exercise. The average 
attendance at the concerts was about the same as in previous 
years, and a marked improvement was noticed in the atten- 
tion and deportment of the audiences. Making due allow- 
ance for unfavorable conditions — namely, the lack of seat- 
ing accommodations and of suitable stands — the trustees 
feel that they have reason for encouragement in the results 
of the summer season of 1904. 


WINTER CONCERTS. 


The plan of the winter concerts given in previous seasons 
was not essentially modified this year, although the member- 
ship of the orchestra had been changed in the fall of 1903. 
Mr. Albert M. Kanrich is now serving his second season as 
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leader of the organization, which still consists of nine skilful 
and experienced players. ‘The vocal and instrumental solos 
have been continued, and on four occasions the department 
varied the pattern of its programs by giving concerts in con- 
juction with the music department of the public schools. 
Choral classes from the day and evening high schools were ~ 
invited to sing with the orchestra at the regular concerts in 
the South Boston and East Boston High Schools and the 
Chapman School; and at a general exhibition of the work 
of the Evening High School choral classes, held in the Eng- 
lish High School March 24, 1904, the municipal orchestra, 
enlarged for the occasion, assisted with accompaniments and 
selections. 

It is a pleasure to report that these concerts, strictly 
devoted to music of the higher class, are steadily gaining in 
popular favor. The department receives constant and 
unmistakable evidence of the appreciation they enjoy and 
the influence they exert in creating a refined musical taste. 
The average attendance is now over six hundred. A year 
ago it was five hundred and fifty. 

The concerts are distributed as nearly as possible in the 
ratio of population throughout the various sections of the 
city. In most districts, though not in all, excellent halls are 
obtainable at a nominal rental. To the School Department 
for the use of ten school halls, to the Public Buildings 
Department for the use of Curtis Hall, to the Board of 
Aldermen for permission to use Faneuil Hall, and to the 
Rector of the Church of Our Lady of Perpetual Help, Rox- 
bury, for the free use of St. Alphonsus Hall, this department 
is deeply indebted, and wishes to express its obligations.

CONCLUSION. 


In addition to its regular work, the department was asso- 
ciated with committees of the City Council in selecting 
bands for the holidays. It is hampered in several respects 
by the meagreness of its appropriation. Programs with 
explanatory matter, for example, would be valuable in the 
work of disseminating musical knowledge, but even so 
moderate an expense as these would involve could not be 
incurred without reducing the number of concerts, which is 
already far below the demand. ‘The lack of suitable band- 
stands in the public grounds of the city is also a serious 
defect which becomes more evident year by year, and which 
we hope it may soon be possible to remedy.

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STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,248, a decrease of 98 families from the previous year. Of 
these, 221 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city; and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 163 families residing in Boston 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 496, 
exactly the same number as in the year previous. ‘The total 
number of cases dealt with since 1864 is 37,828. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors during 
the year was 22,422, of which 15,702 were made in the homes 
of the poor, and 6,720 for information.

The sum of $79,725.68 has been given directly to the poor, 
to which should be added the sum of $2,943.35 paid for 
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burials, the sum of $5,746.09 paid for support of the Tempo- 
rary Home, and the further sum of $9,737.36 paid for sup- 
port of the Lodge for Wayfarers, making a total of 
$98,152.48 actually paid out by the Overseers of the Poor 
from the tax levy for the direct relief of the poor. We have 
also disbursed as trustees the further sum of $24,770.77 to 
the various pensioners and beneficiaries adjudged worthy and 
falling within the provisions of the trusts.

By the table given in the last report it will be seen that 
in the last twenty years the amount of aid given directly to 
the poor has increased but a few thousand dollars, from 
$73,124.57 to $79,725.68. This increase of $6,601.11 in 
twenty years is coincident with an increase in the population 
of the city from 384,720 to about 620,000. The aumber of 
families aided by the overseers has, however, decreased in the 
same period from 4,403 in 1884 to 2,248 in 1904, a decrease 
of 2,155 families. At the same time, the amount given per 
family has increased from an average per family of $16.61 in 
1884 to an average per family in 1904 of $35.46. We are 
giving each family to-day $18.85 more than in 1884. Stated 
differently, we are expending $6,601.11 more to care for 2,248 
families than we spent in 1884 to care for 4,403 families. In 
other words, we are gradually approaching an ideal state of 
things by reducing the number of paupers and adequately 
aiding those who really need the aid. 


THE Work TEST. 


The Board has continued to demand work of all able-bodied 
male applicants in return for groceries and coal furnished 
their families.

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THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


No great change has been made at the Lodge. The 
statistics will show a much larger number of lodgers during 
the year. This is undoubtedly directly attributable to the 
more liberal policy in regard to admissions, as explained in 
last year’s report. Moreover, during the past fall and win- 
ter an unusually large number of men have been out of 
work. Building operations have been quiet, partly on 
account of the cold weather and partly because the country 
has not yet got over the financial troubles of the last two 
years. The coming year, however, bids fair to be one of 
ereat business activity and of moderately good times. The 
population of the Lodge is quite likely to show that whole- 
some reduction which usually follows upon the advent of 
better times. 


STATE TRAMP LAWS. 


Another reason for anticipating a smaller number of 
lodgers during the coming year is the action of the Legisla- 
- ture in endeavoring to abate the tramp evil throughout the 
State. The 1904 Legislature passed several bills touching 
upon this evil, and some good results have already followed 
their enforcement. A special officer has been appointed on 
the detective branch of the district or State police, whose 
sole duty is to enforce the laws against tramps. He has 
only been in office a few months, but has already been instru- 
mental in securing many arrests throughout the Common- 
wealth. 

A measure is pending in the present Legislature which, if 
enacted and its provisions faithfully carried out, will do 
much to free Massachusetts forever from the curse of 
tramps. It enacts that every city or town which provides a 
place to lodge tramps shall compel them to work in return 
for the lodging and any meal which may be given them. 
This will apply the only known cure to the disease of 
tramping. If any cities or towns object to the small expense 
incident upon working the tramps, they can readily avoid it 
by ceasing to harbor these wayfarers. A very large number 
of cities and towns now provide no places where tramps can 
be lodged. Should all adopt this rule, the tramp would find 
shelter obtainable only as the price of a term of imprison- 
ment. On the other hand, the experience of Sherborn and 
other towns shows that the establishment of a work test will 
at once reduce the number of tramps applying for shelter to a 
very small number, easily cared for and easily made to 
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work out their lodging and breakfast. Were it definitely 
understood by the tramping fraternity that the only pro- 
visions made for tramps in Massachusetts were work or 
sentence to the State Farm, the tramp would avoid this State 
as he would a pest-house. This is a consummation devoutly 
to be wished.

Ciry TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Home is open day and night and affords shelter and 
protection to every woman who applies for admission, except. 
those who need hospital care and those who are under the 
influence of liquor. 

The Home is not equipped for cases of illness, and if a 
woman or child be taken ill the doctor is called, and when it 
ean be done without injury the patient is removed to a _ hos- 
pital. 

When a woman is under the influence of liquor, and does. 
not comply with the rules of the house, an officer is sum- 
moned and she is taken by him to the house of detention. 

The committee tries to discourage the repeated admission 
of tramps and vagrants. They cannot refuse to give tempor- 
_ary lodging to any well-behaved woman, but they can and 
frequently do ask the Board of Overseers to commit to the 
almshouse homeless women who are incapable of support- 
ing themselves. 

The number of women admitted once only is considerably 
more than one-half of the whole number, showing that most 
of our inmates are’ not habitual vagrants. ‘They are women 
and children for whom the protection of the Home is of 
immense advantage at some critical period. The police 
bring to us many slightly demented old women who have 
wandered away from their friends, and do not know where 
they belong; also women and children found at the railway 
stations, who for various reasons have failed to reach their * 
destinations ; and young foreign women who have become 
bewildered, and cannot speak English well enough to make 
themselves understood; also lost children and foundlings. 

More than one-fifth of the women and nearly one-third of 
the children were admited after 7.45 P.M. 

They were of all classes. ‘The foundlings and lost children 
received the care of a competent nurse, and the women were 
given clean beds in a warm room, with facilities for bathing 
and washing their clothes. 

The inmates stay in the Home for such short periods that 
any attempt at reform other than cleanliness is useless. ‘The 
best that can be done for them is to place them in such other 
institutions or situations as are best suited to them. 

The demand for low-priced domestic service is unfailing, 
and the matron is able to supply that demand to considerable 
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advantage. As all the work of the Home is done by the 
inmates, she is able to test the capacity and personal habits 
of the women to some degree, and she can send them from 
the Home clean and decently dressed. ‘The clothing which 
is donated is used for that purpose. The matron furnishes 
to employers such information as she possesses about the 
women, and in return demands references from those 
employers who are strangers. 

All private societies are at liberty to make temporary use 
of the Home. 

A simple dinner is served hot at 11.45 A.M. and a supper 
of bread and tea at 5.45 P.M. to any woman who applies. 
Whenever possible some work is demanded in return. 

All the bread used at the Wayfarers’ Lodge is prepared 
and baked by the inmates of the Home. 

The committee gratefully acknowledges the receipt of 
many useful articles, the list of which is as follows:

Faith and Hope Association, clothing; Miss Delia Bowker, 
scrap-book; and two others whose names are not known.

DISTRICT OFFICES. 


During the year provisions have been made for opening an 
office of the Overseers of the Poor in Dorchester. By the kind- 
ness of the Superintendent of Public Buildings a room was 
found and nicely furnished for us in the new Dorchester 
Municipal Building on Columbia road. Here the two 
visitors covering Dorchester can be found at regular hours, 
thus saving applicants a long journey to the Chardon-street 
office. It has been the policy of the Board to provide simi- 
lar offices throughout the city, and the other districts have 
offices as follows:

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LoNGwoop REAL ESTATE. 


A portion of the estate derived by the Board from the bequest 
of David Sears consisted of a large lot of land with a block 
of four houses standing upon it in the Longwood District, 
near the line separating Boston from the town of Brookline 
and bordering on the Parkway. ‘These houses are old and 
have required extensive repairs this last year. They are 
well rented, but the net income derived from them is 
comparatively small, owing to their great age and the constant 
demands for repairs and improvements. Measures have been 
taken looking towards a sale of this property, but thus far 
without success. ‘There is a large frontage on the Parkway, 
and there is no doubt of our being able at some time to make 
a sale at a substantial price. The money received can then 
be invested in City of Boston notes and a much better income 
obtained than at present. 


PIERCE FuEL FUND. 


The Board voted to discontinue payment of the income of 
this fund to the Trustees of the Charlestown Poor Fund. 
It was felt that we could and should disburse this money to 
cases investigated by our own visitors, instead of delegating 
the authority to others. The income of this fund is but $90. 
No fault was found with the use to which the income had 
been put by the Trustees of the Charlestown Poor Fund, 
but we felt it the duty of the Board to personally administer 
the income of all the funds placed in their hands. 


Trust FUNDS. 


The total amount of the trust funds in our charge asa 
corporation is now $795,431.45. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt, and the Thayer Funds is 236, an increase of 7 over 
the number aided on February 1, 1904. During the year 
23 have died, 2 have gone to homes, 3 to almshouse, 3 have 
withdrawn, 1 lost her claim by residence in another town, and 
in two cases we have stopped the pensions which we had been 
giving. Forty-one new names have been added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $5,388.80.

Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “ A.B.,’’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice 
Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pember- 
ton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Sam- 
uel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “A citizen of 
Boston,’ Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Hig- 
ginson, Walter EK. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from Benja- 
min Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782, 
and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. 
The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion 
of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of the 
play. 
Beton Relief and Hducation Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and decayed 
householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty years of 
age, persons of good character, and reduced by the acts of 
Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and instruc- 
tion of poor orphans and deserted children of the town of 
Boston until 14 years of age.” 

Mason Fund. — A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to the 
standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called”; interest to be added until] one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the chaplains of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.—A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund. —A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786; “income to 
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be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar, 
for the refreshment of those persons who, in the providence 
of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged to take shelter 
in the almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Over- 
seers of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always 
giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

Inucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the pos- 
session of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of 
Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1852, in which it is provided that, upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
City of Boston upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. . 

The David Sears Charity. — Is a fund contributed by the 

late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days,and for charity in 
all its forms in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate 
the sufferings of human life and render the condition of the 
poor more comfortable.” 
Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distrib- 
uting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
_ or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 

‘Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
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Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said 
festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by ‘said 
Selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of 
said Brighton in such manner as said Selectmen shall judge 
best and most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund. — A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, “ to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the poor, 
sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the gov- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.’ Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A _ bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of 50 years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment of 
money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute. — A legacy from the 
late Moses Hunt: “The income to be devoted to the relief and 
welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said 
Boston which was Charlestown.” ‘Ten thousand dollars, re- 
ceived March 7,1889,has been invested in a City of Boston note. 
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Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. — A bequest of Caroline 
C. Thayer (who died about 1891) to be paid over to the 
city after the death of two sisters, the last of whom died in 
September, 1899. The fund was received in May, 1900. 
‘Income to be annually appropriated for the benefit and use 
of Protestant widows and single women, without distinction 
of color, preference always to be given to those who have 
seen better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was rachiten under the will 
of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in accord- 
ance with the wish of the donor.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


sir, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit this 
report for the year ending January 31, 1905. 

No appropriations for general park construction by loans 
have been made since October 30, 1902, and these appropri- 
ations are exhausted. ‘The absence of any money for con- 
struction purposes is a serious handicap to this department, 
as there are many necessary expenditures which cannot well 
be postponed, and which cannot be paid out of our main- 
tenance appropriation. We need money for buildings for 
sanitary and other purposes, and for the planting of trees 
and shrubs and the care of plantations. Our maintenance 
appropriation will not admit of these expenditures, and a 
small annual appropriation for these purposes will continue 
to be necessary for some years to come, if we are to put the 
parks into the best condition for future use and enjoyment. 
As it is, with our insufficient appropriation, our roadways 
are falling into bad condition, and, worst of all, our young 
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plantations are liable to suffer permanent injury because we 
have not the money to give them the needed cultivation. 

We have also, since 1902, received no appropriations for 
additions to our playgrounds, or for their improvement. 

Additional playgrounds are needed in those sections of the 
city that are not served by the playgrounds already existing, 
and improvements are needed in many of these playgrounds 
in order to make them more useful to the community. We 
should be pleased to submit to you a list of our most press- 
ing needs in this particular. 

More bath closets should be provided at Savin Hill Beach, 
as the present number is insufficient to accommodate the 
large number of bathers who, at certain hours of the day, 
throng this beach. A bathhouse should also be erected at 
the southerly extremity of the Strandway, near Mt. Vernon 
street, and the beach improved. Many persons now bathe 
there without proper facilities, and many more would avail 
themselves of the privileges of a bathhouse, which would be 
of great value to this growing section of Dorchester. 

The opening of the Strandway, which is expected to occur 
early in the coming season, will furnish a new and attractive 
drive of nearly two miles along the water front, and will 
serve to increase the use of this shore, always thronged on 
hot summer days by the seekers of health and recreation. 5 

The act of 1908, amending the law of 1898, which gives 
this Board jurisdiction over streets and lands in the neigh- 
borhood of parks and parkways, while placing under our 
control and direction the planting and care of trees, failed to 
provide for the removal of those which for various causes 
have served their usefulness and should be cut out or re- 
placed. We have, therefore, with your approval, petitioned 
the Legislature for a further amendment of the act to cure 
this defect. 

Before entering upon the construction of the Charles river 
embankment, under the Charles River Basin Act of 1908, it 
will be necessary to obtain an amendment of this act to 
authorize the extension of the embankment to the westerly 
side of the Fens, and also to provide means for its construc- 
tion, the loan authorized in the original act being insufficient 
for the work that is now being done in the Fens by the 
Street Department. This work consists of dredging, to 
remove the foul deposits in the Fens, rebuilding the old 
seven-foot Stony Brook conduit, and constructing a new 
twelve-foot conduit in continuation of the Commissioners’ 
channel, so-called, which enters the Fens at Huntington 
entrance,

This new foul-flow conduit and gatehouse will be completed 
this season, and, Stony brook being turned into its new 
channel, the cause of the foul deposits which have made 
the Fens pond unsanitary will be removed. 

The readjustment of the Huntington entrance, due to the 
work of extending the Commissioners’ channel to Charles 
river, enabled this department to join with the Trustees of 
the Art Museum in a plan to revise the lines of the Fens at 
this point, so as to give the Art Museum site a rectilinear 
instead of a curvilinear frontage. A bill to accomplish this 
purpose was passed by the last Legislature, but further study 
of the problem has shown some changes to be necessary, 
which will be the subject of further legislation at the present 
session. 

At the solicitation of those in charge of the erection of 
the Harvard Medical School buildings on Longwood avenue, 
we have prepared some studies with the view of bringing 
this beautiful group of buildings into closer relation with the 
Fens, by the projection of a wide avenue from the Fens to 
Longwood avenue, on the line of the axis of the Medical 
School quadrangle. ‘The matter is now in the hands of the 
Harvard Medical authorities and those interested in the 
lands through which the avenue will run. 

Full details of the work of the department during the 
year will be found in the accompanying report of our 
Superintendent.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E. StRArron, LABAN PRATT, AND JAMES 
M. PRENDERGAST, Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed under the direction of your Board during the year 
1904. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The woodlands and plantations have been carefully looked 
over, and all overcrowding, diseased, and unhealthy material 
has been cut out and removed. Under the method of treat- — 
ment practised the past few years, —that of thinning out, 
and, in some cases, of mulching with loam, —the old wood- 
lands have greatly improved in appearance. The young 
plantations, too, are in good condition; yet they do not show 
the rapid growth that might have been accomplished by 
thorough cultivation, which it is to be regretted we have 
been unable to give. During the past winter preparation . 
has been made in the Wilderness for planting a large num- 
ber of oaks, flowering dogwoods, witch hazels, thorns, and 
similar material. Ground is being also prepared in the 
young plantations for the planting of young oaks next 
spring. All this material will be furnished from the depart- 
ment nurseries. Among the thorns will be a quantity of the 
new species lately discovered by Prof. Charles 5. Sargent. 
The positions of the thorns will be located on a plan of the 
ground, from which, in case of the loss of labels, the indi- 
viduals may be readily relocated. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


No work, other than that of the maintenance of roads, 
walks, and fences, has been done in the Arboretum, by the 
department, during the past year. 


OLMSTED PARK AND RIVERWAY. 


With the exception of the planting of a group of tulip 
trees on the old Francis Parkman place, no work of improve- 
ment has been done during the year in Olmsted Park or the 
Riverway. Considerable additions to the groupings of native 
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azalias in the Riverway, will be made in the spring, in ground 
which has already been prepared. This interesting stretch 
of park land, with its varied features, grows more attractive 
each season. 


THE FENS. 


The new conduit connecting the Commissioners’ and the 
Stony Brook channels with the Charles river is now nearly 
completed. The work of pumping out sludge from the Fens 
basin is still in progress. These works are being done by 
the Sewer Division of the Street Department of the city. 
The restoration of the surfaces of the roads and loam spaces 
— disturbed by construction operations —and also the re- 
planting, is being done by the Park Department. Work has 
also been commenced on the filling up of a part of the Fens 
basin, near the Fens bridge, for a playground. 

Arrangements have been made with the Trustees of the 
Art Museum, under authority obtained from the Legislature, 
for an interchange of land at the site of the new museum. 
This, together with changes planned in the alignment of the 
driveways, and in the filling up of the Commissioners’ channel 
at the Huntington entrance, will materially add to the 
appearance and dignity of the entrance into the Fens at that 
point. 

COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


English elms were planted on each side of the central 
promenade of Commonwealth avenue, between Dartmouth 
street and Brookline avenue, the ground having been well 
prepared for them the previous season by digging holes, 
twenty feet square and four feet deep, in the dry gravel, 
and filling the holes with composted loam. 


CHARLESBANK. 


This useful and convenient breathing spot was, as usual, 
largely used by the West End populace. The grassy slopes 
of the central mounds are thrown open to women and to 
children under ten years of age, and on hot summer nights 
they are crowded; while the wide promenade and the long 
line of seats are filled with people who come to enjoy the 
cool refreshing breezes from the valley of the Charles river. 

The men’s gymnasium, as in the past, was well patronized. 
In addition to the free use of the apparatus, classes for young 
men and boys were conducted by'a competent instructor. 
During the winter the gymnasium grounds were flooded, as 
usual, for skating purposes. 
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The women’s gymnasium, under the management of the 
Massachusetts Emergency and Hygiene Association, had a 
very successful season, as the report of the committee of the 
association, which will be found elsewhere in this report, 
will show. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


A number of trees were planted early in the year, and 
preparations were made in the fall for additional planting 
next spring. The trees planted a few years ago now begin 
to shade the turfy slopes and to give a general appearance 
of comfort and restfulness, which is very inviting to visitors, 
who come in increasing numbers each season. With its fine 
harbor views, its cricket and baseball fields, its tennis courts, 
and its gymnasium, Wood Island Park is, deservedly, very 
popular. ae 

CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


Charlestown Heights required only the work of ordinary 
maintenance. A few trees were planted on its slopes in the 
spring. 

MARINE PARK AND STRANDWAY. 


Marine Park, as well as Castle Island, has maintained its 
reputation as a place of popular resort for the citizens of 
Boston. Here visitors can always depend upon a cool sea 
breeze, while splendid harbor views, passing shipping, bath- 
ing, and good restaurant accommodations lend additional 
interest. 

On the Strandway the work of road construction was com 
pleted between Marine Park and Newman street. The 
planting of the loam spaces was-also completed between 
these points. Work on the roadway and loam spaces of that 
part lying between Newman street and the railroad bridge is 
still in progress, with the prospect of completion in early © 
summer. 

A large quantity of filling has been received at what was 
formerly Burnham’s wharf, thus enlarging very materially 
the playground area. This playground is much used in 
summer for ball games; in winter its surface is flooded for 
skating. 


CHESTNUT HILL PARK. 


The usual thinning out of the old woods and the young 
plantations of trees and shrubbery was done last winter. 
Considerable work is needed on the recently acquired land, 
for which an appropriation will be necessary. 


RIVERWAY —FOOT PATH. 


Seed 
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Chestnut Hill Park has become very popular as a resort 
for immigrants from Central Europe. On Sundays and 
holidays many thousands of this class use the park for an 
outing. 

Facilities for tennis and baseball are provided; football 
is also played in its season. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 
(77 Acres.) 


During the past season Stratton street, between Lyons 
street and Talbot avenue, was constructed by the depart- 
ment, the construction being a solid macadam roadway with 
a covering of loam two inches in thickness. This improve- 
ment will serve the purpose of a speedway, so long as this is 
found desirable, and at the same time will afford a con- 
venient connection for general driving between Talbot and 
Blue Hill avenues. 

The use of Franklin Field continues to increase each year, 
and the time has now arrived when more of its area should 
be levelled off and brought into use. The forty acres of 
level ground are fairly swarming on Saturdays and holidays 
with cricketers, baseball players, and tennis players; while 
in winter thousands of skaters disport on its frozen surface. 

About seven acres of the most uneven part of the field 
was ploughed last fall, to be levelled and seeded in the spring. 
This operation should be continued each season until the 
whole present available part of the field has been so treated. 
An appropriation for this purpose and for field extension is 
very desirable, as well as for a field house to contain locker, 
bath, and shelter accommodations. 

A bowling green was constructed last season on the 
upland near Blue Hill avenue. It is expected that the sod 
will be tough enough for use about the first of July, and 
that it will prove a very popular addition to the sports of 
Franklin Field. 


CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
Dorchester Avenue and Park Street. 


(5.8 Acres.) 


A portion of this playground is set apart for the use of 
children, for whom simple apparatus is furnished. A female 
teacher is in charge, and the results have been very satis- 
factory. Tennis courts are provided; baseball is also a 
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popular feature of the playground. A part of the ground is 
flooded for skating in winter. No work, other than that of 
maintenance, has been done during the past season. 


Savin Hitt BEAc#H. 
Springdale Street, Dorchester. 


(18.6 Acres.) 


The addition of a house for boys was made at this beach 
last season. The house is 15 feet by 25 feet, and contains 
210 lockers. ‘This addition somewhat relieved the pressure 
for accommodation. ‘There is, however, great necessity for a 
larger number of bathclosets, and a corresponding extension 
of beach improvement. 


NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 


Neponset Avenue. 


(18 Acres.) 


This is a convenient and popular playground for baseball 
games. A playground for children was established here last 
season. Swings, teeter-boards, tilting-ladders, and other 
simple apparatus were installed, and the children’s play- 
ground was placed in charge of a female teacher. 

An appropriation is needed for the purchase of loam for . 
levelling the inequalities of the marsh, as the levelled portion 
is now too small for the demand for baseball diamonds, and 
preparations for utilizing more of the marsh should now be - 
made. A good area of ice for winter pa is provided 
at this playground. 


Mystic. PLAYGROUND. 
Chelsea Street and Mystic River. 
(2.3 Aeres.) 
No work was performed on this playground, except the 
usual care of the grounds, which contain a children’s corner, 


with apparatus, under the care of a teacher. A_ baseball 
diamond is also maintained. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 
Main and Alford Streets. 
(14 Acres.) 
This is a much used playground. It contains four or five 


ball grounds, and has facilities for flooding for skating. An 
open-air gymnasium is under construction, the fencing having 
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been finished. Filling is still in progress on the outside of 
the graded area, on the edges of the playground bordering 
the water. : 


RoGEeRS PARK. 


Lake and Foster Streets. 
(6.9 Acres.) 


An appropriation is required to place the brook, which 
runs across the lower end of Rogers Park, underground. 
This will permit of the enlargement of the levelled area for 
play, which is a work much needed. It would also be 
desirable to prepare the ground and to plant trees on the 
boundaries of the playground. 


NortH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 


Western Avenue and Harvard Street. 
(14 Acres.) 


An extension of the graded area of this playground, to 
meet the growing demand for ball diamonds, is desirable, and 
an appropriation for the purchase of loam, to fill up the 
inequalities of the meadow lands, is required. 

Trees should be planted on the boundaries of the play- 
ground without unnecessary delay. This will require an 
additional appropriation for the preparation of the ground. 


BILLInGs FIELD. 


La Grange Street, near Centre Street, West Roxbury. 
(11 Acres.) 


No work except that of maintenance was done at this 
playground during the past season. Another large sink has 
developed in the centre of the playground; this is caused by 
the shifting of the boggy subsoil, over which the original 
filing was placed. Tennis, baseball, and football are the 
favorite summer games; in winter the ball field is flooded 
for skating. Shelter and sanitary accommodations are 
needed. | 


ROSLINDALE PLAYGROUND. 
South Walter and Robert Streets. 
(3.7 Acres.) 


About one hundred linear feet of bleachers were erected 
in this playground last spring. A shelter and sanitary 
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building is needed. The playground is very much used, 
the summer games being tennis and baseball; in winter the 
field is flooded for skating. 


COLUMBUS—-AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 
(5 Acres.) 


During the past season a retaining wall of reinforced 
concrete was built, which enabled us to carry the grading 
out to the northeast line, adding thereby about one-half of 
an acre of useful space. 

The work of the playground is carried on by a committee 
of the Civic League. This organization bears the expense 
of kindergarten and athletic instructors, and also of a teacher 
in gardening work. Provision is made for baseball games, 
while for boys and small children separate enclosures are 
provided, in which gymnastic apparatus, sand-boxes, etc., are 
installed for their use. The grounds are flooded for skating 
in the winter. 


PRINCE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Prince and North Bennet Streets. 


(0.4 Aere.) 


Teeter-boards, swings, tilting-ladders, etc., were set up 
last season, and a female teacher was placed in charge. This 
little playground is very much appreciated by the children 
of the densely populated district in which it is located. 


‘ FIRST-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Corner of M Street, South Boston. 
(4.6 Aeres.) 

The frame work of the out-door gymnasium was set up 
during the past season; an appropriation is needed to com- 
plete its equipment. The grounds, as usual, were flooded 
in the winter for skating. | 


FELLOWS-STREET .PLAYGROUND. 


Fellows and Hunneman Streets. 
(0.85 Acre.) 


This playground required only the usual work of main- 
tenance during the past season. It is equipped with simple 
gymnastic apparatus for children, a female teacher being in 
charge. <A sanitary building is needed. 
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CoTTAGE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Cottage Street, near Maverick Street, East Boston. 
(3.85 Acres.) 


Ailantus trees were planted on the border of this play- 
ground last spring. During the past winter the grounds 
were flooded for skating. The needs of the playground are 
sanitary accommodations and fencing. 


Forrest Hints AND Mt. HoPpE PLAYGROUND. 
Between Washington and Florence Streets. 


(9.6 Acres.) 


During the past season the drainage of this playground 
was much improved by deepening the brook and running a 
series of tile drains through the lowest parts of the grounds. 
While the field is in fairly good condition and space can be 
found for at least three diamonds, an appropriation for grad- 
ing would largely increase its usefulness. Sanitary accom- 
modations, too, are needed. 


MARCELLA-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Marcella and Ritchie Streets. 
(4.5 Acres.) 


No work of improvement has been done on this play” 
ground during the past season, except the cutting down of 
the high fence to five feet in height. The matter of the 
removal of the old “ Home” building, and the erection of a 
building for shelter and sanitary accommodations, is now 
under consideration. The grounds were much used during 
the past season for baseball. 


RANDOLPH-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Albany and Randolph Streets. 
(2.8 Acres.) 


This newly acquired playground was graded and drained 
last spring, the grades being arranged to permit of flooding 
the grounds in winter for skating. Loam beds were made, 
around the borders of the playground, fifteen feet in width 
and three and one-half feet in depth. These were planted 
with white ash on the sides bordering the street, and with 
Lombardy poplars on the property lines. Enclosing fences 
of expanded metal were also built on the inner line of the 
spaces, low fences being constructed on the street lines. 
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The loam spaces so enclosed can be used for children’s 
gardens. A corner for children has been fenced off, in 
which simple gymnastic apparatus has been installed. The 
brick building on the Randolph street side is now being fitted 
up with sanitary accommodations. There is also ample 
room in the building for gymnastic work. ‘This playground 
has been extremely popular with the ball players during the 
past summer; and in winter thousands enjoyed the skating 
provided for them. 


PARKWAYS AND MAINTENANCE. 


It is to be regretted that the appropriations made by the 
City Council are too small to maintain the department in 
proper condition. The roads of the parks and parkways are 
now worn in many places down to the foundations. Such 
surfacing as we have been able to give has been mainly done 
in the effort to make wheeling as smooth as possible under 
the circumstances. Conditions are such now, however, that 
extensive repairs are absolutely necessary. Our young and 
erowing plantations, too, are suffering from inadequate culti- 
vation ; in fact, every line of our work shows a lack of the 
care and attention we are unable to give, and the matter is 
earnestly presented for the serious consideration of your 
Board. 

SPORTS. 


The various sports provided for by the department were 
fully enjoyed. Sixteen distinct sheets of ice, with an area of 
about one hundred acres, in various parks and playgrounds, 
were kept in condition for skating during the winter. The 
toboggan chute on Schoolmaster Hill grows in popularity 
with each season; it is estimated that about 27,000 persons 
used it during the past winter. Baseball on about fifty 
well kept diamonds claimed the interest of many thousands. 
Tennis seemed to lead the list in public favor; about one 
hundred courts, in different localities, were needed to meet 
the demand of its devotees. About 82,000 golfers used the 
links during the year, a falling off from the previous season 
of about 6,500. The curlers enjoyed a long season and good 
ice. Facilities for football were provided in various play- 
grounds. Generally speaking, the interest in all sports 
seems to be on the increase.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 17, 1905. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN, — This, the fourteenth year of our superin- 
tendence at Charlesbank, has afforded ample proof, if any 
were needed, of the far-sighted wisdom that established 
playgrounds in crowded city centres. For notwithstanding 
many minor inconveniences due to the building of the bridge, 
women and children still have been eager to go to their 
beautiful playground (and when once inside the enclosure 
have been as sheltered as if no pile driving were going on). 

Though, owing to the kindness of Mr. Pettigrew, an 
entrance for the Superintendent and her assistant was 
effected through the shrubbery, access to the Lodge and con- 
sequently to the playground has been much impeded for the 
general public. In the daytime children did not mind going 
round through the Park, but fur busy women, obliged to be 
punctual at the stores where they were employed, and for 
mothers, whose moments of leisure were limited, especially 
at night, the circuitous distance they had to traverse to reach 
the Lodge resulted in a somewhat less attendance than here- 
tofore, the children’s afternoon and the women’s evening 
classes being noticeably smaller. But those who did come 
attended quite regularly, and were visibly improved in 
health. Miss Rosamond Lang, Miss Marjorie Phelps, and 
Miss Marion Cutler kindly volunteered as pianists for the 
classes, and winter and summer season alike had its delights 
for those who came. 

It is not alone the physical benefits that promote the value 
of Charlesbank, but the moral atmosphere of justice and 
kindness which surrounds the work and discipline of Miss 
Harriet Cutler, the Superintendent, and her assistant, Miss 
Margaret S. Horst; for the children and grown-up girls who 
go to the place year after year are distinctly benefited by 
its influences. 

Since the opening of this division of Charlesbank, there has 
been a marked change in the nationalities of its frequenters. 
Fourteen years ago, the Irish and colored people prepon- 
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derated. Now the Jews lead in numbers, then come the 
Italians, the Irish, and, last of all, the colored people. The 
evening classes, when Miss Ida H. Crowley was the regular 
pianist, were largely composed of young American women. 
In both the afternoon and evening work much indoor gym- 
nastic exercise is obtained through games that are greatly 
enjoyed, which, when properly directed, are as conducive to 
health as if exclusive attention were given to free develop- 
ing movements, or to work with gymnastic appliances. 

The numbers who pass through the Lodge out-doors or 
remain awhile inside of it varied from 1,500 to 2,000 a day, 
with occasional days when there were not more than 1,000 
present. Attendance in the gymnasium proper ranged from 
600 to 700 a day. | 

Times have changed since we first were asked to take 
charge of this division of Charlesbank as a playground, gym- 
nasium, and Lodge. ‘Then it all was an experiment and a 
novelty. But its success helped to create the demand for 
playgrounds in different parts of the city, with their gym- 
nasiums, more or less well equiped, and Charlesbank has 
become part of a system instead of being an unique experi- 
ment. 

It is pleasant to recall that seventeen years ago city school 
yards were first opened as playgrounds during the summer 
vacation through the initiative of the Massachusetts Emer- 
gency and Hygiene Association, and to remember that each 
summer since that time the Association has supported and 
cared for, as playgrounds, a certain number of school yards 
which have been placed at its disposal by the courtesy of the 
city. It is pleasant, also, to note that this idea has been 
adopted by others. 

As it is as helpful as ever to connect private with public 
work, your committee look forward to another year, when 
the bridge will be finished. Then will mothers and children 
each day throughout the year, and all day in summer, find 
at Charlesbank rest for weary nerves, health and muscular 
development for weak bodily conditions, good morals and 
manners for low standards of what is right, and fun for the 
inactivity of dullness. Playground ethics infused through 
gymnastic training help to make good citizens out of boys 
and girls.

By direction of your Honor I assumed charge of the 
Pauper Institutions Department on March 11, 1904, and 
continued in charge until December 31, 1904. 

The bookkeeping for the department had been done at 
Long Island, where the books of the Charlestown Almshouse, 
as well as those of the Boston Almshouse and Hospital, 
Long Island, had been kept. Soon after taking charge I 
transferred the bookkeeping from Long Island to the Boston 
office, where I believed the work could be done much better, 
more readily examined, and a closer knowledge of the finan- 
cial condition of the department obtained. 

The Assistant Superintendent, Dr. Simon F. Cox, was 
in charge of the Boston Almshouse and Hospital, Long Isl- 
and, and Miss Sarah G. Weeden in charge of the Almshouse 
for Women and Aged Couples, Charlestown. 

No change was made in the superintendency of either 
institution until November 1, 1904, when Mr. James F. 
English, having passed a Civil Service examination, as 
required by law, was appointed Superintendent of the Boston 
Almshouse and Hospital, Long Island. Dr. Cox was 
appointed Assistant Superintendent and Resident Physician. 

On August 4, Rev. Matthew McDonald, S.J., went to 
Long Island as Resident Chaplain. He spends all his time 
at the island, holding services daily, as well as Sundays, and 
visits the sick and the well, cheering them by his presence, 
and giving them encouragement by his good advice. He 
also holds burial services at the chapel, and has already, 
during the short time he has been there, accomplished a great 
deal of good. 

In November, 1902, appropriations were granted for the 
construction of a morgue building, as well as a tie-up for 
cattle, at Long Island. Both these matters seemed to require 
immediate attention, and I had plans drawn and awarded 
contracts for erecting these buildings in the early part of the 
year, and am pleased to say that they are now finished within 
the appropriation, and make a very desirable addition to the 
needs of the island. 
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The wharf on the westerly side has been entirely repaired 
and put in good condition, so far as it is possible to do so. 
During the year I requested a loan for the purpose of 
extending this wharf out, according to plans drawn by City 
Engineer Jackson, which it seems is absolutely necessary at 
this time, as it is almost impossible for the new steamer to 
tie up at the wharf. There are many times when she is 
compelled to discharge at the rear wharf, which in the winter 
season or bad weather makes it rather a hardship for the sick 
persons who are sent down to be obliged to land there in 
order to reach the hospital. Iam in hopes that this matter _ 
will be remedied very soon. 

The old barn has been equipped with steam, taken from 
the central steam plant, and a milk room has been con- 
structed there, as well as a room for the care of harnesses, 
etc. 

A lift has been constructed on the outside of the hospital 
kitchen building, which will carry all the food to be cooked 
directly to the kitchen. 

Some improvement was made in the diet of the institution. 
The general discipline of the entire institution is first class, 
when it is considered that the people who are admitted to this 
institution are mostly sick, requiring medical attendance. 
As a matter of fact, 66 per cent. of the cases admitted were 
hospital cases needing immediate attention, and many of the 
others found their way to the hospital later. 

The maintenance appropriation for the Boston Almshouse 
and Hospital, Long Island, for the year was $143,500, and 
the actual expenses were $140,298.74; for the Charlestown 
Almshouse, $17,000, and the expenses $16,151.88; for the 
steamer “John Howard,” $9,000, and the actual expenses 
$6,344.62. . 

We have been enabled during the year to have done atthe 
island a great deal of work by the inmates who were not 
entirely incapacitated for labor, and who were always willing 
and volunteered to do any work which they were called upon 
to do. 

The general per capita cost per week at the Long Island 
institution is $3.15; for the almshouse population the per 
capita expense is $2.26 per week, and for the hospital popu- 
lation $5.78. At the Charlestown Almshouse the per capita 
cost is $2.97. 

The care and treatment of the class of people sent to Long 
Island has been of that liberal character which the city has 
always shown toward those dependent upon it, and in no in- 
stance was there a lack of such proper, generous and ready 
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treatment as was necessary. The Almshouse Hospital is as 
good a hospital as is now maintained by any city, and as good 
care is given those suffering as is possible. 

The Visiting Staff of physicians have taken great interest 
in the work at Long Island, and their suggestions have been 
always acted upon. 

The Training School for Nurses is an admirable institu- 
_ tion, and one that is doing a great and good work. There is 

probably no labor at the institution which calls for a higher 
standard than in the hospital, and we are constantly receiv- 
ing from the training school that assistance which could not 
in other ways be as well provided. 

The testimony of the patients themselves is that everything 
possible is done for their comfort. 

On June 2, the nurses of the Training School assembled 
in the chapel at Long Island, together with the officials of 
the institution and invited guests, when diplomas were 
awarded to members of the graduating class. Addresses 
were given by Rev. D. J. O'Sullivan, Dr. Simon F. Cox 
(acting superintendent), and the official in charge of the 
department. Papers were read by Miss Alice Marshall, Miss 
Minna C. Timme, and Miss Clara A. Griffiths. A short 
musical program closed what proved to be one of the most 
enjoyable events of the year. 

There should be a shelter erected upon the wharf at Long 
Island, and in connection with this shelter a receiving- 
room, so that the doctors could pass upon the patients 
received and have them sent directly to the ward in which 
they are to be treated, while at present they are sent to the 
general ward and from there sent to the different wards for 
treatment. In connection with this shelter and receiving- 
room it would be possible to have a room for the crew of the 
steamer ‘‘ John Howard,” so that they could always be at 
immediate call if needed. They are now quartered on the 
island, and it at times causes delay in getting the crew to the 
boat. This is something I think might be given immediate 
attention. 

The administration building in my opinion is sufficiently 
large for all purposes of administration at the island at the 
present time. 

There are many things needed to increase the efficiency of 
this department at Long Island in the way of buildings and 
accessories, all of which matters the Board of Pauper Institu- 
tions Trustees are at the present time considering and will un- 
doubtedly communicate with you in relation thereto later on. 

The Almshouse at Charlestown for women and aged 
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couples, is in excellent condition, and managed ina first-class 
manner. The personal attention given to the inmates by the 
superintendent and her assistants is of a character to bring 
about, as it has, that condition which it is most difficult to 
find in an institution of this kind. One would hardly believe 
that the inmates were city charges, and it was one of my 
pleasantest duties, during my connection with the department, 
to visit this institution. 

While the Long Island Almshouse and Hospital has in 
recent years become more of a hospital than an almshouse, 
there are still a great many people not suffering from entire 
physical disability which would prevent them from doing 
some kind of labor and being self-supporting. There are 
- seasons of the year when it is impossible for them to obtain 
employment, and many of them go to Long Island. It has 
always been the policy of the city to care for this class of 
people as well as those who are suffering from chronic or 
acute illness, and I venture to say that in no hospital alms- 
house in this Commonwealth are more pains taken to 
give to these unfortunates that care for which our city has 
always been noted. 

The following Board of Pauper Institutions Trustees 
having been appointed by your Honor — Miss Frances R. 
Morse, Mr. Bernard J. Rothwell, Mr. Wiliam J. Sullivan, 
Miss Maud M. Rockwell, Mr. W. Prentiss Parker, James B. 
Cherry, M.D., and Mr. Walter Hunnewell — the management 
of the department was, on December 81, turned over to this 
Board, which organized on that date by the election of Mr. 
W. Prentiss Parker as Chairman and Mr. Walter Hunnewell 
as Secretary.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON

Dear Sir, — The report of the Almshouse and Hospital 
at Long Island for the year ending January 31, 1905, is here- 
_ with respectfully submitted. 

The undersigned was appointed to the position of Super- 
intendent on November 1, 1904, relieving Dr. Simon F. Cox, 
who had been acting in that capacity since the resignation 
of Dr. Arthur 8S. Hartwell, July 1, 1903. 

During the year there were 1,252 admissions to the insti- 
tution, 820 going to the hospital. There were 16 births, 
making a total of 837 hospital cases, or 66 per cent. of all 
admissions. 

During the year a mortuary building has been built; also 
a new tie-up for cattle, accommodating 32 head, has been 
completed. A room has also been built in the barn, 
where the harnesses can receive proper care, thus filling a 
long-existing need. This room has been supplied with hot 
water and steam heat, a pipe running son the new hospital 
to the barn. 

The roof of the chapel has been era and is now in 
excellent condition. An elevator with a lifting capacity of 
1,000 pounds has been placed in the hospital kitchen. A 
new floor has been laid in the old tie-up, and a new omnibus 
has been built. The westerly wharf has been replanked and 
is now in fair condition. Considerable grading has been 
done around the new tie-up, and the receiving-room has been 
enlarged by the tearing down of cells in the same, which 
were wholly unfit for use. The furnace linings for two 
boilers have been replaced, and the back arches have been 
rebuilt. A milk-room and a feed-room for cattle have also 
' been built in the old tie-up, also a bridge connecting both 
buildings. A large amount of miscellaneous repairing has 
been done, and there is yet much to be done to put matters 
in first-class condition. 
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I would renew the recommendations in last year’s report. 
for new laundry machinery and motor for running same, also 
the recommendation in regard to rebuilding the westerly 
wharf. I urgently recommend that something be done in 
regard to the embankment in the rear of the women’s build- 
ing. It is a matter that requires immediate attention. 

A new sewing-room should be provided, as the present 
quarters are very poor. New lavatories at the ends of the 
wards of the men’s building are also an imperative necessity. 
An increase in the telephone service can be used to good 
advantage, connecting both wharves and the office, and also 
all hospital wards with the office. 

I would recommend the installation of a cold storage in the 
old boiler-house for the preservation of meats, vegetables, 
etc. Also the former recommendations for a domestic build- 
ing are renewed. 

The pipe line of the salt water fire service is in need of 
repairs, as much ground water enters same at the present 
time. 

Our herd is in good condition, but not large enough to 
meet our demands. 

The number of consumptive patients in the hospital is 
increasing rapidly, and we now have 130 cases, with an 
increase over last year of 48. ‘There are proper accommoda- 
tions for only 54. ‘The balance is cared for in the old hospi- 
tal. Some immediate steps should be taken to properly iso- 
late these cases. 

In closing, I wish to thank those who have donated books 
and papers for the use of the inmates. I also desire to 
express my thanks to the chaplains who have ministered to the 
sick of the institution, and Iam grateful to the officers under 
my charge for their untiring efforts. I wish to thank you 
for your good advice freely given on all occasions.

The following report for the Charlestown Almshouse for 
the year ending January 31, 1905, is respectfully submitted. 

‘It gives me pleasure to be able to present a most satisfac- 
tory account of the year just closing. The population is con- 
siderably larger, but a homelike, helpful, and quiet atmos- | 
phere has prevailed; a number of deaths have occurred, but 
the general health has been remarkably good considering the 
feeble condition of many of the inmates. 

Repairs and improvements, including the substitution of 
electricity for gas as a means of lighting, new laundry 
machinery, new floors, much painting, and a_ thorough 
whitening of the ceilings throughout the house, have been 
accomplished. 

Our little farm produced a fine crop — turnips, cabbage, 
celery, parsnips, carrots, summer. vegetables, etc. — to the 
value of $443, also $461 worth of milk. 

Much good work has been accomplished in the sewing- 
room; a large number of articles, including bedding of all 
kinds, men and women’s underwear, women’s dresses, cur- 
tains, etc., have been completed. 

We are,as always before, indebted to the clergy of St. 
Francis de Sales’ Church for their frequent visits and cordial 
sympathy for the welfare of our old people; we should also 
acknowledge many pleasant evenings of entertainment fur- 
nished by a number of old and new friends. 

I wish to pay a very high tribute of appreciation to my 
officers, whom I consider unusually loyal and efficient, and 
to whose continued work together the institution owes much 
of its tine condition. 

I wish to most gratefully acknowledge your unfailing 
courtesy and support.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1905. 
To Hon. John B. Martin: 


The past year has seen no material change in the medical 
work of the Long Island Institution. The conviction, which 
we have expressed in previous reports, has grown deeper 
that the population of the institution is to be placed essen- 
tially in the category of the sick. The distinction between 
the merely infirm or decrepid and the actually sick is an 
increasingly difficult one to draw, but the fact has been 
definitely established that a very large proportion of all the 
inmates at, or very soon after, entrance demand medical care. 
Those classed simply as infirm are peculiarly prone to organic 
disease of a serious and often fatal sort, and it should be one 
of the duties of the institution to guard such persons as far 
as possible against these contingencies. To accomplish this 
purpose it is necessary that they should be under direct 
medical supervision. ‘This type of work has been carried 
out with considerable success in the dormitory buildings, 
both on the male and female side. We are convinced that a 
careful study of all the inmates would demonstrate that 
exceedingly few of them are well in a medical sense, and 
consequently that they should have the care which a well- 
organized medical service can alone give. We are therefore 
of the opinion that quite apart from the large number suffer- 
ing from recognized chronic and incurable disease, for whom 
the city is bound to provide adequate care, the other inmates, 
with comparatively few exceptions, are also deserving of the 
medical care which an enlightened philanthropy demands. 

We have from year to year called attention to the problem 
of tuberculosis as it presents itself at the Long Island Insti- 
tution. The renewed agitation on this subject has rendered 
some solution of the question more imperative at this time 
than ever before. The special hospital provided some years 
ago for tuberculous patients has proved wholly inadequate 
to the demand made upon it, with the result that many 
patients are now being treated in the old hospital wards. 
The situation is therefore essentially what it was before the 
new hospital was opened, and there is the same need now as 
then for adequate provision for the patients who are in the 
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main hospital. Our purpose at this time is simply to draw 
attention again to the need of some action looking toward an 
amelioration of the present unfortunate situation. 

What has just been said regarding tuberculosis applies in 
almost equal measure to venereal disease. As is well recog- 
nized, in certain stages these affections are contagious. It 
is clearly evident that persons afflicted with venereal disease 
should not be permitted to transmit this disease to the inno- 
cent. A natural protective is isolation, which has been 
repeatedly urged, but which cannot be effected under present 
conditions. ‘This question, along with that concerning tuber- 
culosis, should receive the attention of those in authority, if 
the institution is to be free from reproach. 

Our thanks are due to the resident medical staff and 
nurses for their co-operation and assistance in the conduct of 
the medical work. We also wish to acknowledge our 
indebtedness to the Superintendent of the institution and to 
yourself for the interest which has been shown in the efforts 
of the visiting staff.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND AGED 
COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN.

My report for the year terminating January 31, 1906, is 
hereby respectfully submitted. 

A much larger number of cases were treated in the hos- 
pital wards this year than last year. 

Eleven deaths are recorded for the year, four men and 
seven women; of the men, the first in order of time was a 
case of cedema of the lungs, acute, age 74; the second, a case 
of arterio-sclerosis, age 80; the third, a case of eitero-colitis, 
age 68; the fourth, a case of chronic endocarditis, age 79. 

Of the women, the first in order of time was a case of cere- 
bral hemorrhage, age 69; the second, a case of dilatation of the 
heart, with sudden death, age 84; the third, a case of carci- 
noma of the intestines, age 83; the fourth, a case of arterio- 
. sclerosis, age 70; the fifth, a case of cerebral hemorrhage, * 
age O1; the sixth, a case of syphilis of the brain, age 52; 
the seventh, a case of chronic valvular endocarditis, age 84; 
average age, 73. 

In all these cases except one, death was anticipated and 
the necessary preparations made. A very large number of 
cases were treated in the dispensary, as the most trivial com- 
plaint is brought to the attention of the visiting physician. 

Many drugs and formule have been added to the dispen- 
sary outfit and have helped to make the results very grati- 
fying. 

The ever-prevailing spirit of happiness and contentment 
among the inmates, and the confidence enjoyed by the physi- 
cian at the institution, make his visits very pleasant events.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
NURSES. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital on Long Island, in Boston Harbor. The hospital 
buildings are modern in all their appointments, and contain 
three hundred beds. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse and Hospitst has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
and application for admission should be made to him. The 
Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of ‘all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the 
wards, and also is responsible for the instruction and 
management of the pupils in the Training School. 

The course of training requires two years, and includes 
general, medical, surgical, maternity, and- infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and. from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the Superintendent of . 
Nurses and the graduate head-nurses, and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating-room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; bathing, prevention and dress- 
ing of bed sores; the making and applying of bandages, 
applying of fomentations and poultices and minor dressing, 
cupping, the administration of enemas, and use of the female 
catheter. The pupils are also given lessons in massage. 
Maternity nursing is taught by practice in the confinement 
rooms, which includes digital examination of patients. In- 
struction is also given the pupils how to act in the various 
emergencies which arise in childbed. Pupils are taught how 
to cook and serve food for the sick in a proper manner, the 
feeding of helpless patients, and the feeding and preparation 
of food for infants. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms in 
a proper manner, and the way to take care of sick-rooms for 
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the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the skin ; 
of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, ete.; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility and 
senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies; how to 
take notes-on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record, and 
the reports to the attending physician. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons, not of their own kin, who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the Superintendent they will 
be received for four months on probation. 

At the end of the four months, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years and to conform 
to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any 
other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year and 
twelve dollars per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years, and pass the necessary examinations, 
they will, upon -the termination of their service, receive 
the diploma of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 
Pupils are required after they join the school to wear the 
Training School uniform and regulation shoes.

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RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE LONG ISLAND 
HOSPITAL. 


Persons eligible to care in the hospital at Long Island, Boston 
Harbor, are as follows: 

1. Any person who has a legal settlement in the City of Boston 
and stands in need of relief. 

2. Any such person who, if well, could be supported at his 
home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgical care 
which he cannot afford to provide. 

3. Any person having no settlement in Boston and who is 
too ill to be removed to the city or town of settlement (or to a 
State institution, if without a settlement), and who is in need of 
immediate relief. 

The question of settlement will be determined by the Institu- 
tions Registration Department, 28 Court square; office hours, 9 
to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays, 9 to 1 o’clock (during the four summer 
months — June to September — the office closes at 12 o’clock on 
Saturdays). Any person able to walk should apply at that oftice. 
An ambulance and carriage are at the disposal of that office, and 
will be sent for persons unable to walk to carry them to the boat. 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
etc., are not received at Long Island, but should be referred to 
the City Hospital. Persons in the last stages of disease should 
not be subjected to the fatigue and exhaustion of the journey to 
Long Island. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English it is desira- 
ble that he should be accompanied by a friend who can interpret 
when he makes his application at 28 Court square. 

It is very desirable that application should be made the day 
before it is intended that the person should go to the hospital, or, 
if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, in order that the settle- 
ment may be investigated, and the ambulance or carriage sent, if 
necessary. A person applying at this office too late for admission 
on the same day will be sent to the Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), or 
to the City Temporary Home (women). 

The executive force of the hospital at Long Island consists of 
an Assistant Superintendent and Chief Medical Officer, a First 
Medical Officer and four House Officers, who have immediate 
charge under the direction of the Superintendent and the Visiting 
Medical Staff. There is a Training School for Nurses, with a 
Superintendent of Nurses and night assistant, seven head nurses 
and thirty-six probationers or pupil-nurses. 
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APPENDIX. 


Chapter 895 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. | 


An ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER— 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the Pau- 
per Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Department and 
the Institutions Registration Department, of the City of Boston, 
are hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. The provisions of chapter two hundred 
and sixty-six of the Acts of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four yearsy one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without 
compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member. They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 


-_ 
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a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments, shall. be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institutions 
Department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the House of Reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the City of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 


- Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 


and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. ‘The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the City of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

SrecT. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint one 
assistant. 

Secr. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any Tights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
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form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Seor. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co- 
ordination of such work, and at said conferences said mayor 
shall preside. 

Secr. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or 
more of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor thereof, 
by the officers in charge of such department or departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Srecr. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and 
to be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or 
transfer shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor.

This report will show an increase in the number of commit- 
ments to Deer Island, as compared with last year, of 1,710, 
and an increased daily average of 160. ‘Thenet and per capita 
cost will show a decrease in the maintenance of same. 

The number of pardons granted by the Commissioner is 
in excess of those granted last year, but I find with the same 
good result; of the 612 — 453 men and 159 women— released 
because of reformation, but twenty-seven were returned to 
the institution. 

Our prison accommodation was ample for all those who 
were committed to its care, and the general health and disci- 
pline of the inmates has been excellent. 

Religious services, Catholic and Protestant, are conducted 
as usual, and the clergymen of both denominations are untir- 
ing in their efforts to aid the prisoners in every proper man- 
ner. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner, representing the 
Women’s Prison Association, continues her visits to Deer 
Island, and takes a most sincere interest in encouraging and 
helping the women prisoners. 

The work on the reservior was continued during the year, 
and we hope this fall to have it entirely completed and ready 
for service. 

The new House of Correction is completed and is now 
occupied by about one-half of the female prisoners, and in a 
few weeks all the women on the island will be housed in the 
new prison. An altar is being erected and settees built to 
furnish the new chapel, which will be ready to use in a very 
short time. 


=, * 
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A new laundry plant has been equipped in one of the 
buildings formerly used by the women prisoners, and is now 
in good working order. 

The new steamer “ Monitor” was officially placed in com- 
mission October 29 of this year. It seems to be in all 
respects a good boat, and has sufficient capacity to do the 
work required by the department. | 

The total number of commitments to the House of Correc- 
tion for the year 1904-05 was 11,174; 8,726 were for 
drunkenness, an increase of about 1,400 over the previous 
year, or a total of more than 70 per cent. of the entire 
number committed. 

There were committed during the year 5,276 for non- 
payment of fines, aggregating $38,746; of this number 
860 paid fines, amounting to the sum of $6,982, after 
their commitment, the remaining serving time required by 
law for non-payment of fine, at an expense to the county, not 
because of the offence for which they were committed, but 
of their inability to pay the fine. In my opinion it would 
be more just if these cases were paroled and given an oppor- 
tunity to earn the money to pay fine, I believe a very large 
amount could be collected. 

*Chapter 220, sections 1 and 2, of the Revised Laws gives to 
the court the power to remedy this condition, and, if exer- 
cised, would benefit the individual and those depending on 
him, and instead of being an expense would be a source of 
revenue to the county. I think this was the intention of 
those who framed the law, feeling that the cause of justice 
would be as well served. 

There were committed during the year to the hospital 286 
men and 86 women, making a total of 8372; these cases were 
sent for observation because of their mental condition. It 
does not seem right to commit to the House of Cor- 
rection hospital at Deer Island persons who are suffering 
mentally, from whatever cause. Although we can give good

* Chapter 220. 


SECTION 1. A police, district or municipal court may, upon conviction of the defend- 
ant, impose sentence although the defendant is placed on probation. The court may 
thereupon order the execution of the sentence to be suspended for such time and upon 
such terms and conditions as it prescribes, and place the defendant in the custody of 
the probation officer during such suspension. If the defendant has been sentenced to 
pay a fine and to stand committed until it is paid, he may pay it to the probation 
officer at any time during the period of probation, and said oflicer shall give a receipt 
therefor, keep a record thereof, pay it to the clerk of the court at the next session of 
the court and keep on file the clerk’s receipt therefor. 

SEcT. 2. At any time before the final disposition of the case of a person who has 
been placed on probation in the custody of a probation officer, the probation officer 
may arrest him without a warrant and take him before the court, or the court may 
issue a warrant for his arrest. When he is taken before the court, it may,if he has 
not been sentenced, sentence him or make any other lawful disposition of the case, and 
if he has been sentenced, it wet continue or revoke the suspension of the execution of 
a ere If such suspension is revoked, the sentence shall be in full force and 
effect. 
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care and have been very successful in our treatment, this is 
not the place to send these cases; it is only for those who 
have committed some offence against the law. I earnestly 
urge that provision be made to properly care for these 
persons in a more suitable place.. 

I suggest, as in previous years, the consolidation of the 
heating and power plants. I believe the cost would be very 
much reduced if this could be accomplished. 

The institution and hospital have been visited at least 
once a week by the Commissioner or Assistant Commis- 
sioner, and a general inspection of the buildings was made. 
Any inmate who desired was granted an interview. 

I believe the department to be in a good condition physi- 
cally, and the discipline and cost of maintenance is evidence 
of the manner in which the various officials connected with 
this department have performed their duties.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


HousE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND, 
Boston HARBOR, February 1, 1905. 


Mr. JAMES R. GERRISH, Master: 


DEAR Sir, — As Chaplain of this institution, under your 
charge, it is my duty and privilege to submit the following 
report of the work done for the Catholic inmates of the 
House of Correction for the year ending January 31, 1904. 

The result of the past year’s work has been very encourag- 
ing. The religious services have been faithfully conducted 
in the usual spirit of the Church. The Holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass has been offered up every Sunday, beginning 
about 9 o'clock, followed by an instruction. On certain 
Sundays, Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament has been 
given. Every Monday morning, with very rare exceptions, 
Mass is offered up at an early hour, to afford an opportunity 
to those wishing it to receive Holy Communion On Sun- 
day afternoons, from 2 until 9 P.M., confessions are heard at 
designated places: the second Sunday of the month at the 
new prison for women, the third Sunday at the old prison 
for men, etc. This year was exceptional, on account of it being 
the Jubilee year. From the eighth of September to the eighth 
of December, 850 of the inmates, men and women, fulfilled 
the conditions of the Jubilee. Besides this number, more 
than 500 of the inmates have returned to the practice of 
their long-neglected duties. There were seven or eight bap- 
tisms administered. There were thirty to thirty-five sick 
calls; the last sacraments of the Church were administered, 
and the patients prepared fordeath. Quite a number of men 
and women took the total abstinence pledge, and promised a 
reformation in their lives. 

Last year the altar was enlarged and beautified; a statue, 
two very fine engravings, and several other altar belongings 
were donated. ‘The candlesticks were renewed. ‘The whole 
effect is very devotional. 

I desire to express my grateful appreciation for the encour- 
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agement and help given me by the Commissioner, Mr. John 
B. Martin, as also my personal thanks to you, Master, for 
your kindly assistance in helping on the general work of the 
religious department. ‘Toward the Deputy Master and Resi- 
dent Physicians, for their uniform courtesy, kindness, and 
assistance in all that relates to my work, my gratitude is 
heartfelt. |

S1r,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 38, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I beg to submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1905: 

This department has the care and custody of the Ambu- 
lance Station, South Boston, New Municipal Building, Up- 
ham’s Corner, the new city building at Codman square, 
Dorchester, of all buildings in use for city offices, market 
purposes, halls for public meetings, and the several county 
buildings; also, hired buildings or parts of the same for city 
offices, county courts, ward-rooms, and armories; also, con- 
tracts for and supplies fuel for all departments of the city 
and county not otherwise provided for; this includes the 
Police, Fire, Park, Health, Bath, Public Buildings, Library, 
Public Grounds, Cemetery, and Market Departments, the 
Street Department, and Paving, Sanitary, Street Cleaning, 
Sewer, and Bridge Divisions of the same, and the Quarantine 
Station at Gallop’s Island; also the police and fire-boats. 
Requisitions are made by each department as needed, the 
quantity and quality is weighed and inspected, and certified 
to by an employee of this department.

The services of the Electrical Engineer have been con- 
tinued during the past year, our experience having demon- 
strated that the widely extended uses now made of electricity 
in public buildings and institutions demands the services of 
such a person. Our engineer’s services have also been 
availed of by several other of the city’s departments, notably 
the Street Department, Sewer Division, Ferry Division, In- 
sane Hospital Department, Children’s Institution Depart- 
ment, Library Department, City Hospital, Market Depart- 
ment, Health Department, Bath Department, and others. 

Efforts have been made to have some of the work now 
done for other departments by outside engineering firms done 
by our men, but without success up to the present writing. 
As we have men especially trained in the electrical business 
as applied to municipal work, and fully acquainted with the 
details of every branch of the city’s electrical plants and 
equipped with a laboratory containing every needed appli- 
ance, I would urge that we be given a chance to show that 
much of the money now paid to outside engineering firms 
can be saved by placing the work in our hands. 

Our practice is to make no charge for plans, specifications 
or service in supervision of the work. 

All requisitions made upon the department during the 
past year for furniture, supplies, repairs and alterations have 
been given careful consideration, and practically all requests 
have been granted.

The usual custom of the City Council to appropriate funds 
for repairs, alterations, etc., of the Fire, Street, and Police 
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Department buildings direct to each department has remained 
the same during the past year. 


New City Building, Washington and Norfolk Streets, Dorchester. 


The erection of this new building was started April 13, 
1904, and completed in December of the same year. The 
foundation is of block granite, laid in one-half cement 
mortar. ‘The walls are of selected red face brick, well 
bonded, and laid in white lime mortar. 

The two ornamental columns at the front entrance are of 
Warsaw bluestone. ‘The inside finish of the main hall, 
including doors and bookcases, is of ash, and the cornice 
around the main hall reading-room is of white pine. 
The flooring of the large reading-room is of quartered 
oak. All the walls are plastered, painted and neatly 
decorated. 

On the street floor is the main reading-room, 38 by 75 
feet, and a rear reading-room, 18 by 26 feet. Off the 
reading-room is a small repair room, with a floor area 
of 156 square feet. There are two well appointed toilet- 
rooms at the right and left of the main entrance. These 
rooms are well heated and ventilated. 

The floor of main entrance and vestibule is of mosaic 
marble, with design in colors, and marble floor base. 
The walls are elaborately decorated in colors to imitate 
the rich marbles predominating throughout the building, 
with panels of Mexican onyx. 

Crowning the whole of this feature is a dome of hard 
plaster, decorated to represent the conservatories of a 
sunny Italian villa. Hanging from the centre of this 
handsome dome is a large spherical electrical lighting 
fixture, finished in dull brass and suspended by a chain 
of same finish. 

The reading-room is furnished with a sufficient number of 
tables, chairs, etc., to accommodate 100 persons, the adults 
being separated from the juveniles by a hand-rail struc- 
ture. ‘The tables and desks are fitted with electrical 
fixtures. 

Off the main reading-room at the left is the staircase hall 
approach to the ward-room in the basement, as well asa 
means of exit in the rear. The main room in the base- 
ment is a large room, 33 by 75, and it is intended to be 
used for ward-room purposes. ‘The walls are of selected 
pressed face brick, the flooring of hard pine, and the 
finish of North Carolina pine. A large platform is 
erected at one end of the room, and at the opposite or 
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PusuLic BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 5 


rear end of building is the entrance to ward-room from 
the Norfolk street side of this building. The natural 
and artificial lighting of this room is nearly perfect. 

Off the staircase hall and at the rear of the basement is the 
boiler and coal-room. ‘The building is heated by steam 
and has thorough system of ventilation. Around the 
entire lot a granolithic sidewalk and inside curbing has 
peen put in; also granolithic walks to rear entrance and 
boiler-room entrance. 

The following will give a general idea of the repair work 

done on the various buildings in charge of this department 
during the past year: 


City Hall. 


New wire guard ropes for east elevator; repairs on the 
safety appliances of both elevators; new locks on doors 
of cages; lining elevator pumps and monthly inspection 
of the same; general repairs to roof of dome; new tin 
roof over the blue-printing room; new goosenecks to 
conductors on dome; repairs on copper roof lower deck ; 
new copper flashing around tower; cleaning out gutters 
and conductors and keeping them free of snow and ice; 
new floor on deck of dome; new sheathing under the tin 
around parapet; painting tin roof of dome; painting 
Auditor’s office, walls and ceiling; repairs on pipes of 

_ water supply on the fourth floor, caused by burst of 
pipes, which necessitated removal of tile flooring and 
resetting same; installed new wash-bowls in Superintend- 
ent of Streets’ and Engineer’s offices, also general repairs 
on faucets, etc., throughout the building; removed old 
worn out hot water heater in boiler-room and installed 
new one of improved pattern; repairs on feed pipe to 
boilers and on the damper regulators ; new radiator in- 
stalled in City Engineer’s office; connected radiators in 
City Clerk’s and Street Department’s offices ; installed 
new gas main in place of clogged-up pipes, and general 
repairs on all gas brackets in corridors. 


Old Court House. 


Installed new sewer pipe in basement, in cross corridors, 
and connected same with iron stack soil pipes; repaired 
tank of third floor toilet; changed location of wash sink 
in basement on account of installation of new electric 
switchboard in Sealer of Weights and Measures De- 
partment; put up new shelving in ballot-box store- 
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room of Election Department; new window and ventila- 
tion stack in room 30, toilet, and new storm windows on 
part of building; repairs to steam pipes in basement 
and general repairs on radiators and valves in various 
offices ; painting walls amd ceiling of rooms of Board 
of Health, and covered floor with hnoleum; painted new 
* shelving in Election Department; repairs on valves and 
erill work of elevators; general repairs on tin roof and 
conductors, and keeping same free from snow and ice. 


28 Court Square and 30 and 32 Tremont Street. 


Repairing floor in basement room, used by Pauper 
Trustees; cutting out broken conductor pipes from 
wall and replacing same with new iron pipe; building 
of new catch-basin in floor of basement; installed new 
brass supply pipe to sink in basement, and connecting 
sink with ventilation stack; cleaned out the con- 
ductors from roof; changed location of supply pipe, 
taking same out of trench; repairs on wash-bowls in 
Sewer Division and Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ments, and installed new tank in toilet-room; painted 
walls and ceilings in Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ment and Sewer Divisions, and varnished furniture of 
same; painted walls of main stairway on Tremont street 
side and also rooms on Court square side of building ; 
general repairs on roof and new copper gutters put on 
south side of building; connected building with new~ 
sewer in Court square; general repairs to radiators, etc. 


62 and 64 Pemberton Square. 


General repairs on roof; new flashing around skylight; 
new skylight put on; new conductor pipe on front of 
building; new wooden gutter put on the L in rear of 
building, and new tin roof on same; painted new tin 
roof, also the walls and ceilinys of rooms on the third 
floor; general repairs on the plumbing, put in new 
brass supply pipe in place of lead pipe in basement; 
repaired radiators, valves, etc., where necessary. 


Charity Bureau Building. 


General repairs on the plumbing; new wash-bowl put in 
Soldiers’ Relief Department; cleaned and painted the 
rooms of the Associated Charities. Repaired cold air 
ducts and casing of indirect radiators ; also put windows 
and doors in good condition.

City Temporary Home. 


General repairs on plumbing; new wash-bowl put in on 
first floor; made repairs on the slop sink, also on the 
lead pipe supply to boiler-room, kitchen, and to the 
second floor. Put all radiators, valves, etc., in good 
condition; put in some new return steam piping, made 
repairs in boiler-room. Painted practically all of the 
rooms on the second and third floors; painted and var- 
nished the woodwork and furniture in the reception- 
room. Made general repairs on the roof and kept same 
clear of snow and ice. 


Wayfarers’ Lodge. 


Built new fence around woodyard on the south side of 
building; jacked up roof and strengthened the supports 
to the same; removed the skylights of the shed and 
boarded up the openings; run all new flashing around 
the eaves; cut off the old gravel and tar, and replaced 
same with new coat of paper, tar and gravel, practically 
making it a new roof. 


Ambulance Station, South Boston. 


Put in new wash-bowl, changed location of the sill-cock, 
and repaired sink in boiler-room; general repairs on 
heating apparatus; repairs on doors and windows; 
cutting for plumbers, and put in new flooring in the 
stalls; also repaired all the granolithic driveway and 
walk. 


Shop, 11 Wareham Street. 


Put in new wooden sink to replace broken soapstone sink ; 
wedged up and supported the floor beams of first floor ; 
cutting and repairing floors for plumbers ; repaired drain- 
pipe; put in new house-trap; changed location of blow- 
off from boiler connection to the outside of house-trap ; 
connected up new sink and repaired ball-cock in the 
toilet-room; general repairs on radiator valves ; running 
new blow-off pipe; repaired return tank, and run new 
drip from exhaust head. 


Faneuil Hall and Market. 


Repaired supply pipe in basement; changed return pipe 
of heater, and put radiators, valves, etc., in good condi- 
tion. Painted the iron awnings at each end of the 
market. 
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Quincy Market. 


Dug up concrete flooring in basement and cleared drain 
pipe of stoppage; pumped out surface water and made 
basement floor of stall No. 2 waterproof; put in new 
drain pipe in stall No. 21, also new tide-water trap, and 
arranged same so that it can easily be freed of any 
obstruction; made general repairs on supply pipes to 
various stalls; cleared the traps of toilets in convenience 
station of obstructions, repaired the tanks, chains, etc., 
when necessary. Put in new flooring in a few stalls - 
and made repairs on others; put new safety treads on 
steps of building. Put gas pipes and fixtures, also 
ventilation pipes and smoke pipes of offices in good con- 
dition. 


Westerly Hall. 


Put in new sheathing in toilet, made repairs on flooring in 
precinct room and built new wooden shutters for one 
side of building as a protection against fire; put up 
new zinc ridge and eaves, also new conductors, and made 
general repairs on slate roof. Put in new water-closet, 
set in marble, and also new sink; took out light weight 
soil pipe, which was condemned, and put in new heavy 
weight pipes, running same to trap outside of building. 
Excavated for plumbers in basement and outside walls, 
built a manhole to conveniently get at and clean out 
traps, repaired concrete flooring in cellar and on walks 
outside of building. 


Curtis Hall. 


Repaired water-closet in hall, repairs on radiator valves, 
steam piping and returns in basement; repaired broken 
radiator in stairway. 


City Building, Richmond Street. 


General repairs on roof, new zine flashing around eaves in 
front of building. 


Smith School-house, Joy Street. 


The old slates were taken off and relaid, put up new 
gutters and conductors, made repairs where necessary 
on plastering and painted and kalsomined same, installed 
gas pipes and fixtures in all rooms. 
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Old Town Hall, Brighton. 


Painted flagpole and also the front of building, put new 
flashing around flagpole, made repairs on basement 
door; also repaired wash-bowl and put in new con- 
ductors and traps for same. 


Armory, Company A, Fifth Regiment. 

This armory, with exception of drill hall, was thoroughly 
cleaned and painted; ceilings, walls and woodwork of 
officers’ room, company’s room, toilets, halls and stair- 
way were put in good condition ; made repairs on plumb- 
ing, when necessary; put in new soil pipes in basement, 
and repaired supply to toilets on top floor. 


Armory, Company L, Sixth Regiment. 


Repaired plastering, cleaned and kalsomined walls and ceil- 
ing of drill hall, painted officers’ room, also company’s 
room, and built new regulation gun racks, ete. 


Armory, Company A, Highth Regiment. 


Replaced two broken water-closet bowls and one wash 
bowl, made general repairs on water-closet tanks, 
repaired damper regulator and leaking radiators. 


Ward Room 7, Building. 


Made general repairs on roof, which required the relaying 
of nearly all of the slates, new zinc eaves, new gutters 
and conductors, new tin put on flat portion of roof, new 
skylight guards; painted the tin roof and guards. 


Ward Room 8, Building. 


Put new flashing around skylight and openings in roof, 
repaired copper capping of (parapet) wall and covered 
the entire roof with one coat of tar; painted the ceilings 

_ of interior of building with water color and the wall 
with three coats of oil paint; made general repairs where 
required on cellar drain and also on steam plant. 


Ward Room 13, Building. 


Reset several lights of broken glass, put in new window 
cords and repaired. window frames, put in new water- 
closet bow] and replaced old lead pipe with brass supply, 
and also put gas lighting fixtures in good condition. 
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Ward Room 17, Building. 


Repaired broken supply pipe in toilet, cleaned out smoke 
pipe, and made new connection for same with chimney ; 
put front steps, which had broken down, in proper 
condition. 


Ward Room 20, Building. 


Made repairs on steam heating coils, put in new urinal in 
toilet and changed the supply pipe to same, also removed 
obstructions from water-closet traps, repaired doors, etc. 


City Scales, Haymarket Square. 


Repaired locks and hinges of doors, also altered over the 
platform of scales. 


Court House, Brighton. 


Put up new sheathing in judge’s office; put on storm win- 
dows; painted judge’s office, also windows and frames 
of building; pointed up walls where necessary ; installed 
new two-inch pipes from street, allowing a greater sup- 
ply of water to flush out closets in the cells; kept lawn 
and shrubbery in good condition. 


Court House, West Roxbury. 


Put on new flashing around chimney and skylight, and 
new coat of tar on flat roof; repaired slate roof and 
gutters; repaired capping of parapet wall; repaired 
supply pipe to tank, and installed new urinal on first 
floor. 


Court House, Dorchester. 


Made general repairs on plumbing and steam-heating pipes 
where necessary ; put on new door springs, and replaced 
old window cords with new ones. 


Court House, South Boston. 
Put in new firepot in furnace and repaired furnace pipes ; 
also repaired window frames and sashes. 


Court House, East Boston. 


Installed new system of electric lighting, with new fixtures 
in court-room and offices; also installed system of private 
telephones, and wired for electric fans; put in new 
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filing cases in clerk’s office, and also new grill partition 
to separate prisoners ; painted clerk's office and repaired 
brick-work on boiler. 


County Jail, Charles Street. 


The settling of the foundations of the rear wall of yard 
made it necessary to dig under the wall and cut off the 
rotten tops of the piles and build a new foundation of 
concrete; repaired and strengthened wall, and pointed 
same where necessary. 


New Municipal Building, Upham’s Corner. 


Few changes made to accommodate the departments occu- 
pying building; put in additional waste-pipe from 
shower room on second floor, also new pressure regu- 
lator on water supply to building; made change on 
return from hot-water tank to improve its heating 
capacity; cased up soil-pipes running through finished 
rooms; repaired bridge walls under boilers, and trenched 
new drain-pipe. 


Bacteriological Laboratory, Health Department. 


Removed entire plant of laboratory from old location on 
Sudbury street to 739 Boylston street, and fitted up 
new quarters with ash benches, maple tops, and white 
pine drawers. The benches are fitted with sinks and 
gutters and suppled with hot and cold water, and 
connected with drainage. Installed electric motor and 
new system of gas and electric lighting, with fittings 
for bench work. Provided galvanized-iron hoods over 
one section of benches and vented same through roof 
with a 12-inch vent pipe, topped with rotating venti- 
lator. Fitted up animal room with galvanized-iron 
troughs and hay and sawdust bins of same material. 
Set up crematory and connected with vent and water 
pipes, also provided a galvanized-iron shield as a pro- 
tection against extreme heat. The bills of this work, 
amounting to $1,547.73, were charged to appropriation 
of Health Department. 


Review Stands. 


Two review stands were erected during the past year by 
this department, one for the dedication of statue of 
Gen. Joseph Warren, June 17, 1904, at Warren street,

Roxbury. The seating capacity was 344, and the 
expense of same, which was charged to appropriation 
for public celebrations, amounted to $447.65. The 
second stand was erected on grounds in front of City 
Hall, on the occasion of the Thirty-eighth National 
Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
August 15-20, 1904. The seating capacity was 1,121, 
and the cost of same for erection of stand, use of 
chairs, printing, decorating, etc., which amounted to 
$2,111.03, was charged to appropriation for public 
celebrations. |

There were 10,757 deaths recorded by this department in 1904, 
or 107 more than the number recorded in 1903, or about 1 per 
cent. 

The following table, based on an estimated population for the 
city of 617,913, will show the mortality in different classes of the 
population and the death rates of each. 

The death’rate based on the whole number of deaths occurring 
in the city was 17.41.

Torat Mortariry.—Resipents, Non—ReEsipENts, AND UNKNOWN. 

The rate of mortality in 1904 was .24 per cent. less than the 
rate for 1908. 

Decedents were divided as to sex as follows: Males, 5,569; 
females, 5,188 — an increase in the number of deaths of males, 
as against that for 1903, of 106, or 1.94 per cent. ; the number of 
deaths of females was 1 more than in 1903. 

The number of decedents who were residents of Boston was 
9,437 (4,803 males, 4,634 females), or 26 more males and 4 
more females than in 1903. 

The number of decedents who were non-residents was 963, or 
73 more than in 1903. 

The number of deaths recorded as of residence unknown was 
357 (195 males and 162 females), the same number of males and 
an increase of 12 females over the record of 1903. 

There were 661 still-born infants which are not included in the 
total number of deaths as given above.

Table I. shows the number of deaths in each of the wards, the 
number of non-residents, and of those whose residence was 
unknown, by age-periods. The ward in which occurred the 
greatest number of deaths was Ward 6, 588, or 27 less than in 
1903. The ward having the least number of deaths was Ward 5, 
219, or 25 less deaths than in the same ward in 1903, in which 
year this ward had also the least number of deaths.

Greatest and Least Mortality in Wards. — The greatest mor- 
tality in any ward occurred in Ward 6 — the number of deaths 
was 588, or 5.46 per cent. of the total-mortality of the city, and 
6.23 per cent. of the total mortality of residents of Boston; 
the lowest ward mortality was in Ward 5, 219, or 2.03 per cent. 
of the total mortality of the city, and 2.32 per cent. of the total 
mortality of residents of Boston. 

The greatest mortality on the basis of ward population was in 
Ward 7, 2.42 per cent.; and the lowest in Ward 8, 1.22 per cent. 
In Ward 7, there was one death to every 41 persons, and in Ward 
8, one death to every 81 persons. 


GREATEST AND LEAst MorTALITY OF CHILDREN IN WARDS. 


Residents of Boston. 


The greatest number of deaths of children under 1 year of age 
in any ward was in Ward 6, 173, or 9.3 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of children under 1 year of age; the least number of 
deaths in this class for any ward was 27, in Ward 11, or 1.45 per 
cent. The greatest number (for any ward) of deaths in this 
class in 1903 was 189, in Ward 6; the least number was 35, in 
Ward 11. 

There was a greater mortality of infants in 1903 than in 1904, 
there being 1,862 deaths of this class in the latter year, as 
against 1,884 in 1903. 

The greatest mortality of children under 5 years of age in any 
ward was 277, in Ward 6, or 10.3 per cent. of the total mortality 
in this class, and the least mortality in this class was 44, in Ward 
11, or 1.64 per cent. ‘The total mortality of infants in the city, 
including non-residents and those whose residence was unknown, 
was 2,199, or 2.31 per cent. of the total mortality of the city ; 
the whole number of deaths of children under 5 years of age was 
3,105, or 28.86 per cent. of the total mortality of the city. 


ADULT MorTALITY. 


Between the ages of 20 and 70 years there was 4,918 dece- 
dents who were residents of Boston, or 52.11 per cent. of the total 
mortality of this class. The greatest number of deaths in any 
age-period in this class was 562, in the 50 to 54 year period, or 
11.42 per cent. of the total number of residents who died between 
the ages of 20 and 70 years. The greatest number of deaths in 
any age-period between the ages of 20 and 70 years, in 1908, 
was 607, in the 55 to 59 year period; this number was 10.94 per 
cent. of the total mortality of the city between the ages of 20 and 
70 years. ‘There were 1,334 residents who died at a greater age 
than 70 years, or 10.9 per cent. of the total mortality; the num_ 
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be of decedents of a greater age than 70 years, in 1903, was 1,415, 
or 13.28 per cent. of the total mortality of residents in that year. 


SEXES AND AGE—PERIODS. 


There were 4,803 male and 4,684 female decedents in 1904; 
there were 1,022 males and 840 females under the age of 1 year; 
the infant males were 10.8 per cent. and the infant females 8.9 
per cent. of the total mortality, of both sexes, of residents of 
Boston; the whole number of males who died under the age of 
5 years was 1,448, and of females 1,229; the males were 15.2 
per cent. and the females 13 per cent. of the total mortality of 
residents; the males were 30 per cent. and the females 26.52 per 
cent. of the total mortality of males and females respectively who 
were residents of Boston. 

The number of male decedents between the ages of 5 and 20 
years was 260; of females in the same age-period, 253; these 
numbers were 5.4 per cent. each of the male and female decedents, 
respectively, who were residents of Boston. 

The number of males who died between the ages of 20 and 70 
years was 2,598; of females, 2,320; the males were 27.5 per 
cent. and the females 24.5 per cent. respectively of the total © 
mortality of both sexes, and 54.09 per cent. and 50.06 per cent. 
of the total mortality, males and females respectively. 

There were 502 males and 831 females who died at a greater 
age than 70 years; the males were 5.3 per cent. and the females 
8.8 per cent. of the total mortality of residents of Boston; the 
males were 10.4 per cent. and the females 17.9 per cent. respec- 
tively of the male and female decedents who were residents of 
Boston. 


Dratus or CoLorep Persons. (Tasie III.) 


There were 297 colored decedents in 1904, a decrease of 20 
from the number in 1903; this includes all other than white 
persons, and among them were 19 Chinese, 1 Japanese, and 1 
Indian (these were all males) ; the remainder were of negro or 
mixed blood. ‘These deaths were 3.14 per cent. of the total 
mortality of residents; 58 were less than 1 year of age, 97 less 
than 5 years, and 160, or 53.87 per cent., were between 20 and 70 
years of age.

Sexes and Aye Periods. — The total mortality of Boston was 
10,757; there were 5,569 males and 5,188 females. 

The whole number of deaths in the city under 1 year of age 
was 2,199, or 20.44 per cent. of the total mortality in the city. 

As to sex, there were 1,207 males and 992 females; the males 
were 21.73 per cent. of the total mortality of males, and the 
females were 19.12 per cent. of the total mortality of females ; 
the total number of deaths under 5 years was 3,105; there were 
1,671 males and 1,484 females; the males were 30 per cent. and 
the females 27.64 per cent. of the total mortality of females. 

The total number of deaths between 5 and 20 years of age was 
604, 806 males and 298 females; the males were 5.49 per cent. 
of the total mortality of males, and the females were 5.74 per 
cent. of the total mortality of females. 

The total number of deaths between the ages of 20 and 70 
years was 5,621, or 52.25 per cent. of the total mortality of the 
city; the males were 54.61 per cent. and the females 49.73 per 
cent. of the total mortality of males and females respectively. 

The total number of deaths of persons over the age of 70 years 
was 1,427; there were 551 males and 876 females; the males 
were 8.7 per cent. and the females 16.8 per cent. of the total 
mortality of males and females respectively.

The number of persons who died in Boston that resided 
elsewhere was 963, or 8.95 per cent. of the total mortality 
recorded; there were 571 males and 392 females; 114, or 11.83 
per cent., were under 1 year of age; this was also the greatest 
number of deaths in this class for any 5-year period.

AcrE-Periops. (Tas e IV.) 


Of the residents of Boston who died in 1904, 4,668 were unmar- 
ried; of these 3,006 were less than 15 years of age; 3,057 were 
married at the time of their decease, or 69 more than in 19038; 
1,671 were widowed, or 4 less than in 1903; 36 were divorced, 
or 6 more than in 1903, and of 25 the conjugal condition was 
unknown. 

Deaths of Single Persons, Adults. —'There were 1,662 
persons above the age of 15 years who died unmarried ; as the total 
number of deceased persons above the age of 15 years was 6,451, 
the unmarried persons above the age of 15 years was 25.76 per 
cent. of the whole number of decedents of that class; of these 
944 were males and 718 females. The oldest unmarried male 
decedent was between 90 and 94 years of age; there were 4 
unmarried female decedents of the same age-period. 

Deaths of Married Persons. — There were 3,057 decedents 
who were matried at the time of death, or 82.39 per cent. of the 
total mortality of residents; of these 1,685 were males and 
1,372 were females; the married males were 35.82 per cent. 
and the married females were 29.61 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of male and female residents respectively. Of married 
males less than 20 years of age there were none; of married 
females less than 20 years of age there were 4. Of married 
males over 90 years of age there were 6, including 2 who were 
95 years of age or more, and of married females there were 3 
between the ages of 90 and 94 years. The greatest number of 
married decedents in any ward was 177, in Ward 20. 

Preponderance of Sex, by Age-Periods, Married Persons. — 
In considering the deaths of married persons by groups of age- 
periods as to preponderance of either sex, it is found that the 
total of the first four age-periods, 15 to 19, 20 to 24, 25 to 29, and 
30 to 34 year-periods. is 203 males and 383 females, an excess of 
180 females in a total of 586 of both sexes, or 80.71 per cent. ; 
the greatest excess of females in either of these age-periods was 
85, in the 25 to 29 year-period. In the second group of age- 
periods, 35 to 39, 40 to 44, and 45 to 49 year-periods, the totals 
were 504 males, 430 females, an excess of 74 males in a total of 
934, or 7.9 percent. In the next group of age-periods, 50 to 
54, 55 to 59, 60 to 64 year-periods, the total was 575 males, 330 
females, an excess of 245 males in a total of 905, or 27.07 per 
cent. The next group are the deaths in the 65 to 69, 70 to 74, 
and 75 to 79 year-periods; the total is 347 males, 185 females, 
an excess of 162 males in a total of 532, or 30.45 per cent. The 
final grouping includes the deaths in the 80 to 84, 85 to 89, 90 
to 94, and 95 years and over; the total is 56 males, 24 females, 
an excess of 32 males in a total of 80, or 40 per cent. In the 
age-periods up to 40 to 44 years the married females are greatly 
in excess; in every succeeding age-period the males are largely 
in excess. 
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Number of Deaths of Married Persons of Hach Sex Before 
and After the Age of 50 Years. —'The deaths were recorded of 
707 married males and 813 married females between the 15 to 19 
year-period and 45 to 49 year-period (both inclusive). The total 
of both sexes was 1,520, and the excess of females was 106, or 
6.9 per cent. of the total. The number of deaths, recorded of 
-married persons above the age of 50 years was 1,517 (both 
sexes) ; there were 978 males, 589 females; the excess of males 
was 489, or 28.93 per cent. 

By the above statement, in the deaths of married persons of 
50 years and under, the females were in excess about 7 per cent., 
and above the age of 50 years the males were in excess about 
29 per cent. 

The greatest number of deaths of married males for any age- 
period was 208 in the 50 to 54 year-period, and of married females 
182 in the 85 to 39 year-period. | 

Deaths of Widowed Persons. —'There were 1,671 deaths of 
widowed persons in 1904; there were 524 males and 1,147 
females; the males were 16.90 per cent. and the females 36.11 
per cent. of the male and female decedents, respectively, above 
the age of 20 years who were residents of Boston. 

Preponderance of Females Among Deaths of Widowed Per- 
sons, by Age-Periods.—In every age-period the deaths of 
widowed males were less in number than those of widowed 
females; in the 15 to 19 year-period there were no widowed males, 
and but one widowed female ; in the 20 to 24 year-period there were 
no widowed males and 3 widowed females; in the 35 to 39 year- 
period the excess of widowed females was 25 per cent. ; in the 40 to 
44 year-period the excess was 133.33 per cent.; in the 45 to 49 
year-period the excess was 59.3 per cent.; in the 50 to 54 year- 
period the excess was 88.3 per cent.; in the 55 to 59 year-period 
the excess was 76.8 per cent.; in the 60 to 64 year-period the 
excess was 74 per cent. ; in 65 to 69 year-period 136.5 per cent. ;. 
in the 70 to 74 year-period 144.87 per cent. ; in the 75 to 79 year- 
period 200 per cent. ; in the 80 to 84 year-period 112.7 per cent. ; 
in the 85 to 89 year-period 274 per cent.; in the 90 to 94 year- 
period 225 per cent. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed persons in any age- 
period was 269 in the 70 to 74 year-period; there were 78 males — 
and 191 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed males in any age- 
period was 78 in the 70 to 74 year-period, and of widowed 
females 191 in the same age-period. 

Deaths of Divorced Persons. — The number of persons who 
were divorced at time of death was 36, 18 of each sex; of the 
males 10 were less than 50 years of age, and none were over 74 
years; Of the females 12 were less than 50 years of age, and 
none had reached 75 years of age. 

Deaths: Conjugal Condition Unknown.— The number of 
decendents whose conjugal condition was unknown was 25, of 
whom 14 were males and 7 females. 
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Deatus. — Non—Resipents, ConsuGaL Conpirtion. 


The number of persons whose deaths are recorded in Boston in 
1904, whose residence was elsewhere, was 963; there were 571 
males and 392 females; the number of non-resident decedents 
was 8.95 per cent. of the total mortality of the city, the males 
being 10.2 per cent. and the females 7.5 per cent. of the total 
mortality of males and females respectively. 

Of these non-resident decedents .above the age of 20 years, 
193 were unmarried, 124 males, 69 females; 382 were married, 
246 males, 136 females; 1382 were widowed, 60 males, 72 females; 
3 were divorced, 2 males, 1 female, and of 4 (all males) the 
conjugal condition was unknown; 114 were under 1 year of age, 
67 males, 47 females; 24 were between 1 and 2 years of age, 9 
males, 15 females; 29 were between 2 and 5 years of age, 16 
males, 13 females; 80 were between 5 and 20 years of age, 43 
males, 37 females; 2 of these latter femules were married. 

Veaths: Non-Residents, Single Persons, Adults. — There 
were 193 unmarried decedents of the age of 20 years and over, 
124 males, 69 females; of these, 92 died before reaching the 
age of 35 years, 64 males, 28 females; 54 between the ages of 
35 and 50 years, 39 males, 15 females; 34 between the ages of 
50 and 65 years, 18 males, 16 females; 8 between the ages of 65 
and 80 years, 2 males, 6 females; 5 between the ages of 80 and 
90 years, 1 male, 4 females. 

Deaths: Non-Residents, Married Persons. — There were 
384 deaths recorded of non-resident married persons; there were 
18 between the ages of 20 and 35 years, 43 males and 38 
females; 147 between the ages of 35 and 50 years, 87 males and 
60 females; 111 between the ages of 50 and 65 years, 84 males, 
27 females; 42 between the ages of 65 and 80, 31 males and 11 
females; and 1 male, no females above the age of 80 years. 

Deaths: Non-Residents, Widowed Persons. — There were 132 
deaths of non-resident widowed persons recorded in 1904; there 
were 60 males and 72 females; between the ages of 20 and 35 years 
there were 4, 2 of each sex; between the ages of 35 and 50 there 
were 20, 10 of each sex; between the ages of 50 and 65 years 
there were 35, 15 males and 20 females; between 65 and 80 
years there were 61, 27 males, 34 females; and 15 between 80 
and 95 years, 9 males, 6 females. 

There were 3 divorced persons among the non-resident deaths 
recorded, 2 males, 1 female; and 4 whose conjugal condition was 
unknown, all males. 

Deaths: Residence Unknown, Conjugal Condition. — There 
were 357 deaths recorded with residence unknown; of these, 195 
were males and 162 females; these deaths were 3.31 per cent. 
of the total mortality of the city; 223 were less than 1 year of 
age, 118 males, 105 females; 21 were between 1 and 2 years, 7 
males, 14 females; 22 between 2 and 5 years, 11 of each sex; 
9 between 5 and 20 years, 3 males, 6 females; of the remainder 
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of unmarried persons of this class over 20 years of age, there 
were 20 males, 6 females; 6 were married, 3 males, 3 females ; 
19 were widowed, 6 males, 13 females; and of 31 the conjugal 
condition was unknown, 27 males, 4 females.

—The greatest number of married dece- 
dents for any ward was in Ward 20, 177 — 94 males, 83 females ; 
the least number was in Ward 5, 69 — 48 males, 26 females; the 
greatest number of married males in any ward was 94, in Ward 
20; the least number was 43 each in Wards 3 and 5. ‘The great- 
est number of married females in any ward was 838, in Ward 20; 
the least number was 29, in Ward 4. 

Widowed Persons. —The greatest number of widowed dece- 
dents in any ward was 109, in Ward 20; there were 26 males, 83 
females; the least number was in Ward 5, 33—11 males, 22 
females. The greatest number of widowed male decedents in 
any ward was 36, in Ward 13; the least number was 9, in Ward 
4; the greatest number of widowed female decedents was 83, in 
Ward 20; the least number was 20, in Ward 6. 


DECEDENTS OF GREATEST AGE, AGGREGATE AND AVERAGE AGE. 


The greatest age attained by any decedent in 1904 was 104 
years; this was a male, widowed, born in Ireland, as were both 
his parents. The next greatest age was 102 years, also attained 
by a male of the same nativity and parentage. 

The greatest age attained by a female decedent was 101 years; 
she was born in Ireland, as were also her parents. 

There were two males of 97 years and less than 98, one of 
whom was born in Ireland, as were also his parents, and of the 
other the nativity and parent nativity was unknown; there were 
3 male decedents of 95 years, all widowed, one born in Russia of 
Russian parentage, one born in Canada of mixed English and 
American, and one born in Ireland, as were also his parents. 

Of the female decedents of 95 years and over (other than the 
case quoted above), there was one of 99 years, a single woman, 
whose nativity and parent nativity were American; 3 of 98 
years, one being a widow, born in Nova Scotia, father of the 
same nativity, mother unknown; the second, a single woman, 
born in Ireland, the mother being also born in Ireland, and the 
nativity of the father unknown; the third, a single woman, born 
in Cambridge, Mass., parent nativity unknown. 
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There were two female decedents of 96 years, both widows; one 
born in Austria, as were ner parents; one born in Boston of 
American parentage. 

There were three female decedents of 95 years; one, a widow, 
born in Maine, parent nativity unknown; the second, a single 
woman, also born in Maine, parent uativity unknown; the third, 
a widow, born in Scotland, as were her parents. 

The aggregate of ages of all decedents in Boston, 1 year of 
age and more, was 381,016 years; the average age was 44.52 
years; the aggregate of ages of the decedent males of 1 year of 
age and more was 189,142; the average age of these males was 
41.06 years; the aggregate ages of the decedent females 1 year 
of age and more was 191,874; the average age of these females 
was 45.72 years. Of course, the inclusion of infants in these 
statements of aggregate and average ages would materially lower 
the average age, as the infant mortality is a little more than one- 
fifth of the total mortality of the city.

Of the 9,437 deaths of residents of Boston, 1,172, or 12.41 
per cent. of the total mortality, were returned as from phthisis, 
an increase of 79 over the number for 1908. 

The number of deaths from pneumonia were 1,243, or 22 more 
than in 1908, and 13.17 per cent. of the total mortality of resi- 
dents; it is again the leading cause of death as in 1900-02-03. 

The table shows the principal causes of death in each of the 
wards, and of non-residents and those whose residence was 
unknown, and the report of the Health Department for 1904 will 
give this information for the city as a whole according to the 
Bertillon system of classification. 


Deratus, BY VIOLENCE; ACCIDENT, SUICIDE AND HoMmIcIDE. 


There were 424 deaths from accidental causes, 75 suicides, and 
24 homicides recorded in 1904. This is a decrease of 106 acci- 
dental deaths, and 7 suicides, and an increase of 6 homicides as 
compared with the record of 1903. 

Of the deaths by accidental causes, 319 were males and 105 
females, a decrease of 54 males and 52 females as compared 
with 19038. 

Of the deaths by suicide, 58 were males and 17 females, a 
decrease of 11 males and an increase of 4 females as compared 
with 1903. Of the homicidal deaths, 16 were males and 8 
females, or 1 more male and 5 more females than in 1903. 

Deaths by Violence, Residents of Boston. —Of the 424 acci- 
dental deaths recorded, 316 were residents of Boston, a decrease 
of 81 from the number of 19038; there were 229 males and 87 
females, a decrease of 23 males and 48 females as compared 
with 1908. 

Of the 75 suicides, 60 were residents of Boone 45 males, 
15 females; 13 less males and 4 more females as compared with 
1908. 

Of the 24 cases of homicide, 17 were residents of Boston, 11 
males, 6 females, or 2 less males and 1 more female than in 19038. 

Cause of Accident, Method of Suicide, and Manner of Homi- 
cide. — The returns are not always explicit as to the above 
details, but from such information as is given the table has been 
compiled; it leaves much to be desired, but the fault lies with 
the original source of information and not with this department. 

Accidents on railroad lines (both steam and electric) are the 
createst in number of those specified in the table, except ‘* falls,’ 
which are not always specifically so designated; they number 51, 
as against 78 in 1903; the deaths by drowning were 35, as 
against 40 in 1903; the number of deaths due to ‘‘ burns and 
scalds’’ is returned as 48, as against 64 in 1903. The other 
causes of accidental deaths, with the number of cases of each 
may be found in the table.

Foreign-born Decedents. —'The number of deaths of natives 
of other countries, including those of ‘‘ unknown’’ nativity, was 
6,902, or 36.73 per cent. of the total mortality of the city. 
There were 1,956 males and 1,996 females; the males were 35.12 
per cent. and the females 38.47 per cent. of the total mortality of 


males and females respectively. 


The foreign nativity most largely represented in our population 
and mortality is Ireland. The deaths of natives of that country 
were 1904 in number, or 17.70 per cent. of the total mortality, 
and 48.17 per cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born dece- 
dents. . 

The number of decedents of Irish birth was 19 more than in 
19038; there were 874 males and 1,030 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any 
ward was in Ward 13, 162; this was 8.5 per cent. of the total 
mortality of natives of Ireland. 

The least number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any ward 
was 28, in Ward 11, or 1.4 per cent. of the total mortality of 
natives of Ireland. 

The natives of the British Provinces of North America are the 
next in point of numbers among the decedents of foreign birth ; 
in 1904 there were 811 of these, or 92 more than 1903; this was 
20.52 per cent. of the total mortality of the foreign-born; the 
greatest number in any ward was 54, in Ward 20, or 6.6 per cent. 
of the total mortality of this class; the least number in any ward 
was 14, in Ward 5, or 1.7 per cent. of the total of this nativity 
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Great Britain is represented by 309 decedents, or 7.8 per cent. 
of the total foreign mortality ; the greatest number of these in 
any ward was 21, in Ward 10, or 6.8 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of this nativity ; the least number was 4 each, in Wards 4 
and 5, or 1.2 per cent. ‘There were 42 less deaths in this class 
than in 1903. 

There were 193 natives of Germany among the decedents of 
1904, or 4.8 per cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born; the 
greatest number of deaths of this nativity in any ward was 35, in 
Ward 22, or 18.13 per cent. of the total mortality of this nativity. 

The deaths of the natives of Italy were 210 in number, or 5.3 
per cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born decedents; the 
greatest number in any ward was 131, in Ward 6, or 62.38 per 
cent. of the total mortality of this nativity. 


There were 152 deaths recorded of natives of Russia, Russian ~ 


Poland and Finland, in 1904; this was the same number as in 
1903, and was 8.84 per cent. of the total mortality of foreign- 
born decedents ; the greatest number of deaths of this nativity in 
any ward was 48, in Ward 8, or 31.58 per cent. of the total num- 
ber of decedents of this nativity. 

The decedents of no other nativity specified in the table 
amounted to 1 per cent. of the total mortality.

Of the decedents whose parents were both born in Boston, 
there were 507, or 4.7 per cent. of the total mortality. 

Of the decedents having both parents born in the United States

DEATHS. — PRINCIPAL CAUSES AND AGE-PERIODS. 


These may be found by reference to the report of the Health 
Department, showing the causes of death, classified according to 
the Bertillon system, and showing the nativity and parent nativity 
of the decedents. Some statistics regarding the decedents who 
were natives of Boston are herewith given, as they are not to be 
found elsewhere, and may be deemed of importance as relating to 
a class whose lives are more directly influenced by local atmos- 
pheric and sanitary conditions than the decedents of other nativi- 
ties.

There were 4,548 natives of Boston recorded among the deaths 
in this city in 1904, or 42.27 per cent. of the total mortality of 
the city; there was but one more death of this class than in 
1908; there were 2,455 males and 2,093 females; the males were 
44.08 per cent. and the females 40.4 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of males and females respectively in the city. There were 
2,009 who were less than 1 year of age; of these, 1,110 were 
males and 899 females; the whole number was 44.17 per cent. of 
the total mortality of natives of Boston, and the males 45.21 
per cent. and the females 42.95 per cent. of the total mortality 
of natives of Boston, males and females respectively. 

Deaths from 1 tod Years of Age.— The whole number of 
_ deaths of natives of Boston between the ages of 1 and 5 years 
was 753, or 16.55 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of 
Boston; this number was 17 less than that for 1903; there were 
391 males and 362 females; the males were 15.92 per cent. and 
the females 17.29 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of 
Boston, males and females respectively. 

Deaths Between 5 and 20 Years of Age.—The whole 
number of deaths of natives of Boston between the ages of 5 
and 20 years was 488, or 76 more than in 1903, or 10.62 per 
cent. of the total mortality of natives of Boston; there were 
206 males and 177 females; the males were 8.3 per cent. and 
the females 8.4 per cent. of the males and females respectively 
who were natives of Boston. 

Deaths: All Ages Above 20 Years. — The whole number of 
deaths of natives above the age of 20 years was 1,403, or 30.84 
per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Boston; there were 
748 males and 655 females; the males were 30.46 per cent. 
and the females 31.28 per cent. of the total mortality of natives 
of Boston, males and females respectively.

Principal Causes of Death: Natives of Boston. —The 
greatest number of deaths from any cause was 621, from pneu- 
monia, or 8 more than in 1903; these deaths were 13.66 per cent. 
of the total mortality of natives of Boston; there were 336 males 
and 285 females, or 13.68 per cent. of the Boston-born male

decedents, and 18.61 per cent. of the female decedents who 
were born in Boston. 

The deaths of natives of Boston from this cause was 44.74 per 
cent. of the total mortality from this cause in the city. 

The deaths from phthisis were the next in number; there were 
493, or 10.88 per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Bos- 
ton; there 275 males and 218 females. The males were 11.2 per 
cent. and the females 10.4 per cent. of the male and female 
decedents respectively who were natives of Boston.

PrincipAL CAUSES OF DEATHS AND AGE—PERIODS. — NATIVES 
or Boston. 


Infant Mortality. —'The greatest number of deaths under 1 
year of age are apparently due to cholera infantum, the number 
from that cause being 387, this being a large increase over the 
number for 1903; these deaths were 8.5 per cent. of the total 
mortality under 1 year of age. 

There were 337 deaths which may be classified under the head 
of congenital debility, inanition and marasmus; this number was 
7.4 per cent. of the total mortality under 1 year of age. — 

The next highest number of deaths from any of the specified 
causes is due to pneumonia, of which there were 251, or 5.5 per 
cent. of the total infant mortality, and 18.08 per cent. of the 
total mortality from this cause, of all ages. 

Deaths from phthisis and tuberculosis number 25, bronchitis 
81, heart disease 55, meningitis 100, apoplexy and cerebral 
hemorrhage 4, kidney disease 2, diphtheria 19, scarlet fever 2, 
enteritis 7, accidental causes 44. 

Deaths from 1 to & Years, Natives of Boston. — Pneumo- 
nia is given as the cause of the greatest number of deaths in this 
class; there were 203 cases, a decrease of 26 from the number in 
1903; this was 10.1 per cent. of the total mortality in this class 
from all causes, and 14.6 per cent. of the total mortality from 
this cause of all ages. 

Meningitis is returned as the cause of death in 117 cases, or 
5.8 per cent. of the total mortality in this class, and 3.3 per cent. 
of the total mortality from this cause, of all ages, in the city; 
cholera infantum, 51 cases, and diphtheria in 98 cases, the 
latter number being 50.5 per cent. of the total mortality from this 
cause, of all ages. 

Deaths from specified causes were as follows: Phthisis 29, 
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bronchitis 21, heart disease 13, apoplexy 2, congenital debility 
16, kidney disease 6, scarlet fever 17, typhoid fever 3, enteritis 
5, and accidental causes 33. 

Deaths from 5 to 20 Years, Natives of Boston. — There 
were 61 cases of phthisis, or 15.88 per cent. of the total mortality 
of this class, and 4.8 per cent. of the total mortality from this 
cause, of all ages. 

Diseases of the heart was the cause of 53 deaths in this class, 
or 15.8 per cent. of the total mortality between 5 and 20 years of 
age, and 4.2 per cent. of the total mortality from this cause, of all 
ages; there were 27 deaths from pneumonia, 6 from bronchitis, 
30 from meningitis, 3 from apoplexy, 14 from kidney diseases, 
35 from diphtheria, 17 from scarlet fever, 10 from typhoid fever, 
4 from enteritis, and 33 from accidental causes. 

All Ages Above 20 Years, Natives of Boston. — There were 
378 deaths from phthisis in this class, or 26.9 per cent. of the 
total mortality of this class, and 29.9 per cent. of the tétal mor- 
tality from this cause in the city, of all ages. 

There were 182 deaths due to diseases of the heart, or 12.9 
per cent. of the total mortality in this class, and 14.5 per cent. 
of the total mortality from this cause in the city, of all ages. 

Pneumonia is given as the cause of death in 140 cases, or 
almost 10 per cent. of the total mortality of this class, and prac- 
tically 10 per cent. of the total mortality from this cause in the 
city, of all ages. 

The deaths from bronchitis were 23, meningitis 14, apoplexy 
85, kidney diseases 115, cancer 67, typhoid fever 18, enteritis 6, 
senile debility 27, and from accidental causes 40.

DEATHS IN INSTITUTIONS. 


There were 3,598 deaths in the various institutions of the city 
in 1904; there were 2,004 males and 1,594 females; of these, 
2,502 were residents of the city, 1,382 males and 1,120 females ; 
779 were non-residents, 460 males, 319 females ; and of 317 the 
residence was unknown, 162 males, 155 females. The number 
of residents of the city who died in institutions by ward residence 
and sex are given in the following table:

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1904. 


There were 6,736 marriages recorded as having taken place in 
Boston in 1904. This number is 96 more than the record 
for 1903. 

In 6,520 cases both contracting parties were white; in 188 
cases both parties were colored; in 27 cases the groom was col- 
ored and the bride white, and in one case the groom was white 
and the bride colored. 

Seasons. —In June the greatest number of marriages for any 
month took place, 960 being the record for the month ; the least 
number was in March, 275. The greatest number of marriages 
for any quarter-year period was 1,985, in the second quarter of 
the year ; the least number was 1,278, in the first quarter of the 
year. 

Marriages by Religious and Civil Officials. —There were 

(9,542 marriages solemnized by clergymen of the various denom- 
inations and rabbis, and 1,193 by justices of the peace, 


Residents and Non-Residents. 


The number of persons who were recorded as having married 
in Boston in 1904 was 13,472; of these, 11,272 were residents of 
Boston, or one in each 54.81 of the population. 

The marriage rate was 18.24 per 1,000 of population. 

The non-residents married in Boston were 2,200 in number. 

In 5,150 marriages both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 598 marriages both parties were residents elsewhere in the 
United States. 

In 256 marriages the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides resident elsewhere in the United States. 

In 689 marriages the grooms were residents elsewhere in the 
United States and the brides were residents of Boston. 

In 7 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and the brides 
were foreign residents. In 20 cases the grooms were foreign 
residents and the brides residents of Boston. In 4 cases the 
srooms were residents of the United States (exclusive of Boston) 
and the brides were foreign residents. In 6 cases the grooms 
were of foreign residence and the brides resident in the United 
States (exclusive of Boston). 

In 6 cases both groom and bride were foreign residents. 
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Mixed (as to eolor) Marriages. 


There were 27 cases of marriage between colored men and 
white women, and 1 marriage between a white man and colored 
woman. 

In 20 of these marriages the officiating person was a clergy- 
man, the balance being solemnized by justices of the peace. 


Marriages: AGES OF GROOMS AND BripEes. (TABLE XV.) 


In 2,449 marriages, or 36.35 per cent. of the total, the grooms 
and brides were in the same age-period. The numberof grooms 
less than 25 years of age was 1,945, or 28.87 per cent.; the 
number of grooms between 25 and 35 years was 2,497, or 37.96 
per cent.; so that about 66 per cent. of all the grooms were 
married before reaching the age of 36 years. The numbér of 
grooms who were less than 20 years of age was 80, or 1.18 per 
cent. of the whole number of grooms. 

The number of brides who had not reached the age of 25 years 
was 8,517, or 52.22 per cent. of the whole number of brides; the 
number of brides who had reached ages between 25 and 35 years 
was 2,497, or 37.69 per cent., so that 89.91 per cent of all the 
brides were married before reaching the 36th year. 

The number of brides who were less than 18 years of age’ 
was 130.. 


MarriaGes: Nativities oF BotH Parties. (TABLE XVI.) 


There were 1,233 grooms who were born in Boston, or 18.3 
per cent. of the whole number of grooms, or 44 more than in 
1903; 634 married brides who were born in Boston, 289 of the 
brides were born in the United States outside of Boston, 103 
were born in Ireland, 126 in the British American Provinces, 
40 in Great Britain, 18 in Germany, 4 in Italy, 1 in Russia, 8 in 
Norway or Sweden, 2 in France, 2 in Austria, 1 in Holland, 1 in 
Switzerland, 1 in Denmark, and 3 in other countries not specified 
in the table. 

The grooms born in the United States (exclusive of those born 
in Boston) were 2,125, or 31.54 per cent. of the whole number 
of grooms; there were 92 more grooms of this nativity than in 
1903; of their brides, 515 were born in Boston, 1,085 in the 
United States outside of Boston, 100 in Ireland, 314 in the 
British American Provinces, 65 in Great Britain, 7 in Germany, 
1 in Italy, 5 in Russia, 20 in Norway or Sweden, 3 in France, 
2 in Portugal, 1 in Switzerland, 2 in Denmark, and 5 in other 
countries not specified in the table. 
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American Brides and Foreign Grooms. 


There were 692 American-born brides (including Boston) who 
married men of foreign birth. Of these grooms 115 were born in 
Ireland, 268 were born in the British American Provinces, 106 
were born in Great Britain, 39 were born in Germany, 57 were 


born in Italy, 41 were born in Russia, 14 were born in Norway 


or Sweden, 2 were born in China, 4 in France, 3 in Turkey, 7 in 
Austria, 9 in Portugal, 1 in Holland, 1 in Belgium, 2 in Switzer- 
land, 1 in Greece, 1 in Denmark, 13 in Cuba or the West Indies, 
and 8 in other countries not specified in the table. 

There were in all 3,358 grooms of American birth, or 49.85 per 
cent. ; this was 136 more than in 1903. There were 3,215 brides 
of American birth, or 47.72 per cent. of the whole number of 
brides; this was 123 more than in 19038. 

The number of marriages in which both parties were American 
was 2,523, or 37.41 per cent. 


Marriages Between Natives of the Same (foreign) Country. 


The figures in large type diagonally arranged across the table 
represent the number of marriages in which both parties were of 
the same nativity. 

Six hundred and ninety-three grooms were born in Ireland, 
and the brides of 533 were of the same nativity, or 76.91 per 
cent. 

Seven hundred and sixteen grooms were born in the British 
American Provinces, and the brides of 358 were of the same 
nativity, or 5C per cent. 

Two hundred and sixty-five grooms were born in Great Britain, 
and the brides of 73 were of the same nativity, or 27.54 per cent. 

Ninety-four grooms were born in Germany, and of their brides 
30 were of the same nativity, or almost 32 per cent. 

Six hundred and sixteen grooms were born in Italy, and 547 
had brides of the same nativity, or 88.8 per cent. 

Five hundred and seventy-six grooms were of Russian birth, 
and of their brides 501 were of the same nativity, or 87 per 
cent. 

One hundred and ninety-nine grooms were born in Sweden or 
Norway, and 167 were married to brides of the same nativity, or 
about 84 per cent. 

Seventeen grooms were born in France, and of 6 the brides 
were French, or 35.3 per cent. 

Fifty-three grooms were born in Turkey, and the brides of 44 
were born in the same country, or 83 per cent. 

_ Forty-four grooms were born in Austria, and the brides of 20 
were also of Austrian birth, or 45.45 per cent. 

Twenty-one grooms were born in Portugal, and the brides of 
12 of them were of the same nativity, or 57. 1 per cent. 

Two grooms were born in Holland, and the bride of 1 was 
also born in Holland. 
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Five grooms were born in Belgium, as were 2 of their brides. 

Six grooms were born in Switzerland, and among their brides 
were two of the same nativity. 

Seven grooms were born in Greece, as were also the brides of 
five of them. 

Twenty grooms were born in Denmark, and of their brides 13 
were barn in the same country, or 65 per cent. 

Twenty-two grooms were born in Cuba, or the West Indies, 
and but 3 had brides of the same nativity. 

There were 20 grooms born in countries other than those speci- 
fied in the table, and the brides of 5 were also born in countries 
other than those specified.

There were 5,866 grooms and 5,968 brides who had not been 
previously married; it was the second marriage of 627 widowed 
grooms and 509 widowed brides, and 4 brides whose previous 
marriage had been annulled or declared void. 

There were 45 widowed grooms and 20 widowed brides who 
were married the third time, and one widowed groom and one 
widowed bride were married for the fourth time. 

There were 179 grooms and 229 brides who had been divorced 
and were married the second time; there were 17 divorced grooms 
and 8 divorced brides who were married the third time. 

There was 1 divorced groom and 1 divorced bride who were 
married the fourth time. 

Of the 5,866 grooms married the first time, the brides of 5,416 
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were also previously unmarried; 287 married widows who had 
been once previously married; the brides of 10 were widowed and 
married for the third time; 148 were divorced and were married 
the second time; 1 was divorced and married the third time. 

The 627 widowed grooms of the second marriage had as brides 
405 who had not previously married, 169 widows marrying the 
second time, 8 widows marrying the third time, 1 widow marry- 
ing the fourth time, 45 divorcees marrying the second time, 3 
divorcees marrying the third time and 1 marrying the fourth time. 

The 45 widowers whose third marriage is recorded had as 
brides 21 who had not previously married, 18 widows who were 
married the second time, 4 widows who married the third time, 2 
divorcees who were married the second time. The widowed 
groom marrying the fourth time had as a bride a widow whose 
second marriage it was. | 

There were ‘179 grooms who had been divorced and married 
the second time ; their brides were 117 not previously married, 
28 widows whose second marriage it was, 1 widow marrying the 
third time, 30 divorcees whose second marriage it was, and 3 
divorcees marrying the third time. 

There were 17 grooms who were divorced and married the third 
time; the brides of 9 had not previously married, 2 were widows 
and it was their second marriage, 2 were widows and it was their 
third marriage. 

The divorced groom who married the fourth time had as a bride 
a divorced woman who married for the second time. 


Marriages of Divorced Persons. 


There were 179 divorced grooms and 229 divorced brides 
married the second time, 17 divorced grooms and 8 divorced 
brides married the third time, and one each divorced groom 
and bride married the fourth time.

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BIRTHS IN BOSTON IN 1904. (TABLE XXY.) 


There were 15,769 births registered in this office in the year 
1904; there were 8,027 males and 7,742 females. The number 
of births recorded was 68 more than in 19038. 

These may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows: Parents residing in Boston, ward 
known, 14,878 — males, 7,567, females, 7,311; ward unknown, 
33 —males, 17, females, 16; born in Boston of non-resident 
parents, 592 — males, 309, females, 283; born in Boston, parents’ 
residence unknown, 266 — males, 134, females, 132. 

Total number of children born in Boston and recorded in the 
year 1904, 15,769 — males, 8,027, females, 7,742. 

There were 661 still-births which are not included in the above 
total. 

The birth-rate for 1904 was 25.51 per thousand of population, 
or 1 in every 39.1. 

The ward from which the greatest number of births was 
returned was Ward 6, 1,547 — this was an increase of 13 over the 
number of births in this ward in 1904; the number of births in 
this ward was 9.81 per cent. of the total number of births in the 
city. The least number of births returned from any ward was 
267, in Ward 11, or 1.6 per cent. of the total number of births.

The greatest number of births for any month, parents residing, 


in Boston, was 1,275, in August; the least number was 1,179, in 
April. : 

The greatest number of male births in. any month was 721, in 
December; the least number was 620, in May. 

The greatest number of female births in any month was 671, in 
November; the least number was 623, in April. 

The greatest number of births for anyseason or quarter-year 
period was 4,002, in the last three months of the year; the least 
number for any quarter-year period was 3,857, in the second 
quarter of the year. 

The greatest number of male births for any quarter-year period 
was 2,069, in the last quarter of the year; the greatest number 
of female births for any quarter-year period was 1,947, in the 
second quarter of the year. 

The ward in which occurred the greatest number of births was 
Ward 6, 1,547, or 9.8 per cent. of the total number of births, 
and 4.09 per cent. of the population of the ward, or 1 birth to 
every 21.7 of the population. This ratio is a trifle greater than 
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in 1903, and the number of births is greater by 13. The ward 
having the least number of births returned was Ward 11, 267, or 
1.6 per cent. of the total number of births, and 1.2 per cent. of 
the ward population, or 1 in every 79.

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Cotorep Birtus. — ALL OTHER THAN WuitTE. (TABLE XXVI.) 


There were 284 births of colored children recorded in Boston 
in 1904, or 17 less than in 1903; of these 261 were of parents 
residing in Boston; of 18 the parents were non-resident, and of 
5 the parents’ residence was unknown. 

The births of colored children were 1.7 per cent. of the whole 
number of births in the city. 

Of these births 133 were males and 151 females. Five were 
recorded as yellow, or Chinese, and of these there were 2 males 
and 3 females. 

The greatest number of these births in any month was 32 each 
in January and July; the least number 16, in April. 

Ward 18 is credited with the greatest number of colored births, 
83, or 6 less than in 1903; there were 36 males and 47 females. 

In Wards 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 14, 15, and 25 there were no colored 
births. 

The yellow, or Chinese, births were all in Ward 7.

Nativity of Parents. 


In 20 cases of twins both parents were born in Boston; in 10 
cases both parents were born in the United States (not including 
Boston) ; in 33 cases both parents were born in Ireland; in 18 
cases both parents were born in the British-American Provinces ; 
in 4 cases both parents were born in Great Britain; in 3 cases 
both parents were born in Germany; in 22 cases both parents 
were born in Italy; in 15 cases both parents were born in Russia ; 
and in 1 case both parents were born in Denmark. 
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In 28 cases the father was a native of Boston; in 37 cases the 
mother was a native of Boston. 

In 2 cases the father was a native of Boston and the mother 
of the United States outside of Boston, and in 5 cases the nativity 
of the parents was reversed. 

There were 35 fathers and 43 mothers born in Ireland, 26 
fathers and 28 mothers born in the British-American Provinces, 6 
fathers and 5 mothers born in Great Britain, 5 fathers and 4 
mothers born in Germany, 23 fathers and 22 mothers born in 
Italy, 15 fathers and 18 mothers born in Russia. 

The American-born fathers of twins were 29.3 per cent. of the 
whole number of fathers of twins; the fathers born in Ireland 
were 19.5 per cent.; the fathers born in Italy were 12.5 per 
cent. ; the fathers born in Russia 8.1 per cent.; and the fathers 
born in the British-American Provinces 13.5 per cent. each 
respectively of the whole number of fathers of twins. 

The American-born mothers of twins are 26.6 per cent.; the 
mothers born in Ireland are 23.3 per cent.; the mothers born in 
Italy are 12 per cent.; the mothers born in Russia are 8.6 per 
cent.; and the mothers born in the British-American Provinces 
are 15.2 per cent. each respectively of the whole number of 
mothers of twins. 

Still-births Among Plurality Births.—In 11 cases of 
plurality birth, 1 child was still-born, and in 2 cases both infants 
were still-born; in the cases where both were still-born they were 
all males; in the other cases there were 5 males and 6 females; 
in 3 cases the parents were both Americans, in 8 cases both Irish, 
in 1 case both Russian and in 1 case both Austrian; in the other 
cases the parents were not of the same nativity.

The greatest number for any month was 66, in August, or 10 
per cent. of the whole number of still-births; the least number in 
any month was 46, in November, or about 7 per cent. The 
greatest number for any quarter-year period was 176, in the 
second quarter of the year, or 26.6 per cent.; the least number in 
any quarter-year period was 145, in the last quarter of the year, 
or 21.9 per cent. of the whole number. 

The proportion of still-born children to the whole number of 
living births was 4.1 per cent., or 1 to every 23.8. The pro- 
portion of still-born children to the population of Boston was 0.1 
per cent., or 1 to every 934. 


PARENTAGE. 


There were 166 still-born infants whose parents were both born 
in this country, or 27 less than in 1903; this number was 25 per 
cent. of the whole number of still-births, and 4.2 per cent. of 
the whole number of births of American parentage (still-births 
included), or 1 in every 23; there were 88 males and 78 females. 

There were 92 still-births of mixed American and foreign 
parentage, or 13.9 per cent. of the whole number of still-births ; 
there were 61 males and 31 females. 

There were 817 still-born infants whose parents were both of 
foreign birth, or 47.9 per cent. of the whole number of still- 
births, and 3.9 per cent. of the total number of births of foreign 
parentage (still-births included), or 1 to every 24.3 living births. 

The following table shows the parentage of the 661 still-born 
infants born in Boston in 1904. The first-named nativity (where 
two are given) in each instance is the birthplace of the father. 
‘* American” includes all of the United States (continental) 
except Boston.

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WARD STATISTICS, 1904. 


The following pages give the more important vital statistics 
and population, also a comparative analysis for -the years 1900- 
1901, 1902-1903, 1904, together with the area, number of dwell- 
ings to the acre, number of persons to a dwelling (the facts as to 
families and persons to a family and to a dwelling being the same 
as in the report for 1901, no figures being available for this year), 
and number of persons to the acre, or density of population, for 
each of the wards in the city; also the principal causes of death 
in each, the chief cause being first in order. 

It must be borne in mind that the population is estimated, and 
that the figures based upon the statement of population are not 
absolute or accurate, but it is believed that they may be relied 
upon for general purposes as giving a reasonable statement of 
the conditions. The areas are from the report of the City Engineer 
for 1896, or directly following the establishment of the present 
ward lines, and the figures regarding the dwelling-houses are 
taken from the report of the Assessing Department for the year 
1904, and is a statement of the number of dwellings in existence 
on May 1 of that year. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats and 
water not included ; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 

The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 
United States Census reports for 1900, but the ratios will probably 
hold good for 1904 for all general purposes. In some cases the 
census reports have differed materially with the report of the 
Assessing Department regarding the number of dwellings in the 
ward, as the definition of the word ‘‘ dwelling” has evidently a 
different sense as used by the census authorities from that used 
by the assessors; consequently the census figures for 1900 
regarding the number of dwellings in a ward have been greatly in 
excess of the figures of the Assessing Department for 1901, a 
discrepancy which would lead to erroneous conclusions regarding 
the number of single houses in a ward. This discrepancy has been 
adjusted in several cases by subtracting the excess of dwellings 
according to the census report from the number of ‘ one ’’ family 
buildings in the same report, as the census authorities designate 
any place of habitation, even if it be but one room, a dwelling; 
and that method of presentation would show a far greater number 
of single dwellings, as the term is generally understood, than is 
actually the case. The result of this adjustment may not be 
accurate, but is more nearly so than the census report would 
indicate, particularly relating to single dwellings.

The deaths from phthisis and tuberculosis, pneumonia, diseases 
of the heart, apoplexy and cancer aggregate more than one-third 
of the total number of deaths from all causes in the city. Table 
C shows the number of deaths recorded by each of these causes 
in each year, from 1811 to 1904, with the population of the city 
in each census year during that period, and an estimated popu- 
lation for each year since 1850. 

From 1811 to 1821, inclusive, Boston was under a town govern- 
ment and its growth averaged about a thousand souls per year. 
During this period the deaths by tuberculosis and phthisis 
averaged 191.5 per year; those from pneumonia, 42.4; from 
cancer, 8.1; from diseases of the heart, 2.6; and from apoplexy, 
10.5 per year. 

From 1822 to 1849 (in which year this department was estab- 
lished, and the present system of recording births, marriages and 
deaths was inaugurated) the number of deaths by phthisis and 
tuberculosis was 7,881, or an average of 291.9 per year; those 
from pneumonia, 121.4; from cancer, 11.8; from apoplexy, 
17.8; from diseases of the heart, 25.5, respectively, per year. 

The next period of years is from 1850 to and including 1867, 
which was the last year of the city before the annexations of out- 
lying cities and towns now included in its territory commenced, 
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except that part which is known as South Boston. In the eigh- 
teen years comprising this period the deaths from phthisis and 
tuberculosis averaged 756.6 per year; from pneumonia, 231 per 
year; from cancer, 42.6 per year; from diseases of the heart, 
103.8; and from apoplexy, 45.5 per year. 

The next period of years includes the annexations of Roxbury, 
Dorchester, Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton, and is 
brought down to the year 1875, when Boston began existence 
within its present territorial limits ; in the seven years thus in- 
cluded there were 7,542 deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, an 
average of 1077.4 per year; from pneumonia, 2,892, an average 
of 413. 1 per year; from cancer, 793, an average of 113.3 per 
year; from diseases of the heart, 1,608, an average of. 229.7 per 
year; and from apoplexy, 789, an average of 112.7 per year. 

The last period of years in the table, from 1875 to and includ- 
ing 1904, involves the period of the real growth of the city as it 
is to-day. During the 30 years there were 42,117 deaths from 
phthisis and tuberculosis, or an average of 1403.9 per year; from 
pneumonia, 80,492 deaths, an average of 1016.4 per year; 
from cancer, 9,493, an average of 316.4 per year; from diseases 
of the heart, 21 755, an average of 725.2 per year; and from 
apoplexy, 9 ‘474, an average of ‘BLD. 8 per year.

A eareful perusal of Table C will show the comparative decrease 
of deaths by phthisis and tuberculosis, and the remarkable in- 
crease of deaths by pneumonia (which in a number of years has 
exceeded the number of deaths by the ‘‘ white plague”), and of 
deaths by cancer and diseases of the heart. 

Table D shows the number of native-born fathers and mothers, 
and of both parents of the children born in Boston in 1900-04; 
also the same details for the children of foreign- born parentage 
of the nativities most largely papresentadsy in the populaiaen of ie 
city.

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Table E shows the number of deaths caused by cancer by 
location of the disease from 1849 to 1904. This has been com- 
piled for the reason that it has been publicly stated that there 
are more deaths from cancer in Boston than in any other city in 
the country, and it was thought that these figures might be of 
some value to those who are interested in the study of the 
statistics of this disease. 

Table F shows the population of Boston distributed into native 
and foreign, and the number of foreign-born of each nativity, for 
the census years 1870 to and including 1900.

APPENDIX B.

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Boston Proper (Old Boston). 


The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the 
peninsula being from Roxbury line north-northeast to the old 
fortification on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and 
from thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters 
—in all, about two miles three quarters and two hundred and 
thirty-eight yards. 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 
from a point about the present location of Foster’s wharf (on 
Atlantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty-nine yards. 

There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. There have 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the ‘‘ Mill pond” land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a small portion 
of it is now so occupied. 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being ‘‘ rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
20 or 30 houses.” In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
ably that of Cotton Mather in his ‘‘Magnalia” 1.31, ‘‘ seven 
thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot.” 

Estimates of the population in 1704 at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas 
Salter, by authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 ‘* beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town.’’ 

On Bonner’s map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were in the town at that time ‘‘ near 12,000 people.’’? In 1735 
the population was estimated at 16,000.

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In 1742 a census of the city was taken with the following re- 
sult: Total number of persons, 16,382; houses, 1,719; colored per- 
sons, 1,374; the total includes the colored, leaving 15,008 whites.

On account of the smallpox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gaye 14,190 whites, 1,541 colored — total, 15,731. In 
1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the 
number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. | 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so 
far as legislative records show, were made in 1768, and tke 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows:

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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,573; and in 1776, at the . 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only). 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were ‘‘ old, 
infirm, and decrepit.’’ 

In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 
lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174. | 

The following table gives the number of polls at different 
periods, and estimates of the population at about the same time :

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding 
statements regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1783, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 1730 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about 
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3,000; this statement is consistent with that.of Bonner’s map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722; but there is a 
wide difference in the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12,000. ‘The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been-a very much greater average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 sreater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1 784, by actual enumeration, 

was 2,178. A writer in the ‘ Columbian Magazine,” of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is ‘‘ supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants,’’ but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for the first ninety years of the 
18th century was probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the 17th century, or 18,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235. 

A table showing the number of houses and stores in given 
districts, together with the estimated population of these districts, 
is herewith appended.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads. 

The population of Boston Proper, or the old town site, for the 
census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusively, is given in the 
following table :

Charlestown. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
settled in 1629. It was not until about 1842 that the bounds of 
that district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. ‘The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was 
not far from 1,000. In 1658 a list of shares in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwards of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1789; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls, which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of houses at from 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dwellings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families. ;

South Boston. 


This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the ‘* Neck,’’ as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula, it is probable that there was none until 1660. The 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
grazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 1885 the population was 
5,595. 

The population of the South Boston district for the U. S. Cen- 
sus years from 1840 to 1900, inclusive, is given in the following 
table:

The original land area of South Boston was about 795 acres ; 
its present area is a little more than 1,200 acres. . 
The number of dwellings in South Boston in 1900 was 7,336. 
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East Boston. 


The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district of East Boston, Noddle’s Island, was placed umder the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats about it at 1,200 acres or more; but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in 1801 it was found to contain but 666 acres of 
upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The entire district now known as East Boston, embracing 


- Noddle’s, Breed’s and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 


flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 1833, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle’s 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling-house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date was the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms, 
or their tenants, never more than a few individuals, and requiring 
at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on the 
island; and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the 
husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 1834, 16 single dwelling-houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various .business purposes. 

In 1835, 21 dwellings were erected; there were 6 births, 4 
marriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 1836, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not official, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section:

Dorchester. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
the land where the earliest settlements were made, was known by 
the Indian name of Mattapan. The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population of Dorchester in the earlier years of its 
existence but little is known. ‘There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these it is evident took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. ‘The same is true probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 1636 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
chester must have died elsewhere. The ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were ‘‘ not less than six score or thereabouts,’’ which 


aa 
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multiplied by five, would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were evi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 
that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 
1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117-houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites 
and 37 colored persons; of the former 685 were males and 688 
females. ‘There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table :

Roxbury. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 
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The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson’s statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. ‘These would ordinarily accommodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652; this includes 80 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. ‘There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according to 
this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population at 
any period between the dates given. | 

The white population of Roxbury in 1776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 330 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about 2, Lo0e- 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these 1,076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in the U. S. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston in 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

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West Roxbury. 


Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. A part of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812; in 1860 it was 6,310; in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of ‘* Population of Boston Proper and Annexations.’’ 


Brighton. 


This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as ‘‘ Lit- 
tle Cambridge” until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the ‘‘ Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688,” the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 309 whites, 12 blacks ; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. ‘The area of Brighton at the 
time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 
27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. ‘The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation was 4,967. ‘The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table:

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Hon. Patrick A. Co.Liins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Sir, — In accordance with the provisions of chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners submit herewith their third annual report, cover- 
ing the period from February 1, 1904, to February 1, 1905. 


I: 


POWERS OF THE BOARD. 


Under the act (chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901) provi- 
sion was made for the issue of bonds during the year 1901 
and the three succeeding years (p. 5, first annual report). 
The amounts thus authorized are available for three distinct 
purposes, and for no other work. These are, first, the list of 
forty-two items (pp. 3-4, first annual report); second, new 
sanitation, including heating and ventilation of the old build- 
ings; third, better means of egress, in case of fire, from the 


old buildings. 
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The present year, 1904, is the last year covered by the 
loans authorized by chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901 and 
chapter 386 of the Acts of 1902; it seems, therefore, a proper 
time to make to your Honor a statement of how this money, 
thus provided, has been expended. 

According to the provision of the act there were forty- 
two items, the cost of which was to be met by this act, and 
these items were supposed to represent accommodation 
needed up to January 1, 1902. Of the total list, twenty- 
nine have been undertaken by the Board, and are either 
completed or in process of completion, and of the remainder, 
every item has been either met in other ways or has been 
partially undertaken by the purchase of land. These twenty- 
nine items are as follows: Items 1, 2, 8, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 
12, 18, 14, 15, 17, 18, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 23, 30 SO eee 
41, and 42. These items, with what has been expended on 
the other thirteen, will practically exhaust the appropria- 
tion. 

Of the thirteen that are not complete, four — Nos. 31, 32, 
33, and 40 — were found impracticable, and their needs have 
been met by enlarging the other items in this neighborhood. 
The figures of attendance will show that the children of these 
districts are now accommodated. ‘These may, therefore, be 
considered attended to. Two items— Nos. 16 and 21— 
represent the same accommodation, the Model School for the 
Normal filling the needs of the Prince District, which latter 
is not a pressing necessity; the land is purchased for this 
building. Item 29, as explained in the accompanying state- 
ment, has been taken care of by Item 18, and may be con- 
sidered complete. Item 34 has been set aside as not an 
immediate necessity, and the same applies to Item 35. Item 
389 the Board propose to take up and execute in their own 
office, but have not as yet begun upon it. 

It appears, therefore, that the items not as yet provided 
for are all connected with higher education— the Mechanic 
Arts High, the Charlestown High, the Normal and Girls’ 
Latin. For all of these the land has been purchased. 
Every grammar and primary need has been actually filled. 

It remains, therefore, for the Board to explain to your 
Honor why they have been unable, with the appropriation 
provided on the lines of their own recommendation, to com- 
plete ali the items on the list. 

The act referred solely to the condition of the city at the 
end of 1901, and contemplated an annual appropriation to 
meet the yearly increase. The Board deemed it inexpedient 
and uneconomical to attempt to meet current growth by 
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additions to existing school buildings which, in construction, 
heating and sanitation, were not up to the standard of 
modern school buildings. They believed it wiser to erect, 
to imeet such needs, buildings which were in every respect 
first-class in structure and equipment. Such schools are 
permanent investments for the city, and as such the city 
government believed they should be paid for out of loans, 
rather than out of the direct annual tax levy, and, therefore, 
during the three years of the Board’s existence, no such 
appropriation has been made from taxes. 

Under these circumstances it has seemed both wise and 
economical to increase the accommodation in each case to meet 
not merely the needs existing in 1902, but also those addi- 
tional needs existing at the time of the erection of the build- 
ing. In all cases this has been done, and the Board in so 
doing have acted in accordance with the advice of the Super- 
intendent and of the School Committee, as well as in 
accordance with their own best judgment. If this had not 
been done, thousands of children would now be without 
school accommodation. In this way each item, where contin- 
ued growth has occurred, has been increased to meet this 
growth. ‘he first item read, “ A large grammar and primary 
school-house,” and this was made the largest in the city. 
Items 13 and 14, mere additions to existing buildings, giving 
10 rooms, resulted in a complete new grammar building of 
14 class-rooms and the land therefor. The “large” erammar 
school on the Gibson site (and by “large” a building of 14 
to 18 rooms was meant) resulted in a 24-room building; the 
large primary on the Ware lot in another 24-100m building. 
The “grammar” on Meeting House Hill developed into a 
32-room building, the largest now in the city —and so with 
nearly all the items. ‘This increase in the size of each item 
was then one reason why the Board were unable to complete 
the full list. 

Another reason was the cost of land. In many cases the 
price finally paid by the city not only exceeded the amount 
contemplated originally by the Board, but exceeded also the 
amounts named to the Board by brokers and owners. More- 
over, in response to a growing demand, the Board have 
thought it right to purchase enough land in all cases to pro- 
vide suitable grounds around the buildings, and in all cases 
the building contracts have covered the complete finishing and 
planting of these grounds. The purchase of land being a 
matter over which the Board have no control, it was impos- 
sible for them to estimate accurately the necessary expendi- 
ture. It will be noted, however, that in all possible cases 
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they have avoided enlargement of old lots (see Items 31, 32, 
33 and 40), where it is almost hopeless to control the price, 
and have utilized existing lots rather than purchase new land. 

A third reason is the large amount of money spent in 
response to urgent need in replacing old and unsanitary 
systems of plumbing and heating with new and first-class 
plants. Seventy-two schools have been given new plumbing 
systems, or have had the old systems put in good repair, at a 
cost of #467,318.04, and fifteen schools have had their 
heating and ventilating systems put in thorough order at a 
cost of $127,065.57. 

These are the three principal reasons to account for the 
inability of the Board to accomplish all that was contem- 
plated by the list, and to these may perhaps be added another, 
namely, the inexperience of the Board when first established. 
The work of the Board is extremely complicated and by no 
means easy, and there was no data to serve as a guide to 
what school buildings of given accommodation should cost. 

When it became clear that the Board would be unable to 
complete the full list within the appropriation, they decided 
to omit the items connected with the higher branches, feeling 
that their first duty was to provide accommodation for the 
younger children. ‘Thus the original appropriation was ex- 
hausted. 

Under these circumstances, and believing as they do that 
there may reasonably be two different opinions as to how 
money should be raised for new school buildings, the Board 
have asked the Legislature that the city be authorized to 
borrow within the debt limit the money necessary to com- 
plete the original list, that is the High School and Normal 
items, and to provide for new buildings to accommodate the 
increasing population. They have asked for $1,000,000, in | 
1905, and $500,000 a year in 1906, 1907 and 1908. If this 
bill passes, it does not in any way interfere with the city’s 
power to raise by direct taxation the amount available accord- 
ing to law. ‘The city will have the option of raising about 
$500,000 a year by taxation, or borrowing the amounts 
stated above, or doing both, as the need may appear, or as 
the city may determine its policy.

WORK EXECUTED UNDER THE APPROPRIATION FOR 
LAND AND BUILDINGS FOR SCHOOLS. 


The work done thus far by the Board will be considered 
under four heads : 

1. A critical review of buildings completed and occupied. 

2. Report of progress on the buildings described last year 
and on the new buildings undertaken since then. 

3. Report on sanitation installed. 

4, Report on fire protection. 


(.) A CriricaAL REVIEW oF BUILDINGS COMPLETED 
AND OCCUPIED. 


Of the buildings reported in the first two reports, seven 
described in the first report and three in the second report 
have been completed and occupied for a sufficient length of 
time to make criticism possible. These are as follows, in the 
order of occupation: 1, Marshall School; 2, William E. 
Russell School; 3, Farragut School; 4, Paul Jones School; 
o, Ellis Mendell School; 6, Jefferson School; 7, Christopher 
Columbus School; 8, Francis Parkman School (addition) ; 
9, Washington School; 10, John Boyle O’Reilly School. 

In criticising these buildings we propose to examine their 
accommodation, cubic contents, and cost per pupil in the 
light of the present knowledge of the Board; to point out 
deficiencies in plan or arrangement which we believe can 
now be remedied and are remedied in the later buildings; to 
note where they have proved unsatisfactory from the point 
of view of the masters, and, finally, what has been learned in 
domestic engineering by the experience of these buildings. 

In the second annual report, page 23, it was pointed out 
that the cubic contents of a primary school could be fixed 
between 30,000 and 35,000 feet per room, and of a grammar 
between 40,000 and 45,000. The cubes are calculated from 
a foot below the cellar grade up to and including the roof. 
The cost includes the general contract, heating, ventilating, 
the complete electric equipment, and grading, planting and 
fencing the grounds. ‘1 

From this may be calculated the cost per pupil, which is 
based on 50 pupils to a room, although a standard room seats 
56. There are, however, in many of the large schools, 
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ungraded and other classes which are even below 50, and 
consequently this figure is taken as a fair average. In the 
light of the more recent experience of the Board they figure 
that, as between a large and small primary building, the cost 
per pupil might rightly vary from $1382 to $154; that 
between a large and small grammar the cost per pupil might 
vary from $176 to $198. 

1. The Marshall School... Primary in the Christopher 
Gibson District. M. E. Fitzgerald, Master. 

This building has but twelve rooms above the basement, 
but, counting the two unfinished basement rooms and rating 
this at 700 children, the figures show that it cost $28.81 per 
pupil above the high limit. The cube is 516,624, the cost 
$124,467.65, or 24 cents per cubic foot, and $177.81 per pupil. 
At 35,000 cubic feet per room and 22 cents, it should have 
cost but $107,800 for fourteen rooms. Its cost was wholly 
due to a large kindergarten annex, which we should not now 
feel justified in building on such a scale in any primary 
building. | 

It may further be added that the building is not strictly 
first-class, the roof being of wood frame. After a year’s oc- 
cupation, the master has but one criticism to make — one 
staircase is not well lighted in the basement. ‘This is a de- 
fect which is inexcusable on a completely open lot. 

In making notes on the heating of the seven buildings first 
erected, it will be remembered that all these buildings had 
been laid out by the architects before the Board appointed 
the engineers to have charge of this work, and the architects 
and engineers did not therefore have the opportunities which 
were afforded them later of working together from the 
outset. | 

The Marshall School, situated on a hillside, had its kinder- 
garten located on a lower floor. The rest of the building 
being compact and small was furnished with a gravity sys- 
tem. As this could not take care of the kindergarten satis- 
factorily, a fan was placed for the latter. Here, as in all 
cases where we have installed gravity systems, we have hand 
control, but we are experimenting at present to determine 
whether it is practical to control such a system with auto- 
matic mixing dampers. If a gravity system can be controlled 
automatically, as a fan system can, it would certainly be the 
preferable system for the small and more compact buildings. 
The cold air inlet was not sufficiently carefully placed and 
safeguarded against the admission of dust and wet, an im- 
portant consideration in any system.

2. The William FE. Russell Grammar School. Edwin T. 
Horne, Master. 

This building rates at 900 children, and it costs $11.47 per 
pupil more than the highest limit, although, like the Marshall, 
ithe roof is not first-class, and two rooms are not full size. The 
cube is 894,941; the cost, $188,524.56, or 21 cents per cubic 
foot, and $209.47 per pupil. The outside limit of cubic 
contents should have been 810,000, and a building of this 
size should have come nearer the low limit, 720,000. Its 
excess of cubic contents was partly offset by the simplicity 
of the exterior and the second-class construction referred 
to above. With the present system the excess of cube 
would have been detected and corrected in the preliminary 
drawings. 

The master believes that a more careful study of the grades 
and the sewer at the outset would probably have resulted in 
raising the basement floor and freeing from dampness, and the 
boiler-room from danger of backwater. The engineers of the 
Board now make careful examination of all such matters, 
report to the architects and confer with them, so that such 
errors may be avoided; but it is doubtful whether in this case 
it would have been desirable to have raised the building 
higher than it now is above existing grades. 

The heating system is gravity, with hand control. Some 
difficulty has been experienced with the boilers, which is due 
either to their. being of such size as to require to be forced in 
extreme weather, or else to insufficient draft in the boiler flue. 
The boilers adopted here were as large as could be placed in 
the space at our disposal, and experiments will be made when 
the fires are drawn to see whether lack of draft is the real 
difficulty. 

3. The Farragut School. A primary in the Martin Dis- 
trict. W.L. Murphy, Master. 

This building compares with the Paul Jones, being a 
twelve-room primary with manual-training room and cook- 
ing-room in basement, and is therefore for these figures rated 
as a fourteen-room primary. The two basement-rooms are, 
however, not as well above grade and as well lighted as at 
the Paul Jones, and therefore not so well fitted for regular 
class-rooms. ‘This is the most expensive building the Board 
have erected, owing, not to the excessive cost per cube, but 
to the excessive cube. ‘This is due, first, to the single unit 
plan. The corridor runs the whole length of the building 
and serves rooms on one side only, making a wasteful area ; 
and, second, the unnecessary height between ceiling and roof. 
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The cube should have been not over 490,000, and the cost 
$107,800. The cube is 652,630 and the cost $150,526.43, or 
23 cents per cubic foot and $215.04 per pupil, and yet the 
roof is not entirely fireproof construction. 

This plan, ike the Ellis Mendell, was an experiment; in 
this case, an attempt to build on a noisy thoroughfare and 
have the rooms face on the yard where they would be com- 
paratively free from the sun. ‘The architects here worked 
under the theory that sun should be excluded from class- 
rooms for the benefit of eyes; the architects of the Ellis Men- 
dell were endeavoring to give all their rooms a sunny aspect. 
The Board now favor some sun in every class-room, but 
would not think of going to any considerable expense to gain 
this point. ‘They certainly would not spend money to avoid 
the sun. It is needless to say that the cost of the Farragut 
need never again be duplicated. Irrespective of the extrava- 
gance of the plan, the corridor being on the lot line is 
inadequately lighted. 

Mr. Rafter, now one of the supervisors, but the former 
master of the Martin District, criticises quite rightly the 
light in the cooking-room and manual-training room, which 
should be as good as that in any class-room. The master 
criticises the lack of lhght in the corridors already referred 
to. Except for its cost and these minor defects, the Board 
consider it one of the best of the new primaries. 

This building has a low pressure gravity return steam 
apparatus, and the air is handled by means of a fan, primary 
and supplementary radiators, controlled automatically, the fan 
run by an electric motor. Ordinarily it is more economical 
in a pressure system to have the power for the fan from an 
engine rather than from an electric motor, but in this case 
the motor seemed the only feasible method in the space that 
was available for it, without making radical changes in the 
plan; also, owing to the fact that the plans were practically 
complete when the engineers were appointed, it was not pos- 
sible to put the supplementary coils immediately under the 
room at the Huntington avenue end, but instead they are 
some fifty feet removed from the vertical, and, whereas the 
other rooms warm quickly, these do not. 

The cost of the electric motor instead of an engine, and the 
trouble with the rooms above named, would both be avoided 
under the present system, where the architects and engineers 
consult together from the outset. 

4. The Paul Jones School. Primary school in the 
Blackinton District. H. L. Morse, Master. 
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This school, although erected as a primary, has a manual- 
training room and a cooking-room in the basement, and is 
therefore counted as having 14 rooms. Both cube and cost 
per cubic foot are excessive—the cube 510,386, the cost 
$114,370.35, or 22 cents per cubic foot and $163.39 per pupil. 
At 35,000 and 22 cents, this cube should have been 490,000, . 
and the cost $107,800. This building is, however, first class, 
entirely fireproof, and consequently can be directly com- 
pared with the later buildings, which are all first class. 
Study in the preliminary stage would have resulted in a 
more compact plan. 

The criticism of the master refers first to the lack of doors 
on water-closets and partitions inthe urinal. This matter is 
fully discussed in the second report, page 12. There is no 
janitor’s room, and there is an unnecessary amount of toilet 
accommodation above the basement. Both of these are just 
criticisms. 

The Paul Jones has a low-pressure gravity system with 
hand control. To free the basement space the boiler-rooms 
were placed in a sub-basement, a somewhat expensive method 
of installing, and one which we should not now feel justified 
in employing, except under unusual circumstances. The 
building being small and compact, the system has worked 
satisfactorily. 

0. The Hilis Mendell. A primary school in the George 
Putnam District. Henry L. Clapp, Master. 

This building was an experiment in that the toilets were 
distributed about equally on the three floors. It means an 
increased floor area and cubic contents. Its only advantage 
les in freeing the basement. In addition to the area added 
by the toilets above the basement there is a third staircase, 
which appears to be unnecessary. The figures show how 
expensive this plan is, for it figures 517,035 cubic feet, when 
the outside limit for a 12-room primary should have been 
420,000, and should have cost but $92,400. The cost was 
$122,267.20, or 23 cents per cubic foot and $208.78 per pupil. 
The distribution of toilets and third staircase would not be 
tried again. 

The master has no criticism to make of this building 
as regards its operation and the administration of the 
work. From his point of view it has proved a satisfactory 

lan. 
The heating apparatus is practically the same as that in 
the Paul Jones, except that it isin the basement and not in 
a sub-basement. It has given satisfactory results. 
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6. The Jefferson School. A grammar school. Edward 
P. Sherburne, Master. 

The Jefferson has quite an ideal second floor plan. In 
each room the window wall is a glass and iron screen, giving 
splendid light. Architectural design, however, was allowed 
to influence the first floor, where the glass area was equally 
important, with the result that either the second floor has 
too much glass (with the consequent ill effects in cold and 
heat), or the first floor too little, while the second floor glass 
and iron scheme carried through to the assembly hall gives 
an amount of glass quite unneccessary and undesirable for 
that room. It is not, therefore, a good plan throughout. 

The cube of the building, 856,777 cubic feet, is but just 
over the outside limit, but the cost, $210,890.49, or $221.99 
per pupil and 24 cents per cubic foot, is 2 cents too high per 
cubic foot, and the cost per pupil $23.99 in excess of the out- 
side limit. A building of this size ought to be nearer the 
low limit than the high one, and the cost should be in the 
neighborhood of 180,000. The site was practically all 
rock and had to be blasted, which accounted in part for the 
cost, but the real trouble lay in the area, 7.e., width of cor- 
ridor, and the iron and glass exterior construction. The 
building has proved very satisfactory. 

The only criticism of the master is that, owing to the space 
occupied by the manual training and cooking in the base- 
ment, insufficient space is left for the play-rooms. A com- 
mon play-room had been planned, but as a matter of adminis- 
tration the master reserves this for the girls, and the boys 
are obliged to stay outside until the school is opened. The 
Board consider it an open question as to whether or not it is 
possible to make a common play-room satisfactory in the 
point of view of administration. 

This building is equipped with a low-pressure gravity 
system with hand control, and has given general satisfaction. 

7. The Christopher Columbus School. A primary in the 
Eliot District. Granville 8. Webster, Master. 

This is the first new building designed after the Board 
had established a proper relation between the floor area of 
class-rooms and the building as a whole. ‘This, it will be 
seen by the first report, was the first check which the Board 
had on the plans themselves to indicate whether or no they 
were economical. ‘The second check, which fixed the proper 
cubical contents as given in the second report, had not yet 
been arrived at. 

This building is a straight primary, except for the fact 
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that two class-rooms on the top floor have had the partition 
dividing them omitted, and are at present being used for 
Manual training. It is rated as a 24-room building, and 
the cube, at 80,000 per room, would have been 720,000, 
and the cost at 22 cents, $158,400. This was the extreme 
low limit. The actual cube was 727,068, and the cost 
$173,512.08 ; a price of 28 cents per cubic foot and of $144.59 
per pupil, about half-way between the two limits. 

The master finds nothing to criticise in this school, and 
from the point of view of the Board it conforms accurately to 
its standards in every respect. 

A heating plant was installed in this school sufficient for 
the new building and also for the adjoining 14-room 
grammar school building, the Eliot. This would account in 
part for the fact that the buildin g over-ran the low limit. 

The building is equipped with a gravity system with 
hand control, similar to the Paul Jones and the Ellis Mendell. 
With the exception of certain troubles connected with the 
early running of the apparatus, this system has worked satis- 
factorily. 

8. The Francis Parkman School. An 8-room primary 
in the Agassiz District. John T. Gibson, Master. 

This building, being an addition to an existing one, is not 
of first-class construction, but second-class, to correspond 
with the old. A special criticism of the building, either of 
its cost or accommodation, would, therefore, not be germane 
to this subject. 

9. The Washington School. A grammar school. Walter 
L. Harrington, Master. 

Theoretically this grammar building should have been 
- one of the economical ones, for, instead of having the usual 
play-rooms and assembly hall, these two are combined, and, 
located as it is, it has no grounds to be planted and but very 
little yard-room. ‘To. offset this, however, it has a small 
gymnasium, not usual in grammars, and a roof-garden. 
Moreover, being four stories, it has three Staircases and a 
lift, and two of the staircases are the twin type, which 
necessitate higher stories for head room. The wide corri- 
dors, the irregular plan, the extra height of the stories, and 
the three staircases would readily account for the excess in 
cube. It is rated at 30 rooms, and should have been near 
the low limit of 1,200,000 cubic feet, instead of which it is 
but just under the high limit of cubic contents, and cost two 
cents above the limit. The cube is 1,500,792, the cost 
$325,541.60, that is, 25 cents per cubic foot, and $217.03 per 
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pupil. It is doubtful whether we would again attempt a 
play-room and assembly hall combined, and it is certain that 
the cramped, necessarily close, and certainly confusing twin 
staircases do not commend themselves. As far as the roof 
playground and the gymnasium are concerned, we believe 
these to be money well spent. It will always cost.somewhat 

more to build high in a congested district than to build a 
“ few stories on a large lot, and with the economies that might 
have been effected this building could have been brought 
down to the higher limit. 

The master quite rightly criticises the twin stairs. He 
criticises the ground-floor assembly hall, in that the low tem- 
perature and draughts incident to its being a thoroughfare 
from out doors make it unsuitable as a hall, and it is, of 
course, not ornamental. ‘The window sashes are too large to 
make tight, unless they are very heavy. ‘The most important 
criticism is that in the building designed for primary and 
grammar children, the primary are on the lower floor (to 
avoid stairs), and it is difficult to protect the little ones 
unless dismissed earlier. The master suggests vertical 
division, and separate entrance and stairs. The master’s 
office should be nearer the grammar grades. An emergency 
toilet on the first floor is not needed. Rails on the stair- 
cases are not used, and might well be omitted, certainly wall 
rails. With all these criticisms the Board agree. 

This building is-equipped with boilers designed to run at 
thirty pounds pressure during school hours, and arranged 
with return tanks and pumps. It is also arranged to return 
by gravity to the boilers when school is not in session. ‘The 
air is handled by means of fan and steam engine, the exhaust 
steam being utilized in the heating system. There are 
primary and supplementary heaters, controlled automatically. 
The records of the system generally show fairly even tem- 
peratures in the various rooms. 

The difficulties of the so-called assembly hall, or ground- 
floor play-room, have already been pointed out. As a play- 
room, there was no need that the temperature should be over 
60 degrees; as an assembly hall, a higher temperature was 
a necessity. When the building was designed it was 
thought that its use as an assembly hall in the day time 
would be for but limited periods, and that if used in the 
evening for the work of Educational Centres the heat would 
not be needed in the class-rooms and could be concentrated 
here. The plans as laid out by the architects before the 
engineers were appointed had provided a very cramped,

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insufficient and ill-lighted space for the boilers, engine | 
and fan, and the utilization of the ground floor neces- 
sitated furring down a large space for the ducts and supple- 
mentary radiators, which are therefore not as accessible as 
they should have been, and the pipes and valves for which 
injure the appearance of this basement. With the exception 
of the heat of this assembly hall and the lack of ventilation 
in the twin staircases, the system, though complicated and 
cramped, is working fairly satisfactorily. 

10. The John Boyle O’ Reilly School. A primary in the 
John A. Andrew District. Joshua M. Dill, Master. 

This building has 14 rooms, one room on the first 
floor being temporarily occupied for manual training. At 
35,000 cubic feet per room, the high limit for a small primary, 
and at 22 cents, it would have cost $107,800, and the cube 
would have been 490,000. Its actual cost was $112,713.50, the 
cube was 450,248 ; it cost 25 cents per cubic foot and $161.02 
per pupil, that is, $7.02 above the high limit. This, we be- 
lieve, was due entirely to the fact that the building was executed 
in a very short time, under a heavy bonus and forfeit con- 
tract, only eight months being allowed for its erection, and 
the contractors figuring on additional expense in pushing the 
work, and the probable additional expense of having to pay 
Some days’ forfeit. The building was completed within a 
week of the time set. 

The John Boyle O’Reilly has a heating system similar to 
that of the Christopher Columbus, and is giving satisfactory 
results. 

On the whole, it will be seen in the report on these nine 


schools that the gravity systems have given fairly satisfactory 


results. ‘They are economical to install and economical to 
run. ‘They depend, however, far more than any automatic 
control system, upon the intelligence and watchfulness not 
only of the janitor, but of all the teachers, and each room is 
liable to be affected by the personal predilection of the 
teacher as to the temperature which may seem to him or to 
her right. The temperature records in such schools will not, 
therefore, show the uniformity which is found in a fan system 


with automatic control. 
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Appended is a schedule of grammar and primary schools 
erected by the Board, showing the cost per pupil:

the five erected since that time, one is below the lowest 
limit, one is just above the lowest limit, and three exceed the 
limit. These three the Board explain as follows: 

Items 30 and 386 were buildings not entirely complete, and 
when the additional class-rooms are built the entire building 


will come within the limit. 
Items 13 and 14 very slightly exceed the limit, due to the 
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fact of expensive foundations and the very large lot to be 
graded and planted. 

In the primary list it will be seen that the first four items 
seriously exceed even the outside limit, due, as in the case 
of the grammar buildings, to the Board’s lack of experience 
which would enable them to determine just where the need- 
less extravagance was. The last five have been executed 
since this time, and, of these five, three are within the limit 
and two exceed the limit, one by $10 and the other by $18. 
The excess of Item 23 is due to an expensive piled founda- 
tion and a lot large enough to accommodate two schools, all 


_ of which is graded and planted. The excess of Item 38 is 


due to still more expensive foundations and to a very short 
time limit and a heavy forfeiture contract.

The date of completion has been twice extended for cause 
to January 27. It was not completed on that date, and the 
city will have a claim for damages.

The greater part of these additions to the contracts is on 
account of four additional rooms which have been finished 
in the basement. 

With a rated accommodation of 1,600, and at the low limit 
for grammar schools, 40,000 per room, its size would have 
been 1,280,000 cubic feet, and the cost at 22 cents would 
have been $281,600. The actual cost is slightly above this, 
but we have space for four more rooms, which could be fin- 
ished at a cost of $12,000. 
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Item 10. <A large grammar school on the old Gibson site 
has been named the Oliver Wendell Holmes School. Plans 
for a twenty-four room building were completed by Mr. Long- 
fellow and the building was let in four contracts. ‘The cost 
to date compares with the original contract prices as follows:

The contracts did not include the complete grading of all 
the grounds, as these could not very well be taken care of 
while school was going on in the old buildings, but even 
with the possible addition of seven or eight thousand to the 
general contract, this building will still remain the most 
economical that has yet been put up by the Board. Witha 
rated accommodation of 1,200, and at the low limit for gram- 
mar schools, 40,000 per room, its size would have been fixed 
at 960,000 cubic feet, and the cost at 22 cents would have 
been $201,200. Its actual completed cost will apparently be 
well within $195,000, and therefore below the lowest limit 
that we had thought possible. 

The building was let in May, 1904, and is to be completed 
in fourteen months, or August 1, 1905. The work has pro- 
gressed smoothly and will probably be completed on time. 

Item 386. 'The new grammar building on the Dearborn lot 
takes the old name and will be known as the Dearborn School. 
The building was let in four contracts, and the cost to date 
may be compared with the original contract prices as follows :

This is a twenty-one room building, but is so planned as 
to make an addition of twelve rooms possible. The building 
was let in May, 1904, and is to be completed the first of 
July, 1905. Very bad conditions were encountered in the 
foundations, but it is hoped that the work will be completed 
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on time. The building is rated at an accommodation of 
1,050; at the outside limit, this would allow 945,000 cubic 
feet, which at 22 cents would give a cost of $207,900. The 
cube is in excess of this, 980,100, and the cost is in excess of 
21 cents. This is due to extremely expensive piled founda- 
tions, a very difficult lot on which to do the work, and the 
fact that the building is planned with its assembly hall and 
Space for a heating apparatus to take care of twelve more ~ 
rooms, and when these are all completed it is probable that 
the building will show the cost per pupil as low as the regu- 
lar average, although at present it shows an excess of $3.24 
per pupil over the high limit.

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The building is rated at 700 pupils and 14 rooms, which 
at the high limit of 45,000 would give a cube of 630,000, 
and a cost at 22 cents of $138,600. ‘The cube was slightly 
less than this amount, but the cost per cubic foot slightly in 
excess, so that the price per pupil is $10.05 above the high 
limit. This was due almost entirely to the very large area 
of the lot, all of which had to be filled, graded, partly paved 
and partly planted, and the amount of brick work necessary 
in connection with the walls on party lines. 

The building was let in February, 1904, and was to have 
been completed on December 2, 1904. The time was 
extended for good reason to January 1, 1905, and the build- 
ing was completed on January 2, 1905. 

Item 88. The primary school in the Lyman District, 
which has been named the James Otis School. The Board, 
for what appeared to them sufficient reasons, closed their 
arrangement with Mr. John Lyman Faxon and appointed 
Messrs. Winslow & Bigelow architects of this school. Owing 
to the time lost in the preparation of the previous plans 
and the urgent necessity for the completion of the school, 
the building was let in a single contract, and under a short 
term and forfeit, on October 7, 1904, to be completed in 
eleven months. This seemed as short a time as was reason- 
able for a building on such poor ground. Both the shortness 
of the forfeiture contract and the expense of the piling and 
deep foundations forced up the price of this building. The 
original contract price and the cost to date may be compared 
as follows:

‘It has a rated accommodation of 600 children in 12 rooms, 
and at the outside limit for a primary it would have shown a 
eube of 420,000 cubic feet. The cube was within this, how- 
ever, 411,645, but the cost per cubic foot was largely in excess, 
about 26 cents, so that the cost per pupil is $24.52, above the 
high limit for a primary. ‘The cost was due to expensive 
piled foundations. The work is considerably hampered by 
the severe winter, but we expect it to be completed on time. 

Item 23. Roxbury. Hugh O’Brien District. East of the 
present George-street School-house. Primary school-house. 

This building has been named the Samuel W. Mason 
School. It was let in four contracts, and the original con- 
tract prices may be compared with the cost to date as fol- 
lows:

The architect is Mr. John A. Fox. The building is rated 
at 14 rooms and 700 pupils. This would give, at the high 
limit, 35,000, a cube of 490,000 cubic feet, and at 22 centsa 
cost of $107,800. The actual cube is 438,223, rather below 
the limit, but the cost per cubic foot is the largest of any 
building that has been let by this Board. The figures were 
examined very carefully in detail, and the Board were 
unable to find any unusual extravagances in the plans or 
specifications. 

By permission of the Mayor, the Board had the plans and 
specifications redrawn to make the building second-class con- 
struction above the basement; and invited the four lowest 
bidders to submit estimates for the building thus constructed. 
The four bids submitted were as follows:

Using the lowest estimates, the total cost of building, all 
trades, first-class, was $121,229, and the total cost of build 
ing, all trades, second-class, $114,549, a saving of only 5.42%. 

Under these circumstances the Board decided not to make 
the change to second-class construction, but by certain changes 
in the yard and in the exterior the cost has been reduced about 
$2,303. The excessive cost appears to be due to the fact that 
the lot is a very large one, over 50,000 square feet, ample 
for the accommodation of two such buildings. The grading of 
the whole lot and the fencing and planting of the whole lot is 
included in this contract. The site is expensive in the matter 
of foundations, requiring piling and clean filling, to replace 
the salt marsh and mud excavation. 

The building was let June 22, 1904, and is to be com- 
pleted August 1, 1905. Good progress has been made, and 
there seems to be every reason to believe that the building 
will be finished on time. 
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Item 27. Uenry L. Pierce District. In the vicinity of 
Bailey street. Primary school-house. 

This building has been named the John Greenleaf Whit- 
tier School. It is a 10-room primary building and was let 
in four contracts, the price of which may be compared with 


the cost to date as follows:

At 85,000 cubic feet per room, the cube should have been 
under 850,000, and at 22 cents the cost should have been 
under $77,000; the actual cube was 325,051, and the cost as 
given above. Both in cost and cubic contents this building 
is therefore within the limit. 

The building was let July 27, 1904, and is to be finished 
April 27, 1905. -It has been somewhat delayed by the ex- 
treme severity of the weather, but it is hoped that it will be 
completed nearly on time. 

Item 19. Mechanic Arts High School-house to be en- 
larged. 

At the time of the last report it was expected that this 
building would have been advertised in the spring of 1904. | 
The Board finding that the funds at their command would 
be insufficient to take care of this item, and also the four 
remaining primary items, decided that their first duty was to 
complete the primary items. ‘This work was necessarily 
postponed, but the plans and specifications are completed, 
awaiting only a further appropriation for the work to be 
begun. 

Item 20. Normal School. In the vicinity of Dudley- 
street transfer station. 

Item 21. Girls’ Latin School. In the vicinity of the 
Normal School. 

Item 22. New District. In the vicinity of the Normal 
School. Grammar and primary school-house. 

After the action of the School Committee, referred to in 
the last annual report, whereby they reversed the decision 
placing the Normal and Girls’ Latin Schools in the Martin 
District, they once more voted, on April 12, 1904, to designate 
the Martin District, and the Board, having received a more 
favorable offer than that on the land spoken of in the last

report, on the 26th of May, 1904, requested the Board of 
Street Commissioners to take land on the Tremont entrance 
to the Fenway, Worthington street and a Board of Survey 
street. This land contains 111,000 square feet, and its total 
cost was $165,580.54. On May 18, 1904, the Board 
appointed Messrs. Peabody & Stearns, Messrs. Maginnis, 
Walsh & Sullivan, and Messrs. Coolidge & Carlson architects 
of the buildings; these three firms to work in collaboration, 
the Board paying the usual commission on the cost of the 
buildings and allowing them toarrange the division of the work. 

The plans are now in preparation and four buildings are 
contemplated, the Normal School, an independent building 
for the model school, the Girls’ Latin School, and a common 
building, containing the gymnasia of the Normal and Latin, 
and the various lunch, locker and bath-rooms for both schools. 

To meet the expense of these buildings, together with other 
items, the Board have asked for an act allowing the City 
of Boston to borrow within the debt limit. The buildings 
are urgently needed. ‘The Normal has for years been in 
wholly inadequate and unsuitable quarters, and the city is at a 
disadvantage in attempting to train its teachers under these. 
circumstances. The Girls’ Latin is occupying extremely 
expensive quarters, with a lease that is liable to be ter- 
minated at any moment. 

Item 11. Charlestown. New high school. Present lot 
to be enlarged. 

In the first annual report, page 10, the Board reported 
the purchase of the land, July 19, 1902, for the extension 
of the Charlestown High School. Messrs. Stickney & Austin 
were appointed architects July 22, 1904, and the preliminary 
plans for the building are practically complete. This, with 
the Mechanic Arts High School and the Normal and Girls’ 
Latin group, are awaiting a new appropriation. 

These complete the list of the buildings reported upon last 
year. The following have been undertaken during the pres- 
ent year: 

Item 12. South Boston. Lincoln District. Tuckerman 
site, corner L and Fourth streets. New primary school- 
house. 

A new primary on the Tuckerman lot, in South Boston, to 
replace the old building to be torn down. ‘The School Com- 
mittee asked for a ten-réom building. The Board, on April 
21, 1902, requested the Street Commissioners to take land 
adjoining the present site, comprising three lots, containing 
in all 9,929 square feet, the cost of which was $24,675. 
This taking was one of the first experiences of the Board in 
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real estate transactions, and may be compared with recent 
figures of land taken in the same vicinity for the Oliver 
Hazard Perry School. See Items 13 and 14. 

Mr. Charles K. Cummings was appointed architect August 
2, 1904, and the building was let in four contracts, as 
follows: General contract, William Crane, $61,467; heat- 
ing, A. A. Sanborn, $8,485; plumbing, M. J. Kelly, $4,178 ; 
electric work, James Wilkinson & Company, $2,990.90 —a 
total of $77,065.90. The limits on this building are the 
same as on the John Greenleaf Whittier, Item 27, already 
referred to. The limit of $77,000 has been slightly 
exceeded. Both heating and electric figures have been run- 
ning from ten to fifteen per cent. higher than six months 
ago. There seems to be no general rise in the market to 
account for this, but the contracts which the city has made 
in the past two years for this work have been extremely low. 

The building was let on December 8, 1904, and is to be 
completed August 25, 1905. It will be noted that it took 
nearly four months to prepare the plans and specifications on 
this building, and that this is rather better than the average. 

Item 28. Dorchester. Harvard-street District. Primary 
School-house. 

A study of the conditions on the spot, eighteen months 
ago, had pointed to the desirability of abandoning the prop- 
erty owned by the city on Glenway street, and building the 
new primary in the neighborhood of Harvard street. Land 
was therefore advertised for on July 30, 1904. At the hear- 
ing, after the bids were opened, a very strong opposition 
developed to any lot in the neighborhood of Harvard street ; 
that is, any lot that was at the southern end of the district, 
and the Board, after careful investigation of all the condi- 
tions, and after consultation with the superintendent and 
the master of the Christopher Gibson School, decided to 
retain the old lot and build there. 

The School Committee called for a ten-room building. 
James E. McLaughlin was appointed architect August 2, 
1903, and instructions were given him on September 15. 
The same limits apply to this building as to the Tuckerman 
and the Whittier, namely, 850,000 cubic feet, and a cost of 
$77,000. | 

The ‘building is to be let in four contracts. These have 
not, as yet, been awarded, but it is probable that the 
building will be slightly in excess of $77,000, largely due to 
the excess in heating and electric work. 

ltem 17. Phillips Brooks District. A six-room addition 
to present Howard-avenue School-house. 
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With the advice of the Superintendent and the School 
Committee, the Board proposed a separate building in place 
of an addition to the present second-class building which is 
on the lot. The School Committee asked for an accommo- 
dation of eight rooms. The development of the plans showed, 
however, that a three-room plan three stories high would 
best fit the lot, and the building therefore has an accommoda- 
tion of nine rooms. 

Mr. W. H. McGinty was appointed architect August 2, 
1904. The outside limit would be 315,000 cubic feet, and at 
922, cents would give a cost of $69,300. The building should 
really figure less than this, as there is comparatively little to 
be done on the grounds already occupied as school yards. 
The building is not yet ready to advertise. 

Ttem 24. Roxbury. Lewis District. In the vicinity of 
Perrin street. Primary school-house. 

This has been for two years one of the most urgently 
needed of the primaries, but when the Normal School was 
designated for this district it was expected that the Model 
School would meet this need. Owing to the constant changes 
of the School Committee as to the location of the Normal, 
this item was delayed. When the Normal School was finally 
located in the Martin District and the Street Commissioners 
requested to take the land therefor, which was on May 26, 
1904, the Board proceeded at once to find land for this 
item. Land was advertised for on June 3, 1904, and on 
the 22d of July, 1904, the Street Commissioners were re- 
quested to take land on Perrin street, containing 34,498 
square feet. The cost of this land was $26,431.05. 

The School Committee, with the advice of the Superintend- 
ent, stated that the building should be not less than eighteen 
rooms. One of the two parcels of land which the Board had 
under final consideration would accommodate a six-room plan 
and the other an eight-room plan. It was the latter land 
that was eventually bought, and the Board decided to build 
three stories, thus giving 24-room accommodation. Messrs. 
Schweinfurth & Craig were appointed architects August 11, 
1904, and the limit of cost set at $158,400. Owing to the 
urgent need, this building is to be let in a single contract, 
with forfeiture and bonus, but the preparation of plans and 
specifications has already occupied over six months, and the 
building is not yet ready to advertise. 

With the exceptions previously stated, this completes the 
report on all the items contained in the original list of 42 
items. 
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(3.) SANITATION INSTALLED. 


The Board have continued the work of replacing defective 
and especially unhealthy systems of sanitation with new 
plumbing, and comparatively every building in the city which 
can be ranked as a permanent structure has now been 
equipped with proper modern sanitary apphances. ‘There 
remain a few examples of such systems as flush vaults, 
which, though not up to modern standards, are yet not a 
menace to health. These still remain to be taken care of. 

No fundamental changes have been made in the types of 
fixtures recommended by the Board. These are shown in 
the illustrations at the end. 

In the following schools new sanitation has been installed : 


BrengAMINn Pore Scuoort. Eight-room primary building, Gas- 
ton District. Old long-hopper closets and urinal in basement 
removed, all sinks, janitor’s and teachers’ water-closets and wash- 
bowls, all drainage supplies and vent throughout building 
removed. New installation, consisting of 19 short-hopper 
closets, and 195 feet of slate urinal in boys’ and girls’ toilets in 
basement, 1 galvanized-iron sink for janitor, 4 slate sinks, 1 
water-closet for janitor, 1 teachers’ water-closet and lavatory 
bowl, 4 catch-basins, 5 conductors, 3 sill-cocks, new wastes, 
drains, vents, and supplies. Electric fan system of local ventila- 
tion installed. In connection with repairs on heating system, 1 
new ventilator was placed on roof. The indirect stacks in toilet- 
rooms were bricked up and altered, and new vents from 4 class- 
rooms were also put in place and connected with vent on roof. 
Cost, $6,301.70. Finished August 26, 1904. 


BrEwsTER ScHooL. Four-room primary building, Roger Wol- 
cott District. Old cremating system and cesspool drainage re- 
moved, and new system installed in basement and connected to 
sewer, consisting of 1 set of 15 and 1 set of 8 porcelain-lined 
latrines, 15 feet of slate urinal and 2 slate sinks; the conductors 
were also repaired, and yard drainage connected to separate surface 
drainage system. Under this contract the drainage from the 
Brewster Annex building was connected to sewer in street. Fan 
system of local ventilation installed. Cost, $3,507.74. Finished 
in September, 1904. 


CHARLES SumNER Scuoot. Eleven-room grammar building. 
All old sinks, wastes, vents and supplies connected with same 
removed; 4 new slate sinks and 1 large soapstone sink for cook- 
ing-room, 1 teachers’ water-closet and 1 lavatory bowl were 
installed and connected with new wastes, vents and supplies. 

Cost, $800. Finished in September, 1904. 


Error Scuoot. Fourteen-room grammar building. All old 
sinks, wastes, vents and supplies connecting same removed. The 
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new installation consisted of 7 new slate sinks, 1 teachers’ water- 
closet and 1 lavatory bowl. New waste vents and supplies were 
connected with new fixtures and carried to basement. A new 
fan system of local ventilation for sanitary fixtures in basement 
was installed. Cost, $1,281.49. Finished in July, 1904. 


Girts’ High Scuoor. The old sanitation and supply system, 
except 5 sinks and 1 bowl, removed, and new wastes, drain, vents 
and supplies were installed. A new fire system was also put in. 
New wastes, vents and supplies were run to fixtures. The 
following is a list of new fixtures: 32 short-hopper closets for 
pupils in basement, 1 janitor’s and 1 teachers’ closets in base- 
ment, 1 master’s closet on first floor, 1 teachers’ closet on second 
floor, 2 emergency and 1 teachers’ closet on third floor, 2 
emergency closets on fourth fioor, 2 galvanized-iron sinks for 
janitor’s use, 2 Alberene sinks and 1 bath-tub for janitor, 8 
bowls for pupils, supplied with hot and cold water, hot water 
tank and heater put into boiler-room, 10 bowls for pupils, 3 
bowls for teachers, a new lead-lined drainage system from 
chemical laboratory sinks was installed, 10 outlets to fire service, 
with 10 racks, each having 60 feet of fire hose, 3 floor washes, 
8 new manholes, 6 new catch-basins. The new sanitaries had 
new fireproof floors finished in terrazzo; 4 new fire doors were 
put in sub-basement and 11 openings were bricked up. New 
rooms for teachers’ toilets on second, third and fourth floors 
were built and a skylight and shaft was extended from roof to 
them. Cost, $13,685.33. Finished in September, 1904. 


Harvard Hix Scuoor. Seven-room primary building, 
Harvard District. Old short-hopper closets and all old plumbing 
removed. New system installed on ground floor, consisting of 
3 sets of 5 porcelain-lined latrines, 21 feet slate urinal, 4 slate 
sinks, 1 teachers’ water-closet, 1 lavatory bowl, 1 janitor’s water- 
closet, 1 janitor’s galvanized-iron sink and 3 sill-cocks. New yara 


drainage, 1 catch-basin, 5 new conductors. Fan system of venti- 
lation installed. Cost, $5,408.41. Finished August 31, 1904. 


Hawes Hatt anp Srmonps Scnoors. Hawes Hall School, 
eight-room primary building, Simonds School, three-room primary 
building, both in Bigelow District. Old vault in yard and all the 
old plumbing in both buildings removed. ‘The new system was 
installed in a new building erected in yard and connected to 
basement of Hawes Hall School. New installation consisted of 
1 set of 2, 1 set of 5, 1 set of 8, and 1 set of 11 porcelain-lined 
latrines, 284 feet of slate urinal, 6 slate sinks, 1 galvanized iron 
sink for janitor, 1 teachers’ closet and bowl, 1 janitor’s closet, 7 
eatch-basins and new yard drainage, 4 conductors, 3 sill-cocks. 
In the Simonds School there were placed 3 enamelled iron sinks, 1 
teachers’ water-closet and 1 lavatory bowl. Fan system of local ven- 
tilation installed. Cost, $12,253.42. Finished in October, 1904. 


Lirxcotn Scuoor. Fourteen-room grammar building. Old 
yault in out-building and all old plumbing in main building 
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removed; new system installed in basement of main building, 
consisting of 15 short-hopper closets, 69 feet of slate urinal, 4 
slate sinks, 2 teachers’ water-closets, 2 lavatory bowls, 1 janitor’s 
galvanized-iron sink, 4 catch-basins, 4 conductors, 3 sill-cocks 
and a complete new system of yard drainage. Fan system of 
local ventilation installed. Cost, $8,201.19. Finished in Sep- 
tember, 1904. 


Mary Hemenway Scoot. LEleven-room grammar building. 
Old tanks over water-closets and water supplies were removed. 
New installation consisted of 20 feet slate urinal, 32 new tanks 
for water-closets, new water supply from street carried to and 
connected to the various fixtures throughout the building; new 
fire service main carried from street and connected with old line. 
Fire service extended to third floor; 100 feet of hose and racks 
were added. The system of local ventilation of water-closets 
was cleaned and put in order. Cost, $1,800. Finished in Sep- 
tember, 1904. 


Mr. VERNON-STREET ScHooL. ‘Three-room primary building, 
Robert G. Shaw District. Old cremating system in basement, 
together with all old plumbing, removed. New installation con- 
sisted of 1 set of 5 and 1 set of 6 porcelain-lined latrines, 164 
feet of slate urinal, 5 slate sinks, 1 gaivanized-iron sink for 
janitor, 1 teachers’ water-closet and lavatory bowl, 2 sill-cocks, 
and repairing 5 conductors. Fan system of local ventilation 
installed. Cost, $6,154.63. Finished in September, 1904. 


PrumMer Scuooxt. Thirteen-room primary building, Adams 
District. Old cremating system in basement removed, new in- 
stallation, consisting of 30 short-hopper closets, 284 feet of slate 
urinal, 2 teachers’ closets, 2 lavatory bowls, 1 closet, special 
type for kindergarten, 1 janitor’s closet, 1 galvanized-iron sink 
for janitor, 1 slate sink, 2 catch-basins and 3 sill-cocks. The 
old sinks were reset and connected to new wastes, vents and sup- 
plies. All the conductors were repaired, provided with new traps 
and connected with new drains. In connection with sanitation 
electric lights were placed in toilets. Fan system of local venti- 
lation installed. Cost, $6,406.13. Finished in September. 


Witt1am Wirt Warren Scuoor. LEight-room primary build- 
ing, Washington Allston District. Old flush vault system In 
basement removed. New system installed in ‘basement, consist- 
ing of 18 short-hopper closets, 27 feet slate urinal, 4 slate sinks, 
1 galvanized-iron sink for janitor, 1 teachers’ closet and lavatory 
bowl and 1 janitor’s water-closet. Fan system of local ventila- 
tion connected with chimney stack was installed. Cost, $3,126.72. 
Finished August 31, 1904. 


WINCHELL ScHoon. Twelve-room primary building, Wells 
District. Old water supplies removed from entire building. A 
new 2-inch main was carried from street and connected with vari- 
ous fixtures. Cost, $691. Finished September, 1904. 
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Under the head of sanitation, the heating and ventilating 
systems in the following schools were throughly over-hauled, 
altered and repaired, and put in good working order, the 
cost of the same being given as follows:

(4.) Frre PROTECTION. 


Through the courtesy of the Fire Commissioner, the Board 
were enabled to consult with the chiefs in regard to the type 
of fire escapes to be erected and the uses for which they were 
intended. It appears from this conference that the object of 
the fire chiefs is to have on the older school buildings, 
which are not fireproof and not protected like the modern 
buildings, some ready means of getting to the upper stories 
on the outside of the building, and that these should be in 
the shape of staircases that can at’need be used by the children. 
' These staircases would not be looked upon as the ordinary 
means of exit in case of an alarm of fire, as long as one of 
the regular staircases was free, but would be rather a last 
resort in case of emergency, when it would be hoped that the 
exit by the fire escapes would be governed and controlled by 
the firemen. Under these circumstances the type which the 
Board have been erecting seems to be the one which best. meets 
the needs of the case. 

Following the outlines of the report last year, the Board 
have made a careful inspection and report on the condition of 
the basements in every permanent building in the city, and 
propose to take these up as rapidly as funds permit, and 
protect as far as possible all existing heating apparatus which 
is not at present contained in fireproof rooms. 

Fire escapes have been erected on the following buildings: 

Emerson School, Poplar street, Grant School, Hawes Hall 
School, Simonds School, Roxbury High School. 

In addition to these, new exits have been made in the 
following schools, thus making egress by means of the fire 
escapes already existing a much easier matter: 

Somerset-street School, Emerson School, Tyler-street 
School, Eliot School, Grant School. 
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II. 


REPAIRS. 


Under the appropriation of 25 cents per thousand for re- 
pairs, $370,000 was available for 1904. During the winter, 
however, the School Committee applied to the Legislature 
for an act putting the whole expense of this department on 
its own funds. If this had gone into operation a year later 
it would have enabled the Board to make their plans accord- 
ingly. As it was, the work on repairs had already been laid 
out and much of it already contracted for, and this unexpected 
charge coming against the funds for repairs seriously ham- 
pered the work of the Board during the last three months of 
the year. 

The Board have continued the policy of completing as far 
as possible major repairs, continuing the work of cleaning 
and painting within and of repairing old floors and laying 
new floors, and replacing the paper blackboards with slate. 
This latter policy was decided upon in view of the great ex- 
pense of the yearly repairs of the various paper blackboards, 
the Board believing that it would be economy in the long 
run gradually to replace these with slate. 

The summer work was, as usual, laid out in the spring, so 
that it might be carried through promptly during the long 
vacation. ‘The loss of time and the cost of petty repairs is 
still a source of difficulty to the Board with the present 
system. ‘The most trivial repair must be asked for by a 
requisition, approved by one of the Commissioners, ordered by 
the inspector, approved by the inspector and approved by 
the master before it is paid for. When the repair required 
is but a pane of glass this is a cumbersome amount of red 
tape. The Board have under consideration a method by 
which they hope to be able to handle these small repairs 
without the necessity of so much machinery. They hope 
also to be able to carry out the policy outlined in the last 
report of depending more and more on the janitors for these 
petty repairs. 

The use of the schools for evening purposes, educational 
centres and vacation schools is a very serious problem to 
those who have charge of the repairs. The day schools, 
under a long-established system, are well disciplined and 
under perfect control. The evening schools are not on this 
same basis, and more damage is done by the various outside 
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\ 
users of the school in the short time of their occupancy than 
is done by the regular school during the whole of the school 
terms. Much of this is probably unavoidable, and the city is 
undoubtedly prepared to pay for the added charges of 
education that are thus offered to citizens ; but it ought to be 
possible to arrange that nothing more than the ordinary wear 
and tear should be the resultant of this use. . 

In Appendix III. can be found a statement showing how 
the repairs are distributed in the various schools.

POLICY OF THE BOARD. 


The Board have continued the policy outlined in their 
report of last year, and consequently are not departing from 
the standards giving accommodation that is suitable in primary 
and in grammar schools. 

Briefly, these are that a primary school shall contain, in addi- 
tion to class-rooms and wardrobes, nothing except a teachers’ 
room and toilets for use in case of emergency above the 
basement. That the basement shall contain nothing but the 
toilet-rooms, play-rodms and the heating apparatus; that 
a grammar school shall contain, in addition to the above, a 
room for the master, and in case of a large grammar school, 
which has both men and women teachers, accommodation 
for the men as well as for the women, a cooking-room, manual 
training room, and an assembly hall. Bearing in mind_ that 
the first duty of the city is to the children of school age, 
the Board have used the funds at their disposal to complete 
the grammar and primary schools contained in the list of 
42 items. 

All the plans prepared for the Board have conformed 
strictly to these requirements, with the result that the 
accommodation and cost have been kept at a comparatively 
uniform rate. The agreement with the architects as given 
below has been slightly modified, largely with a view to 
employing language less purely legal in its form and to cover 
the case of partial services, a matter not fully considered in 
the previous form. ‘The Board wish to acknowledge their 
indebtedness to the Boston Society of Architects, which 
appointed a special committee to redraft this agreement. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston as the Architect for erecting a building is 
to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

Srction 1.— The Board. —(a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof; 

(6.) Is to employ domestic engineers to confer with the 
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Architect during the preparation of preliminary studies, and 
when these are accepted by the Board to advise the Architect in 
the details of their work, and make the necessary working draw- 
ings and specifications for, and have the direction of, the heating, 
ventilating, and electric work for the building, said work being 
hereinafter designated as the domestic engineering ; 

(c.) Isto give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots ; 

(d.) Is to make all borings necessary to determine the quality 
of the foundations, and on request of the Architect or of any 
person doing work on the building, furnish him full information 
relating to the above, the sewer, water, gas and electric service, 
and to the rights, restrictions, and boundaries of the lot on which 
the building is to be constructed. 

Srct. 2. The Architect.—(a.) Is to consult and advise with 
the Board and make such preliminary studies as will acquaint the 
Board with the contemplated arrangement, design, construction 
and cubical contents of the building, and enable them to agree 
with the Architect upon a definite limit of cost therefor, and to 
accept said preliminary studies as the basis of working drawings 
and specifications ; | 

(0.) Is to make, upon the basis of said preliminary studies, one 
complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, floor 
and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth scale, and 
such detail drawings on a larger scale as are necessary to explain 
the specifications ; 

(c.) Is to furnish, revise and correct for the printer one complete 
set of specifications for everything to be furnished or done in 
constructing the building, except the domestic engineering ; 

(d.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blue prints therefrom, the 
_ said set of working drawings ; 

(e.) Is to re-study and if necessary re-draw without charge, any 
or all of said drawings and specifications, if, owing to an un- 
warranted departure from the approved preliminary studies or to 
a needlessly extravagant or elaborate interpretation of them in 
said drawings and specifications, the lowest bid for doing the work 
in accordance therewith over-runs the limit of cost agreed upon 
by the Architect and the Board ; 

(f.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the Board, 
to remain their property, two sets of blue prints mounted on cloth 
taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspective draw- 
ing of the exterior of the building suitable for reproduction, 
and at the conclusion of the work, a complete set of working 
drawings on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to 
or a copy therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and 
embody all changes made during construction ; 

(g.) Is to make application for a building permit to the Build- 
ing Department on a form signed by the Chairman of the Board, 
and deliver to the Building Department two sets of such blue 
prints from the said set of working drawings as may be required 
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by the Building Department (the Board furnishing specifications 
to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineering 
and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of th2 building and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such other 
work ; 

(7.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all esti- 
mates and allowances for payments under any contract in which 
he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates for the 
domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certificates of 
said Engineers as to their accuracy ; 

(j.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the building 
contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes when 
required by the Board so to do; 

(k.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, and 
to be in accordance with established methods of building con- 
struction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, use all 
proper knowledge, skill, and care therein, and be accountable for 
any failure so to do. 

Secr. 3.—The City, as full compensation for the services 
aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 24 per cent. upon the cost of 
the domestic engineering, and 5 per cent. upon the cost of all 
other work, payments to be made as follows: 24 per cent. upon 
all contracts other than those for domestic engineering is to be 
paid on the signing of such contracts, and thereafter 24 per cent. 
upon the value of the materials and labor, as specified in each 
estimate for payment under the contract, is to be paid on the 
making of the estimate, until the full payment aforesaid is made, 
and if any thereof remains unpaid at the completion of the work 
it is then to be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, 
the value of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned 
one-fifth of the estimated total commission; when working draw- 
ings and specifications are ready for contract, the value of his 
services to date shall be reckoned as three-fifths of said com- 
mission. If the Board discontinue the services of the Architect 
at any intermediate stage the value of his services shall be 
reckoned proportionately. 

Srecr. 4. When for any reason other than those stated in 
Sect. 2, paragraph (é.) above, the Board shall set aside the whole 
or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings, and specifications 
while retaining him to prepare corresponding new studies, draw- 
ings, and specifications for the same school building, the City 
shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside a sum not ex- 
ceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, and the new 
work shall be paid for on a commission basis as stated in Sect. 3, 
above. 

Srcr. 5. —In the above agreement the term ‘‘ building ”’ is 
used to define not only the structure itself, but all work in con- 
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nection with it committed to the Architect by the order of the 
Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting, and sculptural decoration. 


The Board have continued its policy of employing engineers 
to do all of their heating and electric work; special notes 
on some of the systems already installed and being operated 
are contained in the criticisms of existing buildings in Sec- 
tion II.

GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 


Last year the Board referred to the first report for certain 
information, and supplemented it by other information as to 
the character of buildings and general planning. In this 
report it is proposed to gather together the more important 
of these deductions. 

The construction of all buildings has been determined 
upon as first class, the additional cost over the cost of 
second-class buildings being comparatively small, and the 
buildings being free from shrinkage and the movements 
necessarily accompanying a building with floors and par- 
titions framed of wood. To take advantage of the law 
about staircases, we are obliged to make our buildings first 
class throughout, including the roof. In many cases the 
Board would be content to frame the roof of wood, protect- 
ing it on the under side with non-combustible material, if it 
were not for the clause relating to staircases, which provides 
that, in buildings not of first class construction, one stair- 
case shall be enclosed in brick walls and shut in with fire- 
proof doors. Such enclosure the Board consider undesirable, 
and to avoid this make the roof fireproof, and the building 
first-class, thereby taking advantage of the law which exempts 
buildings of the first class from these restrictions. 

In the planning of the buildings, the Board have found 
that the previous rules laid down in the first two reports 
have been fairly accurate. 

These are, first, that an economical floor plan should never 
exceed an area of double the area of the class-rooms on one 
floor. (For example, a primary building having five rooms, 
24x30, on a floor, should have an area of not over 7,200 
square feet.) 

The second rule was that a primary building should not con- 
tain more than 30,000 cubic feet per class-room, if its class- . 
rooms are in excess, say of fourteen rooms; and it should not 
exceed 35,000 cubic feet per class-room, if it has a smaller 
number of rooms, on both sizes the cost to be estimated at about 
22 cents. (Forexample, with these figures, the cost of a ten- 
room primary would be $77,000, and the cost of a twenty-room 
primary would be $132,000.) A grammar school should 
not exceed 40,000 cubic feet per class-room, if it is a build- 
ing of over eighteen rooms, and a building of less rooms 
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should not exceed 45,000 cubic feet per class-room, the cost 
again being put at 22 cents per cubic foot. The cost: thus 
arrived at must include all trades, the building ready for 
furniture and the grounds entirely finished. It does not 
include commissions nor furniture. 

Third, that the exterior should be of the simplest descrip- 
tion, of common brick, with such use of stone as is necessary 
for heads, sills, cornices, etc., it being understood that with 
the smaller buildings the utmost economy must be observed 
to keep them within the limits, and that with a very large 
building slightly more freedom is allowable. 

Fourth, that the grounds about the buildings shall be 
entirely completed and included in the contract, and that they 
shall show brick-paved playgrounds for boys and girls, not 
necessarily separated; brick-paved walks, a_brick-paved, 
cement-set road for coal, and all the rest of the space laid 
out either for a permanent planted space or else for experi- 
mental gardens for the children. The area devoted to these 
purposes will of course vary slightly with the position and 
character of the building and the amount of space that the 
Board are able to buy for such purposes. 

Some figures based on the recently erected schools, the 
Jefferson, the Ellis Mendell, the Farragut, the William E. 
Russell and the Marshall, show an average of 24.5 square 
feet per pupil devoted to the grounds. This we believe to 
be about as much as we may reasonably expect to set aside 
_for the purpose. In the Jefferson, where these spaces are 
divided in a reasonable way, the area of the building is 18,000 
square feet, the playground 14,500, and the walks and 
planted spaces 11,353 square feet, the total area of the lot 
being a little over 38,000 square feet. This building is 
rated at 950 pupils. 

These rules and figures enable one to test at the outset a 
plan that is submitted to the Board. It allows the Board 
also to see just where the failure occurred which made this 
or that building cost more than it should have cost. This is 
pointed out in the first part of the report in the criticism of 
the earlier buildings. 

In addition to the above the following general information 
is appended, which covers primary and grammar schools: 


GENERAL INFORMATION FOR ‘“ FIRST—CLASS ” 
CONSTRUCTION. 
SCHOOL—ROOMS. (1.) Size will be 24 by 30 Primary and 


26 by 32 Grammar and not less than 13 feet in 
clear. Modification allowable only after consul- 
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tation with the Board. Every room shall be 
numbered on the plans to designate it. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left hand lighting; the glass shall contain not 
less than 4 of floor area, about 160 square feet 
for a room 24 feet wide; neither double run of 
sash nor double glazing will be required, but a 
dust-proof weather strip; the head syuare and 
close to the ceiling, the sill about 2 feet 6 inches 
from floor; the windows divided with muntins, 
no large sheets of glass. Finish with plastered 
jamb, no architrave, metal corner bead. . 

(3.) Doors. —One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
bronzed steel butts, lock, brass knobs, marble 
thresholds to fireproof corridors. Doors to 
have brass numbers and cardholders. 

(4.) &loors will be Georgia pine rift, or 
maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards or of tack boards, and above this 
plaster, tinted in water color; the blackboards 
4-feet high, 2 feet 2 inches (in Kindergarten), 
2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 6 inches from floor 
in Primary, and 2 feet 6 inches to 2 feet 8 
inches in Grammar. Behind the teacher and on 
one long side in Primary, and behind the teacher 
on long side and end in Grammar and High. 
These will be of best black slate, 4 inch thick. 
In Primaries a rack or tack board for holding 
cards is desired above the blackboard. A_ pic- 
ture moulding at top of burlap and also near 
ceiling in both Primaries and Grammars. (See 
drawings.) 

(6.) Ceiling will be level, plaster, no paint 
nor tint. 

(7.) Lights. —Six groups of four lamps 
each and light for teacher’s desk, electric; no 
gas. 
(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for venti- 
lation about 5 square feet for gravity system and 
3 square feet for fan. 

(9.) Bookcase. — Provide.a bookcase in any 
convenient position, capable of containing 300 
octavo volumes; doors and drawers fitted with 
locks. (See drawing. ) 

(10.) Map Supports. — Provide one map 
support for each class-room in Grammar schools,

preferably behind the teacher’s desk or opposite 
the windows, fixed close to the ceiling. 

(11.) Teacher's Closet.— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable from 
the wardrobe. 

(1.) Size. — Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms, and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet 6 
inches wide. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors. — Outside 
light; two partly glazed doors, both connecting 
with school-room and not to corridor, and having 
no thresholds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, brass double acting butts, foot and 
hand plates, hooks or adjustable stops, to hold 
open, ventilation under door. 

(4.) #loors as in school-room. 

(5.) Walls. — Painted burlap up to hook rail ; 
pole on iron brackets with hooks under and pins 
over, 56 in number, or a double pole with hooks. 
Shoe and umbrella rack below. (See drawing.) 
Walls above, plaster tinted. Height of lower 
pole, Kindergarten, 30 inches from floor ; Primary, 
36 inches to 40 inches; Grammar, 44 inches, 48 
inches and 52 inches; distance between poles, 8 
inches. 

(6.) Ceiling. — Plaster. No tint. 

(7.) Light.—One lamp. Ceiling outlets, 
electric. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — Heating 
direct; ventilation direct, 1% square feet area 
cross section. 

(1.) Size.— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet for 
over four rooms, governed by length, access to 
stairs, etc. 

(2.) Windows. — Outside light essential. 

(3.) Doors.—Outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard school lock, door-check, 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors open 
out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hook to hold 
open, door-checks, no locks. 

(4.) Floors. — Tile, terrazzo, or granolithic. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings. — Painted 
burlap, 7 feet high, untinted walls and ceilings. 
Finish burlap with painted line or a dado cap. 

(7.) Light. — Ceiling lights, two lamps each, 
electric, also gas for emergency in corridors, on 
stairs and in vestibules. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation. — Heat direct. 
Ventilation, none. 
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(9.) Sinks and Closets.—On each floor 
above the first, one or two four-foot sinks and 
emergency closets; one for boys and one for 
girls. Floor washes in all corridors, preferably 
under the sinks. 

(1.) Number and Arrangement. — Deter- 
mined by building laws, but fireproof construc- 
tion in all cases. 

(2.)  Material.— The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithic surface. Rails of a simple 
pattern, easily cleaned; wall rails not necessary. 

(3.) Steps. — About 64 or 7 inches by 10. 
Rail not less than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 3 
feet on landings. 

(1.) Size.— General toilet-rooms in basement, 
in size approximating space for three water- 
closets for each school-room, two girls’, one boys’, 
and 36 inches of urinal for every school-room, 
arranged for convenient supervision and circula- 
tion. Slate sinks, the length about 12 inches, 
for each school-room, located preferably in the 
play-rooms. In large schools the number of 
closets may be considerably reduced, especially 
on boys’ side. The above refers to mixed 
schools. 

(2.) Windows. — Ample outside light. 

(3.) Doors. — The doors arranged ‘‘in ” and 
‘¢ out,” with spring or door-check and stout brass 
hooks to hold open; glazed; half-doors to water- 
closets, except where ordered omitted. 

(4.) Floors. — Asphalt; boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor-wash. 

(5.) Walls. — Salt-glazed brick, or other 
non-porous, inexpensive surface, 7 feet high, 
above, brick-painted. 

(6.) Ceiling. —Untinted plaster. No base- 
ment ceiling need be furred level. 

(7.) Light. — Ceiling lights in groups of 
three lamps. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation. — Heat direct. 
Ventilation through ‘fixtures back of urinals, 
and)18 square inches local vent to each water- 
closet. 

(1.) In each grammar school a room of about 
240 square feet for the master, with a water- 
closet and bowl and book-closet adjoining. This 
room should be near the centre of the building, 
7.e., on the second floor in a three-story building. 
In all schools a room or rooms for teachers, 
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averaging about 300 square feet for ten teachers, 
with one water-closet and bowl for each ten. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are teach- 
ers, a separate small room with toilet accommo- 
dations for men. 

(1.) A general book-room should be pro- 
vided in all schools, the size dependent on the 
grade or size of school, to be fitted with cup- 
boards and shelves. 

(1.) All free basement space to be arranged 
as play-rooms for boys and girls. Salt-glazed 
brick, 7 feet high, and painted or whitewashed 
brick or stone walls above. Asphalt floors, 
plaster ceilings. 

(1.) Water-closets. —The basement water- 
closets for primary and grammar schools are 
syphon or washout, vitreous earthenware, or 
enamelled iron latrines, or short-hopper closets ; 
elsewhere a heavy wash-down closet. 

(2.) Slate Partitions. — Supported at ends 
with iron pipe from floor to ceiling, or, where 
ceilings are over 10 feet high, tied together and 
to the wall, to which doors are hung. | (See 
drawing. ) 

(3.) Urinals. — The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab and trough and back, without parti- 
tions, flushed automatically, through -inch per- 
forated pipe, with hot and cold water; vented at 
bottom into space behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks, of black slate, self-closing cocks, 
set 15 inches on centres, cups and cup-hooks. 

(5.) Floor-washes in sanitaries, as already 
mentioned, and in corridors above the basement 
under the sinks. (See detail.) 

(6.) Piping.—(a.) Cast iron, must be in 
trenches in basement, running trap with direct 
indirect fresh-air inlets, clean-outs at every 
change of direction. Soils and vents exposed as 
far as possible, no asphaltum, but oil-tested red 
lead and three coats paint. 

(b.) Supplies. — Exposed as far as possible ; 
where covered may be lead, elsewhere brass, no 
nickel plate. Hot water for janitor’s use in 
basement, for urinal, cooking-room, and, if con- 
venient, for master’s and teachers’ toilets. Sup- 
ply from boiler and from summer boiler, if any, or 
from a gas heater, or from cooking-room range. 

(9.) Fire Lines. —In second-class build- 
ings, and in first-class buildings over 3 stories 
high, one or more lines of 3-inch pipe. 
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SPECIAL ROOMS. 


(1.) Assembly halls should accommodate the 
whole number of pupils in smaller grammar build- 
ings, but it is not customary in the larger schools 
to seat over 600 or 700. The platform should be 
capable of accommodating one, or, in the large 
schools, two classes, and should have removable 
stepped platforms of wood to take the benches. 
Galleries may be used where the hall is 2 stories 
in height. Ante-rooms near the platform are 
desirable, and a connection from adjoining class- 
rooms to the ante-rooms or directly to the plat- 
form. <A dignified architectural treatment of the 
walls and a studied color scheme is expected. 
The hall floor will generally be level. The light- 
ing and acoustics should be such as belong to a 
small lecture hall. 

(1.) Size. — Room should be approximately 
of dimensions and arrangements shown by draw- 
ings, for number of benches there given. 

(2.) Light. — The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two adjacent 
sides. Artificial light should be provided in six 
groups of four lamps, as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Heat. — Heat and ventilation the same 
as in class-rooms. ? 

(4.) Stock-room.— Stock-room should con- 
tain at least 80 square feet, preferably long and 
narrow. ‘Two 18-inch shelves should run around 
the room, 5 feet 6 inches and 6 feet from the 
floor. 

(5.) Wardrobe.— Wall space for 30 hooks. 

(6.) Teachers’ Closet. — Teachers’ closet 
should be large enough to be used also for 
storage of finished work, and should be fitted 
with all shelving possible as well as with the 
customary coat-hooks. An area of 40 square 
feet is adequate. 

(7.) Bookcases. — Like those in class-rooms. 

(8.) Blackboards. — Blackboard space of 
about 30 running feet, 4 feet high. 

(9.) Work-rack.— About 28 feet long, 6 
feet 6 inches high and 2 feet deep. 

(10.) Wash-bowl. — A 3-foot sink is a con- 
venience, but not a necessity. 

(11.) WSHinish of Room. — A basement room 
should be finished as a shop, simple sheathed 
or whitewashed walls; if above the basement, as 
a class-room. The floor of wood. 
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(12.) Furniture.— (Not to be included in the 
contract.) The furniture comprises twenty-six 
to thirty benches and stools, four display frames, 
about 6 feet long and 80 inches wide, demon- 
stration steps and guard rail, teacher’s desk, 
table 4 feet by 24 feet with unfinished top, one 
desk chair and two common chairs. (For all of 
these see drawings. ) 

(1.) Size.—Should have an area of class- 
room size or more, if available. 

(2.) Light. — As much light as a class-room, 


. but not necessarily left hand; if located in a 


corner, light from two sides. Artificial light as 
in a class-room. 

(3.) Heat.— Less heat is required than in 
a class-room, but the ventilation should be the 
same, with additional vent from the demonstra- 
tion ranges. 

(4.) Wardrobes. — Provision for 24 pupils, 
clothes hooks in separate lighted closet, and small 
teacher’s closet. 

(5.) Interior Finish. — Above basement, 
similar to school-rooms, blackboards 4 by 10 feet 
back of teacher’s desk. Walls and ceilings 
painted in oils. A basement room may have 
painted brick walls. The floor of wood. 

(6.) Tile. —The floor space occupied by the 
ranges and the wall space back of them (include 
sides if in recess), to a height of 6 feet, 6-inch 
uneglazed red tile. (For all this see draw- 
ings.) 

(7.) Hittings.— (a.) Work benches, accom- 
modating 28 pupils, fitted with compartment for 
utensils, breadboard, etc. ; a Bunsen burner with 
a hinged iron grill over it set on aluminum plates 
at each station; benches arranged in the form of 
an ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre. from 
two sides; top of pine 26 inches wide; open 


- underneath and supported on pipe standards. 


One section detached and fitted as a demonstra- 
tion bench; a clear space of four feet all around. 
Dining table (furnished under another contract) 
is to be set in centre. 

(6.) Dresser. —'Ten feet long, in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or hinged, 
doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 2 cup- 
boards on lower part. 

(c.) Fuel Box. —In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, with 
hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
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(d.) Bookcase. — Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(e.) Sink.—5 feet long; 2 cold and 2 hot 
water cocks; drip shelves 24 inches long at each 
end of sink. Sinks should be near ranges. 

(f.) Hot-water Boiler. — (See instructions 
in plumbing. ) 

(g.) Coal and Gas Ranges. — A six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided and set on a hearth previously mentioned. 

(h.) Refrigerator. — Will be a part of the 
furniture. (Furnished under another’ contract. ) 

Kindergarten. — Placed on first floor, prefer- 
ably a corner room with a south or southeast 
exposure, and of a size to take a circle 16 feet in 
diameter with 4 feet outside; and an adjoining 
room with an area of about 200 square feet, con- 
nected. If acorner class-room is used, light from 
two sides ; the smaller room should be well lighted. 
The other general arrangements and fittings of 
rooms should be similar to the class-room, except 
that a tackboard covered with burlap at top of 
blackboard should be provided. ‘Two ordinary 
bookeases or one large one should be provided in 
class-room. A store closet with 12-inch shelves 
should be provided for kindergarten supplies, and 
a closet sufficiently large for the clothing of three 
teachers should be provided; the wardrobe should 
be similar to those of class-rooms, with accommo- 
dation for sixty hooks. It would be convenient, 
but not essential, to provide a water-closet and 
a slate sink adjoining kindergarten. On the floor 
of main kindergarten regulation circles and lines 
for kindergarten games should be painted in 
parti-colors. (See standard plan.) 


HEATING, VENTILATION, ELECTRIC SYSTEMS. 


(1.) Heat-ducts for School-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot area cross 
section for each nine occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room to be within 
10 feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) Bottom of opening to be about eight 
feet above floor. 

(€.) Opening to be same area as duct. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(g.) The opening will be finished inside like 
adjoining wall. 
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(2.)  Vent-ducts for WSchool-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot area cross. 
section for each ten occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room at inside cor- 
ner of room, and where possible on same wall as 
heat-duct. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) The opening will be full size of vent- 
duct. 

(e.) The floor will be carried into the bottom 
of duct and baseboard carried in around. The in- 
side of duct to be finished to match adjoining wall. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(1.) Heat-ducts for School-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot area cross 
section for each fourteen occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room to be within 10 
feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) Bottom of opening to be about 8 feet 
above floor. 

(e.) Opening to be one-third larger than area 
of duct. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(g-) The opening will be finished inside like 
the adjoining wall. 

(1.) Vent-ducts for School-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot cross section 
for each 16 occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner rooms at inside of 
room, and where possible on same walls as heat- 
duct. 

(c.) Location in rooms with one outside wall, 
on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) The opening will be full size of vent- 
duct. 

(é.) The floor will be carried into the bottom 
of duct and baseboard carried in around. The 
inside of duct will be finished to match adjoining 
wall. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(1.) Each doorway into toilet-rooms is to have 
an opening either through lower panels with 
register face or underneath the door, equal in net 
area to the size of vent-duct from room. 

(2.) Size of vent-duct from toilets to be 
equal to 12 inches each closet, and each 16 inches 
of urinal space. 
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(1.) Each room to have a vent-duct 13 feet 
area cross section, with top and bottom registers. 

(2.) The doorway into rooms at end farthest 
from vent-duct is to have free opening from 
school-rooms provided as for toilet-rooms, so 
that air can pass from school-room through ward- 
robe and out vent-duct. 

(1.) Service. — (a.) This should enter base- 
ment underground at location to be determined 
by reference to Edison mains and building ar- 
rangements. 

(o.) Main switch, cut-outs and metre should 
be located as close to service as possible and 
placed in a cabinet. 

(2.) Conduits.—(a.) All wires to be run 
in an iron conduit concealed, except conduits for 
mains in basement. 

(6.) Tapcircuit conduits to be run in a space 
of 2 inches below floor beams and above wire 
lathing wherever concrete construction is used. 
With terra-cotta construction conduits to be laid 
on top of blocking in cinder filling. 

(3.) Wire Slot. —(a.) Neareach end of a 
large building, or near the centre of a small one, 
either an open shaft at least 24 inches by 30 
inches, or a slot in wall 4 inches deep and 18 
inches wide, should be provided from a point 
4 feet below basement ceiling toa point above 
ceiling of top floor. 

(4.) Cabinets. — All cabinets to be furnished 
by wiring contractor, but finished by the general 
contractor. 

(5.) Cutting. — All cutting and patching 
to be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets. — (a.) Class-rooms to be pro- 
vided with 6 four-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches, and one light for teacher. 

(6.) Wardrobes to have 1 two-light ceiling 
outlet, controlled by switch in class-room. 

(o, ) Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. 

(d.) Height of side outlets in rooms to be 
6 feet, and in corridors 6 feet 4 inches. Switch 
outlets to be 4 feet. 

(e.) Switches in corridors, play-rooms, and 
pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated by private 
key. 

(7.) Siaxtures. — Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 
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(8.) Gas.—Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, and boiler- 
room; all except vestibule to be wall outlets. 
Gas-piping to be included in the Engineer’s 
work. 

(9.) Stereopticon. — All grammar halls and 
high schools to be provided with an electric 
stereopticon. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells. —(a.) All schools 
to be provided with a system of clocks, operated 
by a master clock. 

(6.) All primary schools to be provided with 
a system of signal bells, operated by a push-button. 

(c.) In all grammar and high schools the 
bell system to be operated automatically by 
master clock, according to prearranged pro- 
oramme. 

(11.)  Telephones.—In all schools, each class- 
room, hall, teachers’ room, and boiler-room, to be 
connected to master’s oftice, or to room occupied . 
by the first assistant, by a telephone system. 

(12.) Ausiliary Fire-alarm.—At one or 
more points in each floor there are to be located 
push-buttons connected with an auxiliary fire- 
alarm box, which is a part of the city fire-alarm 
system. 


Nore. — Drawings showing special fittings for both plumbing 
and interior fittings will be found in Appendices VIII. and IX. 


The Board are now studying the high school requirements 
for the Charlestown High and the Girls’ Latin, and, while 
not expecting to be able to determine as definitely as in the 
case of primary and grammar schools, believe that they will 
be able to fix a standard of size and cost based on the 
number of pupils to be accommodated. As with the 
grammar schools, the small buildings, requiring halls, manual 
training rooms and cooking-rooms of capacity almost if not 
quite equivalent to the larger buildings, cost more in propor- 
tion than the large grammars, so, with high schools, the cost 
per pupil would be considerably higher in a building for 300 
than in one for 1,000. Each high school must have an outfit, 
such as laboratories, etc., which are not materially increased 
even for a considerably larger number of pupils. The result 
of the Board’s study with the architects of the Normal group 
and of the Charlestown High will be given another year.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


As already stated in the first portion of this report, the 
completion of the items there noted will exhaust the appro- 
priation that was available under chapter 473 of the Acts of 
1901. A complete statement of the expenditures in connec- 
tion with the schools will be found in the report of the 
Auditor, and a brief statement of expenditures from the 
appropriation for Land and Buildings for Schools and for 
Repairs in Appendices. 

To continue the work of the Board and complete the high 
school items on the lst and to provide each year the per- 
manent new school buildings that are essential for the welfare 
of the school children, we are asking the Legislature to 
authorize certain further loans within the debt limit. More 
especially we are asking for the means to complete the Me- 
chanic Arts High and make it capable of accommodating 
easily 1,200, and if crowded, as at present, 1,700 boys; to 
build the long-needed Normal School, with accommodation 
for 300 men and women; the model school to serve as a 
training school for the Normal, and to accommodate nearly 
1,000 children; the Girls’ Latin School, to accommodate 600, 
and the Charlestown High to accommodate 500. The land for 
these buildings is already purchased, and it is only the build- 
ings themselves for which money is needed. ‘The Board have 
asked for $1,000,000 in 1905 and $500,000 annually for the 
three succeeding years.

CONCLUSION. 


The work thus far completed by the Board has been criti- 
cised in detail in the earlier portion of this report. From 
this it will be seen that although many of the buildings first 
erected by this Board were, in their judgment, extravagant, 
they were not more extravagant than many buildings erected 
under the old regime, and the Board are fully aware of the 
causes of their cost, and are able to avoid these errors in the 
buildings now in hand. 

In the matter of prompt execution of work, although some 
few items have been carried through promptly, notably those 
which, like the Ticknor, were under a single contract and 
a heavy forfeiture, the Board have not as yet obtained the 
results which they hoped for in the prompt execution of 
‘drawings and complete erection and equipment of buildings 
within what seems to them a reasonable time. 

Nine buildings have been let during 1904, and of these 
only two are now complete; one is overdue, and _ the 
remainder are due at various times from the Ist of May 
to the 7th of September. We have not yet succeeded in 
getting our working drawings and specifications made in a 
short time, and possibly, considering what complete drawings 
and specifications are required, the Board have expected 
more than they have a right to. Four architects were 
appointed in the first two weeks of August, three of them 
having to make plans for ten-room primary buildings and one 
for a twenty-four-room primary building. Only one of these 
four buildings was let before the Ist of January. The Board 
still believe that a single contract with a reasonable time for 
completion, and a forfeiture and bonus clause which can be 
readily enforced, is the most advantageous contract for the 
city. 

The work of sanitation has been carried forward steadily, 
and the Board now believe that practically every system 
which is a danger to health has been replaced by a modern 
and efficient system. 

The question of protection against fire has been carefully 
studied, and the Board are prepared to equip the older build- 
ings with means of escape in case of fire, and proceed to 
make the basements safer from danger from fire. 

The Board in their dealings with the school authorities 
have confined themselves this year almost wholly to the 
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Superintendent of Schools, who has been most helpful and 
efficient in helping the Board in their work, and the Board 
feel that in dealing with an officer so thoroughly well 
equipped as the Superintendent that they are less liable to 
make a mistake than when dealing with an elective body, 
such as the present School Committee. 

From the Schoolhouse Custodian the Board have also 
received most valuable advice and efficient help, both in 
planning and arranging the buildings so they shall be con- 
venient for janitor’s service and in remedying defects in the 
older buildings. As intimated in the last report, they 
believe that a still closer relationship between the Board and 
the Schoolhouse Custodian would be an advantage to the 
City of Boston, as the janitors are responsible for the care 
of the buildings which the Board erect and repair. 

No change has been made in the draughting and engi- 
neering force. The number of men is hardly sufficient for 
the work that must be done during the summer, and we 
have been obliged frequently to work the force over time, but 
during the winter the force is sufficient to do the regular 
work. Besides making all the plans for the fire escapes, the 
new sanitation, the major alterations and repairs, cabinet work 
and work in connection with portables, they work with the 
architects employed on the new buildings, giving information, 
blue prints of standard fittings and assistance in connection 
with specifications. All this work has been done by one 
architect and three draughtsmen. 

The engineering division is constantly employed in giving 
orades, levels, making borings, giving information about sew- 
ers, gas and water mains and grades. ‘Thev see that all sewer 
and drain pipes are properly laid and a record of their loca- 
tion and grades kept. One hundred and fifty-two visits were 
made by two or more men to the different schools in 1904. 
Vifty-five borings were made in four lots; working drawings 
were made for the grading and finishing of various school 
yards. A photographic record is kept of the progress of work 
on the new buildings for the information of the Commission- 
ers and information obtained for the Board in connection with 
assessed valuations of land. ‘This division also takes care 
of any land or buildings which temporarily need an agent. 
Thirty-five houses or suites and one business block have been 
thus cared for. In addition to this, the architects and the 
engineers take off all areas and cubes of the new buildings, 
so that the Board may be assured that all are taken off on 
exactly the same basis and are not dependent on figures com- 
puted by the different architects. 
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A series of tests has been conducted and is still in oper- 
ation to determine the desirability of an attempt to moisten 
the air in the school buildings, with a view to enable us to 
maintain a low temperature, to prevent the accumulation of 
dust and to preserve in better condition everything that is of 
wood in connection with our buildings, a full report of which 
is contained in Appendix VII. 

In settling equitably the various disputes that have arisen 
between the men working for the city and the architects or 
this Board, the advice and assistance of the Corporation 
Counsel has been of great benefit. 

In conclusion, the Board wish to express to your Honor 
their deep appreciation of your constant support in their 
endeavor to carry out their work in the best interests of the 
City of Boston.

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APPENDIX I. 


NOTES ON NEW BUILDINGS. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL—HOUSE, LYMAN DISTRICT, EAST BOSTON. 


The position and general arrangement of this building were 
described in the last Annual Report, but no plan or perspective 
given, as we were obliged to appoint another architect and start 
afresh. The plan of the building and its arrangement on the lot 
having been determined by the Board before the appointment of 
Mr. Faxon, the same general plan was still followed, and no 
changes made, except details. Owing to the time lost, the Board 
endeavored to save time by letting the building in a single con- 
tract with a forfeiture and bonus clause. This contract was 
$107,213, which, as explained in the earlier portion of the report, 
is above the usual limit. 

The building is so placed as to give two sunny paved play- 
grounds and a small garden space, and to give the class-rooms 
sunny aspects. The contract for the building includes all the 
trades within the building and the grading, fencing, and planting 
of the lot. Owing to the nature of the soil, practically all the 
filling, both gravel and loam, has to be brought to the lot. The 
building is of brick and stone, fireproof throughout, with a flat 
roof. The basement contains the play-rooms, sanitaries and the 
heating apparatus. There are six rooms each on the first and 
second floors, which are of small grammar size, 24 by 32. 

With this accommodation the limit of area would be 9,216 
square feet, the limit of cube for 12 rooms at 35,000, 420,000 
cubic feet per room, and the cost at 22 cents per cubic foot 
would be $92,400. The area of the building on the first floor is 
8,772 square feet. The cubical contents are 411,645 cubic feet. 
It will be seen that these are all within the limit set by the Board, 
but the cost, which is $107,213, very largely over-runs the cost 
per cubic foot that is allowed, owing, as previously stated, to the 
character of the soil and the short term and forfeiture contract. 

The heating and ventilating and the electric work are practi- 
cally as described in the last report. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL—HOUSE, TUCKERMAN SITE. 


This school-house occupies the old Tuckerman site and addi- 
tional land to the north of it, thus occupying the whole of the tri- 
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angle, except the point, which is a public park. ‘The lot is long 
and narrow, and the building had to be very carefully designed to 
be adapted to the land and yet leave, even on the increased lot, 
sufficient space for the playgrounds. 

The building is of brick and stone and of first-class fireproof 
construction throughout. ‘The basement contains the sanitaries 
for boys and girls, a common play-room and the heating apparatus. 

There are five rooms each on the first and second floors. ‘The 
area of the building on the first floor is 6,653 square feet. Twice 
the area of the class-rooms is 7,200 square feet. ‘The plan is 
therefore economically arranged. ‘The cubical contents are 306,748 
cubie feet, the outside limit given being 350,000; it has therefore 
80,674 cubic feet per class-room, which is nearly the low limit. 
The total contracts are $77,065.90, consequently the cost per 
cubic foot is considerably above the 22 cents allowed, and the 
cost is just over the limit, $77,000. 

Heating and Ventilating. —System: The system for steam in 
this building will be low pressure, gravity return. The system 
for air will be gravity. The ventilation will be stimulated by 
means of aspirating coils placed in the vent-flues. 

Boilers: There will be two 14-section No. 54 Mills cast-iron 
sectional steam boilers, and also one 9-section No. 2 cast-iron 
sectional steam boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There will be a total of 5,427 square feet of heat- 
ing surface in the building. The greater part of this will consist 
of indirect pin radiators located in brick heating chambers in the 
basement. Direct radiation will be placed in the small rooms 
and corridors, throughout the building. 

Temperature Control: The temperature of the air in the 
school-rooms will be controlled by means of hand-mixing dampers 
operated by the teachers. 

Electric Work. — In this school all rooms are to have electric 
lights, there being a total of 206 outlets and 365 lights. 

There are 14 corridor and door bells, and also a complete 
system of telephones, with twelve stations and an electric clock 
system, having one master clock controlling eleven secondary 
clocks in the class-rooms and boiler-room. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL—HOUSE, GLENWAY LOT. 


This school-house is placed on a portion of a lot owned by the 
city, on the corner of Glenway street, Blue Hill avenue and 
McLellan street. This site was selected after land had been 
advertised for and three hearings held in regard to possible loca- 
tions in other parts of the district. It was found that land 
centrally located in the district was already improved, and would 
have been extremely expensive to purchase; that land near the 
further end of the district was strongly objected to by a very 
large number of responsible citizens, and their objections seemed 
to the Board to be well founded. It was therefore decided to 
build on the lot owned by the city, the only objection to which 
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was the fact that it was on the edge of the district and not near 
the centre. The location had the approval of the Superintendent 
and the master. 

The building was so placed as to occupy the highest part of the 
land, to give the class-rooms a sunny aspect and to avoid inter- 
fering with the two buildings now on the lot, both of which can 
remain for the present. The contract for this building includes 
the complete grading, paving, planting, etc., of the whole lot, 
not only the land around the new building, but the land about 
the existing old buildings. 

The building is of brick, with a very small amount of stone, 
part of the outside and the eaves being finished in cement. It 
has a pitched roof, covered with slate, and is of first-class fire- 
proof construction throughout. 

The basement contains the play-rooms, the sanitaries, and the 
heating apparatus, and covers more area than the first floor. One 
of the play-rooms is so arranged that it can be readily utilized as 
kindergarten space if required. There are five rooms each on 
the first and second floors. As to accommodation, this building 
is exactly the same as that last described, except for the increased 
basement space. The limit of price set by the Board would be 
the same also. The limit of area would be 7,200 square feet, 
and the limit of cost would be 10 class-rooms at 35,000 cubic 
feet per room, at 22 cents, or $77,000. The actual area of the 
pbuilding on the first floor is 6,705 square feet, but the area of the 
basement, which includes the play-room previously mentioned as 
being available for kindergarten purposes, is 7 ,965 square feet. 
The cubical contents are 324,180 cubic feet. 

The four contracts were not let February 1st, but the total 
will probably over-run the limit, $77,000, owing to the unusual 
expense of the large lot. 

Heating and Ventilating. —System: The system for steam in 
this building will be low pressure, gravity return. ‘The system for 
air will be gravity. The ventilation will be stimulated by means 
of aspirating coils placed in the vent-flues. 

Boilers: There will be two horizontal return tubular boilers of 
51 horse power each, 54 inches in diameter, and 15 feet 3 inches 
long, and one 9-section No. 2 cast-iron sectional steam boiler for 
summer use. 

Radiation: There will be a total of 5,253 square feet of heating 
surface in this building. The greater part of this will consist of 
indirect pin radiators, located in brick heating chambers in the 
basement. Direct radiators will be placed in the small rooms 
and corridors throughout the building. 

Temperature Control: The temperature of the air in the school- 
rooms will be controlled by means of hand-mixing dampers 
operated by the teachers. 

Electric Work. —In this school all the rooms are to have 
electric lights, there being a total of 198 outlets and 373 lights. 

There are nine corridor and door bells, and also a complete 
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system of telephones, with thirteen stations and an electric clock 
system, having one master clock controlling twelve secondary 
clocks in the class-rooms and boiler-room. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL—HOUSE, LEWIS DISTRICT. 


Two lots on Perrin street seemed to the Board the best of the 
various lots that were offered in response to the advertisement for 
land for this building. The land eventually selected by the Board 
was taken because it enabled them to build a plan giving 8 class- 
rooms on a floor, whereas on the other lot the largest plan that 
was possible was 6 rooms. We wished to build a building of at 
least 18, and preferably 20, rooms. With 8 rooms on a floor, we 
could build a 24-room building, which, considering the rapid 
growth in this neighborhood, seemed on the whole the wisest thing 
to do. With the advice and consent of the Superintendent this 
was therefore decided upon. 

The building is of brick and limestone, of three stories, and 
first-class fireproof construction throughout. It is a compact 
plan and modelled on the old Emerson School in East Boston, 
that is, practically two 4-room plans, placed back to back, having 
4 staircases, and doors for use in case of emergency in the wall 
dividing the two groups of rooms. Of the 4 staircases, one on 
each side goes to the basement, and one on each side serves for 
the entrance, thereby avoiding the complications which are apt 
to exist where entrance and staircases both up and down are in 
the same place. 

The basement contains the toilets for boys and girls, 4 in all, 
a large common play-room, and a smaller separate play-room for 
girls, and the heating apparatus. 

There are 8 rooms each on the first, second and third floors. 
There are 2 teachers’ rooms on the first floor and 2 on the third 
floor and 2 book-rooms in the space corresponding on the second. 
The building has an area of 10,945 square feet, the limit being 
11,420, thus showing a compact plan. Its cube is 708,607, 
the limit being 720,000. ‘Taking as a basis the low allowance of 
cube for a big building, 30,000 per room, and taking the low price 
per cubic feet, 22 cents, the building should cost not over 
$158,400. The building will be let in March. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: The system will be 
a combination of pump and receiver and gravity return system. 
During the hours when school is in session, the water of conden- 
sation will be returned to the boiler by means of the pump. At 
night, when fires are banked and the steam pressure has dropped, 
the water will be returned directly to the boilers by means of by- 
pass valves. Air will be furnished by a plenum fan, driven by a 
steam engine running on 25 pounds steam pressure. When 
this pressure is required, the building will be heated by steam 
at a maximum of 5 pounds pressure, taken through a reducing 
pressure valve. ‘The ventilation will be stimulated “by means of 
aspirating coils placed in the vent flues and heated by exhaust 
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steam from the engine and pump. The main ducts in this build- 
ing are of masonry construction below the basement floor, instead 
of galvanized iron. It is hoped that this will prove a better and 
more permanent construction. 

Boilers: There will be 2 horizontal return tubular boilers of 
96 horse-power each, 66 inches in diameter and 18 feet 4 inches 
long. In addition there will be a small cast-iron sectional boiler 
for summer use. 

Radiation: ‘There will be a total of 8,352 square feet of heat- 
ing surface, comprising indirect radiators in a main heating cham- 
ber, supplementary radiators placed at the base of the fresh air 
ducts to the school-rooms and direct radiators located in the 
small rooms and corridors. 

Engine: ‘There will be installed a 13-inch by 7-inch low pres- 
sure, vertical, centre-crank, belted engine. 

Fan: ‘There will be installed a 9-foot, ?-housing, steel plate, 
belted fan, with bottom horizontal discharge. The fan is to be 
run at 115 revolutions per minute and deliver 36,000 cubic feet 
of air per minute. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control will be 
installed in al) class-rooms. 

Electric Work. — In this school all the rooms are to have elec- 
tric lights, there being a total of 377 outlets, and 767 lights. 

There are 19 corridor and door bells and also a complete system 
of telephones with 29 stations, and an electric clock system having 
one master clock controlling 25 secondary clocks in the class- 
rooms and boiler-room. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL—HOUSE, HOWARD—AVENUE LOT. 


The addition to the Howard-avenue School called for in the 
list of 42 items was replaced by a new building on the Howard- 
avenue lot, which is a large lot with plenty of space at the back. 
It was not possible, however, to make a plan with 4 rooms on a 
floor and but 2 stories high to give the 8 rooms required, and 
the Board were obliged to build a 3 story plan with 3 rooms on a 
floor, thus giving 1 more room than the number called for by 
the order. | 

The limit of area for 3 rooms on a floor would be 4,320 square 
feet. As we are obliged to have 2 staircases, although there are 
' but three rooms on a floor, it was impossible even with the most 
careful planning to keep down to the limit, and the actual area is 
4,621. ‘The cube figured on the larger allowance, 35,000 cubic 
feet per room, is 315,000 cubic feet. The actual cube is 305,664. 
Taking the cube allowed at 22 cents the cost should not exceed 
$69,300. 

The building is of brick and terra-cotta, of first-class fireproof 
construction throughout. It contains in the basement the sani- 
taries for boys and girls, play-rooms and the heating apparatus, 
and on the first, second and third floors three rooms each. 
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Heating and Ventilating. — System: The system for steam in 
this building will be low pressure, gravity return. The system 
for air will be gravity. The ventilation will be stimulated by 
means of aspirating coils placed in the vent flues. 

Boilers. — There will be two 16 section No. 5 Mills cast-iron 
sectional steam boilers and one small cast-iron sectional boiler for 
summer use. 

Radiation. — There will be a total of 4,803 square feet of 
heating surface in this building. The greater part will consist of 
indirect pin radiators located in brick heating chambers in the 
basement. Direct radiators will be placed in the small rooms and 
corridors throughout the building. 

Temperature Control. —The temperature of air in the school- 
rooms will be controlled by means of hand-mixing dampers oper- 
ated by the teachers. 

Electric Work. — In this school all the rooms are to have 
electric lights, there being a total of 163 outlets and 313 lights. 
There are 12 corridor and door bells and also a complete system 
of telephones with 11 stations, and an electric clock system having 
one master clock controlling nine secondary clocks in the class- 
rooms and boiler-rooms.

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-APPENDIX. YI. 


REPORT ON SCHOOL FURNITURE. 


During the last school year now closing I was at work on the 
school furniture, not only with regard to the actual adjusting for 
the present classes, but also for the purpose of getting data on 
which to shape our future course in the matter. Some provision 
will have to be made for regulating a yearly adjustment for the 
changing classes. For this and for new installments of furniture we 
shall now have more fixed rules of measurement and adjustment 
than we have had, especially in regard to the proper use of the 
new back supports. ‘There are certain things to be attended to 
in regulating the distance from seat to chair to get the best aver- 
age fitting for the many grades and sizes of children that must be 
accommodated by adjusting only three sizes of desks and two 
chair sizes. 

This is not unexpected. The whole matter of adjustable 
school furniture has been approached de novo with regard for 
definite data of past experience, but without much heed to 
empirical rules. As a consequence this work has been largely 
experimental. 

I am inclined to consider the experiment very successful, and 
have only changes in detail to suggest. The teachers are pleased 
with the new apparatus as a rule. The rooms look well, the 
scholars sit better and have enough room to turn in their seats to 
face the blackboards and to get in and out of their seats. After 
they have had time to get used to the new type of back-rest they 
seem at least as comfortable, and I think more comfortable, than 
with the higher chair backs. Certainly the dest erect sitting 
position is a much better one with the new support. With older 
scholars the writing position is equally better, and the theory of 
support of the pelvis in this position has fully justified itself in 
practice. With children below grade VI., fitted with the larger 
furniture, and in grade I. and II. in the smaller seats, this support 
in writing is not always efficient. This is because we have the desks 
set at a constant distance, and in each size children of the smaller 
set come so far away from the desk that they necessarily slide or 
Swing away from the back-rest. This is accentuated by the 
contractor’s error in putting a number of desks at an inch plus 
distance instead of zero. 

Where the seats are set at zero distance the back row of seats 
at least (which have the horizontal adjustment) can be made to fit 
all the children. Where the seats are set wrong even this adjust- 
ment is of course insuflicient. 
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In a number of rooms the back row was systematically used to 
experiment with as to distances, and I think the data are now 
sufficient to work with. 

For the Jest arrangement we should have the distance (meas- 
ured horizontally from edge of desk to top of back) vary from 
104 to 134 inches, as follows: 


PiLtus AND MINUS. 


Grade I., 104 inches (one inch minus distance). In this grade 
a chair seat 1 inch shorter would be desirable also. ‘The seat is 
too deep, and zero is always more convenient than a minus 
distance for adjustment. Grade II., 104 inches. : 

Grade III. and IV., 11 inches, zero distance; Grade V., 1135 
inches. 

Grade VI., 124; Grade VII., 18, one inch plus with the small 
chair. 

Grades VIII. and IX., 134 zero distance. 

In actual practice I think it will be desirable, as the grades are 
not always fixed in advance, to keep large desks for all above 
Grade IV. with the present zero distance. Grade III. and below 
eall for the small desk, with a distance of 11 inches for Grade ILI. ; 
where the lowest grades are expected, the distance is to be not 
over 11; 104 is enough. If a smaller seat were made for I. and 
II. all could be set at zero. 


HEIGHT OF SEATS AND DESKS. 


As for the height of seats, this calls for no comment. It is 
simply a matter of care and adjustment. 

As to the height of desk, I do not see that we shall be able to 
improve on the School Furniture Company’s scale, with +} 
increase of desk height per inch of increase of seat height. This 
brings the desks a little higher than I care to see them, but they 
can hardly be scaled lower and give room for the knees. The 
desk depth of course can not be decreased. The height as at 
present adjusted for is probably our best solution of the matter. 


HEIGHT OF BACK—REST. 


As to the height of the back support: At the time the curve 
and breadth now used were determined on, the only rule I had 
formulated for adjustment was that the most prominent point in 
the profile of the backboard (about § up from the bottom) should 
come about opposite the fourth lumbar vertebra, ¢.e., at the 
height of the hip bone at the side. When desks were put in and 
adjusted by the contractor’s representatives, the backs were not 
adjusted by any rule at all. 

Accordingly, in a number of rooms I corrected the many mal- 
adjustments on this plan — that is, I adjusted them according to 
the physiological rule. This proved to be an enormous amount of 
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work, and with a view to devising a simpler method measurements 
were taken of the relation of height of back and desk throughout 
several rooms where I considered the adjustments all satisfactory. 
The range of variation proved considerable, but, throwing out 
exceptional cases, the mean of the measurements gave between 
4 and 14 inches, measured from the top of the back-rest, above 
the level of the near edge of the desk. 

For girls it is a little more than for boys, but the difference is 
slight except for the largest girls. The individual variation 
apparently runs independent of the other measurements, and I 
have been unable to make definite allowance for it. The trial 
was made of an adjustment that gave the back ? inch, 14 inches 
for large desk, above the desk edge. This was done after adjust- 
ing seat and desk for height, but without previous measurement 
for back adjustment. It proved satisfactory for nearly all chil- 
dren except the largest girls, and except occasional children with 
obviously unusual conformation. Here and there there are also 
individuals who need an adjustment not called for anatomically, 
but rendered desirable by some improper sitting attitude. 

On the whole, however, this arbitrary adjustment of height, ? 
for small and 14 for large, strikes very close. It is obvious that 
exact adjustment to the individual is impracticable owing to num- 
bers. We have a back-rest the shape of which accommodates 
itself nearly to the curve of the average normal back. The new 
adjustment for height also accommodates the average normal in 
regard to the height at which this curve shall support. Fortunately 
it is very easy to ‘‘ spot ’’ the exceptional cases. I have found 
that my first walk around the room showed me practically all the 
scholars that were afterwards found ill-fitted. If adjustment of 
height of seat and desk are right, the number to be corrected for 
height of back-rest is really small, not over one in eight as a rule. 

There are certain details that may be mentioned here, and for 
their better consideration I will speak of the schools separately. 

The first school fitted was the Marshall, which was fitted with 
all three sizes of desk. At the start the lid desks (16 by 23) 
were set on the floor plan of the 15 by 21 desk and had to be 
changed. As things stand we have 

(a@.) Desk, 12 by 18; total length from desk to desk, 27 

inches; distance desk to top of back, 114 to 114; 104 
would be enough; 104 is one inch minus distance. 

(6.) Desk, 15 by 21. Total, 31. Desk to back, 123. One 

inch minus distance. 

(c.) Desk, 16 by 23. Total, 32. Zero distance. Desk to 
back, 134. 

The seats here were set 1 to 14 inches to the left of the centre of 
the desk. This I consider unnecessary, apparently undesirable, 
but not worth changing. 

William E. Russell School. Fitted to 15 by 21 and 16 by 23 
desks, also set symmetrically to the left. The distances are 
correct. Results are satisfactory, except that here, as in the 
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Marshall, there is complaint of too little storage room in the 
desks for the higher grades. 

Farragut School. Here all the desks are 12 by 18, all set wrong 
(i.e., at one inch plus distance), and since scholars are all of lower 
(3d downward) grades the adjustments are insufficiently accurate. 
This shows clearly in the clumsy writing attitude. So much room 
is useless, and as no support is offered in the writing position the 
children hitch forward and in writing sit badly. Where zero 
distance, 114 from desk to back, as in the other schools, was 
used, we got on tolerably, even with children small enough to call 
for 104 measurement, but these desks are in fact distant 12? in- 
stead of 103. How this error crept in I do not know. It would 
be desirable to change these seats (without moving any desks) 
by hitching the seat forward 1? inches to a distance of 11 inches. 
In some of the rooms of this Farragut School the fifth row of 
seats from the front has been omitted. This gives a better 
arrangement if the extra seven seats can be spared. There 
is also complaint here (even in the Grade III.) of.lack of storage 
room. This complaint is confined to a few teachers. 

Paul Jones School. 12 by 18 and 15 by 21 desks, nearly all the 
former. Here again the chairs have been put in wrong. 
Throughout the building the seat distance is a plus of about one 
inch. This is bad throughout. Here it is particularly bad in 
one room, where Grade V. is seated in the larger desks and chairs 
with the extra inch of distance due to the error of seating. ‘This 
room should certainly be changed to give 12 inches or 124 instead 
of the present 14 inches. As to the others, the remarks on the 
Farragut hold good here also. 

This is the first building to be furnished with the dark finish. 
This in its present stage must be called a failure. A new color 
and finish has now been adopted which has proved satisfactory. 

Ellis Mendell School. All small desks, 12 by 18. All are 
set at greater distance than the scale provides for. All have 
the dark finish, which ‘‘ crocks”’ badly. Classes in only four of 
the rooms, none above Grade III. 

I would respectfully suggest that, after such of the changes 
above mentioned have been carried out as the Commissioners 
consider desirable, a practicable routine would be to issue some 
rules for setting up, as suggested on an accompanying sheet, 
and, with the desks and chairs in place, to have the janitors go 
over the adjustments each autumn. ‘The rules accompanying and 
the scale measure for adjusting backs could be given to each 
janitor. In this way the great majority of adjustments would be 
gotten right, and I could go over all the rooms and pick out and 
readjust those which, for reason of special shape or size or for the 
corrections of vicious attitudes, might need to have readjustments 
made. 
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RULES FOR SETTING UP FURNITURE. 


Large desks and chairs for Grades VI. and VII., and higher 
grades, to have the lid desk. 

For the 16 by 23 lid desk, the total distance from desk to desk 
to be 82 inches. From edge of desk to top of back-rest to be 
134 inches. This is zero distance. 

For the 15 by 21 desk, the total distance to be 31 inches. To 
be set at zero distance. Distance from edge of desk to top of 
back, 134 inches. 

If these desks are to be used for Grade V. or lower, with the 
large chair, they should be set one inch closer, 7.€., one inch 
minus distance. 

For the 12 by 18 desk and small chair, the total distance should 
be 27 inches. The distance in general to be 114 from desk to 
back, 7.e., zero distance, but for Grades I. and II. should be 
104, that is, one inch minus distance. 

These rules apply where no definite knowledge is obtainable as 
to the exact grades to be accommodated in the rooms. Where 
such knowledge is obtainable, the distances of the desks from one 
another are as stated in the rules, but the distance from desk top 
to chair back follows the scale as here appended :

This rule has now been followed’ in setting up a large number 
of rooms, and the results are very satisfactory. It proves in 
practice that the chair seats adjustable for distance (provided in 
each back row) are not ordinarily needed ; the routine adjustment 
for distance by rule is accurate enough. 


CoNCLUSION. 


There remain two things to be done to render this new system 
of seating satisfactory and adapted to a succession of different 
classes through the school-rooms. 

(a.) The provision of a third model for seat-backs. This is 
rendered necessary by the radical difference in size and shape of 
the hips and pelvis in certain girls before and after puberty, 
which makes it impossible to fit both classes with any one type of 
support. 

The plan under advisement is to have a certain proportion of 
back-rests made a trifle higher and with different curves, adapted 
to girls of fuller development, and to have them so constructed 
as to fit the same back-irons now in place on the seats. Where 
in the high schools, and to some extent in grammar grades, 
scholars are found for whom such back-rests are needed the 
special back-rest can be substituted for the ordinary one. It 
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will not be practicable to decide in advance as to which back-rest 
will be needed, for the larger one will be entirely unsuited to the 
less developed girls (to say nothing of the boys), who are in the 
majority, at least in the grammar grades. 

(6.) Some administrative arrangement by which yearly adjust- 
ment can be carried out as each room receives its new class. 
Readjustment through the year can be left to the teachers as 
occasion arises, but for the adjustment of thousands of seats 
each autumn, some systematic provision must be made. We 
have simplified the adjustment as far as possible, and made it a 
matter of rule, not guess. If the adjustment is not carried out, 
of course, much of the advantage of having adjustable furniture 
is lost. This is true, irrespective of the type of furniture in use. 
Adjustable furniture must be adjusted.

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APPENDIX VII. 


REPORT ON MOISTENING APPARATUS. 


FARRAGUT SCHOOL. 


This building is equipped with a fan system for heating and 
ventilating. The main air duct, after leaving the fan, branches 
right and left and runs to the opposite ends of the building. To 
make comparative tests a large shallow pan was placed in one 
branch. In this pan were submerged brass steam pipes, which, 
when steam was turned on, caused vapor in a cloud to rise from 
the surface of the water. ‘The air forced by the fan in passing 
over the water carried the vapor along into the rooms in this end 
of the building. The other end of the building was supplied with 
air in the usual way, that is, without additional moisture. Re- 
cording thermometers and hygrodeiks were placed in rooms at 
each end of the building, and records of temperature and humidity 
were kept continuously. ‘These records showed plainly the differ- 
ence in atmospheric conditions in the rooms, which in the rooms 
unmoistened is an unnatural and unhealthy condition. The natu- 
ral percentage of moisture in outside air in summer time is about 
65 to 70 per cent., and is a very comfortable atmospheric condi- 
tion. The records in the school show, without artificial moisture, 
15 to 30 per cent.; with artificial moisture, 30 to 50 per cent. 
The full 60 to 70 per cent. can be obtained artificially, though in 
cold weather, if the air is more moist than about 50 per cent., the 
windows may be seriously clouded with vapor. 

The experiments have not been conducted for a sufficiently 
long time to give reliable data as to the effect on the building, 
furniture, or teachers and pupils. It was, however, observed 
that, where in certain rooms 70 degrees was necessary for com- 
fort, with only 12 to 20 per cent. moisture, 67 to 68 degrees 
was sufliciently high a temperature when the percentage of moist- 
ure was up to 45 to 50 degrees. ‘This would seem to indicate a 
possible saving in fuel for heating. 


ANDREWS SCHOOL. 


At this school a different system was tried from that at the 
Farragut. The building is equipped with a fan system. <A 
series of perforated steam pipes was placed in front of the inlet 
to the fan. As the air was drawn across the pipes into the fan, 
it carried along with it the steam or vapor that came from the 
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pipes. A valve was placed on the supply. to the steam pipes. 
This valve was connected to a humidostat placed in one of the 
school-rooms. ‘The humidostat was affected by the moisture in 
the room, and caused the valve to open or close, as more or less 
moisture than 50 per cent. was required in the room. The 
results at first, owing to the perforated pipes being too small, 
were slight. Later the pipes were increased, and the instru- 
ments showed a percentage of from 40 to 60 per cent. of humid- 
ity. ‘The experiment has not been going on a sufficiently long 
time to determine whether the control valve is a success, or to 
determine the effect on the children and building. 

' It is, however, pretty clearly shown that sufficient moisture can 
be sent into the rooms with the air and in such a manner as to 
make the atmosphere in the school-rooms similar to the natural 
outside atmosphere in summer time. It remains to be proven 
whether the results obtained will be at too great a cost. 


BRIMMER SCHOOL. 


This building is equipped with an old system, gravity heating 
apparatus, that is, with indirect stacks of radiators and floor 
registers, supplemented by direct. In this building an apparatus 
was installed in one of the rooms of a character similar to one of 
the types used in cotton mills for humidifying. ‘The recording 
hygrodeik showed that in order to get any results in moistening 
the air, it was necessary to use very hot water. When water was 
used at a temperature of 60 to 70 degrees, the instruments 
showed no increase in humidity over the percentage showed in a 
similarly situated room in the same building. On account of the 
nature of the apparatus and the expense of installation, the 
experiment was not considered a success. 

One thing, however, was clearly demonstrated, namely, that 
the air was thoroughly washed and cleared of dust particles. On 
sweeping the room, the janitor reported that, whereas in other 
rooms, without the apparatus, when he swept there were large 
quantities of dust to be seen in the air, and later on the furni- 
ture, in this room, shortly after the room was swept, the atmos- 
phere was all clear, and it was hardly necessary to dust the 
furniture. On going to the water-tank, in the basement, the 
dust was found collected in large quantities on the surface of 
the water, showing plainly the effect of the apparatus on the air.

Section 21 of chapter 62 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give 
public notice, by advertisment or by posting notices in one or 
more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fee shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section 
it is customary for the Sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures to be tested and sealed. 

Section 22 of chapter 62 of the Revised Statutes also pro- 
vides that at any time after said notice the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 
and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said servicgthe com- 
pensation set forth in section 34, chapter 62, of the Revised 
Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use ; and 
having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this office or 
at their places of business, and in the former case no charge 
would be made for such services, proceeded thereafter, with 
their consent, to test and seal the same.

The increasing demand year by year for the inspection of 
milk and cream jars, as stated in my report of last year, is 
becoming a serious tax upon the resources of the office. 
This branch of the work has grown in the last five years 
from 111,206 jars to 853,978 jars for the present year; 28,580 
having been condemned as small. 

This class of work is done inside the office, for which, 
under section 43, chapter 62, of the Revised Statutes, no 
charge can be made. On the same basis as that charged for 
the same work done outside the office, the revenue from this 
source the present year would be $25,520. In doing this 
work we are badly handicapped for storage and working room. 
All the space we have for this purpose is one small room 20 
by 82 feet. The steady annual increase of this work makes 
imperative in the near future the question of more room to 
meet its requirements. We are often compelled to hold up 
new consignments of jars until we can clear up the work on 
hand, and thus gain the needed room for their reception.

GENTLEMEN, -— By your request I have made the annual 
examination of the books and accounting matters of the 
Treasurer of your Board for the year which ended with the 
thirty-first day of January, 1905, and have the honor to 
report to you as follows:

Sir, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1905, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 


DUTIES. 


The chief duties and powers of this department are defined 
in chapter 79 of the Revised Laws, which authorizes the 
payment of state and military aid and soldiers’ relief to 
qualified veterans of the War of the Rebellion and the Spanish 
War, and to eligible wives, widows, children, fathers and 
mothers of living and deceased veterans, and to army nurses ; 
also the burial of veterans and their dependents. Chapters 
950 and 251 of the Laws of 1902 extend state aid, soldiers’ 
relief and burial to army nurses of the War of the Rebellion 
who served not less than three months, and chapter 292 of 
the Acts of 1902 extends the benefits of the burial law to 
veterans of the Spanish War. ,

Each application is recorded on a special blank, and a com-. 
plete investigation is made of the condition of the applicant 
for the purpose of ascertaining the necessities of the case 
and the legal right to the aid applied for. If found to be 
needy and eligible under the laws, a recommendation is made 
for such an allowance as will relieve the unfortunate condi- 
tion of the applicant to the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, which meets the first or second Fri- 
day of each month to hear applcants and grant allowances 
of soldiers’ relief, over which it has sole power, and of exer- 
cising its concurrent power with the State Aid Commis- 
sioner in the granting of state and military aid. The mem- 
bers of the Soldiers’ Relief Committee for the year 1904 
were Aldermen William J. Hennessey (Chairman), John E. 
Baldwin, and James M. Curley, to whom not only the offi- 
cials of this department, but the needy and infirm bene- 
ficiaries, are indebted for sympathy and courtesy. 

Section 17, chapter 79, of the Revised Laws, requires this 
department to make frequent inquiries into the condition of 
beneficiaries in order that changes for better or worse may be 
noted. Our officials have given to that duty all the time 
that could be spared from their clerical work in the office, 
and have made during the year 317 visits, resulting, in many 
cases, in a saving to the city because of improved financial 
condition of the beneficiaries visited. 


STATE AID. 


This form of aid is authorized by sections 3 to 8, chapter 
79, Revised Laws, and under it much the largest amount 
received by veterans and their dependents is paid, the whole 
expenditure being reimbursed by the state on December 10 
of the year subsequent to such payment.

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MILITARY AID. 


. Aid under this form is authorized by sections 9 to 11, 

chapter 79, Revised Laws, and is intended for the relief of 
such Massachusetts soldiers of the Civil or Spanish wars as 
are not adequately provided for under the State Aid Law, 
and is divided into four classes, viz. : 

First Class. — Indigent persons having no pension or 
state aid, but having a legal settlement in the city or town 
aiding them. 

Second Class. — Indigent persons whose pension and state 
aid are inadequate for their relief, and who have a fete! 
settlement in the city or town aiding them. 

Third Class. — Indigent persons having no pension or 
state aid, or legal settlement, but who are actual residents of 
the town or city aiding them, and of the state, for the 
preceding three years. 

Fourth Class. — Indigent persons having no legal settle- 
ment, whose pension and state aid are inadequate for their 
support, and who are actual residents of thé town or city 
aiding them, and of the state, for the preceding three years. 

One-half of the amount paid to persons of the first or 
second class, and the whole amount paid to persons of third 
or fourth class, are reimbursed by the commonwealth. 

As the benefits of this law are extended to soldiers only, 
the number relieved is comparatively small, as is shown in 
the following table:

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SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


This form of relief is authorized by section 18, chapter 79, 
Revised Laws, and is given only to veterans of the War of 
the Rebellion and their dependents, the entire expense being 
borne by the city. In order to be eligible for relief under 
this law the soldier through whose services the claim is 
made must have a legal settlement in Boston. The follow- 
ing table of statistics shows the work done under this law 
during the past year:

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BURIALS. 


Under sections 20 and 21 of chapter 79, Revised Laws, 
and chapters 250 and 292, Acts of 1902, provision is made 
for the payment of $35 each for the burial of veterans of 
the War of the Rebellion and of the war with Spain, their 
dependents, and army nurses of the War of the Rebellion, 
in places not used for the burial of paupers. All disburse- 
ments under these laws are reimbursed by the Common- 
wealth. 

Col. Charles E. Hapgood, No. 60 Pemberton square, who 
has for many years been the burial agent for Boston, 
receiving his appointment from this department, is entrusted 
with the execution of this law.

The National and State Soldiers’ Homes offer such com- 
fortable quarters, generous board, and medical and surgical 
eare by skilled physicians and trained nurses as_ should 
induce a large number of our beneficiaries to abandon their 
cheerless habitations and seek admission thereto. ‘This 
department has done all in its power to encourage certain of 
our beneficiaries to enter such homes, not only for the bet- 
terment of their condition, but for the relief of the city from 
the expense of their support. During the past year we 
secured admission of four to the National Homes at Togus, 
Maine, and other places, and twenty-one to the Soldiers’ Home’ 
in Chelsea, Mass. We gratefully acknowledge the courtesy 
and co-operation of the Institutions Registration Department, 
whose ambulance has been pieeee at our service whenever 
required in this work. 

It is often found that aaptioae have no claim upon this 
city, but are eligible for relief from other cities and towns in 
the Commonwealth. In such cases, we do not consider our 
duty performed until we have done allin our power to secure 
from such other cities and towns the aid so much needed. 
By the free execution of pension vouchers for our benefi- 
ciaries, and in many other ways, we have endeavored to be 
helpful to the needy and worthy recipients of the state and 
municipal bounty. 

The following financial statement shows the net cost to 
the city for the maintenance of the department and for the 
support of its legally settled soldiers and their dependent 
ones :

Sir, — We have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work of this department for the year ending January 
= 81, 1905: 

Our office force consists of a secretary, chief clerk, stenog- 
rapher, and office boy. Mr. Roswell F. Phelps, who had 
rendered excellent service as statistical clerk since his ap- 
pointment on April 13, 1903, severed his connection with 
this department on December 21, 1904, having resigned, to 
our regret, to accept a better paid post under the Massachu- 
setts Bureau of Labor Statistics. This is the fourth instance 
in which an employee of this department has left to take a 
_ more remunerative place in the service of the United States 
or the State of Massachusetts. 


SPECIAL PuBLICATIONS, No. 10. 


No. 10 of our Special Publications, which was in press 
at our last report, has been issued under the title “ Receipts 
and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue, 1899-1908.” The 
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series of Special Publications relating to ordinary receipts 
and expenditures, viz., Nos. 1-4 and 7-10, afford a com- 
parative view, from various standpoints, for each of the 
twelve years 1892-93 to 1903-04, and furnish data for 
comparing the cost of maintenance by departments in 1902 
with the averaye cost for the previous decade, and of esti- 
mating the effect upon current expenditures of the increase 
of the tax limit in 1900. 

In 1903-04 the actual receipts of the city, z.e., the sum of 
ordinary and extraordinary receipts, amounted to $31,732,215, 
a decrease of 5.28 per cent. from the preceding year; while 
actual expenditures amounted to $33,478,755, including a 
similar increase of $1,977,794, or 6.3 per cent. In the 
decade 1893-1902 the actual available receipts of the city 
ranged between $22,286,552 in 1893 and $33,502,385 in 
1902, being on the average $27,513,052, or $5,989,333 less 
than their amount in 1903-04. 

In 1903-04 actual expenditures, amounting to $33,478,755, 
were $6,238,884 above the average for the preceding ten 
years, and $3,852,884 above the average for the five years 
1898-1902. 

Ordinary receipts in the year 1908-04 amounted to 
$24,601,129, against $23,574,428 in the previous year. In 
the decade 1893-1902 they ranged between $16,578,283 in 
1893 and $23,624,483 in 1901, being $19,947,678 on the 
average for the ten years, and $22,277,194 ‘for the five years 
— 1898-1902. 

Ordinary expenditures of the city ranged between $16,- 
836,636 in 1894 and $22,967,468 in 1901 — their average 
for the decade being $19,722,070, and $21,743,590 for the 
second half of that period, against $24,156,654 in 1903-04. 

Three of the principal objects of expenditure defrayed 
from ordinary receipts are shown in the following statement:

In the four years which have elapsed since the tax-limit 

was raised, viz., 1900-03, ordinary receipts aggregated 
$94,865,450, an increase of $16,431,043, or 21 per cent., 
over. similar receipts in the last four years in which the $9 
tax-limit obtained, while extraordinary receipts (loans, etc.) 
in the period 1900-03 amounted to $27,847,937, against 
$34,982,245 in the period 1896-99 —a decrease of $7,184,- 
308, or 20.4 per cent. 
_ Similarly ordinary expenditures increased from $78,813,- 
095 in the first period, to $91,517,058, or 16.1 per cent., in 
the second period of four years; and extraordinary expendi- 
tures decreased from $88,202,108 for the first period, to 
$32,656,850, or 1.64 per cent. for the second. 

The average, annual, ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools, and Street Department — taken 
together for the periods 1896-99 and 1900-08, respectively, 
are shown in the following statement:

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The city appears to be spending relatively less for debt 
and more for schools and streets out of current receipts than 
in the four years prior to 1900. 

This publication also contains two appendices. Appendix 
A sets forth with considerable particularity the facts regard- 
ing sales of city property, which amounted to $427,286 in 
the five years. Appendix B contains a series of tables show- 
ing the financial operations of Boston for 1900, 1901, 1902, 
and 1903, respectively, in accordance with certain forms of 
schedule recommended by the National Municipal League 
Committee on Uniform Municipal Accounting and Statistics, 
of which committee the secretary of this department is chair- 
man, as he has been since its organization in 1901. ‘These 
tables serve to illustrate the League’s “group system” of 
summarizing municipal accounts, and are of interest In view 
of the fact that the League’s schedules have been put to 
similar use in recent reports published by the Comptrollers 
of Chicago and Baltimore and the City Auditor of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and have been adopted as the basis of the 
system of securing uniform municipal accounts and finan- 
cial reports from all the cities, towns, and counties in Ohio, 
as provided by an Act of the Ohio Legislature in 1902.

The Monthly Bulletin, established in 1899, has been con- 
tinued during the past year. Each number bears the date 
of the last preceding month for which returns are available.

(A.) The seven regular summary tables for the year 
make up the first part of the Appendix.

According to the new method of electing Aldermen in the 
City of Boston, as provided by chapter 426, Acts of 1908, 
thirteen Aldermen were to be elected at large; each of the 
three political parties recognized by the election law could 
nominate eight candidates, and each elector could vote for 
thirteen candidates.

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The first table shows (1) the number of voters who went 
to the polls, ¢.e., the number of names checked; (2) the 
total number of votes which they were entitled, under the 
law, to cast for aldermanic candidates : (8) the total number 
of votes actually cast for aldermanic candidates, and (4) the 
per cent. of votes actually cast to the total voting power of 
those who went to the polls. This is a comparative table, 
giving the corresponding figures for each municipal election 
from 1890 to 1903, inclusive. 

The second table shows the possible and the actual vote in 
1903, by wards, for Mayor, Street Commissioner, Aldermen, 
Councilmen and School Committee, also on the question of 
licensing the sale of liquor.

A. Population, Valuation, Tax-rate, and Indebtedness of 
Massachusetts Cities, 1903. 


B. Clearings of Banks in Boston and United States, 1903, 
and Preceding Years. 


(A.) The four short tables and one full-page table that 
ehiefly make up this article are similar to those which have 
appeared in the Appendix each year since 1898. 

They show comprehensively the condition of each of the 
thirty-three cities of the State with regard to their financial 
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resources and: obligations, and the rank of Boston, as com- 
pared with the others. 

It may be noted that Boston’s tax-rate, viz., $14, 80, still 
remains lower than that of any other city in the list except 
Springfield, viz., $14.60, although it ranks highest in all other 
respects except as to “* Per Cent. of Net Debt to Valuation” 
and ‘Net Debt per Capita.” Under the latter head, Newton 
outranks all others with $124.58, or $35.50 in excess of 
Boston. Twenty-three of the cities show a higher per cent. 
of net debt to valuation than Boston, whose percentage is 
4.40. Twenty-five of the cities show an increase in the tax- 
rate over that of 1902, from $1.90 per $1,000, in the case of 
Brockton, down to 10 cents per $1,000 for Springfield, while 
only six cities snow a decrease, and two— Boston and Lynn — 
maintain the rate of 1902. 

(B.) Four tables in the second part of the Appendix 
show (1) the yearly bank clearings at the Boston Clearing 
House from 1856 (when this association was organized) to 
19038, inclusive; (2) the yearly clearings at the clearing- 
house in New York, in Boston, also the aggregate for the 
United States, from 1892 to 1908, inclusive, and the increase 
or decrease in the clearings from year to year; (8) the 
monthly clearings in Boston for each year, from 1890 to 
1905, inclusive, and (4) the increase or decrease in the 
monthly clearings for the same period. 

In this article will also be found a brief sketch of the 
consolidations, liquidations, etc. among the banks of Bos- 
ton, and of what has been eee in times of financial stress 
by issuing clearing-house certificates for the Senulerhey of 
balances between the banks.

Mayoralty Elections, 1897-1903. 
This article consists of a comprehensive study of Mayoralty 


elections in Boston from 1897 to 1903, inclusive, during’ 


which period there were four elections. As the voters of 
Boston show more interest in the election of Mayor than in 
any other electoral contest except that for President of the 
United States, the seven tables— one of which is a double- 
page broadside — give a fairly accurate idea of the character- 
istics of the electorate and what is ordinarily to be expected 
of it. 

The tables show in detail (1) the party majority, by 
wards, at each of the four elections, and the number of times 
each ward gave a Republican or Democratic majority; (2)

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the per cent. of interest, z.e., the per cent. of votes cast (by 
each party) to the whole number of voters registered 
and the changes from election to election; (3) the record of 
Democratic majorities, by wards, for each of the four elec- 
tions; (4) the record of Republican majorities, by wards, for 
the same period; (5) the vote, by wards, for the leading can- 
didates for Mayor; (6) the changes in the vote from year to 
year, by wards, and (7) the party majorities for Mayor, by 
precincts, in the four elections. In all these tables, except 
the second, only the candidates of the two leading parties 
are considered.

The City’s Dependents and Delinquents, 1903. 


The five tables in this article were compiled from unpub- 
lished data furnished by the Institutions Registration 
Department. They show the number and kind of persons 
toward whose support Boston contributed directly out of the 
public funds in 19038. | 

These persons are of two classes: (1) the supported and 
(2) the aided. Those who are fully supported are the 
Inmates of the Pauper Institutions, prisoners in the House of 
Correction and the Suffolk Jail, also the patients from 
Boston in such State institutions as the hospitals for con- 
Sumptives, epileptics and dipsomaniacs. | 

In 1903, as in former years, Boston paid for the support 
of more than one thousand inmates of State Insane Hospi- 
tals, but since January 1, 1904, in accordance with chapter 451, 
Acts of 1900, the expense of supporting such persons has 
been borne by the State. 

The tables show in detail: (1) the whole number of the 
sick, the poor and the criminals admitted, cared for and 
discharged in each month of 1903; (2) the corresponding 
figures for the sick alone; (3) the same for the poor alone ; 
(4) the same for the criminals alone; and (5) the distribu- 
tion of all the classes in the different institutions during the 
month of December, 1903, with the admissions, discharges 
and net changes. In December more persons received aid 
than in any other month of the year. The total number of 
cases where aid was given in 1903 was 136,023. The popu- 
lation of Boston on December 1, 1903, estimated at the rate 
of increase between 1890 and 1900, was 606,566, of which 
9,537, or 1.57 per cent., were supported or aided by the city 
at that time.

Interest in Elections, by Groups of Wards, 1896-1903. 


Three tables in the text and a two-page table in eight 
parts make up most of this article. The long table shows, 
by three groups of wards, arranged according to political 
complexion, the number of men and women respectively who 
registered, the number who voted and the per cent. of the 
registered who voted, in the eight municipal elections from 
1896 to 1903 inclusive. The short tables show: (1) the 
mean per cent. of interest at Presidential and city elections 
for the same period, by the three groups of wards, viz., 
Democratic, Doubtful, and Republican; (2) the per cent. of 
interest at city elections for the same period among the men 
and the women respectively, by the same three groups of 
wards, and (3) the number who registered, the number who 
voted and the per cent. of the registered who voted at the 
Presidential elections of 1896 and 1900, arranged in the 
same three political groups. 

Of the three groups of wards to be noted in all these 
tables, Group I. is predominantly Democratic, and consists of 
Wards 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 18, 14, 15,17, 18and eae 
total of 14. Group II. comprises three, viz., Wards 16, 22, 
and 25, and is designated as *“ Doubtful” because each of 
these wards voted Democratic twice and Republican twice in 
the past four mayoralty elections. Group III. is made up of 
Wards 1, 10,11, 12, 20, 21, 23 and 24, or a total of 8 wards 
predominantly Republican. 

Taken in connection with the detailed tables, the summaries 
show wide and irregular fluctuations of interest on the part 
of the voters in the various electoral contests alluded to. 
Such fluctuations appear to indicate much indifference or 
independence, or both, on the part of the electorate. 

Regarding the growth of the latter, it is noteworthy that

90,141, the number who voted at the Presidential election in ~ 


1896, has not been equalled in any subsequent election. In 
1900 the number who voted at the Presidential election was 
89,979, and the next highest vote, 88,803, was at the mayor- 
alty election of 1901. 

Meanwhile the number of registered voters increased from 
96,746 in 1896 to 111,817 in 1902, an increase of 15.58 
per cent.

Ward Divisions in Boston, Their Origin and Development. 


Nearly two pages of this article are given up to a brief 
history of those territorial subdivisions of Boston which, in 
1679, first came to be known as wards.. At that time they 
were both military wards and fire districts, and there were 
eight of them, two in each of the four quarters of the town, 
viz.: North, Conduit, Center, and South quarters. On 
August 11,1712, the town was divided into “ distinct Wards 
or Precincts” for the special purpose of maintaining a street- 
cleaning system. Definite boundaries by streets were estab- 
lished for the eight wards in 1715, and these remained 
unchanged until 1735, when the number was increased to 
twelve. By this division in 1715, the North End was given 
three and the South End five wards. 

The change in 1735, from eight wards to twelve, was 
voted by the town after the Overseers of the Poor, acting 
as a special committee, had fixed new boundaries. At first 
these twelve wards were only numbered, but they acquired 
these names later on: 1, Charter street; 2, North street; 
3, Fleet street; 4, Pond; 5, Hanover street Smog tAnH 
street; 7, Cambridge street; 8, King street; 9, Cornhill; 
10, Marlborough street; 11, Summer street: 12, Orange 
street. These wards remained substantially unchanged for 
seventy years, after which, in 1805, South Boston was 
annexed and added to Ward 12. 

In 1822, the year in which Boston was incorporated as a 
city, the boundaries of the twelve wards were fixed in 
accordance with the United States census figures for 1820. 
Aiter this, similar changes based on State or National cen- 
suses were made in 1838, 1850, 1865, 1875 and 1895. 
Prior to 1850, it was the population that determined the 
ward boundaries, but, in 1850 and since, the number of 
resident voters was the determining factor. . 

When Roxbury was annexed in 1868, Wards 13, 14 and 
15, into which that section was divided, were added to the 
City of Boston: Dorchester came in as Ward 16 in 1870; 
Charlestown’s three wards were added in 1874, as were also 
West Roxbury’s one ward and Brighton’s one ward. In 
1875, the city was divided into twenty-four wards, and in 1876 
one more was added, viz., Ward 25, being set off from 
Ward 22. The city has contained twenty-five wards ever 
since. 

The six tables appended to this article show the population 
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in each ward and the increase by wards between the years in 
_which the ward lines were established. 
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Ward Divisions in Boston. Their Origin and Development 
( Concluded). 

In this article the history of Boston wards, especially with 
reference to their growth in population and changes in the 
number of voters, is continued. 

Of the nine divisions of the town and the city into wards 
since 1712, the first three were made without special permis- 
sion by the State Legislature, and the other six were all 
sanctioned previously by legislative act. 

The first part of the article recounts the principal changes 
in the law regarding the establishment of ward lines since 
the incorporation of the city in 1822. The law of 1821 
directed that there should be an equal number of inhabitants 


in each ward, as nearly as may be, but in 1850 the City — 


Charter was amended so as to. provide for the alteration of 
the wards in such manner as to “preserve as nearly as may 
be an equal number of legal voters in each ward instead of 
an equal number of inhabitants.” The legislative act origi- 
nating this amendment was unanimously accepted by the City 
Council, April 29, 1850, and from this date the chief interest 
in the ward divisions became moréand more political. 

The New Charter, adopted in 1854, provided for another 
division of the city into wards in 1860 and thereafter not 
oftener than once in ten years, but this was annulled in 1857 
and the division was not made until 1865. In the Acts of 
1865, Boston and the other cities of the Commonwealth were 
empowered to make in that year and every tenth year there- 
after a new division of their wards, with an equal number of 
voters in each ward, according to the State census to be 
taken in May, 1865, and every tenth year from that time. 

In 1875 the city was redivided into twenty-four wards 
and in 1885 into twenty-five wards. The ordinance estab- 
lishing the present ward lines was passed April 20, 1895, 
under the requirements of chapter 437, Acts 1888, that the 
division be made before May 1 in every tenth year. Here 
was another change of basis for equalizing the political 
strength of the wards. Henceforth it was the number of 
voters registered at the city election next preceding that 
determined what changes should be made in the wards before 
the following May 1,in every tenth year. Hitherto,since 1850, 
the law had required an equal number of voters in each ward. 
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The remainder of this article consists of four tables, show- 
ing the changes in the number of voters, with per cent. of 


increase in periods 1850-1865, 1865-1875, 1875-1894, 


1895-1902, and ten tables showing the growth of population 


and polls in Boston by wards, in census years, 1810-1900, 


also the per cent. of polls to population.

Boston School Census, 1904. 


Since 1898, the annual School Census has been taken on 
September 1. The results of the last census, taken in Sep- 
tember, 1904, are set forth, by wards, in a half-page table to 
be found in this article. Another half-page table shows the 
distribution and movement of the school population, by 
wards, for the six years 1899-1904. 

The term “school population” signifies persons from 5 to 
15 years of age, and the number of such persons is the basis 
upon which the State authorities apportion the Massachusetts 
School Fund. 

The 1904 School Census (Table I.) shows that :, (1) of 
100,367, the total number of persons 5 to 15 years of age in 
Boston, 47,796 were boys and 52,571 were girls; (2) 75,376 
were in public schools, 16,090 in private schools, and 8,901 
attended no school; (3) 21,572 were 5 and 6 years of age; 
69,062 were 7 tu 13, and 9,733 were 14. Ward 20 contained 
the largest quota of the school population, or 7,115, while 
Ward 7 had the smallest, or 1,444. 

The school population numbered 1,880 more in 1904 than 
in 1903. This was a decrease of 1,198 from the average 
annual gain in the five-year period, 1899-1903. The num- 


_ ber not attending school was 980 greater in 1904 than 


in 1903. 

In a short summary table is shown the comparison of the 
School Census of 1904 with that of the preceding five years, 
also the annual gain or loss in attendance, and in another 
summary will be found a compilation from the Semi-annual 
Statistics of the Superintendent of Schools, showing: (1) the 
number of pupils of.all ages, those under 5 years, those from 
5 to 15, and those of 15 and over, enrolled in the public schools 
on January 31, by years, in the period 1899-1904; (2) the 
total number of persons of all ages who were registered in the 
public schools during the school year, viz., that ending 
June 30, in the years 1899-1904. The school year in Boston 
covers a period of ten months from September to June, ° 
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inclusive, and from the monthly tables published in THE 
BULLETIN it appears that the number, of pupils of all ages 
registered in the public schools on September 30, 1903, was 
89,178; that the maximum registration was 89,674 on 
October 81, 1903, and the minimum 86,262, on June 30, 
1904 — the mean enrolment for the ten months being 88,402, 
against 86,074 for the corresponding ten months of 1902— 
1908.

Summary Tables for 1904. 


The information contained in each number of THE BULLETIN 
published in 1904, in so far as it relates (1) to the monthly 
reports of the Health Department, (2) the movement. of 
population in the various City Institutions, (8) the public 
bath statistics, and (4) the figures relating to immigration 
for the Port of Boston, is summed up in the nine condensed 
tables which make up this Appendix. 

Inspection shows that during the year 1904 the Health 
Department reported a total of 10,757 deaths, of which the 
males numbered 5,568 and the females 5,189, making the an- 
nual death rate per 1,000 inhabitants 17.50. The specified 
causes of these deaths are also given, eotame 158 different 
diseases and affections. 

As to the City Institutions, the year’s figures for the daily 
average number of inmates respectively are as follows: Pauper 
Institutions, 809; Penal Institutions, 1,557; Insane Institu- 
tions, 605; City Hospital, 628. 

The total number of cases in which aid was given, in the 
year 1904, is 145,821. This aggregate includes not only all 
persons who were aided or regularly supported, but also the 
number of different occasions when temporary aid was given 
to the same person. 

The figures compiled from the records of the Bath Depart- 
ment show that the total number of baths taken in the eight 
eymnasiums and bath-houses maintained by the city were 
619,525 in the year 1904, or 416,605 by males and 202,920 
by females. One of the eight houses, the Ward 16 gymna- 
sium, was opened November 21. 

The Immigration statistics give the total number of immi- 
grants from:Trans-Atlantic ports who landed at the Port of 
Boston in 1904 as 62,160, of which 36,768 were males and 
25,392 were females. The number of these immigrants who 
gave Massachusetts as their destination was 29,701, and the 
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five largest classes according to nationality were: South 
Italians, 11,669; Irish, 11,332; Scandinavian, 11,320; Eng- 
- lish, 7,397, and Hebrews, 5,937. 

The report of the Tenement House Commission submitted 
to your honor in May last contains a series of statistical 
studies relating to (1) the density of population, (2) the 
number and cause of fires, and (3) mortality from tubercu- 
losis and pneumonia in the principal tenement-house districts 
of the city. These studies were contributed by this depart- 
ment through its secretary, who was invited by the Commis- 
sion to take part in the investigations and deliberations of 
the Commission. 


MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


This department, in accordance with a vote of the Joint 
Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, has 
been intrusted with the work of compiling the copy for the 
Municipal Register of 1904, and seeing it through the press. 
At our suggestion, the Joint Committee on Rules and Orders 
again authorized the publication of a document edition of the 
Register in addition to the usual edition bound in cloth. 

The Register for 1904, which conforms to the make-up 
adopted in 1899, contains 301 pages, including an index of 
nine pages. 

The distribution of the public documents of the city 
among individuals, libraries, and the executive departments 
of other cities, and the securing of municipal and govern- 
mental reports and publications in return, continues to form 
a considerable and important part of our work. 

During the year, 844 persons or institutions have received 
regularly one or more of our publications (exclusive of their 
regular distribution among the departments of the city). 
Thanks to the facilities afforded us by the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington, our exchange of documents and 
publications with foreign cities, etc., has been effected with 
a minimum of expense and trouble. We have forwarded to 
our correspondents, through the Smithsonian Institution, 
720 packages, besides numerous documents and communi- 
cations sent direct by mail or express.

FOR THE YEAR 1904. 


Hon. Patrick A. COLLIns, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operation and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1904 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department during the past year has 
been carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891, and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the depart- 
ment being as follows: 


Central Office, Paying Division, 

Boston and Cambridge Sanitary Division, 
Bridges, Sewer Division, 

Bridge Division, Street-Cleaning Division, 

Ferry Division, Street-Watering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 
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The Boston and Cambridge bridges are managed by two 
commissioners. The Superintendent of Streets was the com- 
missioner for the City of Boston until October 28, 1904, 
when the Deputy Superintendent of the Bridge Division 
was appointed as commissioner, the other commissioner being 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work for the 
past year was made available under the following appropria- 
tions : , 

First. — Maintenance: From income of the city raised. by 
taxes. Previous to the commencement of the financial year, 
February 1, the department estimates of the amounts neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of the various divisions are 
submitted to His Honor the Mayor, who makes such recom- 
mendation as he may deem proper to the City Council. 
The maintenance appropriations, as passed by the City Coun- 
cil, were as follows:

The Shawmut-avenue bridge over the Boston & Albany 
and New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad has been 
entirely reconstructed and opened to travel, and the expense 
of the rebuilding was met by a special appropriation. 

Attention is called to the Huntington-avenue bridge over 
the Boston & Albany railroad. 

This bridge was stripped for examination by the City 
Engineer and was found to be ina very bad condition, so 
much so that extensive repairs were necessary to make it 
safe for travel. 
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The traffic on this bridge is constantly increasing, and an 
appropriation should be made as soon as possible for the con- 
struction of a new structure at this point as a matter of 
public safety. 


FERRY DIVISION.

The absolute necessity for a new coal pocket at the East 
Boston side of the North Ferry was never more apparent 
than at the present time. The past winter has been a severe 
one and traffic by water has been greatly hampered by ice ; 
the present storage facilities for coal are very meagre, and we 
have had some narrow escapes on account of the scarcity 
of our coal supply, due solely to the reason that we were 
unable to store coal in sufficient quantities to carry us 
through. 

An appropriation should be obtained for building a new 
pocket at the earliest possible moment. 

The gates on the boats have been equipped with patent 
locks, sockets and connections, and the possibility of injury 
caused by the falling or breaking of the gates has been prac- 
tically eliminated. 

The old piers should be replaced by new ones as soon as 
possible. These old piers are a source of great annoyance 
and may at any time become a menace to ferry travel, and 
should be removed. 


PAVING DIVISION.

Work has progressed on Columbia road and Bennington 
street and the West Roxbury highways, Belgrade and Hyde 
Park avenues. Granite block paving, with pitch joints on 
a concrete base, has been laid to the extent of about 23,000 
Square yards in the business section. Bitulithic pavement 
has been laid in residential districts to the extent of about 
18,000 square yards, and is proving very satisfactory. This 
pavement is laid with a ten years’ maintenance guarantee. 
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The advisability and absolute necessity of providing for 
the removal of snow by a special appropriation is once more 
urged upon the City Council. The expenditures for snow 
removal come at the most inopportune times, viz., the begin- 
ning and ending of the financial year, and furnishes abso- 
lutely no basis for planning expenditures for the mainte- 
nance of the department, and a special appropriation is 
requested that the work of maintenance, repairs, etc., may 
be carried along as it should be, without being hampered by 
the expense of snow removal, which is something that can- 
not be foreseen, and therefore cannot intelligently be pro- 
vided for. 


SANITARY DIVISION.

The work of this division is greatly hampered by the lack 
of sufficient dumping places within easy reach of the base of 
collections, and the placing of scows for the reception of the 
collections is again respectfully urged upon you. 

There should be a dumping station at the South End and 
one somewhere in the vicinity of the Charlestown bridge, so 
that the collections of the South End, Back Bay and Rox- 
bury and a part of the West Roxbury and Dorchester dis- 
tricts could be hauled to an up-town disposal station, while 
those of the North and West Ends and Charlestown could 
be delivered to a down-town station nearer the base of collec- 
tion than Fort Hill wharf. 

An extension of the “third system,” so-called, that is, the 
separation of offal, ashes and refuse and the depositing of 
each in a separate receptacle, is recommended to cover all 
parts of the city where this system does not now obtain, 
to the end that less fault may be found by the board of 
health and owners of vacant lots where the department has 
obtained permission to dump. 

The establishment of division yards in the Dorchester and 
West Roxbury districts is a matter of vital importance to 
the residents of these sections, and would remove all cause 
for complaint as to service. ‘The stables and sheds should 
be thoroughly overhauled, and an appropriation for this pur- 
pose provided. 
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SEWER DIVISION.

A great deal of necessary surface drainage work proposed 
for many years past has been started during the year and 
much of it completed. 

The work in the Back Bay Fens has been pushed rapidly 
and a start made in removing the sewage deposit from the 
Fens ponds. 

Considerable work in the territory adjacent to the Stony- 
brook conduit has been done in order that the Back Bay 
Fens conduit may be utilized by this territory and causes of 
complaint removed thereby. 

The completion of the “Separate System” in the Talbot 
avenue and Lauriat avenue districts made during the year 
and the practical completion of this system in Roxbury and 
the Back Bay will afford immeasurable relief to these sec- 
tions and will remove many fertile sources of suits for 
damages. 

The old channels of Silat brook, from Roxbury Crossing 
to the Back Bay Fens, should be rebuilt, as they are in a 
dangerous condition, and a covered channel from Jamaica 
Plain south to Forest Hills should be constructed as soon as 
possible. 
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STREET CLEANING DIVISION. 
Hapenditures.

The work of this division is constantly increasing for the 
reason that the public has been educated to clean streets, and 
even in the suburban districts the demand for more frequent 
cleanings is heard. An extension of the system to Roxbury 
and West Roxbury, an extension of the lines in Dorchester 
must soon be made to satisfy public demand. 

The experiment tried in a portion of Dorchester has re- 
sulted in the demand for its extension to the whole of the 
district, and the only reason for failure on the part of the 
department to comply has been insufficient funds. Money 
should be made available for this purpose as speedily as the 
financial condition of the city warrants it. 

The dumping question dwelt upon at some length in the 
Sanitary Division résumé applies with equal force to this 
division, and is a source to us at ee of considerable 
expense. | 

The South Boston stable is in a very bad condition both 
as to the structural and sanitary conditions, and another 
stable should be obtained that the horses, rolling stock and 
tools may be properly cared for. 

The push cart patrol service is very warmly commended 
as in the past, and this service is one that the business men 
are calling for more and more every day, and is without doubt 
the best way to keep the streets of the business section clean 
and in a presentable condition to the public.

Hon. JAMES DoNovVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets, Boston: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit herewith the annual 
report of the expenditures, income, and operations of the 
Bridge Division of the Street Department for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1905. 

There are in the City of Boston 154 bridges, not includ- 
ing culverts. Eight of these, namely Harvard, Craigie’s, 
West Boston, Prison Point, Cambridge, Essex street, 
Western avenue to Cambridge, and North Harvard street, 
all connecting Boston and Cambridge, are in charge of two 
commissioners, one of whom is appointed by the Mayor of 
the City of Boston and the other by the Mayor of the City 
of Cambridge. 

One hundred and fourteen bridges are supported wholly 
or in part by the City of Boston, 28 of these being tide-water 
bridges, provided with a draw. 

Forty bridges are supported. wholly by railroad corpora- 
tions. There are 13 important tide-water bridges ; namely, 
Mt. Washington avenue, operated by hand power; Malden, 
Charlestown, Summer street, Chelsea North, Dover street, 
Dorchester avenue (formerly Federal street), and Meridian 
Street, operated by electricity; Warren, Broadway, Congress 
Street, L street, and Chelsea South, operated by steam 
power. 

The force employed on the tide-water bridges work on an 
8-hour basis, which necessitates the employment of 9 men on 
each of 12 bridges, and 12 men on the Charlestown bridge, 
making a total force of 120 men employed on the 13 principal 
drawbridges. 

Repairs have been made on the different bridges at various 
times; the operating machinery on the drawbridges has 
been frequently inspected and such repairs made as were 
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needed, and the surfaces and structures of the different 
inland bridges have received attention, from time to time, as 
the necessity for same arose, and all defects promptly and 
properly remedied. 

On December 22, 1904, the Shawmut-avenue bridge, for 
which an appropriation of $28,000 was made by the city 
government, was opened to public travel. 

During the month of May, 1904, the Huntington-avenue 
bridge, over the Boston & Albany Railroad, was opened for 
repairs, and an examination of the bridge was made by the 
Engineer’s Department. The bridge was found to be in a 
very bad condition. It was scraped and painted, and a new 
deck and sheathing put in, for the time being. 

From the examination above mentioned, it was demon- 
strated that a new bridge must be built to replace the present 
structure as soon as possible.. Therefore I would respect- 
fully recommend that a special appropriation be provided for 
the construction of said bridge, in the interest of public 
safety.

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APPENDIX B. 


REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE FERRY DIVISION. 


NortH Ferry, East Boston, February 1, 1905. 
Mr. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Ferry Division for the year ending January 31, 1905. 

The past winter has been the most severe for many years, 
perhaps the worst since the ferries were established, 
particularly as to weather conditions. We had to contend 
with the highest and lowest tides occurring at a time when 
the harbor was packed with ice, thereby compelling the 
running of boats with the utmost care to avoid accidents. 
In this particular respect we were very fortunate, as no 
serious trouble occurred. 

All the boats have been equipped with patent locks, sockets 
and connections to gates, which have eliminated the 
possibility of serious accidents to the ferries, for which 
the city has been liable in the past. 

The side-wheel ferry-boat “ Revere,’ built in 1875, had 
been so long in service that extraordinary repairs were strongly 
recommended and consequently carried into effect, with the 
result that this boat is now doing service at the South Ferry 
as third boat. With new ends and careful use the boat can 
be used for this purpose for several years, otherwise a new 
boat must be provided. 

The coal-pocket at the North Ferry, East Boston side, is 
practically useless, as no coal can be stored there without 
grave danger of fire and great expense in handling. 
Practically all coal is now stored at the South Ferry, making 
it very inconvenient, and as the storage capacity at this dock 
is but two thousand (2,000) tons, we are in constant dread 
of a shortage during the winter months. A new pocket 
should be constructed at once to insure a winter’s supply of 
coal, and a special appropriation for this purpose ought to 
be provided. 

The old piers, which have been in use for many years, are 
a source of constant care and great expense to keep in safe 
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‘condition for foot and boat travel. Money should be provided 
from some source to reconstruct these piers, and at the same 
time the head-house at the South Ferry, Boston side, should 
be moved to the north side of the landing to conform to the 
three other landings. This would greatly facilitate travel at 
this ferry, and the cost could be included in the appropriation 
for piers. 

The property in charge of this division is as follows: 

South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Lewis street, and covers an area of 58,725 square 
feet of land and water. On these premises are one head- 
house, with canopies; one workshop for carpenters, machin- 
ists, and blacksmith, both of the above buildings being at 
present time in course of construction ; one storehouse and 
temporary waiting-room, one new, modern coal-pocket, three 
new piers which form the two slips, two drops and tanks, 
one new wharf and dock, where boats are laid when not in 
use or while undergoing repairs. 

South Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, and covers an area of 38,135 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house with canopies, 
one gate-room, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Boston Side. -— Located at the termination of 
Battery street, and covers an area of 45,000 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house with canopies, 
one gate-room, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Border street, and covers an area of 62,138 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house with 
canopies, one boiler and oil-room, one stable, one coal-shed, 
three piers, which form the two slips, and two drops and 
tanks.

DEAR Sir, — The annual report of the expenditures and 
income of the Paving Division of the Street Department for 
the financial year ending January 31, 1905, is herewith sub- 
mitted, showing the nature of the work, the number and 
variety of permits issued, and the details of expenditures 
involved in paving, macadamizing, regulating, and construct- 
ing various streets.

The Paving Division has charge of the following work: 

The maintenance and rebuilding of street surfaces and 
sidewalks. 

The placing of signs. 

The numbering of buildings. 

The issuing of permits to open or occupy the streets or for 
such other purposes as may be required under the ordinances. 

The removal of snow and ice from gutters, streets and 
plank sidewalks. | 

The cleaning of streets in the suburban districts not 
covered by the Street Cleaning Division. 

The division is in charge of a deputy superintendent, 
with a clerical force under the direction of a chief clerk, 
and an engineering force under the supervision of a chief 
engineer. . 

The repairs upon asphalt pavement have been supervised, 
located and plotted upon plans prepared for that purpose. 
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The agreement made in 1903, whereby the asphalt repairs 
on streets on which the maintenance guarantee has expired 
are guaranteed for a period of three (3) years, was continued 
during the year. 

Under the provisions of chapter 323 of the Acts of 
1891, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, 
there were seven (7) streets and one (1) public alley built, 
and two (2) streets and two (2) boulevards partly com- 
pleted during the year. 


Belgrade avenue, from South street to Anawan avenue: the 
work of constructing the street was carried on during the year; 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company completed the track con- 
struction, and the street is sub-graded and ready for the regu- 
lating. It will be completed during 1905. 

Bennington street, from Prescott street to Bremen street, and 
from Moore street to the Revere town line has been conpleted. 
The portion between Moore and Bremen streets is in abeyance, 
awaiting the report of the Commission for the Abolishment of 
Grade Crossings. 

Columbia road, from the bridge over the N. Y., N. H. & 
H. Railroad to Marine Park, is completed with the exception of 
the portion from the bridge to Covington street; this section 
will be completed early in the coming season. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Walk Hill to Ashland street: the sub- 
grading on this street is completed; the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company have all the track constructed except a small portion. 
The regulating will be completed during the coming season. 

During the year a number of streets in the residential section 
of the city have been surfaced with bitulithic pavement. ‘This 
pavement was introduced two years ago and is a very satisfactory 
pavement, particularly on grades where on account of the peculi- 
arity of its composition horses are enabled to travel upon it in 
safety. 

In the City Proper the following streets were laid with this 
pavement : . 


Ashburton place, Bowdoin street to Somerset street. 
Boylston street, Dartmouth street to B. & A. Railroad bridge. 
Emerald street, Dover street to Castle street. 

West Newton street, Tremont street to Columbus avenue. 


Roxbury. 


Roxbury street, Shawmut avenue, across Kent street. 
Smith street, St. Alphonsus street to Phillips street. 


The department force has been employed during the year in 
repairing and resurfacing streets, and about 28 miles, or 420,000 
square yards, of streets have been resurfaced. 
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A vast amount of work remains to be done not only on mac- 
adam streets, but also upon paved streets, in order that they may 
be put in proper condition. The amount of paving and regulating 
done by the department, irrespective of the pitch and pebble work, 
is as follows:

Beverly street, from Washington street North to Causeway 
street, was completed last year; the portion between Causeway 
street and the Warren bridge was completed this year. It was 
paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, including the track 
area, which was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. The work was done under contract by D. J. Kiley. This 
contract was extended to include Warren avenue, Charlestown, 
as far as the railroad crossing. This section was paved with new 
blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints, including the track 
area, which was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany; the old blocks were removed to the different paving yards 
by the contractor, who also did the regulating. The former sur- 
face was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Front street, Charlestown, from Warren avenue to Austin 
street, was paved with large granite blocks on a gravel base with 
gravel joints by P. Brennan & Co. , who also did the regu- 
lating and excavating. The old blocks were hauled to the 
Charlestown paving yard by the contractor. The former surface 
was blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 
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Kneeland street, from Atlantic avenue to Harrison avenue, 
was paved under contract by J. J. Coughlan, with large granite 
blocks, on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, with pitch 
and pebble joints, including the area of the tracks, which was 
paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The exca- 
vating and regulating were done by the contractor. The old 
blocks were hauled to the lot on Massachusetts avenue by the 
contractor. ‘The former surface was granite blocks on a gravel 
base with gravel joints. 

Court street, from westerly side of the Old Court House to 
Tremont street, was paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, 
under contract by Benj. M. Cram, who also did the excavating 
and regulating. The former surface was granite blocks on a 
gravel base with gravel joints. 

Causeway street, from Haverhill street to Beverly street, was 
paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, including the track 
area, which was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. The paving and regulating were done, under contract, by 
D.J. Kiley, who also did the necessary excavating. ‘The former 
surface was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 


ASPHALT. 


Boylston street, from Massachusetts avenue to St. Cecilia 
street, was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of 
asphaltic cement concrete binder laid on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, with the track area 
paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, with pitch and pebble joints, under contract by J. J. 
Coughlan, who also did the regulating. ‘The excavating for the 
roadway was done by the city. The former surface was 
macadam. 

Barton court, from Brighton street to Barton street, was 
paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt 
wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of asphaltic ce- 
ment concrete binder on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The excavating and regulating were 
done by the city. The former surface was Trinidad asphalt on a 
cobble base. 

Court street, from Washington street to westerly side of the 
Old Court House, was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of 
asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of 
asphaltic cement concrete binder, on a six (6) inch Portland’ 
cement concrete base, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guar- 
antee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, who also did the 
excavating and regulating with the exception of that portion of 


< 
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the sidewalk in front of the Old Court House, which was laid 
with an artificial stone sidewalk, under a ten (10) years’ guaran- 
tee, by the Warren Bros. Company, who furnished all materials 
and. did the excavating. The former surface of the street was 
part asphalt and part granite blocks on gravel. 

Court square (westerly roadway), was resurfaced with one 
and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and 
one and one-half (14) inches of asphalt cement concrete binder 
on the existing concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paying 
Company, who also removed the old surface and laid some Port- 
land cement concrete which was required to smooth out inequali- 
ties in the old base. On the easterly side of the roadway a two 
(2) foot granite block gutter with grout joints, on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, was laid by the city, which also 
did the regulating. 

Columbus avenue, from 100 feet south of Ferdinand street to the 
bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad, was paved with one and 
one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one 
and one-half (14) inches of asphaltic cement concrete binder on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, under a ten (10) years’ 
maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, 
who also did the regulating and excavating. ‘The track area and 
the intersection of Berkeley street were paved with large granite 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
pitch and pebble joints. The brow outside of the rail, for one 
and one-balf (14) feet in width, was paved with large granite 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, and a 
two (2) inch Portland cement bed with pitch and pebble joints. 
The paving of the track area was paid for by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. The former surface was granite blocks on 
eravel base with gravel joints. 

Roxbury street and Washington street, Guild row, across 
Marvin street, was paved in part with one and one-half (13) 
inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half 
(14) inches of asphaltic cement concrete binder on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base, under a ten (10) years’ mainte- 
nance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The 
track area and easterly side of Washington street, from Roxbury 
street across Marvin street, was paved with large granite blocks 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and 
pebble joints, under contract by H. P. Nawn, who also did part 
of the regulating and excavating. The track area was paid for 
by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The former surface 
was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints and 
macadam. 

E street, from West Seventh to West Kighth street, was paved 
with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing 
surface and one and one-half (14) inches asphaltic cement con- 
crete binder on‘a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, with the excep- 
tion of the track area, which was paved with large granite blocks 
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on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base with pitch and 
pebble joints, under contract by William Higgins and paid for by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The regulating was 
done by William Higgins and excavating for roadway by the city. 
The asphalt was laid by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The former surface was granite blocks on a gravel base with 
gravel joints. 

Harris street, from Hanover street to North street, was paved 
with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing © 
surface and one and one-half (14) inches of asphaltic cement 
concrete binder on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The regulating and excavating were 
done by the city. The former surface was coal tar on a cobble 
base. 

Hawes street, from Congress street to Kilby street, was paved 
with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing 
surface and one and one-half (13) inches of asphaltic cement 
concrete binder on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The regulating and excavating were 
done by the city. ‘The former surface was granite blocks on a 
gravel base with gravel joints. 

Ivilby street, from State to Central street, was resurfaced with 
one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface 
and one and one-half (14) inches of asphaltic cement concrete 
binder on the existing concrete base, under a ten (10) years’ 
maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, 
who also laid some Portland cement concrete base which was 
required to smooth out the inequalities in the old base. The 
excavating of the old surface was done by the contractor. 

North Bennet street, from Hanover street to Salem street, was 
paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt 
wearing surface and one and one-half (15) inches of asphaltic 
cement concrete binder on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee, by 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, who also did the regulating 
and excavating. ‘The former surface was asphalt on a concrete 
base. 

Dorchester street, easterly corner of Vinton street, in front of 
M. E. Church, in southerly roadway, was paved with one and 
one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one 
and one-half (14) inches of asphaltic cement concrete base on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, under a ten (10) 
years’ maintenance guarantee, by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company. ‘The excavating and regulating were done as part of 
W. J. Rafferty’s contract, who constructed the balance of the 
street. The former surface of the street was granite blocks on a 
gravel base with gravel joints. ! 
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BITULITHIC PAVEMENT. 


This is a patent pavement composed of crushed stone and 
bituminous cement. It is laid six (6) inches deep, four 
inches of which is composed of No. 1 crushed stone, well 
rolled and treated with two layers of bituminous cement. 
The other two inches, or wearing surface, is composed of a 
crushed stone varying in size from two (2) inches to a fine 
dust, and heated and mixed with bituminous cement and 
rolled with a steam road roller. This pavement was laid in 
the following streets under a ten (10) years’ maintenance 
guarantee, by the Warren Bros. Company. 


Ashburton place, from Bowdoin street to Somerset street. The 
intersection of Bowdoin street and twenty-five feet from Bowdoin 
street was paved with large granite blocks with pitch and pebble 
joints on a concrete base. ‘The regulating and excavating was 
done by the Contractor. The former surface was macadam. 

Boylston street, from Dartmouth street to the bridge over 
Boston & Albany Railroad, with the exception of the track area 
and that portion of the street from Hereford street to the bridge, 
which was paved with large granite blocks on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. 
The brows and three feet of each track were paved with large 
granite blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base 
with pitch and pebble joints and a cement bed. 

On this street the railroad company used a *‘'T’” rail and had 
a special block cut to take the place of the old flange in the rail. 
The work was done under contract by Warren Bros. Company, 
who also did the excavating and regulating. The track area was 
paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The former 
surface was macadam. 

Emerald street, from Dover to Castle street. The contractor 
did the excavating and regulating. The former surface was 
granite blocks on gravel base with gravel joints. 

Roxbury street, from Shawmut avenue across Kent street, with 
the exception of the track area, which was paved with large 
granite blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
with pitch and pebble joints. The contractor did the excavating 
and regulating. The track area was paid for by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. The former surface was macadam. 

Smith street, from St. Alphonsus street to Philips street. The 
contractor also did the regulating and excavating. The former 
surface was macadam. 

West Newton street, from Tremont street to Columbus avenue. 
The contractor also did the regulating and the excavating. The 
former surface was macadam. 
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ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed under the 
provisions of chapter 823 of the Acts of 1891, and the 
acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto: 


Belgrade avenue, from South street to Anawan avenue, is 
about 4,588 feet long and was relocated, widened and grade 
established September 5, 1903. A contract for constructing the 
surface of that portion of the street, between South street and 
120 feet west of Newburg street was awarded to Philip Doherty, 
April 25, 1904. Work under this contract was begun May 3, 
1904, and suspended October 23, 1904. A contract for con- 
structing the surface of that portion of the street between 120 
feet west of Newburg street to Anawan avenue, was awarded to 
Philip Doherty, June 6, 1904. Work under this contract 
was begun June 29, 1904, and suspended October 22, 1904. 
Work on both sections consisted of rough grading and filling by 
the contractor. The Boston Elevated Railway Company have 
completed their work on the tracks. The street will be com- 
pleted some time in the ensuing year. 

Bennington street, Day square to the Revere town line, is about 
9,621 feet long and was widened to 100 feet and relocated June 
27, 1899. This street has a 60-foot Telford macadam roadway, 
with granite block gutters, two (2) 20-foot sidewalks; 12 feet of 
each is loam, and the baJance brick or crushed stone. The 
section between Saratoga street and the Revere town line was 
awarded to Coleman Bros., May 22, 1903. Work was started 
June 10, 1903, and completed September 27, 1904. The section 
from Prescott street to Bremen street was awarded to James 
Doherty, May 12,1904. Work under this contract was begun 
May 21, 1904, and completed August 16, 1904. There is now 
one section between Bremen street and Moore street to be com- 
pleted. The construction plans are ready, but the railroad bridge 
is not yet under way. | . 

Columbia road, Blue Hill avenue to Marine Park, is 20,807 
feet long and was relocated and laid out August 31, 1897. The 
portion between Blue Hill avenue and Old Colony Railroad and 
the portion between Covington street and Q street have been 
completed. Between Blue Hill avenue and Edward Everett 
square it is a Telford macadam construction, consisting of two 
roadways, one for pleasure driving and the other for ordinary 
traffic. ‘There is a 25-foot reservation between the roadways for 
surface cars. ‘The sidewalks are 13 feet wide on the pleasure 
drive and 10 feet wide on the traffic road. Between Edward 
Everett square and Buttonwood street is a single roadway of 
Telford macadam, sidewalks of crushed stone and planting space 
between the sidewalk and roadway. Between Buttonwood street 
and the Old Colony Railroad bridge it is composed of two road- 
ways, one of Telford macadam for ordinary traffic and a 9-foot 
macadam road for pleasure driving. Between the roads is a 
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15-foot reservation for surface cars. The sidewalks are com- 
posed of crushed stone. On the pleasure drive there is a plant- 
ing space between the sidewalk and the roadway, and on the 
traftic side there are large planting spaces back of the sidewalk. 
Between the railroad bridge and Covington street the contract 
for construction was awarded to T. F. Bradley, July 15, 1903. 
Work under this contract was begun August 18, 1903. The 
construction is progressing and will be completed during the 
summer of 1905. From Covington street to I street was awarded 
to H. P. Nawn, May 5, 1903. Work was begun under this 
contract July 20, 1903, and completed June 11,1904. Between 
I and Q streets was also awarded to H. P. Nawn, November 18, 
1902. Work was begun under this contract April 24, 1903, and 
completed July 1, 1904. 

Causeway street, from Beverly street 140 feet toward Medford 
street was relocated and widened August 8, 1903. <A contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to D. J. 
Kiley, June 24, 1904. Work under this contract was begun July 
2, 1904, and completed September 28, 1904. It is paved with 
large granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, including the area of the tracks, 
which was paid for by the Boston Elevated Railway. Company ; 
the sidewalks were paved with brick. The paving blocks, flagging, 
edgestone and crushed stone, for the concrete, were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cement for the 
concrete and brick were delivered by the city on the site of the 
work. 

Cummington street, Blandford street to Lawton street, is 
about 1,186 feet long, and was laid out January 24, 1899. The 
contract for the surface of this street was awarded to James J. 
Coughlan, September 24, 1903. Work under this contract was 
begun November 16, 1903, and suspended November 30, 1903. 
Work was resumed March 13, 1904, and completed May 21, 1904. 
It is a 6-inch macadam roadway, granite block gutters and 
crushed stone sidewalks. ‘The straight edgestone, flagging and 
crushed stone were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone and gutter blocks were 
furnished by the city on the site of the work. 

Dorchester street, between West Eighth street and Dorchester 
avenue, is about 1,917 feet long and was relocated July 29, 1903. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to W. J. Rafferty, April-29, 1904. Work under this contract 
was begun May 16, 1904, and completed November 23, 1904. 
The pavement is granite blocks on a gravel base and _ brick 
sidewalks. The straight edgestones, paving blocks and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. ‘The © 
brick for the sidewalks and circular edgestones were furnished 
by the city on the site of the work. The rough grading was 
done by the city. On Dorchester street, at the easterly corner 
of Vinton street, in front of the M. E. Church, a contract 
was awarded to the Barber Asphalt Paying Company to construct 
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and maintain under a 10-year guarantee a Trinidad asphalt wearing 
surface with a bituminous binder on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base. A contract was also made with M. J. Collins to 
build a retaining wall in front of Cyrus Alger estate, to support 
the street. 

Franklin street, from Cambridge street to Boston & Albany 
Railroad, is about 220 feet long and was relocated and grade es- 
tablished October 14, 1903. <A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to M. J. Coyle, May 14, 1904. 
Work under this contract was begun June 6, 1904, and completed 
July 2,1904. It is a6-inch macadam roadway with block gutters 
and brick and tar concrete sidewalks. The straight edgestone, 
flagging and crushed stone were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The gutter blocks and circular edgestones 
were furnished by the city on the site of the work. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Walk Hill street to about 287 feet 
north of Ashland street, is about 6,576 feet long and was relocated 
and widened September 5,1903. A contract for constructing the 
surface of the portion of the street between Walk Hill street and 
the bridge over Stony brook was awarded to Thomas F. Minton, 
May 12,1904. Work under this contract was begun May 19, 
1904, and the work is still progressing. A contract was also 
awarded to Thomas IF’. Minton for that portion of the street be- 
tween the bridge over Stony brook to about 287 feet north of Ash- 
land street. Work under this contract was begun July 7, 1904, 
and is still progressing. This is a 6-inch macadam roadway with 
granite block gutters, crushed stone and brick sidewalks. The 
straight edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. ‘The granite blocks for 
the gutters and circular edgestones were furnished by the city on 
the site of the work. 

Oswald street, between Calumet and Hillside streets, is about 
298 feet long and was laid out and grade established November 
24,1902. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty, November 19,1903. Work was 
begun under this contract November 24, 1903, and suspended 
December 17, 1903; resumed April 14, 1904, and completed 
June 9, 1904. This is a 6-inch macadam roadway, with granite 
block gutters, brick and crushed stone sidewalks. ‘The straight 
edgestone, flagging and crushed stone were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The granite blocks for the gutters, 
brick and circular edgestones were furnished by the city on the 
site of the work. 

Public alley 803, from Pinckney street, southerly, is about 76 
feet long and was laid out and grade established November 6, 
1902. <A contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to Benj. M. Cram, June 24, 1904. Work under this 
contract was begun June 28,1904,and completed July 18, 1904. 
This alley is paved with No. 1 granite blocks on a gravel base 
with grout joints. The edgestones and granite paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
bricks were furnished by the city on the site of the work. 
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Seymour street, between Brown avenue and Canterbury street, 
is about 1,149 feet long and was laid out September 25, 1899. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to Thomas F. Minton, October 27, 1903. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 29, 1903, and suspended December 
26, 1903; resumed April 20, 1904, and completed July 5, 1904. 
This a 6-inch macadam roadway, granite block gutters and 
erushed stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flagging and 
crushed stone were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The granite blocks for the gutters were furnished by 
the city on the site of the work. 

Walter street, from Centre street to South street, is about 
3,735 feet long and was relocated and laid out October 4, 1901. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to Thomas F. Welch, June 4, 19038. Work under this contract 
was begun June 30, 1903, suspended December 238, 1903; 
resumed March 23, 1904, and completed June 15, 1904. ‘This a 
6-inch macadam roadway, with granite block gutters and crushed 
stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flagging and crushed 
stone were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The granite blocks for paving were furnished by the city on the 
site of the work. 


THE STONE CRUSHING PLANTS. 


There are thirteen stone crushers, varying in size from 9 by 15 
to 18 by 36, with a crushing capacity of from 150 to 400 tons 
per day. ‘These crushers are attached to eight crushing plants, 
three being in Dorchester, three in Roxbury, and one each in 
West Roxbury and Brighton. Their general condition is very 
good and with some minor repairs will be in good working order 
for the coming season.

All bonds now in use (excepting those of corporations) are 
guaranteed by some one of the surety companies authorized 
to do business in the State of Massachusetts. 

There are in force at the present time 1,291 such bonds, 
and 69 corporation bonds. During the year 1,369 bonds 
have been cancelled. 


NOTICES. 


There have been 14,288 notices sent to the various fore- 
men during the year directing them to repair defects in the 
public streets which had been reported by the police, inspec- 
tors and others; also 3,841 notices to departments, corpora- 
tions and private parties to repair in streets where they had 
received permits to open or occupy, and to owners of estates 
where coal-holes or sidewalk lights were defective. 

Four thousand three hundred thirty-two notices have been 
sent to departments, corporations and owners of estates abut- 
ting on streets where improvements were about to be made 
directing changes in their structures. In each case permits 
have been granted permitting them to do the required work. 


INSPECTORS. 


All inspectors, excepting those required at the office for 
emergency work, are located at the various yards of this 
division the same as last year. ‘They report by mail each 
day to the Permit Office. Notices are sent out on ail their 
complaints to the proper parties. The inspector is instructed 
to see that these complaints are properly attended to. 
fs,Corporation inspectors remain as in years past, being spe- 
cially detailed for the purpose, and paid by the corporation to 
which they are assigned. A daily report is required of each 
inspector. 

EMERGENCY PERMITS. 


The conditions of the emergency permit matter have im- 
proved, and a very much better showing has been made over 
that of the year of 1903. 

The officials of the departments and corporations realize 
the importance of making proper use and return of these per- 
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mits, but are handicapped somewhat by their foremen or 
laborers who misplace them or do not make proper account of 
them.

Highland street stable lot. Upon this lot is a large brick 
stable, erected in 1873, and occupied by the Sanitary and 
Paving Divisions; also a brick building used as a black- 
smith’s shop, and a shed for the storage of tools, ete. 

Ledge lot on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 
square feet, was purchased in 1870. Upon this lot is a shed 
containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher, also a stable 
and tool-house. 

On the Almshouse lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there 
are two stables, also a shed and tool-house. 

Ledge lot on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, 
containing 81,068 square feet. This lot was purchased by 
the town of Dorchester in 1867. | 

Downer avenue lot, Dorchester, containing 85,300 square 
feet. 

On Child street, West Roxbury, a lot of land containing 
43,024 square feet, upon which are a stable and shed, black- 
smith’s shop and tool-house. 

Gravel lot in the town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, con- 
taining 64,523 square feet, leased May 13, 1843, by the 
town of Dorchester for 999 years; also lot of land adjoining, 
containing about 30,000 square feet, owned by the City of 
Boston. 

Gravel lot on Morton street, Ward 28, containing about 
one-third of an acre, purchased by the town of West Rox- 
bury in 1870, used for storage purposes. 
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Ledge and gravel lot, rear of Union street, containing 
about 37,000 square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. 
This lot is at present leased. 

Ledge lot on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing 
about thirteen acres, upon which are an office, engine-house, 
stable, and crusher plant. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm 
street, containing 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, 
stable, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H street and Columbia road, 
stable, carriage-house, shed, tool-house, and office on leased 
land. 

On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house, and 
office. 

Wharf known as Atkin’s wharf, 521 Commercial street, 
purchased in 1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square 
feet, having on it an office and stable. 

On Centre street, West Roxbury, buildings containing en- 
gines, stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Rosseter street, Dorchester, buildings containing en- 
gines, stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Revere street, wharf for storing paving blocks, etc., on 
leased land. 

Wharf on Chelsea street, East Boston, containing 61,000 
square feet, with buildings, purchased in 1897 for $15,000. 

Wharf on Hast Eagle street, East Boston, known as Glen- 
don wharf, used jointly with Sanitary, Sewer, and Street 
Cleaning Divisions. Upon this lot are sheds, stable, and 
offices on leased land. 

On Kenney street, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Columbia road, Dorchester, buildings containing en- 
gines, stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Hamlin street, South Boston, leased lot used for stor- 
age purposes. 

On Mt. Vernon street, West Roxbury, yard lot belonging to 
the Schoolhouse Commission, used for storage purposes. 

On Massachusetts avenue, South End, lot used for storage 
purposes. 

On Savin Hill avenue, Dorchester, crushing plant on ledge 
of John McMorrow. 

On Heath street, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land.

DEAR Str, — The following is the report of the expendi- 
tures, income and operation of the Sanitary Division of the 
Street Department for the year ending January 31, 1905.

The work of the Sanitary Division includes the removal 
of house offal, waste:-and rubbish, and of house dirt and 
ashes accumulated from the burning of materials for heating 
buildings and for domestic purposes. 

The cost of disposing of refuse collected dail 1s con- 
stantly increasing; owing to the undesirable character of 
much of it for use as filling, it is difficult to obtain suitable 
dumping places. The only available dumps are so far dis- 
tant from the points of collection that the expense of haul- 
ing is greatly increased. I would recommend that additional 
dumping places on the water front be procured so that it 
may be towed to sea. 

All permits for dumping places must be approved by the 
Board of Health under the following regulations : 

Whereas, in the opinion of the Board of Health of the 
City of Boston the burning in the open air of refuse and 
waste material of any description within the city limits is 
attended with noisome odors and dense smoke, and 

Whereas, said odors and smoke are in the opinion of said 
Board liable to cause sickness among the inhabitants of said 
city. 
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Ordered, That from and after June 3, 1903, no person 
shali burn or permit to be burned in the open air any refuse 
or waste material of any description within the city limits on 
any land owned by him except in accordance with a written 
permit from the said Board. |

South Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and sheds, with accommodations for nineteen 
horses, located at 317 and 319 First street, South Boston. 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and shed, with accommodations for fifteen horses, 
located at 324 East Eagle street, and occupied jointly by 
Paying, Sewer, Street Cleaning, and Sanitary Divisions. 
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Charlestown Stable. 


With accommodations for twenty-five horses, situated on 
Rutherford avenue ; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; 
stable built in 1875, cost $5,083.07 ; sheds and outbuildings 
built, m 1879, 


Brighton. 


Accommodation is provided by the Sewer Division at its 
stable on Western avenue for five horses of the Sanitary 
Division. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for seventy-two horses on the old. 
Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square 
feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the 
Paving Division. There is on this lot a brick stable, built 
in 1878, which cost $88,594.18. On this lot is an offal-shed, 
erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. This offal-shed was 
~ abandoned on April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was re- 
modelled, and is now used as a carriage-house and wash- 
room. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 90,780 square feet of land. 

The stables and buildings connected therewith are of 
brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. ‘The stable is two stories high, 
with French roof, and has accommodations for one hundred 
horses. ‘Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. ‘Total 
original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.28. In 1899, a 
Veterinary hospital was built and equipped for the purpose 
of caring for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint 
and harnessmaker’s shops, in which wagons, carts, harnesses, 
etc., used by this and other departments, are constructed and 
kept in repair, also a horseshoeing shop for shoeing the 
horses of the department located in this section of the city. 


West Stables and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 
feet by 50 feet, located on North Grove street; built in 1860 
without buildings attached to same. It has accommodations 
for 90 horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 
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45,152 square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop 
was established for the purpose of shoemg horses of the 
department stabled in this section of the city. 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Sanitary Division; used as a dumping station for the city’s 
garbage and refuse, and as a mooring place for dumping boats 
and scows, which convey this material to sea and to the 
plant of the New England Sanitary Product Company. 
Cost of constructing platform and dredging dock, $6,219.38. 
There are three Barney dumping boats which are in continual 
use, and are towed to sea by the department tugboat 
‘¢ Cormorant.” 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning 
Division as a locker for patrol push-carts, etc., and a part is 
in use by the Paving Division. 


Packard’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 464 Atlantic avenue; used as a berth for 
dumping boats in connection with Fort Hill Wharf. Leased 
from the heirs of Henry C. Snow. 


Titehfield’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about 
30,460 square feet. Leased from Jacob H. Hecht, March 1, 
1898, for a period of ten years. This wharf adjoins Fort 
Hill Wharf, and is occupied in part by the New England 
Sanitary Product Company as a berth for their scows, and 
also by the buildings of the City Refuse Utilization Company 
for the disposal of waste and rubbish. ‘This property is now 
owned by the Middlesex Trust.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
SEWER DIVISION. 


30 TREMONT STREET, Boston, February 1, 1905. 


Hon. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir,—I respectfully submit report of expenses, 
income and operation of the Sewer Division for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1900. 

The work of converting combined to separate system in 
the North Metropolitan district, mentioned in the last annual 
report as having been begun under chapter 3883 of the 
_ Acts of 1908, has been vigorously carried on, contracts made 
last year on the high level branch intercepting sewers having 
been finished, and as much work done in the separation of 
the common systems as the limited time would allow, the 
new loan not having been made available until October. 

The separation of the system in the Lauriat avenue dis- 
trict and in the Talbot avenue district west of Bernard 
street has been completed ; and in the Back Bay and Roxbury, 
the Smith street and Longwood avenue districts, about 80 
per cent. of the work of conversion has been completed. 

The bill mentioned in last year’s report as having been in- 
troduced upon petition of His Honor the Mayor for the pur- 
pose of providing funds for converting combined to separate 
systems in the Back Bay as an alternative to the construction 
of the marginal conduit, was passed by both branches of the 
Legislature and sent up to the Governor. 

The Charles River Basin Commission not having concluded 
at this time to meet the Mayor’s views, namely that the sep- 
aration of these systems were preferable to the building of the 
marginal conduit, and not having proposed any modification 
of the marginal conduit scheme, at least so far as the Mayor 
had any knowledge, the bill was vetoed by the Governor 
upon the request of the Mayor. 
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The works of magnitude which should be undertaken by 
this division in the immediate future are as follows: 


REBUILDING OF THE OLD CHANNEL: OF Stony BROOK. 


This old stone structure, partly a loose stone arch, partly 
a square section covered with horizontal covering stones, is 
the original channel of Stony Brook, running from near 
Roxbury Crossing, across Linden Park and Vernon streets, 
through Whittier street and Rogers avenue, to the Back 
Bay Fens. ‘This is in a general state of dilapidation. Any 
portion of it is liable to break down at any time, letting 
down the surface of the streets which overlie it, and result- 
ing in serious damage. There have been several cave-ins 
already. In order to prevent a general break down, it has 
been braced up in numerous places with upright timbering. 
These timber uprights form obstructions and aggravate the 
accumulation of filth and sewage matter. In addition to this 
structural weakness, it is in the most unsanitary condition 
imaginable. It should be rebuilt throughout its entire length, 
both for safety of street travel and for sanitary reasons. The 
estimated cost of this improvement is $300,000. The sub- 
ject has been discussed in annual reports for many years past, 
but has not been undertaken on account of the cost. The 
rational method of procedure would be to spend a given 
amount, say $00,000 a year, on this rebuilding until it is 
completed. 


THE AUXILIARY EAST SIDE INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


This intercepting sewer from Central street to Lehigh 
street has become too small for the flow which it now has to 
take. The sewer is nearly or quite full even in the dryest 
times, and the result is that it overflows at low tide through 
many of the overflow outlets and befouls the docks with 
sewage matter. It cannot be rebuilt on its present location 
on account of the fact that so much of it is covered by the 
Terminal Station railroad yards, but a new route has been 
selected running around this obstruction. A temporary 
amelioration can be accomplished to a limited extent by 
building dams and raising the height at which overflows take 
place; but not much can be done in this line without danger 
of obstructing the overflows so as to cause floodings of cel- 
lars throughout the business district. The East Side inter- 
cepter and the Canal-street relief sewer, which connects with 
it, are so full almost all the time that it is only with the 
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greatest difficulty that connections can be made. ‘The radical 
remedy is to build an auxiliary sewer to help out the 
obstructed portion of the sewer described above. ‘The whole 
cost of this work is estimated at $230,000. This is too 
much to be done in any one year, together with all the work 
which the department has to undertake, but, like the preced- 
ing work, a certain amount might be done each year, say 
$100,000 worth, so that relief may be obtained in a couple 
of years. 


THE EXTENSION OF STONY BRooK CONDUIT SOUTHWARD 
FROM JAMAICA PLAIN. 


This conduit must be extended to Forest Hills ora pointa 
few hundred feet south of Forest Hills during the immediate 
future, after which it may be allowed to rest, inasmuch as a free 
outlet at this place would probably prevent serious flooding in 
the meadows beyond. Some other scheme which is less expen- 
sive may perhaps be devised, such as an open channel 
enclosed by a strip of varying width which might be con- 
verted into a park, but a covered channel is a necessity as far 
as Forest Hills. This channel carries with it a sewer at a 
lower grade than the existing main sewer of the valley, 
which will afford a sewer outlet to Washington street, 
Williams street, Keyes street, and adjacent territory which 
cannot now be sewered into the existing main sewer. The 
total cost of this improvement is about $900,000, but it 
can be done by yearly instalments of say $150,000. This 
work has rested at Green street now for several years and 
there is a crying necessity for its resumption. 


Kkine’s Mitu Ponp. 


This is a tidal outlet through the marsh for Tenean Creek. 
This conduit which now empties into the mill pond at Brooks 
street brings down more or less sewerage from overflows of 
the common sewer system throughout its drainage area, and 
the pond has become a nuisance, and has been so for many 
years. There has been a project for digging an open channel 
and making a water park of this place, but it does not seem 
advisable. ‘There would be as much difficulty in preserving 
the purity of the waters as there has been in the Back Bay 
Fens, and from its proximity to the water front there does 
not seem to be reason enough for the construction of a water 
park. ‘The best plan would be to build a coveied channel as 
tar as Mill street. This work has been estimated at 
$125,000. 
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All of the foregoing work will have to be charged to the 
annual million dollar loan for sewerage works. 

The large work to be done out of the separation fund is 
the extension of the high level branch intercepters, of which 
many miles remain to be built, the rebuilding of Maywood’s 
Brook and Dorchester Brook sewer systems, of which men- 
tion will be made later, and the separation of the common 
sewer system throughout the Metropolitan district. 

A general statement of the most important work done by 
the division during the year, accompanied with recommen- 
dations as to work for the coming year, is given in the suc- 
ceeding pages and is classified according to districts.

The most important of this is the East Boston low level 
sewer in Addison street and a part of Kneller street, 1,170 
linear feet of which was built in tunnel; also a section of the 
low level sewer under Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
Railroad, between Bennington street and Butler avenue. 
The Lexington street outlet was rebuilt of a permanent 
size, 3-foot circular wood, and in a new location, and outlet 
sewers for Parkway lands, so called, were started in Prescott 
and Frankfort streets. A 5-foot by 5-foot brick culvert was 
built under the Boston & Maine Railroad about 1,300 feet 
from Addison street, which gives additional tidal flow to and 
from the basin bounded by the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
Addison street, Saratoga street, and Boardman street. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The East Boston low level sewer should be completed 
from Addison street through Kneller, Boardman and Saratoga 
streets to Bennington street, thus affording an outlet for the 
sewers already built in Bennington street, from Saratoga 
street to Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. This will 
require about 3,000 linear feet of 3-foot by 4-foot 6-inch 
and 3-foot brick sewer. 
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Another section of the low level sewer for which there is 
urgent need will he between Butler avenue and Leverett 
avenue, and when built will afford an outlet for the existing 
sewers in Bennington street, between the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad and Leverett avenue. ‘To build this section 
will require about 2,400 linear feet of 3-foot and 2-foot by 
3-foot brick sewer. The above would complete the East 
Boston low level sewer. 

The separation of the systems on that portion of the high 
ground on Breed’s Island, which has already been sewered, 
should be completed, and the Moore street interceptor, 
between Kneller street and the Moore street outlet, should be 
begun early in the season and pushed to completion as 
rapidly as possible, in order to do away with the nuisance 
caused by deposit of sewage on the flats at foot of Moore 
street. This interceptor will require about 4,400 linear feet 
of 20-inch and 24-inch pipe. 

It is also desirable to build an interceptor along the north- 
erly side of East Boston, from Eagle square to Putnam street, ~ 
to intercept the sewage from the Putnam street and the 
Glendon street outlets. ‘These sewers now flow into Chelsea 
Creek, but a deposit is left on the flats at low water, which 
is the cause of complaint. This will require about 2,650 
linear feet of 12-inch and 15-inch pipe. 

The sewer in Prescott street, between Bremen and Frank- 
fort streets, should be completed; and the sewers built in 
Prescott street, from Frankfort street to Cleveland street, in 
Parkway, from Bennington street to Cleveland street, and in 
Frankfort street, from Parkway to Swift street.

The most important of this was the rebuilding of part of 
the Rutherford avenue outlet, from Rutherford avenue 
about 800 feet southwesterly, and the starting of the 
separation of the Vine street district sewer system. The 
connection with the Metropolitan sewer at Warren street has 
been made, thus completing the connection of the Charles- 
town sewerage system with the Metropolitan sewer. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The separation of the Vine street sewerage system should 
be continued by building new pipe sewers in Bunker Hill 
street, from Chelsea street to Vine street, and in Moulton, 
Decatur, Corey and Tufts streets. 

The rebuilding of the Rutherford avenue outlet should be 
continued to tide-water. This will require about 1,300 
linear feet of 6-foot by T-foot concrete sewer or its equivalent, 
which should be built at a grade about 2.5 lower than the 
existing outlet in order to allow a free flow. 

The existing sewer in Rutherford avenue should be rebuilt 
from the outlet to Middlesex street.

The most important work done was the building of separate 
system sewers in Brooks and Parkman streets, and the new 
connection with the Metropolitan sewer at Brooks street. 
This has completed the separation of the sewerage system on 
Bigelow Hill, so that only house sewage enters the Metro- 
politan sewer from this territory, and all the surface drainage 
is carried to Charles river. A surface drain was also built in 
Nonantum street, from Oak square to Newton line. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Shepard brook conduit should be built from Faneuil 
Valley brook, near North Beacon street, to Shannon street. 
This will require about 5,200 linear feet of 6-foot, 5-foot, 
4-foot, 3-foot 6-inch and 3-foot brick conduit, and _ is 
greatly needed to relieve the congested condition of sewers 
in the Market street district in time of storm. There 
has been a crying need for this conduit for several years, 
and as the cellars in this territory are flooded at every heavy 
rain there is a liability of suits for damage if some relief is 
not afforded. 

The Everett street overflow outlet should be rebuilt from 
Charles river, across Metropolitan parkway to Western 
avenue, in order to relieve sewers in Western avenue and 
Vicinity, which are gorged at every heavy rainfall, and cause 
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the flooding of numerous cellars. This would require about 
940 linear feet of 5-foot 9-inch circular brick sewer. Sur- 
face drains should be built in Sutherland and Lanark roads, 
in Warren street, between Commonwealth avenue and 
Brookline line, and in Allston street, between Common- 
wealth avenue and Summit avenue.

The most important work done during the year was the 
building of a complete sewerage system in Belgrade avenue, 
between Corinth street and Colberg avenue, and the begin- 
ning of a drainage system in Belgrade avenue, from Colberg 
avenue to Anawan avenue; complete sewerage systems’ in 
Hyde Park avenue, between Lower Walk Hili street and 
Ashland street; the construction of Talbot avenue high 
level sewer, from Ashland street to 1,825 feet east of Walk 
Hill street ; sewerage systems for Rowe and Sharon streets 
and outlet. The brook lying between Rowe and Sharon 
streets has been taken into a covered conduit and carried 
under the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad and 
Hyde Park avenue, and down Hadwin Way to Stony Brook. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Talbot avenue high level sewer should be completed in 
West Roxbury from its present end, about 1,825 feet east of 
Walk Hill street to Morton street, requiring about 1,570 
linear feet of 4-foot 3-inch circular brick sewer. 

There is urgent need for sewers in Addington, Dunbar and 
adjacent streets to afford relief from the present unhealthy 
conditions existing in this locality due to the overflowing of 
cesspools. The nature of the soil is such that the liquid 
matter does not leach off from the cesspools, but fills them 
to the top and flows off over the surface. These streets will 
require about 7,000 linear feet of 12-inch pipe sewer. 
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Neponset avenue and Mt. Hope street, between Hyde 
Park avenue and Stony Brook, as well as Jewett and Folsom 
streets, which extend from Neponset avenue to Mt. Hope 
street, are quite closely built upon. On account of the 
impervious character of the soil the cesspools in this neigh- 
borhood constantly overflow and create a nuisance, which 
in warm weather becomes almost unbearable. This is part 
of an area which will eventually be drained by the West 
Roxbury low level sewer to be built up the valley of Stony 
Brook in connection with the permanent improvement of the 
brook. As it is very uncertain when this improvement will 
be brought up to this point, a sewer should be built during 
the coming year in Neponset avenue, between Hyde Park 
avenue and Stony Brook. This can have an outlet through 
private land to Mt. Hope street and easterly in Mt. Hope 
street to the Talbot avenue high level sewer, which connects 
with the Metropolitan high level sewer near the junction of 
Ashland and Canterbury streets. Part of this sewer and 
outlet will be only temporary, but it will relieve the existing 
unsanitary conditions until the West Roxbury low level 
sewer is built, which may not be for a period of ten years or 
more. 

There have been many requests for sewers in Poplar 
street, between Canterbury and James streets, and in 
James and Beech streets, between Poplar and Kittredge 
streets. These sewers are needed, but an outlet must first 
be built for them in Canterbury street, Hyde Park avenue, 
private land, Clifford street and Canterbury street, between 
the Metropolitan sewer and Poplar street. This will re- 
quire about 2,600 linear feet 24-inch pipe. 

Sewers have been petitioned for, and are badly needed, 
in Spring street, between Charles River and Gardner street, 
in Montclair avenue, Brookfield street, Robin street and 
Wachusett street. 

The Roslindale branch of Stony Brook should be built 
of a permanent size from Cohasset street to Linden street, 
requiring 900 linear feet 9-foot circular concrete con- 
duit, and the brook above this point should be improved 
by deepening the channel, building stone sidewalls, and 
placing permanent culverts under the cross streets from 
Linden street to Belgrade avenue. This improvement is 
particularly important in order to provide a satisfactory 
outlet for the surface drainage system, now being built 
in Belgrade avenue, between Colberg and Anawan avenues. 
It is likewise desirable to deepen the channel and wall in 
the sides of this brook in the land of the New York, New 
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Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, Providence Divi- 
sion, from the point where it leaves Belgrade avenue to 
Anawan avenue. This will give a free outlet for the Cen- 
tral Station branch, which must be built at an early date in 
Anawan avenue, Beech street, Clement avenue, private land, 
railroad and Corey streets to Centre street, in order to 
afford an outlet for the surface water from a large territory, 
which is now causing numerous complaints from the property 
owners. 

A surface drain is an absolute necessity in Penfield and 
Houston streets to afford an outlet to surface drains and 
catch-basins already built in Belgrade avenue between Dud- 
ley avenue and Linden street. . 

_ Many complaints are received every year regarding the con- 

dition in time of storm of Poplar street near Hillside avenue ; 
also regarding the brook which has its source a little above 
this point and flows down across Poplar, Ashland, Syca- 
more and Florence streets, connecting with the Roslindale 
branch near Florence street. ‘These complainants can and 
should be satisfied, and the existing evil conditions remedied 
by building the proposed Florence-street brook conduit from 
Roslindale branch of Stony Brook to Poplar street. Part of 
this will le in public streets, and part along the present 
course of the brook in private land, and will require about 
4,000 linear feet of 5-foot 9-inch, 5-foot, 4-foot 6-inch, 4-foot, 
and 3-foot 6-inch conduit. 

Property between Ashland and Gilman streets is flooded 
every spring, causing serious annoyance and expense to the 
owners. ‘This trouble can be remedied by building 360 
linear feet of 18-inch and 24-inch pipe surface drain. 

Surface drains are needed in Boylston street, between 
Lamartine street and Chestnut avenue, and between Stony 
Brook and Washington street, to relieve the overcrowded 
condition of the sewers in this vicinity.

The most important work started during the past year was 
the construction of 2,622 linear feet of 4-foot 9-inch circular 
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brick sewer on the Dorchester high level sewer in River 
street, between the Hyde Park line and Fremont street. 
This sewer will drain about 1,100 acres of high level terri- 
tory, and is to be extended through Mattapan, Dorchester 
Lower Mills and Ashmont to Meeting House Hill. This 
channel will vary in size from a 4-foot 9-inch circular brick 
channel to a 2-foot 6-inch circular brick channel, and will 
cost in the neighborhood of $500,000. 

A start has also been made on the Talbot avenue high 
level sewer and the improvement of the Canterbury branch 
of Stony Brook — both of these channels to be carried in one 
trench; and although no actual construction can be charged 
to this item, about 100 feet of trench has been excavated to 
grade. , 

The most important brook improvements are as follows: 

The building of a covered channel for Oakland Brook, 
between the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
and Bismarck street, where 100 linear feet of 8-foot 6-inch 
by 5-foot 83-inch brick conduit, and 923 linear feet of 5- 
foot 9-inch circular brick conduit were constructed. 

In Lucerne street, between Lauriat avenue and Morton 
street, 711 linear feet of 3-foot 6-inch circular brick con- 
duit on the improvement of a branch of the Canterbury 
branch of Stony Brook were built. 

The building of a brick conduit in Armandine street, on 
the Davenport Brook, was completed, and this improvement 
will remove the cause of much flooding. 

In the locality known as the “ Vose’s Grove District” 
1,145 linear feet of pipe sewer were built which has been 
repeatedly called for, and the improvement will remove a 
long-standing nuisance. 

In the Cedar Grove district 2,217 feet of pipe sewer were 
built, thereby doing away with the cesspools in a fine resi- 
dential district. 

Sewers were built in Rockville street, Woolson street, Flint 
street, Greenock street, and a start was made on the sewer in 
Richmond street, between Dorchester avenue and Washington 
street —all of this work having been repeatedly called for 
by petition. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The most important work contemplated in South Dorches- 
ter during the coming year is the extension of the Dorchester 
high level sewer, from the end of the present channel in 
River street, near Fremont street, to Park street; also the 
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completion of the Talbot avenue high level intercepting 
sewer, just started, from Morton street to Talbot avenue. 
This latter interceptor when completed will relieve a large 
area around Lauriat avenue and ‘Talbot avenue, which is 
flooded after every heavy rainfall. In connection with this 
the building of a 10-foot circular brick conduit or its equiva- 
lent from the end of the present channel in Callender street, 
at Don street, to Harvard street is contemplated. 

As provided for by the Separate Systems Act, consideration 
will also be given to the many streets in which the house 
sewers are overcrowded by reason of the catch-basins being 
connected with the same. 

Plans have been made for the improvement of the Biaak 
course in the vicinity of Monson, Sturbridge and Sanford 
streets, from which complaints are received after every storm. 

The improvement of Mattapan brook from the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad to Norfolk street should 
receive attention, as this brook course is the outlet for surface 
water from a large portion of Blue Hill avenue. | 

Oakland brook, between the Neponset river and River 
street, is also worthy of consideration, as in all probability the 
department will be called upon this year to provide catch- 
basins and catch-basin drains for River street from the Hyde 
Park line to Mattapan square, and as Oakland brook will be 
the outlet for these drains the present channel should be 
extended to the Neponset river. 

Petitions have also been received for sewers in Norwood 
street, Dorchester avenue, from Richmond street to St. 
Gregory’s Church, Walk Hill street, Groveland street, Fuller 
street and many others — all of which are very important 
from a sanitary point of view. 


NortH DORCHESTER. 
There have been built in this district during the past year:

The principal items of construction work completed are: 

Separate system of drainage in the Harvard street district. 
This has .been recommended annually for many years, and 
now that it is completed it is the means of abating numer- 
ous floodings of private estates. 
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Normandy street surface drain. This drain takes the 
surface water from the old Geneva avenue brook course, and 
abates the flooding between Devon street and Wilder street. 

Freeport street brook. This work was completed during 
the past year from tide-water to a point near Bowdoin street 
to more adequately care for the waters of this brook. Flood- 
ings continued to occur at the corner of High street and 
Hancock street, rendering extension of this work absolutely 
necessary. 

New house sewers have been built in Buttonwood court, 
Willow court, Field’s court, Highland street and Clapp place. 

Surface drains have been constructed in Washington street, 
between Bowdoin street and Erie street, West Park street, 
Bowdoin avenue, Esmond street, Thane street and several 
other smaller streets. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Freeport street brook. The remaining link in this work, 
between High street and Bowdoin street, should be com- 
pleted during the coming year in order to adequately care for 
the proposed extensions above this point. 

The Coleman street branch of the Freeport street brook 
should be built from the main channel, near the corner of 
Bowdoin street and Hancock street, to Quincy street. 
Extensive floodings occur here after nearly every heavy rain, 
owing to the small trunk sewer which passes through Draper 
court and Bowdoin street not being able to take even a 
moderate storm flow. 

Tenean creek, between Westville street and Speedwell 
street. This will take the flow from the. Homes avenue sur- 
face drain, which is now broken down, has no outlet, and the - 
water from which floods -Homes avenue after every storm. 
The many estates bordering on this old brook course are 
damaged considerably from every storm, and have often 
petitioned for this improvement. 

The conduit will also serve as an overflow for the over- 
crowded sewers in this locality. 

Franklin Park brook, from Harvard street to Blue Hill 
avenue. ‘This is the only uncompleted portion on the hne 
of the Franklin Park brook, and, as the present open water 
course serves as an overflow for the Blue Hill avenue system 
of house sewers, this portion should be built during the 
coming year. 

Faxon street, between the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, Midland Division, and Washington street. 
This is needed as an outlet for the extensive system of 
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surface drains completed in this district during the previous 
year, and as an overflow to relieve the overcrowded Wash- 
ington street common sewer. It will probably be necessary 
here to continue this conduit from Faxon street down Kilton 
street to a point near Harvard street, where the present sur- 
face drain now crosses the railroad. 

Oakland Garden fork, Canterbury branch of Stony Brook. 
This conduit should be extended from its present terminus in 
private land, off Greenwood street, near Harvard street, down 
Standish street, thence via West Park street and Bernard 
street to Franklin Field. This is an expensive piece of 
work, and will require considerable time in which to com- 
plete it; and, as the plans for construction are all ready, 
work should be commenced here at the earliest opportunity, 
as damages have already been paid as a result of floodings 
from this drain, and the present inconvenience to the rail- 
road people at the Harvard street station is considerable. 

Dorchester brook, main sewer. Abutters aiong this line 
have been damaged by overflow of sewage for several years 
past, and the improvement of this sewer has been recom- 
mended many times. 

The problem has now changed considerably, since the new 
Roxbury high level sewer will, in all probability, be extended 
into Dorchester to take in this sewer some time in the future. 
As the line is very long and a difficult one to construct, no 
relief is in sight for this territory, unless a start is made on 
the Roxbury high level sewer during the coming year. 

Dorchester high level sewer. This sewer enters the North 
Dorchester area at Park street, near Greenbrier street, and 
while it is greatly needed as a relief for the main sewers 
like Geneva avenue, Coleman street, and Ceylon street, little 
can be accomplished this year, except to make final studies 
and prepare the detail plan of construction. 

Shamrock street outlet. The entire system of sewers 
drained by this outlet should be rebuilt, and an extensive 
system of surface drains established. Many of these sewers 
are too high and much too small, and they are so broken 
down and generally dilapidated that it is found very difficult 
to keep them in operation. 

Overflow at East Park street, near Harrison square. This 
overflow is built of wood and discharges into Tenean creek, 
but having no tidegates to prevent the backing up of tide- 
water, must contribute water to the system of common sewers 
at high tide. 

Carson street. There are many cellars on this street 
flooded when a storm occurs at high tide, and while several 
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of these cellars are below the legal grade (Grade 12), still 
some means should be provided for their relief. If the roof 
water leaders from these houses were connected with the 
surface drain and a small regulator placed on the common 
sewer, near its connection with the Dorchester intercepter 
in Crescent avenue, floodings might be abated. 

Tonawanda street surface drain. This drain should be 
lowered from a point in Tonawanda street across private 
land, Lindsey street and Stratford street to Park street. 
This drain was built by private parties, but is now being 
used by the city to take the storm water from a considerable 
area. On account of being laid with open joints it is now 
too high and full of sand to satisfactorily serve this district. 
A petition has been received for placing it in another lo- 
cation; that is, the portion between Tonawanda and Lindsey 
streets. 

House sewers should also be constructed in private land, 
between Moseley street and Columbia road; Baker court, 
from Willow court easterly; Willow court, from existing 
sewer to Boston street; Dorchester avenue, from Freeport 
street to Linden street; Dorchester avenue, from Kimball 
street to Linden street, and Payson avenue, from Glendale 
street northerly. 

Surface drains should be constructed in Magnolia street, 
from Dudley street to Magnolia square; East Cottage street, 
from Norfolk avenue to the railroad; Stanwood street, from 
Blue Hill avenue to Columbia road; Devon street, from 
Blue Hill avenue to Columbia road; Geneva avenue, 
from Normandy street to Blue Hill avenue, and many other 
portions in the Dorchester high level area. 


SoutH ROXBURY.

The principal works completed in this district are: 

Maywood’s Brook conduit. The construction of this con- 
duit has been carried on throughout the year in Hampshire 
and Ruggles streets. This conduit is 11 feet wide by 7 
feet 6 inches high and is built to carry surface water only, 
draining about 35 acres in Roxbury. Two new house 
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sewers are being carried along with the conduit to take the 
sewage only from this area. The house sewers empty into 
the Cabot street intercepter, while the surface water goes 
into Stony Brook channel in Whittier street. This event- 
ually reaches the Charles river by way of the Back Bay 
Fens, and is really a part of and in harmony with the con- 
struction carried: on there for the removal of pollution from 
the Back Bay Fens and from Charles river above the pro- 
posed dam. This work is the most important piece of work 
undertaken by the Sewer Division in Roxbury in many years, 
and while already it is affording relief for the flooded estates 
on Ruggles and adjoining streets, it renders possible the con- 
struction of new sewers and drains in such streets as War- 
wick street, Haskins street, Westminster street and other 
streets in this low-lying area, which wouid otherwise be 
without adequate drainage for many years. 

This brook derives its name from the district known as 
the May Woods, now occupied by such streets as Maywood 
street, Edgewood street, and Woodbine street, Roxbury. 
These woods were formerly the head-waters of the channel 
heretofore known as the Bower and Sherman streets main 
trunk sewer. ‘The entire area drained by the brook course 
before it reaches Stony Brook channel in Whittier street 
consists of 350 acres, and extends from Whittier street to 
the junction of Warren street and. Elm Hill avenue, a 
distance of 1.8 miles. 

The main line which now passes down Warren, Bower, 
Sherman, Ottawa, Laurel, Dale, Regent, Ray, Cireuit and 
Washington streets to Guild row, and Shawmut avenue to 
Ruggles street, is much too small throughout its entire 
length. This is shown in a comparison of its present maxi- 
mum size, 3 feet by 5 feet 6 inches, with the size now 
building, 11 feet by 7 feet 6 inches, or the equivalent of a 
circle 9 feet 1 inch in diameter. Sanitary conditions along 
Bower, Sherman, Ottawa and Laurel streets have been well 
nigh intolerable for many years, and much valuable property 
has been rendered practically untenantable. 

The constant floodings along other portions of this line 
have also been the cause of volumes of complaints, which the 
department has been powerless to help. Starting, as we 
have, at the lower or outlet end of the line, the conduit is 
designed large enough to take all the storm water from this 
immense area and deliver the same to Stony Brook. Pro- 
gress has been as rapid as is commensurate with such heavy 
work, and construction must still be pushed forward mate- 
rially within the next two years before any adequate relief 
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ean be afforded the upper regions, which are the most 
affected. 
“Hammond street, from Tremont street to Shawmut avenue. 
Petitions for better sewerage facilities in this street have been 
received from the abutting property owners at intervals for 
about fifteen years, and in every instance the starting of work 
has been recommended. ‘This division has already built a new 
sewer, of larger size and at a much lower grade, between 
Tremont and Westminster streets, and the same will be 
extended in the near future as far as Shawmut avenue. 
Abutters have readily taken advantage of this new sewer by 
connecting their houses with the same, and it is the inten- 
tion to use this new sewer for house sewage only and utilize 
the old sewer for surface drainage. 

Crawford street. A separate system of drainage has been 
established in Crawford street, between Walnut avenue and 


Warren street. ‘This necessitated the building of a new 


house sewer in Elm Hill avenue, between Howland street 
and Brunswick street; also a surface drain in Elm Hill 
avenue, between Brunswick and Crawford streets. 

Stony Brook valley sewer. In private land near Amory 
street, where this sewer crossed the old Stony Brook channel 
in two 24-inch iron pipes, these latter were removed and the 
sewer restored to its full size. These iron pipes appeared to 
have caused the throttling of the flow, as the sewer for 
several hundred feet in this vicinity is nearly half filled with 
fine sand and gravel. ‘This should be removed at the earliest 
practicable date, since it reduces the capacity of an already 
overcrowded sewer by one-half. 

Separate systems of drainage have been completed in 
Bower, Clifford, Edgewood, Fenno, Gannett, Harrishof, 
Holborn, Howland, Kensington, Mayfair, Maywood, Mills, 
and Savin streets, Westminster avenue, Woodbine and 
Wyoming streets. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Stony Brook channel, between Back Bay Fens and Hamp- 
shire street. While this work is not properly within my 
jurisdiction, I deem it wise to again call attention to the fact 
that this work must be started in the very near future, to 
afford a satisfactory outlet for the large surface drain which 
we are now building in Ruggles street, as mentioned pre- 
viously in this report. 

Fenner street, between Washington and Cobden streets. 
This is a surface drain intended to relieve the sewers of the 
Ruthven street district, and obviate the floodings so common 
on Cobden street. 
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Warwick street, between Hammond and Ruggles streets. 
This street has been badly in need of better sewerage facili- 
ties for many years. The old 12-inch pipe sewer is broken 
in several places, is full of sludge, rendering it impossible to 
connect new drains, to say nothing of carrying off the 
sewage and storm-water properly. A new house-sewer and 
a separate surface drain are strongly recommended for this 
street, since the new conduit in Ruggles street has already 
provided satisfactory outlet for both sewage and surface 
drainage. 

Westminster street, between Hammond and Ruggles streets. 
Conditions in this street are similar to those that exist in 
Warwick street, and the same recommendations apply. 

Winslow street, between Dudley and Palmer streets. This 
sewer is badly settled, and it is impossible to keep it clear. 
Frequent floodings have resulted, and a new sewer should be 
constructed in this street at the earliest opportunity. 

Dorchester Brook sewer. This sewer starts at the main 
intercepting sewer in Massachusetts avenue, near the rail- 
road crossing, and has been built of sufficient size in recent 
years through private land to the junction of George and 
Rockford streets. Drainage conditions on the lower portion 
of the line are, therefore, satisfactory, but the work of 
reconstruction has not been pushed forward fast enough to 
meet the needs of the growing territory farther up the line. 
Consequently, the portions in Rockford and Dudley streets 
and private land near Brook avenue, across Cottage, Julian, 
Brookford and Dacia streets, up as far as Quincy street and 
Blue Hill avenue, have become entirely too small to dis- 
charge the storm flow. The result has been the flooding 
of very many estates, causing great damage to abutters 
along this whole line, to say nothing of the damages re- 
sulting to property along connecting streets, which have 
the main sewer for an outlet. 

Most of this line was built in 1874 along the old brook 
course, which formed the dividing line between Roxbury 
and Dorchester. In many places the old channel was sim- 
ply arched over, a brick invert put in place, and the stone 
side walls allowed to remain. ‘This answered well enough 
for the then sparsely-settled territory, but conditions have 
so changed as to render this sewer well nigh useless in 
times of heavy storms. 

The worst conditions at the present. time exist at the 
junction of Blue Hill avenue and Intervale street, and at 
the junction of Dudley and Shirley streets. | 

The latter location can be relieved by the rebuilding of 
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the sewer in a new location down Shirley and George 
streets, to meet the end of the completed large size. Work 
on this portion should be commenced during the coming 
year, as every delay only aggravates the conditions all 
along the line. 

The vicinity of Blue Hill avenue and Intervale street 
cannot be relieved materially until a larger sewer is built 
up to that point, and cannot be relieved at all until the 
portion just mentioned is built in Shirley and George 
streets. 

Eustis street, between Harrison avenue and Winslow 
street. ‘This sewer is needed as an outlet for the proposed 
new sewer in Winslow street. 

Orchard park and Chadwick street, between Yeoman and 
Orchard streets. This sewer has been found to be badly 
settled, and has been the cause of considerable annoyance to 
the builders of the Dearborn School by the constant flooding 
of the cellars. The School House Commission have peti- 
tioned for a new sewer here, and the work should be started 
during the coming year. 

Fellows street, between Northampton and» Hunneman 
streets, and outlet in Northampton street. A portion of the 
sewer in Fellows street, which was rebuilt in 1895, ona longi- 
tudinal platform, has settled so badly that it is desirable to 
immediately rebuild the same on a pile foundation. | 

Sterling street, between Westminster and Washington 
streets. Many complaints have been received from residents 
on this street regarding the condition of this sewer, and 
the sewer should be rebuilt. It will not be possible to 
rebuild the sewer, however, until an outlet is provided for 
the same in Westminster street, which is an additional argu- 
ment for the building of the latter. 

Sussex street, between Hammond and Warwick streets. 
The houses on this street are practically without any sewer- 
age facilities whatever, and now that the new sewer in Ham- 
mond street has afforded satisfactory outlet, a new sewer 
should be constructed in Sussex street during the coming 
year. 

Williams street, between Westminster street and Shawmut 
avenue. ‘This sewer is in the same condition as the ones 
above mentioned, and should be rebuilt throughout. 

Cabot street, between Ruggles and Sterling streets. The 
common sewer in this portion of Cabot street is 12-inch pipe 
and takes the water not only from the buildings, but from 
fifteen catch-basins, and the same is delivered to the inter- 
ceptor at the corner of Cabot and Ruggles streets without 
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any overflow. A surface drain should be built to take this 
storm water, since provision has already been made for 
receiving the same into the new conduit in Ruggles street. 

Roxbury high level sewer. Recent studies show that this 
line will start from Centre street, at the corner of Boylston © 
avenue, following through Boylston avenue and other streets 
to the corner of Atherton and Amory streets, where it 
enters the Roxbury district. As this will be a long and ex- 
pensive line to build, a start should certainly be made early 
in the coming year. 

Willow Park, off Shawmut avenue. Conditions here are 
as bad as can be found in any street in the city, and as soon 
as the Ruggles street conduit passes the corner of West- 
minster street work should be begun on a new sewer for 
Willow Park. 

Work on the separation of the storm water from the house 
sewage should be carried on throughout the year, and a list 
of some fifty streets has been prepared in which it will be 
desirable to prosecute this work.

The principal works completed are: 

Columbia road. This boulevard, which has been in process 
of construction since 1897, and extends from Franklin Park, 
Dorchester, to Marine Park, South Boston, can now be said 
to be practically completed in so far as the work of this 
division is concerned. The Vale street outlet and other 
outlets along the South shore of South Boston are in process 
of construction, or will need extensions in the future, which 
possibly are not chargeable to Columbia road. Most of the 
work of the past year has been along Old Colony avenue, 
where an excellent system of large sewers has been con- 
structed, this portion being the outlet for a large area in the 
Preble street district, as well as taking the place of the Vinton 
street overflow, which can now be abandoned. 

D street. The sewer in this street has been rebuilt, of a 
larger size and at a lower grade, from Dorchester avenue to 
West Seventh street, for the purpose of relieving this and 
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adjacent streets from the numerous floodings which occur 
here during excessive storms at high tide. The overflow at 
the foot of D street has been provided with tide-gates and 
opened up again for use. ‘l'wo new connections have been 
provided with the intercepting sewer, and an overflow estab- 
lished from the common sewer in Dorchester avenue at D 
street. All these improvements have not abated the flooding 
of cellars on D street and connecting streets. Many of these 


cellars are below mean high water, and D street itself, under 


the old railroad bridge, has an established grade of 7.90, 
making the problem of drainage a complicated one and the 
use of surface drains of no avail. Relief must be looked for 
in the intercepting system itself and the pumping facilities 
at Cow Pasture pumping station. Studies are already 
started for the relief of this long suffering district, and indi- 
cate that many important changes are necessary, the details 
of which will be submitted later in a separate report. 

Dorchester street. This street has been laid out between 
Dorchester avenue and West Eighth street, under a special 
act of the Legislature, and an entirely new system of sewer- 
age works has been constructed. 

Kemp street. This sewer was built to carry the dry 
weather flow from the system of sewers in Columbia road to 
the South Boston interceptor in Washington avenue. 

Vale street outlet. This sewer is now being built from 
Columbia road to tide-water to provide an adequate overflow 
or outlet for the system of sewers converging at the corner 
of Vale street and Columbia road. 

A street, between West First and Congress streets. 
Work has been started here on a new system of sewers and 
surface drains to care for this now very important warehouse 
district. The old sewer is found to be badly broken down 
and much too small to take the flow in time of storm. 
Pile driving is necessary here to support the structure. 


. Catch-basins are being built as the work progresses, and all 


old roof water leaders and catch-basins are being connected 
with the surface drain. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Congress street, between A street and the drawbridge. 
This is an extension of the system already started in A 
street, and conditions here being similar to those in A street 
an entirely new separate system of sewerage is imperatively 
needed. The large number of warehouses here, with exten- 
sive roof areas, discharging storm water into the present small 
sewers, not only greatly overtax the same, but will continue 
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to overtax the small proposed house sewer for this street ; 
therefore, the large surface drain which will be carried along 
in connection with the house sewer should receive the storm 
water by a separate connection from these large roof areas. 
This is very important, since we find it impossible to build a 
combined sewer in A street, which is the outlet for Congress 
and other streets, large enough to carry the combined flow 
from this area. 

Sleeper street, between Congress street and Northern 
avenue. ‘This street is to be built in the very near future in 
connection with Northern avenue, and should have a surface 
drain for its entire length, with new catch-basins. | 

Mount Washington avenue. ‘This is a storm water outlet, 
which will take all the surface water from the A street 
system, discharging the same into Fort Point channel at the 
Mount Washington avenue drawbridge. On account of flat 
gradient here this conduit will necessarily be quite large, and 
it will probably be advisable to carry a house sewer along 
with it in the same trench. 

West Ninth street. The portion between Mercer street 
and Dorchester street serves as an outlet for nearly the 
whole of Dorchester street, as well as an overflow for the 
portion of Ninth street between Dorchester street and D 
street. Much of it is in very poor condition, being half 
filled with sludge, badly out of line and grade, and too high 
to properly care for Dorchester street itself. 

Swan street area. This is the area on the westerly side of 
Dorchester avenue, south of Dover street, formerly a well 
built up section, but now occupied by the tracks of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company. A 
system of sewers draining this area and the West Fifth street 
area having been left intact, but now out of use, should be 
disconnected from the common system, as they serve no 
purpose except to admit tide-water into the system. 

D street flooding. As indicated above, this is the most 
important problem in the district and will be the subject of a 
special report.

The sewer in Hull street, mentioned in previous reports, 
is now built. | 

Court square, west side, was built by tunnel process at a 
depth of about 20 feet and is now completed. 

Back street. This sewer takes the sewage from the 
houses on the water side of Beacon street, which formerly 
discharged into the Charles River. 

Washington street subway. On account of the depth of 
the subway, sewers in the district westerly from Washington 
street, between Common street and Bromfield street, will be 
cut off from their present outlets. The Transit Commission 
have built a sewer under the subway at Bennett street, 
through Bensett street and Harrison avenue to Harvard 
street and down Harvard street to Tyler street, where it 
connects with the Harvard street sewer; also an overflow in 
Harrison avenue, from Harvard street to Kneeland street. 
This provides for sewers on the west side of Washington 
street, between Hollis and Boylston streets. 

In Summer street the Transit Commission have built a deep 
sewer from Washington street to Atlantic avenue. This 
sewer will later be carried under the subway in Washington 
street to Winter street and will take the sewage from the 
district on the west side of Washington street, between 
Boylston and Bromfield streets. 

Sewers have been built in Washington street, between 
Hollis and Boylston streets, by the Transit Commission, 
although the old sewers are not yet thrown out of 
commission. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Canal street relief sewer in Commercial street at State 
street, the Beverly street outlet, the Carleton and Buckingham 
street sewers were mentioned in last year’s report, but nothing 
has been done this year. 

Congress street at Franklin street. In excavating for a 
new pipe, the Water Department discovered that this sewer 
was badly broken and is in danger of falling in at any time. 
About ten (10) acres of territory are drained by this sewer ; 
and as this is a business district, the damage caused by a 
flood might be very heavy; therefore, no time should be lost 
in rebuilding the sewer. 

North Grove street. This sewer has caved in several times 
recently, so that a dangerous hole has been made in the sur- 
face of the street. The sewer is of wooden construction and 
appears to be badly rotted. It should be rebuilt. 
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Charter street, between Phippsand Marshall places. This 
sewer should be rebuilt. 
~ Norra Roxsury.

The principal sewerage works completed in this district 
are: Surface drains in Hemenway street, Westland avenue, 
Huntington avenue, Norway, Calumet and Day streets and 
many others. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Jersey street, Queensberry street, Huntington avenue, Vila 
street district, Fenway Lands, Muddy River conduit, and 
Francis street across Muddy River. The sewerage works 
necessary in all these streets have been mentioned in previous 
reports, but nothing has been done this year. 

Westland entrance. Surface drains should be built to 
furnish an outlet to the Stony Brook channel for a surface 
drain built in Hemenway street and connecting streets, as at 
present there is no outlet. About 50 per cent. of the surface 
drains which provide for the surface water of that part of the 
Metropolitan high level district which is situated between 
Bryant street and Massachusetts avenue and north of 
Huntington avenue, have been built. The balance should 
be constructed the coming year. The district on the east 
side of Parker Hill, and bounded roughly by Parker street, 
Hillside street, Huntington avenue and Longwood avenue, 
has about 80 per cent. of the surface drains already built. 
The balance should be constructed as soon as possible, thereby 
completing the surface drain system of the district. 

There are other smaller districts in which surface drains 
have been built, such as the west side of Parker Hill, which 
drains into the Muddy River at Huntington avenue, and 
Francis street district, which drains into the Muddy River at 
Brookline avenue, and in these districts the necessary sur- 
face drains should be built to complete the system. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


Included under this head are: The main and intercepting 
sewers, Calf Pasture pumping station, outfall sewer, reser-

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PUMPING STATION. 


Two new 48-inch force mains have been laid, connecting 
thereon No. 5 engine with the pipe chamber. Ten gates, 
connecting the galleries with the pump wells, have been put 
in place. These gates are operated by electricity furnished 
by the plant at the station. Two 50-kilowatt engines and 
dynamos, to furnish light and power for the station, have 
been installed and are in operation. ‘The whole station has 
been wired in connection with the electrical plant. 

The second battery of three new 78-inch return tubular 
boilers, with a working pressure of 185 pounds to the square 
inch, has been installed and is in operation. ‘The steam 
piping for the station has been relaid to take care of the in- 
creased steam pressure from 100 to 185 pounds. Two new 
feed pumps have been installed to work against a_ boiler 
pressure of 185 pounds. Two salt water pumps have been 
installed for force injections, and feed lines have been laid in 
boiler-house. Two new plungers and crossheads have been 
placed on pump No. 1, putting this pump in first-class con- 
dition. 

Ten arc-lights have been erected on the roadway to the 
station, and the same are now in operation. 

A new salt water tank for force injection has been installed. 
A new granolithic floor was laid in the boiler-house. A pipe- 
cutting machine has been set up in the machine shop. 
Pumping engine No. 5, which is being set up, is practically 
completed. A trial test of its working will be made within 
a week or two. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


A 12-inch water main should be laid to the station 
immediately. The present 6-inch main does not furnish feed 
water enough for the boilers, leaving, in case of fire, no 
supply to draw from. ‘The road leading to the station should 
be macadamized and new fences built on the sides. The 
interior of the station needs painting. A new fence should 
be built around the grounds, as the old one is so decayed 
that it has blown down in several places and is beyond repair. 
The dock and scow berth should be dredged, as both are 
dangerous in their present condition for vessels to lie in. 
Motors for running the tools in the machine shop are 
necessary. 


Lyons STREET STATION. 


The station at Lyons street has been operated in a very 
satisfactory manner during the year, nothing but minor 
repairs being necessary. 
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Moon ISLAND. 


Repairs have been made on the long gate-house during the 
past year. Doors, windows, window casings and sills have 
been repaired and replaced, also hardware in general, putting 
the building in very good condition. Most of the gates in 
the long gate-house are now in very good shape. A large 
number of iron rods, connecting the cross-heads to the gates, 
have been renewed, as the old rods had reached the dangerous 
point. The iron lifting rods and cross-heads are being re- 
placed by new ones of composition. All of the anchor bolts 
were in bad condition, and are being replaced by new ones, of 
composition, both longer and heavier. ‘The frames are being 
reset in clear Portland cement. The roadways are in fairly 
good condition, many loads of gravel having been placed on 
the roadbed during the past year, and still more is needed. 
There is a great shrinkage of material on the roadways on 
account of the high winds. Quite extensive repairs have been 
made on the stable, putting it in very good condition. In 
connection with the stable a new wagon shed and loft has 
been built. A new building was erected near the gate-house, 
containing an office and a room for the gatemen. 

The houses at Squantum are in fair condition, but the barn 
is in bad shape and not very safe.. As it would involve a 
large expenditure, however, to make the necessary repairs, 
the barn had better be taken down. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The steam boilers on the plant have been in use for twenty- 
two years and should not be considered. safe any longer for 
purposes other than for heating. For such use they will last 
for some time, and should be retained for that purpose. 
These boilers, with the engine, were an auxiliary, furnishing 
the power for running the shafting in the gate-house when 
the turbine was not in commission. Asa substitute for them, 
and to avoid getting new boilers, the present steam engine 
should be sold and two gasolene engines installed to furnish 
the necessary power to run the shafting. This is a matter 
that should receive immediate attention, as it is not safe to 
put pressure on the boilers sufficient to run the shafting in 
case anything should happen to the turbine. The turbine 
is in need of repairs, a new shaft is needed and also repairs 
in the well. The lifting rods and bolts on the turbine 
gate have been renewed. ‘The outfall gate-house is in bad 
shape. This building should be taken down and rebuilt. 
The mortar has apparently lost its virtue, and as the interior 
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of the building is often subjected to considerable pressure 
from compressed air, caused by the waves coming into the 
discharge sewer, it would not be surprising if sometime dur- 
ing a storm the building should be wrecked. 

The old masoury in the divisions of the reservoir needs 
pointing generally. Some pointing is needed in certain por- 
tions of the out-fall sewer, but uothing is dangerously bad. 
The action of the tide, high winds, etc., has made consider- 
able change in the rip-rap. Portions of it should be relaid to 
thorougly protect the embankment. Some pointing should 
be done on the sea wall. 


Stony BROOK. 


The following is an account of work done in connection

During the past year the work on the foul flow channels, 
which was started in September, 1903, has been continued. 
The conduits have been completed. ‘They comprise the con- 
tinuation of the Commissioners’ channel from Huntington 
avenue to the gate-house at Bryant street, and the building 
of the combined channels from Bryant street to the Charles 
river. “There remains to be done the gate-houses with 
sub-structures and connection of same with conduits. A 
description of the conduits is as follows: 

Between Huntington avenue and the gate-house, the con- 
duit is 26 feet 4 inches by 13 feet 6 inches, of the basket- 
handle type, and is built of concrete reinforced with I-beams 
and twisted steel rods. 

The structure from Bryant street to the Charles River con- 
sists of two conduits— one 12 feet by 12 feet, horseshoe shape, © 
to care for the foul flow from the Commissioners’ channel, 
and the other 7-foot circular conduit to care for the foul 
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flow of the old Stony Brook channel. These conduits were 
built of brickwork, with the exception of 129 feet between 
Ispwich and Newbury streets, 1,008 feet between Bryant 
street and Westland entrance, and 16 feet at the outlet at 
Charles River, where the construction was of reinforced con- 
crete. 

Between Ipswich and Newbury streets it was necessary to 
depress the arch of the larger conduit, giving it the dimen- 
sions of 11 feet 4 inches by 12 feet 10 inches instead of 12 
feet by 12 feet, owing to the grade of the tracks of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad. Piles were driven on which I-beams 
were placed to support the tracks during construction. 

The foundation along the line of the conduits was found 
with but few exceptions to be good; in some parts, however, 
piles were driven, amounting in all to 838 linear feet of 
trench. 

With the completion of the gate-houses and connections, 
the flow from the Commissioners’ channel and the old Stony 
Brook channel will be so controlled that when the waters 
are most foul the discharge will be diverted through covered 
channels to the Charles River, thereby preventing the deposit 
of sludge in the pond and the disagreeable and unsanitary 
results brought about by the conditions which have hereto- 
fore existed. 


THE FENS DREDGING. 


Since the construction of the Commissioners’ channel of 
Stony Brook the Fens ponds have been receiving more or less 
sewage during rain storms. This sewage enters the Com- 
missioners’ channel through the overflows of sewers which 
are in the Stony Brook drainage area. ‘These sewers are 
built upon the combined principle, namely, they carry both 
house and storm drainage. Consequently when they become 
charged with storm water, relief is afforded through their 
overflows. This sewage is carried along in the Stony Brook 
channel to the Fens ponds, and mingling there with the salt 
water becomes precipitated, thus forming, together with the 
street wash which settles in the slower currents of the ponds, 
the deposits which have become so objectionable. ‘These 
deposits have formed semi-submerged banks of sludge, which 
have been offensive to the inhabitants of that section. 
Sulphuretted hydrogen, marsh and other obnoxious gases, 
products of putrefaction, bubble up from these sludge banks 
in warm weather. 

In 1898 relief was sought by dredging a small portion of 
the ponds, and about 25,000 cubic yards of this sludge was 
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removed. This was only a temporary expedient, as the 
cause of the pollution was not removed. | 

The completion of the foul flow channels which are now 
under construction will remove the source of pollution from 
the Fens pond, and once the existing deposits are removed 
these conditions will not occur again. 

Under Acts of 19038, chapter 465, the first part of section 
10 reads: 

“The City of Boston, by such officer or officers as the 
mayor may designate, shall forthwith, after the passage of 
this act, do such dredging in the Back Bay Fens as the 
Board of Health of said city may require.” | 

The Mayor designated the Superintendent of Streets to do 
the work; so in the beginning of 1904 this department was 
confronted with the problem of removing from the Fens 
ponds upwards of 100,000 cubic yards of sludge which had 
been deposited in banks 8 feet deep adjacent to the outlet 
of Stony Brook and tapering to 6 inches deep at the Muddy 
river and Charlesgate outlets. To determine the method 
of removing and disposing of the sludge, numerous consulta- 
tions were held with the Board of Health and Park Depart- 
ment, the latter department being asked to participate in the 
conferences, aS the ponds to be cleaned were under their 
jurisdiction. One of the methods suggested by the Park 
Department was to drain the ponds and convey the sludge 
on the marsh land surrounding the pond. 

The Sewer Division, to which the work had been dele- 
gated by the Superintendent of Streets, had no objection 
to this method of disposing of the material, but pointed out 
that a nuisance was very likely to be created by the exposure 
of this sewage sludge to the sun and air during the warm 
weather. This department, therefore, asked that if this 
method was adopted the Park Department assume the re- 
sponsibility for such nuisance and the expense of abating it, 
if that became necessary, and that the Board of Health, to 
whose satisfaction the work must be done, would assure the 
department that it would not summarily order the removal 
of this deposit of sludge in case a nuisance developed, the 
department naturally not wishing to adopt this suggestion 
and run the risk of having to undo this work in case the 
results were objectionable. 

The Park Department refused to assume such responsi- 
bility, and the Board of Health distinctly reserved to itself 
the right to order the abatement of such nuisance instantly, 
in case it developed. The Sewer Division was, therefore, 
naturally unwilling to try such an experiment wholly at its 
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own risk, preferring to find some method which certainly 
could be depended upon not to create a nuisance. If the 
method suggested had been adopted, a nuisance would have 
been created in the neighborhood, as certainly a mass which 
was objectionable when covered most of the time with water 
would be much more of a menace to health if deposited on 
the shore in the sun. 

After carefully considering numerous ways of accomplish- 
ing the work, the department adopted the only possible 
method to cleanse the ponds and at the same time not create 
a nuisance. They used a hydraulic dredge to pump the 
sludge and force it through a pipe line to a coffer-dam in the 
Charles River, from which the sludge could be dredged and 
towed to sea. By this method this offensive material was 
- handled entirely under water until it reached the coffer-dam, 
which was located as far away from the Beacon street houses 
as was practicable. 

The dredge built in the Fens ponds is 80 feet long, 25 feet 
beam, and 34 feet draught. On this the machinery is placed, 
which consists of two 100-h.p. boilers of the Penn type, 
which supply the steam for two 12-inch by 18-inch Automatic 
Atlas engines, connected with one shaft and pulley, which 
drive, with a 24-inch belt, a compound 12-inch suction and 
12-inch discharge centrifugal dredging pump. 

The suction end of the pump is connected with a flexi- 
ble suction, having a jet head to break up the material. 
The suction is on a 40-foot boom, which can be moved 
from side to side, as well as raised or lowered. The dis- 
charge end of the pump is continued to the rear end of 
the dredge, where it connects with the pipe line. The 
first 200 feet of this line next to the dredge is made up 
of alternate pieces of pipe and rubber sleeves supported 
on pontoons, this giving great flexibility in operating, for 
the dredge can be manipulated over the ponds, into coves, 
etc., for quite a period, without disconnecting the pipe 
line to add to its length. 

From the dredge the sludge is forced through a 12-inch 
spiral-rivetted pipe line of about 5,000 feet in length to a 
coffer-dam or crib on the edge of the channel in the Charles 
river, 700 feet from shore. ‘The crib is 100 feet long, 40 
feet wide, and 16 feet deep, and is built of 6-inch sheeting, 
with grooves and splines, reinforced with piles and walings. 

The discharge from the pipe line at the crib consists of 
solids and water. The crib acts as a settling tank, the 
solids remaining, and the clear water flowing over the top. 

The sludge is removed from the crib and deposited in 
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scows by a clam-shell digger. The scows are towed down 
the Charles River, through 10 drawbridges, and then to sea, 
where they are dumped at the Minot’s ledge and Ege Rock 
range, a distance of 14.25 miles. 

The portion of the ponds already dredged show a depth 
of water of 10 feet, where formerly it was from 1 to 3 feet; 
the bottom is clean. mud (2e., free from sewage deposit), 
and the surface is much clearer, with no gas bubbles rising 
to the surface. 

Dredging was carried on until ice in the Charles river 
prevented towing to sea, January 14,1905, when the plant 
shut down. ‘The dredging will be resumed when the river 
is free from ice. 


ENTRANCE FH RES, PERMITS AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $3,828.16 have been 
collected from estates upon which no sewer assessment was 
ever paid, in accordance with chapter 38, section 10, of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1898. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $665.75 have 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates 
assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amend- 
ments thereto, which have been connected during the year 
with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

One thousand five hundred and nineteen (1,519) permits 
have been issued to licensed drain-layers to make connec- 
tions with the public sewers, and the work done under these 
permits has been inspected, and a record of the same made 
on the plans of this division, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter 388, sections 6 and 10, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898. ! | 

Four hundred and ninety-three (495) permits have been 
issued to district foremen and contractors for construction 
and repairs of sewers and catch-basins. 

Plans for the assessment of estates benefited by sewer 
construction have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 75,554 feet of sewers and appurtenances, cost- 
ing $394,876.

STREET CLEANING DIVISION.

Hon.. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir,—I have the honor to submit the annual 
report of the Street Cleaning Division of this Department 
for the year ending January 381, 1905. 

There has been no marked departure in the methods, 
means or force in carrying on the work or solving the 
problems of this division during the year just elapsed —a 
fact which may be advanced as an argument that there is no 
longer any feature of its operations that can be considered 
tentative to-day. 

An average force per week of 450 men has been constantly 
at work during the entire year. Instead of diminishing, as 
some would suggest, this foree must increase; particularly, 
if the streets are to be cleaned as often as the citizens are 
demanding, and if the field of its operations is to be extended, 
which seems to be more than a contingency. It is impos- 
sible to ignore or wave aside the demands that are being 
made on this division for more and. better service. The 
merchants, whose streets were cleaned in the primitive days 
of the division but two or three times a week, now want 
them cared for every day; and the denizens of the distant 
suburbs refuse to see any reason in our boundary lines. 


NEw DISTRICT. 


Early in May of last year a beginning was made towards 
establishing a force in Dorchester. Up to that time the 
South Boston force cleaned only as far as Mt. Vernon street. 
A small force, including a sub-foreman, has been detailed to 
care for that part of Dorchester bounded and described as 
follows : 
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Bounded on the south by Mt. Vernon street and Willow 
court ; westerly by the « Midland Division” New York, New 
Haven, & Hartford Railroad to Geneva avenue; thence 
southerly by and including Geneva avenue to Dorchester 
avenue; thence by and including Gibson street to Adams 
street; thence by and including Neponset avenue to the 
bridge ; easterly by the water front to the point of beginning 
— the easterly end of Mt. Vernon street. 

It is pardonable to state that with a small force this terri- 
tory has been kept in acceptable condition up to date, so 
much so that there is a clamor already that the service be 
extended to the border line of the city— Mattapan and 
Lower Mills. The demand is not unjust nor unreasonable. 
It is simply a question of money. The cost to date for the 
work was $5,175.64. 

Dorchester’s neighbors in Roxbury, Jamaica Plain and 
Brighton have seen this development and improvement, and 
are persistently agitating for similar service. 

Dudley street is‘ the southern boundary of the Roxbury 
Street Cleaning district, if exception be made of Washington 
street, Warren street. and Blue Hill avenue, which, being 
block-paved thoroughfares, are machine swept as far as Green 
street and Grove Hall, respectively. If the other half of 
that fair and thickly settled region of Roxbury does not 
receive the attention it deserves it is because no financial 
provision has been made for it. A recommendation will be 
made later on to solve this apparent problem. 


STOCK. 


Both the live and the rolling stock have been added to and 
improved during the year. Some splendid specimens of 
horse-flesh may be seen at the South and West stables, 
and they were bought at a fair market value. Many new 
carts have taken the place of old ones, and all the carts 
are in good repair. 

There was no addition to the sweeping machines, all of 
which are in working condition. 


DUMPS. 


It was stated with much confidence in the report of last 
year that some provisions were being made to have an addi- 
tional scow located at the end of Charles River avenue, 
which would accommodate the West End, North End and 
Charlestown forces, but up to date nothing appears to have 
been done in this direction. Such a solution of the problem 
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has no doubt been demonstrated to be expensive, but it is 
respectfully submitted that the present condition of things 
is becoming very costly and almost extravagant. The scow 
at Fort Hill Wharf, foot of Oliver street, is to-day receiving 
the collection from the entire business district of the city, 
from the South and West Ends, from the Back Bay and some- 
times from distant South Boston. It is being taxed often 
beyond its capacity, apparently. The cost of the towing to 
the sea has increased from year to year, and the expense of 
disposing of a load of dirt at its final destination sometimes 
amounts to $2.50. 


PAPER LITTER. 


This is another of the vexing problems of this division, 
and the nusiance is growing instead of diminishing. If there 
is a remedy it has never been applied. There is law enough 
not only to minimize but to prevent the evil. 


Pusiic ALLEYS. 


It is submitted, in close connection with the above, that 
“much of the litter that fouls our streets comes from both 
public and private alleys. 

The Tenement House Commission, in a very exhaustive 
report, sent by His Honor Mayor P. A, Collins to the Common 
Council, May 9, 1904, states that the condition of privately 
owned alleys and passageways in Boston has long been a 
source of complaint. The City Engineer has recently com- 
pleted an investigation which reveals the following facts:

Concluding, it says: “The immediate problem before the 
city is to get these alleys clean. The tenants think nothing 
of casting all manner of refuse into them. Even when the 
abutters try to keep them clean, the public often uses them 
for a dump.”

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Is it any wonder, then, that it was submitted in last year’s 
annual report that these alleys were the filth tributaries of 
the city’s streets? Is it not preposterous to claim that it 
cannot be prevented? It has been and is and ever will be a 
nuisance and a menace until better conditions be insisted 
upon by those who should see that the laws are observed. 


TUNNELS AND SUBWAYS. 


It is not idle to. predict that the streets occupied and used 
by the contractors in the building of the East Boston tunnel 
and the Washington-street subway will not be in acceptable 
condition until the work has been completed. 

Like street cleaning itself, this is dirty work; and the 
citizen whose business is carried on along its lne of march 
must hope for nothing more than a minimizing of the 
nuisance. 


PusH-—cCART WORK. 


This is certainly the popular branch of the street cleaning 
service, and there is nothing to be said about it except that 
it should be extended. ‘There is a demand for it from every 
public square in the city, in front of every church and 
theatre, and in all the immediate suburbs. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Extend the lines of the Dorchester District. 

A larger force for Roxbury, to cover the entire district. 
Establish a small force in Jamaica Plain and Brighton. 
A new stable for South Boston and Dorchester. 
Extend push-cart system. 

Scow at the end of Charles River avenue. 

Uniform size receptacle for store and house dirt.

The expense of watering all public streets during the 
year was $165,071.08. 

The weather conditions were, on the whole, about the 
same as 1904, and the expense showed only a slight 
increase. 

The force of carts was increased by eight (8), due to 
boulevard improvements in South Boston and East Boston, 
and improvements in the service in Charlestown, West 
Roxbury and Roxbury.

Str, —I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done on the Boston and Cambridge bridges for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1906: 


CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE. 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. It 
was rebuilt in 1884; the draw was again rebuilt in 1891. 
The lower planking on the draw has been renewed. ‘The 
planking on the Boston side is old and needs renewal, and 
some of the piles need strengthening and the draw needs 
adjusting. 

CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden turn-table 
draw; it was originally built in 1808 and was rebuilt in 
1852, and was again rebuilt and widened in 1874. It is only 
in fair condition. The construction of the dam by the 
Charles River Basin Commission will cause the abandonment 
of this bridge early in the summer, and a temporary bridge 
is to be built to accommodate the travel. 


NortH HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE. 


This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, 
except the piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. 

This bridge is in poor condition, and should be rebuilt and 
replaced by a wider structure; the piles are in poor condi- 
tion, a few of the stringers and some of the fencing need 
renewal, the piers need replanking and the draw needs 
adjusting. 

The Cambridge Bridges Commission have been directed by 
the Legislature to rebuild the bridge not less than 60 feet 
wide; its present width is 28 feet. The new bridge is to be 
known as Soldiers’ Field bridge. |

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PRISON Point BRIDGE. 


During the work made necessary by the separation of 
grades at Prison Point street the present temporary bridge 
is maintained and repaired by the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
this commission only having charge of the operation of the 
draw; this bridge was opened to travel May 6, 1903. 


West Boston TEMPORARY BRIDGE. 


This bridge was built in 1898-99 to accommodate the 
travel using West Boston bridge until the Cambridge bridge 
should be built. October 5, 1904, a section of the Boston 
end of the bridge was destroyed by fire, necessitating the 
closing of the bridge to team and car travel while the bridge 
was being repaired ; about 180 feet in length was practically 
rebuilt, except the piling, sidewalk and fences, and the 
bridge was reopened October 21. The channel-way of the | 
river was changed from the Boston side to the middle of 
. Cambridge bridge in June, and the westerly draw was put in 
commission, and the draw at the Boston end is no longer 
raised. 

WESTERN-AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The original structure was built in 1824. The present 
bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 1891. Several 
of the piles on the Boston end of the bridge are in poor con- 
dition, and should be renewed or strengthened. The ends 
of the caps and some of the stringers have begun to decay ; 
considerable deck planking has been renewed on the Boston 
side, and the remainder of the planking and some of the 
stringers should be renewed. 


IN GENERAL. 

The usual statement is appended showing the numberof draw 
openings and the number of vessels which passed through. 

The amount of revenue for rents, wharfage, etc., during 
the year has been $810.60; one-half of this has been paid to 
each city.

WORK.

Str, —I herewith submit the following report of the 
work done for the Street Department during the year ending 
January 31, 1905: 


ATLANTIC-AVENUE RECONSTRUCTION. 


The roadway on the water side of Atlantic avenue, between 
Eastern avenue and the southerly driveway leading to Rowe’s 
wharf, has been widened about eleven and one-half feet by 
reducing the width of the sidewalk to about one-half its 
former width. Where the old sidewalk was supported by 
pile work, the whole of the old timber was removed and new 
hard pine timber substituted. The old piles were capped at 
a lower grade so as to ensure sound wood for the bearings of 
the new caps, and a large number of new oak piles were 
driven wherever there was any question of the efficiency of 
the old piles to carry the new roadway or sidewalk. New 
eatch-basins were built at the new curb line where the road- 
way was supported by filled material, and at other places cast- 
iron scuppers were set in the curb at frequent intervals to 
permit the surface water to discharge directly into the docks. 
The entire paving east of the easterly track of the Boston 
Elevated Railway and nearly all the paving between the rails 
of this track was relaid with pitch and pebble joints. A 
new brick sidewalk was laid for the whole length of the 
avenue reconstructed, and hard pine fences were built where 
buildings did not afford proper protection. 

The Boston Elevated Railway’s stairs at the Rowe’s 
wharf station had not been removed or changed at the close 
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of work in December, so that a small amount of work remains 
to be done at this point. The work was done under three 
contracts by D. J. Kiley, Patrick McGovern and the Metro- 
politan Contracting Company. The work was completed 
about the middle of December, but final payments have not 
been made at the date of this report. 


CHARLES RIVER AVENUE. 


An estimate was made of the cost of putting the Boston 
end of Charles-river bridge in repair for use as a dumping 
wharf. 


CIRCUIT—STREET FENCE. 


An iron fence and gate have been built on the wall on 
Circuit street, Roxbury, at the St. Joseph’s church, under a 
contract with P. J. Dinn & Co., dated October 1, 1904, at a 
cost of $395. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


South Ferry, Boston Side.— A report was made recom- 
mending new heads on the three piers; the work was done 
under the supervision of the Ferry Division. 

North Ferry, East Boston Side. — An estimate was made 
for a new wharf and coal-pocket, and plans for the work 
have been begun. 

Plans have been made for repairing the north pier, but no 
work has yet been done on it. 


FRANKLIN-STREET SUBWAY. 


The building of the approaches to the Franklin-street 
subway, in progress at the date of the last report under a 
contract with William Crane, dated October 28, 1903, was 
completed about May 1, 1904, at a total cost of $3,652.05. 

The iron railings on the coping of the side walls of the 
approaches were furnished and erected under a contract with 
W. A. Snow & Co., dated January 14, 1904, at a cost of 
$845.35. Under a second contract with the same firm, a 
hand-rail was placed on the side walls of the approaches at a 
cost of $254.18. 


Fort Hitt WHARF. 


A report was made recommending repairs on this wharf 
and renewing the deck on the sanitary wharf. The work 
was done by Thomas Uniacke at a cost of $900. 
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GAINSBOROUGH-STREET FOOT-BRIDGE. 


A contract was made with the Eastern Bridge and Struct- 
ural Company, dated March 26, 1904, for building the steel 
superstructure of the foot-bridge on Gainsborough street, for 
the sum of $2,700, and the work was completed September 
24, 1904. 


HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made last year by this 
department for building a new bridge and masonry abutments 
at Harvard street over the Midland Division of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. The contract for 
building the abutments was awarded to the Metropolitan 
Contracting Company, and work was commenced about the 
first of August and completed the latter part of November. 
The abutments are built of granite, laid solid in Portland 
cement mortar, with cement concrete backing and founda- 
tions. The cost for contract work was $13,394.88. 

Upon the abutments was built a through steel plate girder 
bridge, across the railroad location, on a slight skew, and 
consists of three girders spaced 22 feet 104 inches on cen- 
tres and are 59 feet 64 inches long, centre to centre of end 
bearings; the floor beams are of steel, supporting a floor 
system of hard-pine stringers and 4-inch spruce deck plank, 
upon which is laid a wearing surface of 2-inch spruce. The 
centre girder divides the roadway into two parts, each 13 
feet 9 inches in the clear; there are two sidewalks, each 
T feet 44 inches wide, the total width of the bridge being 
45 feet 9 inches, centre to centre of girders. 

The contract for building the steel superstructure was 
awarded to the Eastern Bridge and Structural Company of 
Worcester at a cost of $4,092.94. The work was commenced 
about the middle of November and the south roadway was 
opened to travel December 22, and the bridge was completed 
and opened to travel December 29. 


NORFOLK—STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made last year by this 
department for building a new bridge and masonry abut- 
ments at Norfolk street near Dorchester station, over the 
Midland Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

The contract for building the abutments was awarded to 
the Metropolitan Contracting Company; the work was com- 
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menced in August and was completed December 24. The 
abutments are built of granite, laid solid in Portland cement 
mortar with cement concrete foundations and backing. The 
total cost for contract work was $26,829.50. 

The contract for the steel superstructure was awarded to 
the Boston Bridge Works, October 18, 1904, for $11,996. 


PAvinc WHARF No. 2, 600 ALBANY STREET. 


As stated in the last annual report the old wharf at this 
place has been replaced by building a granite sea-wall on 
three sides of it and the space between the walls filled solid 
with earth and gravel. 

The work was done under a contract with John P. 
Cavanagh, and was completed June 28, at a cost for contract 
work of $26,240.10. 

Some additional dredging was done in the North and South 
docks by the Bay State Dredging Company at a cost of 
$730.80.

DEAR Sir, — I herewith respectfully submit a report of the 
work performed by this office during the past year. 

From personal observation and from the small number of 
complaints received, I am led to believe that there is an im- 
provement in the operation of boiler plants using soft coal 
in this city. Personal interviews with the owners of power 
and heating plants, which have been the cause of complaints 
in the past, have generally resulted in an improvement in the 
firing of boilers, and the consequent reduction in the emission 
of black smoke. I believe that the law is being more gener- 
ally observed at present than at any time since its passage.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1904-1905. 


Boston, February 1, 1905. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in its care, for 
the year ending January 31, 1905: | 

Under the orders for laying out, widening, and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 37,634 square feet was taken for street purposes. 
Streets having a total length of 3,311 feet were made 
public ways. Under authority of the acts of the Legislature, 
for the assessment upon abutting property of the benefit 
derived by it from the laying out and construction of streets, 
there has been assessed upon twenty-five streets a total of 
$127,703.88 and upon five public alleys a total of $8,134.36. 
For benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount of 
$165,423.36 have been made. The total of benefits assessed 
for streets, public alleys and sewerage works during the year 
is the sum of $301,261.60. 

The Board has issued twelve orders of notice of inten- 
tion to lay out, widen, relocate, extend, and discontinue streets 
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or parts of streets calling for public hearings. It has con- 
sidered ten petitions for street improvements. In the settle- 
ment of damages for takings of land, etc., for various changes 
in the city’s streets, 82 cases have been acted upon. Claims 
for damages for sewers and surface drains ordered have been 
settled to the number of twenty-four. Under authority of 
the act empowering the Board to apportion assessments on 
parts of a divided lot, sixty-five assessments have been 
apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislature giving 
the Street Commissioners authority to take land for and 
order the construction of sewerage works, orders have been 
passed for the improvement and relocation of various natural 
streams or watercourses, and surface drainage has been sup- 
plied for territories needing it, as follows: 

Hast Boston — taking in private land from Bennington 
street, opposite Blackinton street. Dorchester — Stony 
brook, from Morton street to Blue Hill avenue, and from 
Blue Hill avenue to Callender street at Don street: surface 
drainage between Geneva avenue and Wilder street. West 
Roxbury — surface drainage from Ashland street to Gilman 
street; Neponset avenue branch of Stony brook in 
Hammatt road and Hadwinway, and land between said 
ways; Roslindale branch of Stony brook, small taking in 
private land off Sycamore street. 

Takings have been made for and sewers ordered built in 
the following private ways: Lovering place, from Washing- 
ton street to Harrison avenue. South Boston — Kemp street, 
from Columbia road to Washington avenue. Roxbury — 
Darling street, Iroquois street and Wyoming street, from 
Humboldt avenue to Wabeno street. Hast Boston — Frank- 
fort street, from the Parkway to Prescott street, and from 
the Parkway to Swift street; Marion street, from Bremen 
street to Orleans street; Prescott street, from Bremen street 
to Frankfort street, and from Frankfort street to Cleveland 
street. Dorchester — Beaumont street for 700 feet north- 
easterly from Carruth street; Clapp place, from Roseclair 
street; Englewood street, from Hillside street to Parkview 
street; Field’s court, from Willow court; Hillsdale street, 
from Adams street to beyond Richview street, and for about 
800 feet from Codman street; Richview street, from Hillsdale 
street to Parkview street. Brighton — Allston place; Cum- 
mings road, near Commonwealth avenue; Parkman street, 
from Brooks street; Stratton street, from Bigelow street to 
near Atkins street. West Roxbury — Abbott street, from 
Willow street; Addington road, from Weld street to Dunbar 
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street; Dunbar street, at Westover street, and from Westover 
street to Walker street; Montello street, from Colberg avenue 
to Belgrade avenue; Mozart street for 180 feet northeast 
from Walter street and Rowe street. 

An additional easement for sewerage purposes was pul- 
chased through private land on Shepard street, Brighton.

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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The working force of the Surveying Division of the de- 

partment remained practically the same as in the previous 

ear. 

ie The season, however, was an exceptionally short one, the 
tardy opening of spring and the early approach of fall, with 
the appearance of snow obliterating marks and points along 
the work necessary for a satisfactoy continuance of the same, 
materially shortened the period for out-of-door work. In 
spite of these adverse conditions the normal amount of work 
was done. The field of operations was a divided one, our 
forces being so disposed that as many parts of the city’s out- 
lying territory as possible might receive attention. 

The territory which was considered, and for which plans 
showing treatment were filed, aggregates about 28,000,000 
square feet of land, or 640 acres, which is an area equal to 
about that of the combined areas of the Back Bay Fens and 
Franklin Park. ‘This was divided into groups. ‘The largest, 
consisting of about 375 acres, was of a territory lying in 
Brighton, which was also sub-divided, one section lying on 
either side of Western avenue, bounded northerly by the 
Charles river, southerly by Hichborn street, and from 
Everett street westerly to Market street; a second section 
consists of the territory between North Harvard street and 
Western avenue and part of the area lying between Western 
avenue and Cambridge street, both portions extending north- 
erly to the Charles River Reservation. Another small section, 
at Brighton village, near the junction of Market street and 
Washington street, was subjected to treatment. 

Dorchester is represented by a territory which is bounded 
northerly by Seaver street, east by the Midland Division of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, south by 
Talbot avenue, and west by Franklin Park. 

The results of the work in West Roxbury during the year 
are shown upon the plans filed of a territory whose northerly 
limit rests upon Walk Hill street opposite Forest Hills 
Cemetery, and from here extending southerly between Hyde 
Park avenue and Bourne street to Neponset avenue, and 
somewhat beyond. 


ELAN. 


The work in Dorchester during the year was carried on 
by a small detail from the force upon a section which had 
been undergoing treatment for some time, and for which a 
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number of plans had been filed ; portions of it, however, still 
remaining incomplete, efforts were this year made to finish 
them. | 

This territory is shown on three general plans, but the 
major part of it lying within the limits of Plan 5, it has for 
convenience been grouped for description under that head. 
It is located near the upper central portion of Dorchester, and 
consists of an area of about 200 acres, bounded approxi- 
mately by Seaver street, the Midland Division of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Talbot avenue and 
Franklin Park. Its character is of two-fold nature — one 
portion being already well developed, while another, bounded 
by Blue Hill avenue, Harvard street, Austin street and Can- 
terbury street, contains several large tracts for which, up to 
last year, no provisions for future growth had been made. 

The streets for this section, filed this year, embody the final 
portions of the proposed development, the initial features of 
which were shown in last year’s work; the principal one 
being a proposed extension of Talbot avenue, at a width of 
60 feet, from the circle at the junction of Blue Hill avenue 
and Harvard street, northwesterly to Canterbury street, oppo- 
site the Canterbury entrance to Franklin Park, forming a fine 
drive from Ashmont and vicinity directly to the Park. The 
natural features of the land through which this proposed 
extension must run will not permit a straight line on 
account of the heavy cutting which would become necessary 
in order to obtain a satisfactory grade; it therefore became 
imperative, in providing for this extension, that it should 
be done by a series of curves for its entire length (about 
1,250 feet), 

From Austin street, which forms the northeasterly bound- 
ary of what is known as the Austin Farm, and 200 feet 
southeast from Canterbury street (Savage street, No. 2081), 
has been projected 40 feet in width. 

This street will run northeasterly, parallel with Canter- 
bury street, crossing Talbot-avenue extension and termin- 
ating at Angell street. From Austin street, and 210 feet 
southeasterly from Savage street, a second 40-foot street, 
Gallagher street (No. 2092), will depart, and running par- 
allel with Savage street, will connect with Wires street near 
where the latter unites with Talbot-avenue extension. 

At a point in the southwesterly line of Talbot-avenue 
extension about midway between Blue Hill avenue and 
Canterbury street, Wires street (No. 2091) will depart at 
nearly right angles with same, and continuing southwesterly 
will intersect another new street (Gallagher street), where a 
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bend will be made, changing its direction to a northwesterly 
one, in which it continues for the remainder of the distance, 
terminating with a connection with Canterbury street at 
nearly right angles. 

From Austin street, again, a third 40-foot street (No. 
1743, Sturtevant street) is projected to run in a north- 
easterly direction, crossing Talbot-avenue extension, beyond 
which, at a distance of about 150 feet, a curve is introduced, - 
changing its direction, that it may run in a manner parallel 
with that way, and ending at nearly right angles with street 
No. 2081. | 

Canterbury street is provided with a widening to 60 feet, 
_ the takings being shown, in the portion filed, upon the south- 
easterly side. 

The portion of Harvard street shown in this section is 
provided with a proposed widening to 50 feet; from Austin 
street to Blue Hill avenue it is placed upon the northwesterly 
side. 

The remainder of the territory, lying easterly from Blue 
Hill avenue, is well built upon, requiring few if any streets 
for its additional development. A large amount of valuable 
work was accomplished here during the vear in determining 
the lines for the existing streets and providing proper grades 
for them. 

Harvard street, the only thoroughfare of importance in the 
territory, traversing it along its southern limits, is provided 
with a widening to 60 feet; from Blue Hill avenue to Abbot 
street the widening is shown upon the northwesterly side of 
the street; from Abbot street to Gleason street it is shown 
upon the southeasterly side; and from Gleason street to the 
Midland Division of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad it again appears upon the northwesterly side 
of the street. | 

On July 22, 1904, a hearing was held under authority of 
chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on ter- 
ritory shown on Sections X 18, X 19, X 20, X 21, X 22, 
and X 25, and was in relation primarily to the substitution 
of Claybourne street for a portion of street No. 230, and 
also for the introduction into the development of Dakota 
street from Greenbrier street to Washington street; Welles- 
ley park, from Melville avenue to Park street; Chalmers 
street, from Geneva avenue to Freeman street; and the sub- 
stitution of Alpha road for street No. 284 and of a portion 
of street No. 238. 

The changes, so far as they concerned Claybourne street 
and Dakota street, were shown in green on X 18, and that 
section showing those changes was filed September 30, 1904. 
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On December 5, 1902, a hearing was held under authority 
of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898 on 
territory shown on Section X 85, and was in relation to a 
relocation of Kingsdale-street extension (street No. 1643), 
slightly southeasterly from the location as shown.

Of the territory covered by the plans filed this year, the 
major part was in Brighton, where quite a force was sta- 
tioned from the opening of the season. ‘This portion of the 
territory which has been under consideration is not an undi- 
vided one, but consists of several tracts located in different 
quarters of the district, aggregating an area of about 3867 
acres. 

The results of the studies for the development of these sev- 
eral localities, and of the filed work upon them, are shown in 
several groups of plans filed, the first of which, consisting of 
three sections, O 24, O 35, and O 36, is located at what is 
locally known as Brighton village. O 24 shows a territory 
lying immediately east of Market street, with Sparhawk 
street dividing it about equally from northwest to southeast. 
Within this territory no new development is shown, it having 
previously been divided into streets and lots by private 
owners, which treatment has been embodied in the system 
presented, practically in its entirety. The other two sec- 
tions, O 35 and O 36, extend approximately from Rockland 
street on the east to Lake street on the west. Washington 
street traverses these sections near their upper limits, on a 
line almost due east and west, leaving the bulk of the terri- 
tory south of the street. As was said of O 24, so it may be 
said of these two sections, private interests had so subjected 
them to development that it leaves but little to be done to 
complete it. A few streets, however, are necessary, and one 
of them (No. 209) is projected to leave Washington street, 
opposite Parsons street, and run northwesterly, parallel with 
Eastbern street to Mt. Vernon street, providing for Dighton 
street, across the end of which it is designed to run an 
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excellent and much needed outlet either to Mt. Vernon street 
or to Washington street. An extension at its full width 
(50 feet) of Dighton street to Chestnut Hill avenue is 
another suggestion for a greatly needed improvement. 

Chestnut Hill avenue is provided with a widening for its 
southwesterly side, increasing its width to 75 feet from 
Washington street to Dighton-street extension, while from 
here southwardly the width has been placed at 80 feet. 

Peaceable street is provided with a 10-foot widening, 
placed upon its southwesterly side, increasing its width t 
30 feet. | 

On the southwesterly side of Mt. Vernon street is a pro- 
posed widening, increasing the width of the street to 40 feet. 

From Foster street, a 40-foot street (No. 1918) is shown 
projected to run northwesterly along the northerly boundary 
line of Rogers park to Lake street. From street No. 1918, 
at a distance of about 240 feet from Foster street, a 40-foot 
street (No. 1912) will connect with Washington street at a 
point nearly opposite Oakland street. 

Oakland street is shown widened to 40 feet, the widening 
being placed upon its westerly side. About 190 feet west of 
Oakland street a new street (No. 1911) will leave Washing- 
ton street, and running in a _ northwesterly direction, 
practically parallel with Oakland street, will terminate at 
street No. 1909. This latter street departs from Oakland 
street at a point about 400 feet north of Washington street. 
The street assumes a southwesterly course for a distance of 
about 250 feet (near where street No. 1911 connects with 
it), when a sharp curve is introduced, to soften the angle 
made on it, and to change its direction to a nearly southerly 
one, in which it continues until connection is made with 
Washington street about 220 feet west of street No. 1911. 

The second group of plans filed, F 81, F 99, F 100,O 1 
and © 2, represent almost the entire territory lying between 
Everett street, North Beacon street, Market street, and the 
Charles river, one section only (F 82) yet remaining to be 
filed. Within this area are included the Brighton Stock 
Yards, owned by the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, 
the works of the Sewall & Day Cordage Company, and 
many minor estates. 

As can be seen, a large part of this territory is devoted to 
mercantile and railroad purposes, and any development 
provided for it must be contingent on a change of conditions. 
The development for the remainder is a necessary provision 
for a natural and healthy growth in the immediate future. 
No thoroughfares of any magnitude -are introduced, the 
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treatment consisting of the introduction of 40-foot streets of 
moderate length. 

The area shown in Sections O 1 and O 2 is divided east 
and west near its northerly limits by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. The principal street shown may perhaps be con- 
sidered as a suggestion for a thoroughfare, although its 
width has been fixed at 40 feet. It is shown as street No. 
2094, and forms a practical extension of Braintree street at 
its present grade (under Everett street), and runs parallel 
with and about 100 feet from the railroad, from Everett 
street to Market street. 

At a point about 100 feet northwesterly from Everett 
street a 40-foot street (No. 835) has been projected to leave 
street No. 2094, and running parallel with Everett street 
will end at street No. 807, which was shown in a section 
previously filed as an extension of Hichborn street. Two 
hundred feet northwesterly from street No. 835 has been 
placed another street of the same width (No. 806), designed 
to run parallel with street No. 835, beginning and ending in 
like manner; still farther northwesterly, about 220 feet from 
and parallel with street No. 806, is shown an extension of a 
street shown projected on a previous filing (No. 801) de- 
signed to run from North Beacon street to street No. 2094; 
the portion shown in the filing for this year is 40 feet wide 
and extends from the latter street to Hichborn street. From 
Hichborn street to street No. 2094 are shown two 40-foot 
ways, streets No. 805 and No. 837, parallel with each other, 
the first being a practical extension of Arthur street and the 
latter that of Herrick street. From the angle in Hichborn 
street a 40-foot street (No. 2095) is projected northwesterly 
to street No. 2094; the portion of Hichborn street leading 
northeasterly from North Beacon street, with this street 
(No. 2095) and with Dustin street, form a continuous way 
from Cambridge street to the street running parallel with the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 

By means of street (No. 696), projected from North 
Beacon street about 250 feet west of Hichborn street, an. ex- 
tension of Murdock street is effected in the same manner. 
Hichborn street is provided with an extension at its present 
width (30 feet), westerly, for about 100 feet (the extension 
being the lines of the present street projected); at this point 
the lines are so deflected that it may continue to Market 
street, with an increased width to 40 feet, and parallel with 
and 200 feet from the proposed line of widening of North 


Beacon street. 
T'wo hundred feet northeasterly from this proposed ex- 
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tension, street No. 807, another 40-foot street (No. 882) is 
projected from street No. 696, which will run parallel with 
it to Market street. 

Sections F 81, F 99, and F 100 have already been sub- 
jected to some development by private interests; those 
interests have been duly considered, and as far as practical 
the streets previously projected have been embodied in the 
system filed. 

The new ways shown are street No. 2101, which is located 
200 feet southeasterly from Antwerp street and will run 
parallel with it from Western avenue to Lincoln street; 
while 200 feet southwesterly from this street another way 
of the samé width (street No. 2102) will connect the same 
two thoroughfares. These two streets divide the grounds 
of the Sewall & Day Cordage Company, longitudinally. 
Another 40-foot street, No. 2105, also runs through the 
property of the Cordage Company, and is projected from 
Antwerp street at a point opposite Dumas street, whence it 
runs southeasterly to Everett street, opposite Aldie street. 

From Waverly street, at the angle in same, an extension 
is shown running southeasterly at its present width to Litch- 
field street, opposite Dumas street. 

By these streets so connected a continuous way is formed, 
reaching from Market street, at its junction with Western 
avenue, to Everett street, and thence by Aldie street to 
Franklin street. 

From Litchfield street, about 180 feet northeasterly from 
Elba street, a 40-foot street (No. 2103) will run parallel 
with the latter to Antwerp street. From Western avenue, 
opposite Litchfield street, a 40-foot street (No. 1030) is pro- 
jected at right angles with the avenue to connect with the 
driveway on the Charles River Reservation. 

Portsmouth street and Waverly street are connected by 
the introduction of street No 2181, 40 feet wide, which will 
run parallel with and 210 feet from Waverly street. 

Three hundred feet southwesterly from this street, and 
parallel with it, another 40-foot way, street No. 2180, con- 
nects the same two streets. From street No. 2180, ata dis- 
tance of about 180 feet from Portsmouth street, a 40-foot 
street (No. 2179) is shown running parallel with the latter 
to street No. 2181. Still farther easterly, about 160 feet 
from this street, another short 40-foot street (No. 2182), 
running parallel with it, will connect the same two streets. 

A previous filing showed an extension of Lawrence place ; 
the present filing continues it to Portsmouth street, opposite 
street No. 2180. From Portsmouth street, about 160 feet 
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northerly from Lawrence place extension, a 40-foot way 
(street No. 1886) is shown projected to run northwesterly, 
and by means of a previous filing of a portion of the same 
street continue to Market street. School street is provided 
with a widening for the southerly side of the street, increasing 
its width from 25 feet to 30 feet. The portion of Waverly 
street running northwesterly from the angle, it is proposed 
to widen to 40 feet, the widening being placed upon the 
southeasterly side. 

Western avenue, from Riverdale street to Market street, 
will be made a uniform width of 60 feet by means of minor 
takings from either side. 

The third group of plans, showing proposed development 
for this district, seven in number, represent an area of about 
160 acres of land adjacent to the Charles River Reservation, 
and by it only separated from the river itself. The bulk of 
this territory is embraced within the triangle formed by the 
river reservation and two of the main thoroughfares of 
Brighton, North Harvard street and Western avenue. Its 
topography presents a somewhat flat appearance, portions of 
it being extremely low, at practically tide marsh level, and in 
its development the question of drainage must to a large 
extent be an important factor. 

Its frontage upon two of the principal highways and upon 
the Metropolitan Reservation, with the additional open area 
assured by the neighboring grounds of Harvard College, are 
advantages which cannot be overlooked as neutralizing to 
some extent its natural disadvantages. One of the principal 
ways devised for its treatment, and which largely constitutes 
a base from which other streets will depart, is street No. 2131 
(40 feet wide), which leaves Windom street, with which it 
forms an acute angle opposite Amboy street, and assuming a 
northeasterly direction continues to Western avenue; here 
a slight bend is made, giving the street a little more northerly 
inclination, which it follows to its termination, at Charles 
River Reservation. 

Another important way, both in length and location, is 
street No. 2129, which departs from North Harvard street. 
It is 40 feet in width, and is designed to run fora ereater 
part of the way parallel with, and 225 feet from, the boundary 
line of the reservation, terminating at street No. 2139. 

The lots in the rear of those fronting upon this street will 
have an additional advantage in being permitted a frontage 
upon this parkway. 

Street No. 2139, mentioned as the terminus of the above- 
described street, begins at a point on street No. 2131, about 
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250 feet northeasterly from Windom street. It will be 40 
feet wide, and runs in a slightly northeasterly direction, the 
latter half of the street for some little distance coinciding 
with the northwesterly line of the property belonging to the 
Brookline Gas Company, and ending at Charles River Reser- 
vation, near Cambridge-street bridge. From the reservation, 
at a point about midway between North Harvard street and 
street No. 2131, another 40-foot street (No. 2130) departs 
and follows a southwesterly course until within a short dis- 
tance of Western avenue, when a curve is introduced, chang- 
ing its direction and admitting it to the avenue at right 
angles. 

From street No. 2139, at a point about 600 feet north- 
westerly from street No. 2129, another 40-foot street (No. 
2134) will divide this immediate territory laterally, running 
parallel with the last named street, and ending at Western 
avenue. 

The portion of Smith street leading from North Harvard 
street it is proposed to widen to 40 feet, the widening being 
placed upon the northeasterly side. ‘The street is shown ex- 
tended in a direct line to street No. 2130; here a curve of 
considerable radius is introduced, changing its direction to a 
practically easterly one, nearly parallel with Western avenue, 
and at its point of termination, street No. 2131, it will be 
200 feet from the avenue. Stadium road (street No. 2125), 
which forms the southwesterly boundary of Soldiers’ Field, 
is 200 feet from, and parallel with, Smith street. It is 
shown extended southeast of North Harvard street until it 
unites with the deflected portion of Smith street, just before 
reaching street No. 2130. About 350 feet northeast from 
Stadium road another 40-foot way (street No. 2126) is pro- 
jected from North Harvard street. The point of departure 
is directly opposite Soldiers’ Field, and the street extends 
from here southeasterly to street No. 2131, opposite street 
No. 2127. 

From North Harvard street, about 225 feet northeast from 
this street, street No. 2128 is designed to run parallel with 
it, between the same two streets, while still farther north- 
easterly (about 250 feet) is shown located, between North 
Harvard street and street No 2131, a portion of another 
40-foot way, previously described as the street running parallel 
with the Metropolitan Park Reservation. 

The triangular piece of land formed by street No. 2131, 
the Metropolitan Park Reservation, with Western avenue 
for a base, is developed by the introduction of street No. 
2125, which departs from street No. 2131 at a point opposite 
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Stadium road extension; a northeasterly course is followed 
for the distance of about 100 feet, when an angle is made 
and its direction deflected to a more northerly one, in which 
it continues to its point of connection with street No. 2129. 
About 200 feet northwest of street No. 2126 is located street 
No. 2127, which it is intended to extend from street No. 2131 
and run parallel with the principal portion of street No. 2125, 
until reaching street No. 2129, when a bend is made, its 
direction being changed to a somewhat more northerly one, 
in which it will continue to the reservation. From this 
street (No. 2127), midway between street No. 2131 and 
street No. 2129, a short 40-foot street is introduced to run 
northeasterly, parallel with street No. 2131, and, ending at 
street No. 2129, will complete the proposed development for 
this immediate section. The territory lying just west of the 
Metropolitan Reservation, between Cambridge street and 
Western avenue, in addition to the streets which have already 
been mentioned is further developed by street No. 2188, 40 
feet wide, which leaves street No. 2131 at a point about 250 
feet northeast from street No. 2139, and will run in a north- 
easterly direction, ending at street No. 2129. Parallel with 
this street (No. 2138), and about 180 feet from it, another 
40-foot way (street No. 2137) is located; it is designed to 
run from street No. 2131, and will continue farther than the 
previous street, extending to the grounds of the reservation. 
The territory is still further developed by means of two 
more 40-foot streets of comparatively moderate length, 
parallel with each other and connecting street No. 2134 with 
street No. 2129. The first of these streets (No. 21386) 
is located 180 feet northwest of street No. 2137, and the 
second (street No. 2135), not quite as far removed, is of the 
same width and parallel with it.

PLAN 12. 


About 115 acres of land lying within the limits of this 
plan, and situated in West Roxbury, have been surveyed 
during the year, and the result is shown on the several plans 
filed. These plans exhibit the completement of a develop- 
ment, a large part of which was represented in last year’s 
filings; they embrace several detached groups of territory, 
the first of which, consisting of about 68 acres, lies south of 
Walk Hill street, immediately opposite Forest Hills Ceme- 
tery, along the side of Bourne street, and Florence street to 
Neponset avenue. 

All of this territory lies within the drainage area of Stony 
Brook, which traverses the southwesterly portion, and which 
is an important factor to be considered in any treatment of — 
the territory for its future development, and prevents, to a 
degree, an ideal one; however, after consultations with as 
many of the owners of the large holdings as was possible, a 
system has been so arranged that it may be said to be fairly 
satisfactory to those most interested. It consists principally 
in the division of the larger estates into building blocks, by 
the introduction of 40-foot streets, which are provided with 
practicable grades and so arranged as to offer a proper depth 
for the lots. 

Three of these sections have Walk Hill street for their 
base. 

Previous filings had entirely surrounded this little patch 
of territory, so that it can readily be seen that any provision 
for it must be a continuation of a treatment already in- 
augurated. 
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Eldredge-road extension (street No. 1406) crosses Section 
Y 44 diagonally from northwest to southeast, and, entering 
Section Y 58, completes the filing for it. 

From Walk Hill street, a projected 40-foot street (No. 
1471) runs parallel with and 150 feet from the grounds of 
the Massachusetts Cremation Society, ending at Eldredge 
road. 

Patten street, portions of which had been previously filed, 
is shown extended, and terminates with a connection with 
street No. 1411. A second street (No. 1413) of the same 
width departs from the same thoroughfare and runs south- 
easterly to Bourne street. 

From street No. 1413 another 40-foot way (street No. 
1412) departs at a point midway between Eldredge road 
and Bourne street; this street runs in a westerly direction 
parallel with Bourne street, and admirably divides the larger 
block lying between it and Eldredge road into desirable 
building blocks. 

Two hundred feet westerly from Catherine street is located 
street No. 1483, 40 feet wide, which runs from Florence 
street, parallel with Catherine street, to Bourne street. 
From the last described street (No. 14838), at a point about 
215 feet south of Bourne street, departs another 40-foot 
street (No. 1407), which runs in a southwesterly direction 
through the grounds of the Mt. Hope Home, crossing Flor- 
ence street and ending at Eldredge road, near the latter’s 
junction with Nathan street. From street No. 1483 again 
departs another 40-foot street (No. 1408), running parallel 
with street No. 1407 to Florence street, where it connects 
with another portion which had previously been filed. 
Organ Park street (No. 1494), 85 feet in width, partly con- 
structed and partly developed, and Meyer street, 50 feet 
wide, existing in the same condition, and both having con- 
nections with Catherine street, were utilized as a part of the 
filed system; Organ Park street is shown extended beyond the 
point to which it was projected by private interests, south- 
easterly, for about 75 feet, to street No. 1486. This latter 
street and another (No. 2083) of the same width (30 feet), 
which has been located 150 feet from it, are designed to 
divide the large tract of land belonging to the estate of 
Solomon 8. Rowe eé al., running southwesterly through it, 
from Bourne street to Neponset avenue. From street No. 
2083, at a point about 210 feet from Bourne street, a new 
street of the regulation width will depart, and, running about 
parallel with Bourne street, end at Neponset avenue opposite 
Peters street. 
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From Florence street, directly opposite Wyvern street, a 
new street (No. 1478) is projected 40 feet wide, to run 
southeasterly over and including an old 10-foot right of way, 
and a narrow court, 20 feet wide, called Grover street, to 
Neponset avenue, opposite street No. 1976. From Neponset 
avenue, opposite street No. 1974, departs street No. 1479, 
which will run northwesterly, about 180 feet from and paral- 
lel with street No. 1478, to Florence street, crossing the 
latter, and by the introduction of an angle will enter Hyde . 
Park avenue at right angles. From Neponset avenue, oppo- 
site Jewett street, a connection is made with Florence street, 
by the introduction of street No. 1481, 40 feet in width, 
which will run northwesterly. An exceedingly short street 
(No. 2184), 30 feet in width, will also make connection 
between these two highways; the street leaving Neponset 
avenue ata point opposite Folsom street. A portion of a 40- 
foot street (No. 1491) designed to run along the northerly 
line of location of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, and shown in previous filings, is here shown extended, 
30 feet in width, in the same direction, forming a connection 
with Larch place (street No. 1493), and through and over it 
to Hyde Park avenue. 

Street No. 2060, 40 feet wide, is located at a distance of 
about 80 feet from Stony brook, and, running parallel with 
the latter, connects Florence street with Hyde Park avenue. 

From street No. 2060, street No. 1402 is projected to run 
northeasterly, parallel with Hyde Park avenue, into sections 
covering a portion previously filed. 

Neponset court (street No. 2088), although but a 20-foot 
way, it was deemed advisable to embody without change into 
the system. The way leaves Neponset avenue about midway 
between street No. 1478 and street No. 1486, and runs north- | 
westerly to Stony brook, when its direction is so diverted 
that it may follow the line of the brook for a distance of 
about 80 feet, connecting with street No. 2089. This latter 
street leaves Meyer street at a point about midway between 
Catherine street and street No. 1486, and runs southwesterly 
from Meyer street to street No. 1478. From this street a 
short 40-foot street (No. 2090) departs at a distance of 
about 225 feet from Florence street, and runs parallel with 
the latter to Catherine street. No development is shown for 
the territory lying along the Hyde Park boundary line, as it 
was deemed inexpedient so to do without the co-operation of 
the authorities of that town. The streets already existing 
there have been embodied in this system. 

Ashland street is shown provided with a widening to 80 
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feet for its entire length, the takings being confined to the 
southwesterly side of the street. 

It is proposed to widen Bourne street to 40 feet, the 
widenings being made about equally from either side. 

Florence street is shown with proposed widenings to 40 
feet, the widenings being made in the same manner. 

The portion of Walk Hill street shown in this year’s filing 
is provided with a widening to 65 feet; this portion of the 
street lies along the southwesterly side of the Forest Hills 
Cemetery, and it has been understood that whenever the 
widening shall be made the cemetery association will dedi- 
cate a strip of its land, 15 feet wide, which will bring the 
width of the thoroughfare to 80 feet, the width provided for 
the other portions previously filed.

In accordance with a decree of the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
Commonwealth, rendered November 25, 1903, the following persons were 
created a Board of Managers of the Franklin Fund: The rector of 
Christ Church in Boston, and the ministers of the First Church in 
Boston and the First United Presbyterian Church, together with the 
Mayor of the City of Boston and the following eight persons — 
Richard Olney, William Endicott, Henry P. Bowditch, Henry S. 
Pritchett, Nathan Matthews, Jr., Charles T. Gallagher, James Ja 
Storrow and Frank K. Foster. 

The Board of Managers chose the City Treasurer as treasurer of the 
Fund, and it is now in his custody. 

The Fund consists of two parts, the first and larger part being immedi- 
ately available to be expended by the Board of Managers, in accordance 
with the wishes of Franklin as expressed in his will, while the other 
partis to be kept invested and is to accumulate until the year 1994, 
when it is to be divided between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and the City of Boston.

the approval of the Mayor, for the relief of persons who have received 
an honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, age, 
or other disability, and who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous 
circumstances; and also for the relief of the widows and orphans, in 
necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have died while in 
the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received in the 
execution of their duty. No additions have been made to this fund 
since 1890.

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught 
a certain length of time in the day schools of the city and who have 
contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act. 

On January 31, 1905, seventeen hundred and sixty-one teachers were 
contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31,1905, sixty-seven retired teachers were receiving annui- 
ties of $15 per month, each having contributed $540 to the fund.

Outside of the general work incident to the maintenance, 
of the department a 36-inch main has been laid from Wash- 
ington street at Boylston street to Post Office square at 
Milk and Congress streets, via Essex, Kingston, Otis, Frank- 
lin and Congress streets, and a continuation of this line 
with 24-inch pipe through Post Office square and Water 
street to Washington street to take the place of the 24-inch 
low service main in Washington street which had to be 
abandoned on account of the building of the Washington 
street subway. 

During the year a tunnel has been constructed for a large 
water main across Fort Point channel to augment the water 
supply to that part of the business section of the city on the 
south side of said channel, one object of this tunnel lne 
being to furnish an adequate supply of water for fire protec- 
tion to a section which has grown very rapidly within the 
past few years, consequently greatly increasing the fire risk. 
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A more detailed description of the above-mentioned work 
will be found on pages 64 and 65 of this report. 

Reports in detail of work performed in the Income and 
Distribution Divisions and the Engineering Department will 
be found in the appendices annexed hereto.

Dear Sr1r, — The following is some of the most impor- 
tant work done during the past year: 

The construction of the Stony Brook conduit in Charles- 
gate East made it necessary to abandon 300 feet of 48-inch 
main, which crossed the conduit location immediately north 
of Commonwealth avenue bridge, under the outlet channel 
of the Back Bay Fens; the main was relocated over the 
bridge, and reduced fora distance of 118 feet, within the 
limits of bridge and conduit, to a 36-inch pipe. 3 

Owing to the proposed subway construction in Washing- 
ton street it was considered inadvisable to attempt to main- 
tain the 24-inch L. 5. main in that street between Boylston 
and Water streets. A 36-inch main was therefore laid from 
Washington street at Boylston to Milk street, via Essex, 
Kingston, Otis, Devonshire, Franklin and Congress streets; 
thence a 24inch main via Post Office square and Water 
street was laid and connected with the existing 24-inch main 
in Washington street at Water street; connections with these 
new mains were made on Essex street at Oxford street, on 
Bedford street, on Franklin street, on Milk street and on 
Water street; 30-inch branches were established at Congress 
street for the proposed extension to South Boston and at 
Milk street for the proposed extension northerly. <A total 
curvature of 630° was made in 2,974 lineal feet of the 36-inch 
pipe, using 18 one-sixteenth and 20 one-thirty-second curves; 
in 524 feet of 24-inch pipe the total curvature was 607° 30’. 
and 6 one-eighth. and 15 one-sixteenth bends were used. 
The work was done by the regular force of the Water 
Department, and was necessarily slow and expensive, as 
obstacles were continually encountered: for a large part of 
the distance, particularly at street crossings, the location 
of so large a pipe virtually. meant the reconstruction of 
existing systems of conduits, water and gas pipes, electric 
tubes, sewers, etc. The location of this main’ is through the 
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centre of the Low Service business district, making it pos- 
sible to develop the distribution system in that territory to 
the best advantage. | 

The 30-inch H.S. main in Washington street, Dorchester, 
was extended from Fairmount street to Codman street, 
thence a 20-inch main was laid in Codman street to Dorches- 
ter avenue and connected with the 12-inch H. 8. pipe at that

The first step was taken during the past year towards fur- 
nishing an improved L. 8. and H. 8. supply to South Boston 
flats by the construction of a tunnel under Fort Point chan- 
nel, immediately south of Congress street bridge. The tunnel 
is of brick, in the form of an inverted siphon, to carry a 
BUaneh Lb. S. and a 24-inch H. S. water pipe. The 
shafts are 7+ feet in diameter with brick walls 16 
inches thick; they are enclosed in a steel cylinder % inch 
thick, from their top to a point about 20 feet below the 
bottom of the channel, and are protected by substantial cir- 
cular fenders. The horizontal portion of the tunnel, 119 feet 
long, is circular, 8 feet in diameter, and is lined with 12-inch 
brickwork; its top is at grade —38, the present bottom of 
channel being grade —18, and the proposed grade for future 
dredging being —23. The material excavated was stiff blue 
clay with sand seams; the work was done under air pressure. 

The thawing of frozen service pipes by electricity was 
successfully continued during the past winter. 

The work of electrical investigation has been carried on 
throughout the year. In addition to surveys made to deter- 
mine the difference of potential between pipe and rails, 
twenty-nine “permanent stations” have been established for 
measuring approximately the actual flow of electricity upon 
the pipes. These “stations” are made by inserting brass 
plugs 10 feet apart into a water pipe, and from the plugs No. 
10 insulated wire is brought to the surface of the ground. 
The difference of potential at the ends of the wires is deter- 
mined, and the approximate flow on the pipe is estimated, 
the resistance per pound per foot of cast-iron water pipe hay- 
ing been previously determined by experiment. A number 
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of test pits have been dug and many volt-meter and ammeter 
readings have been taken in other excavations; the actual 
condition of pipes examined has been carefully noted, plaster 
casts and photographs being made in many cases. 

Damage is being done to the water pipes by electrolysis, 
notably in the vicinity of the large power stations of the 
Boston Elevated Railway.

Str, — In compliance with chapter 38, section 24, Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Wire Department showing the appropriation, expendi- 
ture, and work performed from February 1, 1904, to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1905. 

The work of clearing the streets prescribed for the year 
1904 has progressed favorably, although some work remains 
to be performed by the companies in order that the condition 
of the streets may comply with the law. | 

During the year a law has been passed relating to licensing 
and inspection of theatres and public halls, which has made 
additional work for this department. In this connection 
would say that the necessary inspections have been made, 
and call your attention to that part of the report referring to 
the Interior Division, which has had supervision of the 
work called for under the law, in which fuller details will be 
found. 

We have not been able to give old wiring and isolated 
plants that inspection which they should receive, and, if pos- 
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sible, the force of the department should be increased. It is 
hoped that an appropriation large enough to cover this extra 
- expense may be made. 

In prescribing streets from which poles and overhead 
wires are to be removed during the year 1905 we have taken 
those considered the most important in the East Boston and 
Charlestown districts of the city. Further details will be 
found under the head of Exterior Division. 

The department has worked with the end in view that all 
persons having ‘business dealings with it should receive 
courteous treatment consistent with the carrying out of the 
law relating to this department. 

Details of department work, etc., will be found under 
their appropriate headings.

WIRE DEPARTMENT. a 


EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The district from which poles and overhead wires were 
ordered removed during the year 1904 was that portion of 
Washington street between Dudley street and Keyes street, 
Roxbury. 

On this street, beside the iron poles of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, used for the support of their feeder, span 
and guard wires, was a line of wooden poles on each side of 
the street, one line owned by the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and the other line owned by the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

On these poles were Telephone, Fire-alarm, Police Signal 
and Edison Electric Illuminating Company wires. 

The poles of the American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, carrying long-distance telegraph and telephone wires, 
are exempt by law, consequently one line of poles will remain 
on the street. 

The whole number of poles on the street at the commence- 
ment of the year, not including the iron trolley poles of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, which it will be neces- 
sary to maintain until the elevated structure is completed 
through the street, was one hundred and ninety-one (191). 

The total amount of wire on and over the street was 
about one hundred and ninety (190) miles. 

It was mentioned in the annual report for 1903 that, 
owing to the severe winter, the removal of poles and wires 
in the district, had been delayed, and in consequence of which 
the companies had been granted an extension of time in 
which to complete this work ; the work was completed early 
in the year 1904. 

In this report will be found photographs showing the con- 
dition of streets in the 1903 underground district before and 
after the removal of the poles and wires; also a plan show- 
ing the locations of poles and wires on and over that portion 
of Main street, Charlestown, and Meridian street, East 
Boston, which is in the 1905 underground district. 

The notices of new work received from the various com- 
panies show a large increase over previous years, the exami- 
nation of which has occupied much of the time of the 
inspectors. ‘These inspections are made when possible 
while the installation is in progress. 

Close attention has been given to low tension wires enter- 
ing buildings, to see that suitable devices are provided to 
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prevent a current of electricity entering the building that 
would be liable to cause fire. 

It is seldom found that the lines are not thus protected. 
Such as are found are usually private lines, and were installed 
by some irresponsible party. 

The general work of the division has been much the same 
as usual, special attention being given to new construction, 
the selection of new pole locations, derrick guys, etc., and 
old construction, that is not in strict accord with the City 
Ordinances and rules and requirements of this department, 
is receiving the attention of the division and is being gradu- 

ally improved. 

All reports of fires and accidents supposed to have been 
of an electrical nature, outside of buildings, have been care- 
fully investigated, and those found to have been actually due 
to electricity have been made the subject of special reports 
and forwarded from time to time. 

Of the special work considered during the year, mention 
should be made of three in particular: Experiments in 
thawing out frozen water pipes by electricity, the part elec- 
tricity played in the Grand Army encampment in August, 
and the completion of the East Boston Tunnel and the elec- 
trical work in connection therewith. 

In regard to the first named, in February, 1904, at the 
request of the City Engineer’s office, a team was equipped by 
the Edison Electric Lluminating Company of this city for 
the purpose of carrying on experiments in thawing out frozen 
water pipes for the City Water Department. 

This team was fitted with a thirty kilowatt transformer, a 
water rheostat and the necessary switches, cut-outs, cables, 
meters, etc., to carry. on the work in the best, but simplest, 
manner possible with the facilities at hand. The first 
experiments were made in South Boston, where alternating 
current of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company of 
2,250 volts was used, the transformer and water rheostat 
being inserted in the primary circuit; the result was very 
satisfactory, a current of from 250 to 300 amperes was 
obtained at a pressure of from 50 to 60 volts on the secondary 
wires; connections were made by attaching one wire from 
the line to the service pipe just inside the cellar, and the 
other wire to a hydrant on the street, note being taken of 
the time from the moment the current was turned on to the 
time the first signs of water were discerned, and from then 
until a free flow was obtained. The time required to thaw 
out the pipes under these conditions varied from 2 to 5 
minutes; the pipes at no time were heated so as to be more 
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than just warm to the touch, but they seemed to warm 
slightly and evenly at the point where the heat was most 
needed. With the direct current the results were much the 
same, though perhaps not quite as satisfactory as connected 
up at that time, requiring a little more time to accomplish 
the same work. 

All the experiments were tried on the regular lead service 
pipes, and most of them were of five-eighths inch in diame- 
ter. Taken as a whole the trials were considered suc- 
cessful, though, of course, doing the work in this manner, 
the engineers were dependent entirely on the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company for current, and the apparatus was 
for that reason useless on streets that were removed any 
great distance from the Edison overhead or underground 
lines. 

Last August, during the National Grand Army encamp- 
ment in our city, electricity contributed quite largely towards 
the success of -the occasion. Several plans were con- 
sidered by the committee on decoration, the plan as adopted 
covering practically all of Boston Common, Public Garden, 
and Commonwealth avenue between Arlington street and 
Exeter street. The decorations consisted of festoons, 
clusters and emblems composed of laurel, and studded with 
incandescent lamps of red, white and blue, so that the 
promenade from the corner of Park and Tremont streets, 
or Beacon Hill to the corner of Commonwealth avenue 
and Exeter street, was ablaze with thousands of electric 
lights. 

The portion of this work which most concerned this depart- 
ment, of course, was the method and manner of installation, 
that everything be made perfectly safe, and that no accident 
of an electrical nature mar the enjoyment of the occasion ; 
therefore special attention was given to the installation 
throughout the entire time of installing and operating the 
lights. Current was supplied for the lights by a number of 
special underground connections made at various points con- 
venient to the undergound system. On the avenue connec- 
tions were made at each of the cross streets, thus avoiding 
the necessity of crossing the streets overhead ; for the Com- 
mon, a service was taken from the manhole, at the corner of 
Charles and Boylston streets, to a pole set up inside the 
fence line near that corner, and the three main wires were 
carried from there through the trees on suitable insulators 
along the Charles-street mall, and then across on temporary 
poles set in the parade ground to a point near the foot of the 
hill on which stands the soldiers’ monument, where a trans- 
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former house was erected. This consisted of a platform, 
raised several inches from the ground, built around a pole, 
and closed in by a wall about eight feet high; thus the high- 
tension wires were brought direct from the underground 
system to the transformers apart from all other wiring, and 
then the lights were all fed and controlled from this point. 
An oil switch was installed in the high-tension circuit at the 
first pole back of the transformers, so that in case of any 
trouble occurring at the transformers the current could be 
entirely cut off without any great delay. | 

This source of supply was for all the hghts on the Com- 
mon, including the soldiers’ monument and the two large 
search-lights, which were kept playing on a large American 
flag suspended in mid-air over the middle of the Common. 

Connections were made for the lights on the Public Gar- 
den in much the same manner, a service being taken from 
the underground system on Charles street, at the centre 
gate of the Garden, and carried to a pole inside the fence; 
thence, overhead, through trees, to a point near the bridge, 
where the wires were again brought down underground along 
the path to a platform erected between the piers of the 
bridge, over the water, where a large switchboard was set 
up, and the various circuits distributed throughout the 
Garden. 

Arrangements were made whereby the lights could be 
changed from red, white, or blue, or all together, at the will of 
the operator. 

There were, altogether, on the Common, Public Garden 
and Commonwealth avenue, upwards of twenty-five thousand 
incandescent lamps of four and eight candle-power; the 
current consumption for the eight nights’ use was about 
nineteen thousand five hundred (19,500) kilowatt hours. 

On the Friday evening previous to encampment week 
representatives of the committee of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company and of this department were present 
when an official test was made of the various circuits, and 
when the entire load was turned on, and from this time until 
the close of the exhibition no trouble of any consequence 
was reported on any portion of the work, and the effect of 
the electricity, together with the beautiful floral display in 
the garden, was such as called for praise from all who 
viewed it. 

In the report of 1903 mention was made of the fact that 
the work of relocating the undergound ducts, etc., along 
State street in the line of the East Boston tunnel was practi- 
cally completed. This year we can report that this work has 
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all been completed in a satisfactory manner, as also the work 
of constructing the conduits for electric cables, wires, etc., 
for the transmission of electricity to East Boston, via the 
tunnel. 

This conduit construction is perhaps the most important 
piece of underground work accomplished during the past 
year, as it not only provides for electricity in the tunnel 
itself for the purpose of operating the cars, lights, etc., but 
also provides a means of carrying the electric light, tele- 
phone, telegraph, fire-alarm and police signal wires into this 
island district, other than the old, uncertain method of sub- 
marine and overhead cables and wires. 

This system, as installed by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, consists of a central conduit of twelve ducts, 
beginning at Scollay square and running to the Court square 
station, where it is divided into two conduits of six ducts 
each, laid along the edge of either side of the tunnel to the 
Deyonshire-street station. Here the number of ducts 1s 
again changed, and nine ducts are laid on each side as far as 
the Atlantic chambers at State street and Atlantic avenue. 
At this point the situation is entirely changed, and the com- 
pany not only provides for themselves, but also for the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company and the Low Tension com- 
panies in two separate conduits. The tunnel here is about 
sixty feet below the surface of State street, and on each side 
of the station thirty wrought-iron three-inch pipes have been 
laid in the walls of the shaft from the separate manholes of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, and the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, at the street surface to those built in 
the station platform below; the conduits are then continued 
from these manholes through the tunnel to the manholes of 
the various companies at the street surface in Maverick 
square, East Boston, in the following manner: Along each 
side of the tunnel a nine-duct conduit was built to be leased , 
to the Edison and Telephone companies respectively. Then, 
in the centre of the tunnel, for the use of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, is a double conduit of sixteen ducts. In 
the entire subway and tunnel from Scollay square to Mav- 
erick square there is a total of nineteen thousand nine 
hundred and seventy-nine (19,979) feet of conduit, or two 
hundred nine thousand four hundred thirty-one (209,431) 
feet of single duct, with ninety-two (92) manholes. It 
will be seen that this method of carrying the high and low 
tension wires to East Boston opens up new opportunities for 
the district, as now the electric current can be relied upon at 
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all times, where it could not be in the old method of trans- - 
mission. ‘Twice during the past year East Boston has been 
entirely cut off, as far as electric light was concerned, owing 
to large fires in Charlestown, the wires running by the 
localities and being more or less damaged or interfering with 
the firemen, necessitating cutting off the current.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


During the year ending January 31, 1905, such attention 
has been given old work as it was practicable to give with- 
out neglecting, or delaying, the inspection of new work. It 
has been necessary, however, to give the greater part of the 
energies of the division to the inspection of the last-mentioned 
work, as the provisions of chapter 268, Acts of 1898, which 
provides that a permit must be granted by the Commissioner 
of Wires before current can be legally turned on to wires 
that are to be used for electric lighting, heating, or power, 
plainly necessitate, in justice to both the party who is to be 
supplied with, and to the person or corporation who is to 
supply, the current, a prompt inspection of the work, and if 
found satisfactory the issuing of a permit to turn current on 
without unnecessary delay. 

As has been noted in reports for previous years, it is 
unfortunate that old wiring cannot receive the attention 
which it rightfully demands; but with the present force of 
inspectors the pressure of new work is so great that the 
larger portion of the old wiring can receive but scant, if any, 
attention. 

This does not mean, however, that theatres, halls, large 
stores, etc., have not received the same special care and 
attention that. they have in past years. At the various 
theatres, inspections have been made weekly of temporary 
wiring used in connection with the attractions, and in many 
instances wiring and electrical apparatus has been found 
the use of which would endanger the theatre and the people 
in same. In such cases, the wiring or apparatus was con- 
demned and its use not permitted until such changes had 
been made as would, in our judgment, eliminate the dangerous 
features of the installation. Frequent inspections have been 
made at large stores, at many of which changes in electrical 
equipment are constantly being made, and there has been a 
large amount of temporary wiring, both inside and outside 
of buildings, which has received the usual careful attention. 

Chapter 450, of the Acts of 1904, approved June 9, to 
take effect September 1, 1904, which relates to the licensing, 
inspection, etc., of theatres and halls, has been carefully 
complied with in so far as its provisions relate to the duties 
of the Wire Department. Since September 1, inspections 
and tests have been made of the wiring at the various halls 
coming under the requirements of the law, and monthly 
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inspections and tests have been made at each and every 
theatre of the permanent wiring throughout same; these, 
with the weekly inspections before mentioned, when in con- 
nection with the temporary wiring certain portions of the 
permanent wiring must necessarily be inspected, have given 
very satisfactory results. Defects are frequently found 
during the monthly inspection, but they are usually of a 
minor character, which are not permitted to exist but a 
short time after they are brought to the attention of the 
theatre people. In this connection would say that due 
credit should be given to the managements of the various 
theatres for the cheerful manner in which they have com- 
plied with our requests for changes in the electric installa- 
tions of their theatres when, as a result of our inspections or 
tests, changes were deemed necessary in the interests of 
safety. | cregets 

The so-called “ moving-picture machine,” which-has been 
a prolific source of fires in halls and theatres in various sec- 
tions of the country, will undoubtedly continue to be a 
menace to a greater or less extent, according to the condi- 
tions and manner under which they are installed and the 
efficiency of the operator who has the handling of the 
apparatus. The authority of this department regarding 
such machines is limited to the construction and method of 
installation, from an electrical standpoint, of apparatus. 
Oftentimes a fire is started by one of these machines as a 
result of the inefficiency of the operator, and fire is spread 
on account of existing conditions in the vicinity of where 
the machine is installed. As at present generally installed 
they are a menace to safety, and such legislation should be 
enacted as will either prevent their use, or will place suffi- 
cient authority with some one to permit the enforcing of 
such requirements as will tend to give reasonable safety 
when device is used. 

During the past year the electric lighting system of the 
East Boston Tunnel and of the stations connected therewith 
has been installed. Normally, tunnel sections are lighted by 
current from the system of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company at.a potential of about 550 volts, lamps being 
wired five (5) in series. Stations at Court street, Devonshire 
street, and at Atlantic avenue are also lighted by current 
from the same systein, with the exception that at each station 
a certain number of arc and incandescent lamps are at all 
times fed from the system of the Edison Electric [luminating 
Company of Boston, which company has two 3-wire 110-220 
volt D.C. services (each 100,000 ¢.m. capacity), one entering 
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tunnel from Court street, and the other entering at Atlantic- 
avenue station. A 2,300 volt A. C. service of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Compay of Boston also enters Atlantic- 
avenue station, where it feeds one 50 kw. oil-cooled trans- 
former made by the Fort Wayne Electric Works of Indiana, 
transformer belonging to the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. ‘This installation is for the purpose of supplying 
current for lights normally supplied from the system of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, in case, from any cause 
whatever, the supply from said system is cut off. One side 
of the secondary system from transformer is grounded to car 
rail of system, the other running to switchboard room at the 
Devonshire-street station, at which point it is connected to an 
automatic switch so designed that in case current supplied is 
discontinued from system of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company the switch immediately throws over and connects 
lights normally fed from their system to the 575 volt A.C. 
system from transformer located at the Atlantic-avenue 
station and fed from the system of the Edison Electric Illu- 
minating Company of Boston. 

There are three (3) main feeders terminating in switch- 
board room above referred to, where is located the central 
point of control. ‘These feeders are lead-covered cables, one 
coming from the Central Power Station of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, Albany street, one from their 
Lincoln Power Station, Lincoln Wharf, and one from the 
transformer located at the Atlantic-avenue station of tunnel. 
From the central point of control are run two (2) distribu- 
tion feeders consisting of lead-covered cables run under- 
ground in vitrified clay conduit, one running down north 
_gide of tunnel, and one down south side of tunnel, feeding 
distribution boxes on their respective sides of the tunnel. 
All circuit wiring throughout the tunnel and stations is 
done in iron conduit with rubber-covered wire. The smallest 
size used is 16 B. & S. Gage wire. Switches are of the 
knife and snap types, and fuses are of the cartridge or 
enclosed fuse type. In the tunnel sections there are three 
(3) rows of lamps, one on each side, and one in the centre 
of the tunnel, with the lights of each row spaced about 
thirty-six feet apart, and the rows so staggered in relation to 
each other that there is a 16 candle-power lamp about every 
twelve feet of the tunnel. 

The Court-street station contains five (5) arc-lamps sup- 
plied from Boston Elevated Railway Company system, three 
(3) arc-lamps supplied from the Edison Electric [lumin- 
ating Company of Boston system, one (1) incandescent lamp, 
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55 candle-power, supplied from last-named company’s sys- 
tem, fifteeen (15) incandescent lamps, 16 candle-power, sup- 
plied from Boston Elevated Railway Company system, 
fifteen (15) incandescent lamps, 32 candle-power, fifteen 
(15) incandescent lamps, 55 candle-power, and five (5) Sim- 
plex Electric Heating Sets, also supplied from last-named 
company’s system. 

The Devonshire-street station contains ten (10) arc-lamps 
supplied from the Boston Elevated Railway Company sys- 
tem, four (4) arc-lamps and seven (7) incandescents, 55 
candle-power, supplied from the Edison Electric luminating 
Company of Boston system, ten (10) incandescents, 55 
candle-power, ten (10) incandescents, 16 candle-power, and 
four (4) Simplex Electric Heating Sets, supplied from the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company system. 

The Atlantic-avenue station has not been completed as 
yet. In that portion of the same in tunnel there are ten (10) 
arc-lamps feeding from system of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, and four (4) arc-lamps feeding from system 
of the Edison Electric’ Illuminating Company of Boston. 

In the tunnel sections there are six hundred (600) incan- 
descent lamps feeding from twenty-one (21) distribution 
boxes for local control. From each of nineteen (19) of 
these boxes are controlled six (6) circuits of lamps; from 
one (1) box is controlled five (5) circuits of lamps; from 
the other box is controlled one (1) circuit of lamps. 

All reports of fires and accidents as due, or supposed 
to be due, to electrical causes have been given prompt 
attention, careful investigations made and records of same 
kept. Fires for which two or more alarms have been given 
have been responded to by members of the department. 

It is a pleasure to report that there has been no fire during 
the past year that was caused by wiring approved by this 
division. 

During the past year the number of fires in the interior of 
buildings has been twenty-three (23) as compared with 
thirty-two (82) fires for the year previous. Of this number 
fifteen (15) of the fires were of minor character and entailed 
no insurance loss. As a result of the other eight (8), among 
which is included the fire which occured October 25, at the 
Lotus-place car barn of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, which destroyed barn and contents, and which, 
while it could not be absolutely so determined, was probably 
due to electrical causes, the insurance loss was very heavy, 
it being one hundred seventy-four thousand one hundred 
eight dollars and seventeen cents ($174,108.17). Of this 
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amount one hundred eleven thousand three hundred thirty- 
four dollars and forty-one cents ($111,334.41) was loss on 
ear barn fire above mentioned; fifty-eight thousand six 
hundred seventy-six dollars and two cents ($58,676.02) was 
loss caused by a fire December 17, at building numbered 637 
to 643 Atlantic avenue, which was attributed to an electric 
motor, accidentally left running all night, and the bearings of 
which ran dry for lack of oil. Two fires caused by electric 
flat irons carelessly left in circuit when occupants went home 
for the night, caused insurance losses of twelve hundred 
forty-seven dollars and twenty cents ($1,247.20) and nine 
hundred sixty-seven dollars and seventy-two cents ($967.72), 
or a total loss for the two fires of twenty-two hundred four- 
teen dollars and ninety-two cents ($2,214.92). Two fires 
due to defects in electric elevator installations caused 
insurance losses of nine hundred six dollars and eighty-two 
cents ($906.82) and one hundred eighty-five dollars ($185), 
or a total loss for the two fires of ten hundred ninety-one 
dollars and eighty-two cents ($1,091.82). One fire caused by 
sparks from the brushes of an electric motor flying into 
inflammable material caused an insurance loss of two hundred 
twenty-five dollars ($225), and one fire caused by a short 
circuit of electric mains in an elevator well caused a loss of 
five hundred sixty-six dollars (#666). 

There were three (3) cases during the year where primary 
current of high potential entered buildings over the wiring 
of same, in each case doing some damage to the wiring and 
fixtures in buildings. In one of these cases there was a leak 
between primary and secondary coils of transformer supply- 
ing current, and in the other two cases trouble was due to a 
swinging cross between primary and secondary wires on pole 
in street. 

There were thirteen (13) accidents resulting in the deaths 
of three (8) persons and injuries of fifteen (15) others. Of 
the fatal accidents, one occurred to a freight handler in the 
employ of the Boston & Maine Railroad, who was killed as a 
result of coming in contact with a high potential wire which 
had become crossed with a telephone wire and had burned off 
and fell to ground; one occurred to an employee of the Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Company, who, while on a _ pole, 
where he had been making temporary repairs or corrections 
on certain wires, received a shock by coming in contact with 
a high potential wire and fell to street; the third case was 
that of an employee of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, who had been working on wires beneath the east- 
erly end of the bridge between South Boston Point and

Castle Island, and who was found, by a fellow workman, 
who had left him but a few minutes before for the purpose 
of getting a boat, lying partly in the water and partly on the 
rocks beneath the bridge. Investigation failed to show 
absolutely whether his fall was due to a shock which he 
received while at work on wires, or to other causes. Of the 
victims of the remaining ten (10) accidents, fifteen (15) in 
number, six (6) were employees of the company on whose 
system accidents occurred; two (2) were in the employ of 
wiring contractors, and were at work on wires of the company 
on whose system accidents occurred; one was an employee 
of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company of 
Massachusetts, who, while on a pole, received a slight shock 
of electricity from a span wire of the street railway com- 
pany ; one wasa laborer, who, while working in East Boston 
tunnel, made contact with trolley wire; one was a passer-by, 
injured by a falling pole, and four (4) were injured as a 
result of shocks of electricity due to steel guy-wire, for der- 
rick which they were at work on, coming in contact with a 
trolley wire. 

The laboratory of the department has been of great ser- 
vice during the past year, many matters having come up 
upon which it would have been impossible to give a proper 
decision without the tests which the laboratory affords 
the necessary facilities for making. LElectrical matters of 
national importance have been taken up in conjunction 
with other electrical inspection departments, and in connec- 
tion with such matters tests have been made at the depart- 
ment laboratory, at the power stations of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company and the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company of Boston, by the courtesy of said companies, and 
at the laboratories of other inspection departments interested.

February 4, about 2 P.M., Thomas Scanlan, an employee of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, severely burned 
while installing a new switch in switchbox on pole. 

February 15, about 3.05 P.M., Vincent M. Duggan, an 
employee of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was 
badly burned about the face, hands, and his helper Frank 
McDonald was very slightly burned also, while engaged in 
repairs on a trolley hanger at the Sullivan square terminal. 

February 18, about 11.380 A.M., C. L. Peterson, an employee 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, had his right hand 
burned and eyebrows, hair, and side of face scorched while at 
work in Central Power Station of above company. 

March 11, about 8 A.M., while a derrick was being erected 
at 326 Boylston street, its guy-wires became charged with a 
current of electricity, one of them having come in contact 
with a trolley wire of the street railway service.

F. Hassan, a passer-by, and to John D. Monroe, who was on 
the pole at the time working for the Ley Contracting Com- 
pany, which was about to remove pole for the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company. 

June 25, T. Russell, an employee of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, received slight burns to a hand, leg, and 
arm while at work on a feed wire of above company. 
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July 12, about 3.50 P.M., John O’Brien, an employee of 
the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
received a slight shock of electricity while he was at work 
on a pole. 

July 26, J. H. Johnston, an employee of the Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company, while at work on wires of that 
company under the easterly end of Castle Island bridge, fell 
and was killed. It was not absolutely determined whether 
his fall was, or was not, due to his receiving a shock from 
wires upon which he was at work at the time. 

October 12, about 6.10 P.M., George McIntire, an employee 
of the Edison Electric [luminating Company, while at work 
on pole near the corner of Dudley street and Blue Hill 
avenue, received an electrical shock, fell to street, and was 
killed. 

October 26, about 4 P.M., John Tedo, a laborer employed 
by the Boston Transit Commission, while on a ladder at 
work in East Boston Tunnel, came in contact with trolley 
wire and was thrown to track.
